* - Councillor Doug Gutro is 
back home in Quincy after a 
«ten-day, trip to Pakistan — an 
experience he warmly re- 
called as life-changing. 

~ Gutro joined officials 
* from Boston, Brewster, 
Easton, Grafton, Spring- 
field, and Westwood on the 
trip to Pakistan, a nation of 
_ 180 million people border- 
* ing India, Afghanistan, Iran 
and the Arabian Sea. The 
trip was the culmination of a 
four-year program in which 
75 Pakistani officials visited 
Massachusetts. The  pro- 
gram was organized by the 
Ambherst-based non-profit 
Institute for Training and 
Development (ITD) in part- 
nership with the Massachu- 
setts Municipal Association 
and funded by the U.S. mene 
Department. 

“The food was spicy. The 
temperature was hot. The 
people were warm and the 
hospitality was endless,” 
Gutro recalled in a recent 
interview soon after he re- 
turned to Quincy. 

“I can’t say enough about 
the people. It was a well- 
educated group that was 
extremely hospitable and 
respectful. They came away 
from their visit with a favor- 
able impression of the Unit= 
ed States — an. impression 
they didn’t necessarily hold 
before they visited with us.” 

“Tt was a life changing 
trip,” he added. 

Gutro and the other Mas- 
sachusetts officials departed 
the U.S. on June 6, flying 
to Abu Dhabi in the United 
Arab Emirates via JFK In- 
ternational Airport in New 
York. After a layover in Abu 
Dhabi, they arrived in Paki- 


'?Vatallat 
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stan’s capital, Islamabad, on 
the evening of June 8. The 
hotel they stayed at in Islam- 
abad, the Serena Hotel, was 
protected by armed guards 
at six different checkpoints. 

During the group’s first 
full day in the capital they 
visited the U.S. embassy, a 
non-descript building that 
could be easily mistaken 
for a warehouse. Inside, the 
delegation met with vari- 
ous embassy staff and an 
overview of the country — 
including briefings on secu- 
rity concerns and Pakistan’s 
government and culture - 
was provided. 

Soon after Gutro and the 
others arrived in Pakistan, 
‘militants with the Pakistani 
Taliban on the international 
airport in Karachi, a city 
about 900 miles away from 
Islamabad. Gutro and the 
other members of the del- 


egation were inundated with 


messages from concerned 
family and friends at home 
worried about their safety. 

“The ten of us from the 
United States were get- 
ting phone calls, were get- 
ting texts, were getting 
emails inquiring about our 
safety,” Gutro said. “It was 
incredibly unsettling. We 
wondered, ‘what will. hap- 
pen here? What does this 
mean?’” 

Forty or so Pakistani of- 
ficials were present that day, 
including several who had 
flown in from the airport in 
Karachi on later flights. The 
hosts remained calm and 
help put the Americans at- 
tending at ease. 

“When they got into the 
room there were no side 
conversations. There was no 
sense that anyone was dis-

‘tracted or unsettled,’ Gutro 
‘explained. “Their calm and 


focus showed a resiliency 
that brought comfort to all 
of us visiting. We were at 
ease. ” 

Over the next two days 
in Islamabad, the Massa- 
chusetts officials attended 
a conference with Pakistani 
officials on topics related to 
governance. Gutro, along 
with Westwood’s town 
manager, gave a presenta- 
tion on ethics and Massa- 
chusetts’ new ethics law at 
the conference. He said the 
Pakistani officials present 
had gotten into government 
for the right reasons; prob- 
lems, however, remain in 
the country, which gained 
independence in 1947. 

“They’re just getting to a 
place where they’re devolv- 
ing power to the provinces, 
which are comparable to our 
states. There are, depending 


on where you are, some lo- 
cal governance structures, 
but few if any politically 
elected positions at the local 
level. So accountability is a 


’ challenge,” Gutro said. 


“Corruption seems ram- 
pant and accepted, both at 
the political and bureau- 
cratic level. The wages are 
extraordinarily low and that 


might feed some of the as-_ 


pects of corruption. Nepo- 
tism is not only accepted, but 
in some cases encouraged. If 
you know friends and fam- 
ily you trust them to serve, 
so if you’re in a position 
to hire you hire people you 
know, which goes against 


“everything ethically we are 


taught about under the Mas- 
sachusetts ethics law and in 
my position in the federal 
government as well.”

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Koch Accepts Highest Bid - $3 Million 
Submitted By Plainville Developer 


Luxury Condos For 
Old Central School 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The city is moving ahead 
with plans to sell the former 
Central Middle School and 
has accepted the highest bid 
for the Hancock Street site. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
announced Monday he ac- 
cepted a $3 million bid from 
Edgewood Development 
Company of Plainville, who 
in their bid said they would 
convert the former school 
into luxury condos. 

Edgewood was one of 
five developers to bid on 
the site. Other bids received 
ranged from $1.1 to $2.4 
million. , All five bidders 
planned residential uses for 
the school — four of the five 
would have kept the building 
in place while one developer 
planned to construct 15-sto- 
ry towers on site. Koch said 
he accepted Edgewood’s of- 
fer on the recommendation 
of a special review panel 
that included  representa- 
tives from his office, the 
purchasing department, and 

‘city attorneys. 

“These were all interest- 
ing, [creative] proposals,” 
the mayor said in a_state- 
ment released Monday. “In 
the end I believe we will not 
only get the best value for 
the city, but also a project 
that would be most appropri- 
ate for the neighborhood.” 

Edgewood’s_ bid calls 
for creating 39 one- or two- 
bedroom condos within the 
former school’s _ structure 
— the building’s fagade will 
be maintained. According 
to the city, the developer 
anticipates the units selling 
for between $350,000 and 
$400,000. That would gen- 
erate an estimated $188,000 
in annual tax revenue for the 
city, according to the May- 
or’s Office. 

There is no timetable for 
when Edgewood plans to file 
formal plans for Central. 

Edgewood has devel- 
oped numerous residential 
properties in and around 
their hometown of Plain- 
ville. According to the com- 
pany’s website, the firm has 
constructed more than 350 
single-family homes and 


200 multi-family units over 
the past three decades. 

Projects Edgewood has 
completed include the Wal- 
nut Hill Estates subdivision 
in Plainville; the 120-unit 
Edgewood Apartments, also 
in Plainville; Chestnut Park, 
a 56-apartment development 
in North Attleboro; and Pil- 
grim’s Landing in Wren- 
tham, a development with 
38-single family homes: 

Edgewood also devel- 
oped Plainville Commons, 
a 50-acre shopping center 
featuring more than a quar- 
ter-million square feet of 
retail space. The company 
is also working on a 52-acre 
commercial development 
in Wrentham and a 45-acre 
one, in Plainville. 

«The site of the former 
Central Middle School, 
located at 1022 Hancock 
St., includes 85,378 square 
feet of land. The build- 
ing includes a gross area of 
84,617 square feet and a liv- 
able area of 59,490 square 
feet. 


The school currently - 


sits in a Residential B zon- 
ing district. 

The building originally 
opened in 1894 as Quincy 
High School before being 
turned into a junior high 
and then a middle school. It 
closed last October follow- 
ing the opening of the new, 
$50 million Central Middle 
School one block north on 
Hancock Street. 

Koch has previously said 
the city would _use-proceeds 
from the sale of the former 
school to offset the purchase 
price for nine homes on 
Hunt Street and Newbury 
near North Quincy High 
School to make way for a 
157-vehicle parking lot, re- 
taining ponds, and renova- 
tions to Teel Field. 

The City Council autho- 
rized a $12 million bond to 
fund that project on June 16 
— officials have said the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of Cen- 


tral would be used to reduce 


the amount of money the 
city ultimately borrows.

On Monday, June 2™ 
of this year we stood on a 
quiet hillside at Pine Hills 
Cemetery witnessing the 
final ceremony for Charles, 
“Charlie”, Phelan as he was 
laid to rest. Charlie was a 
World War II Navy Veteran, 
and two U.S Navy represen- 
tatives in full white dress 
uniform stood at each side 
of Charlie’s grave to pay 
final respects. Taps played 
in the ‘background while 
in solemn and quiet preci- 
sion the two naval officers 
fold the American flag that 
had draped Charlie’s cof- 
fin. The flag was presented 
to Anthony Black, husband 
of Charlie’s granddaughter, 
Roberta. Anthony, US. 
Air Force (Ret.), also in full 
dress uniform, continued the 
ceremony by presenting the 
flag to Charlie’s wife, Marie. 


.It was a very moving and 


proud ritual to witness, both 
as a family member and as 
an American. 

‘A few days later, the 
words Anthony had spoken

to Karlie’ wife Marie re- 
sound in my ears, “On be- 
half of a grateful nation.” 
That flag, and those words, 
stood out to me, as they 
were both so much part of 


‘how Charlie lived his life. In 


our family, Charlie and the 
4" of July are synonymous. 
There wasn’t one without 
the other. So as the 4" of 
July holiday approaches this 
year, we will celebrate our 
country’s freedom as well as 
Charlie’s life. 

Charlie was part of the 
“Greatest Generation,” 
a phrase coined by Tom 
Brokaw to describe the gen- 
eration of men and women 
who lived through the Great 
Depression -and then, after 
listening to the accounts of 
the bombing of Pearl Har- 


bor, enlisted by the millions - 


to fight in the war overseas. 
These men and women did 
not have instant news feeds 
to. read .and video to watch 
on their tablets.or devic- 
es; the news from the war 


overseas trickled in as pre- 
sented by the U.S. govern- 
ment. Those at home could 
not instantaneously witness 
the horrors and conditions 
happening. Instead they 
marched blindly into the un- 
known, only knowing that 


~they were fighting to save 


and protect their families 
and their country. 

Charlie was one of those 
men, who, at the age of 17, 
wanted to join the Marines. 
Since he was under age, his 
father had to sign for him. 
Charlie’s father, Mike, re- 
fused to sign the papers for 
Charlie to join the Marines. 
Mike knew there was no 
way to stop Charlie, so he 
agreed to his enlistment in 
the Navy. Mike’s theory 
was that at least Charlie 
would have a bed to sleep in 
instead of a foxhole. Char- 
lie joined the Navy, went 
through boot camp, and was 
sent to the Mariana Islands 
in the South Pacific, where 
the war raged with Japan. 
Once Charlie turned 18, 
he was assigned to the De- 
stroyer John W. Weeks. 
He fought at the Battle of 
Leyte Gulf, Okinawa, Iwo 
Jima, and he served on Ad- 
miral Halsey’s fast attack 
force — “hit hard, hit fast, 
hit often.” Charlie was also’ 
on the crew on one of the 
first American ships that 
sailed into Tokyo Bay.. «, 

ike many of those who, 


came home from this war, 
Charlie wouldn’t talk about 
his experiences, or consid- 
er himself a hero because 
of them. Instead, he sur- 
vived. Charlie returned to 
his family and home town 
of Quincy, and he lived life 
to-the fullest in honor of 
those who did not survive. 
He, like many others who 
returned home, took noth- 
ing for granted and looked 
upon the American flag as 
a symbol of survival and 
homecoming. That Ameri- 
can flag, the one he proudly 
wore on his shirts and, hats, 
the one he proudly hung 
outside his family home on 
Flag Day and the 4th of July 
was now a poignant symbol 
reminding us that because 
of his courage and sacrifice, 
freedom had been restored. 
This 4" of July we will 
look at the red, white and 
blue banners, listen to pa- 
triotic. songs, and enjoy 


fireworks with a note of sad- © 


ness, pride and, for me, a 
better understanding of why 
we celebrate.

Dukakis Files 
Shipbuilding Bill 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A bill filed by Gov. Michael Dukakis could pave the way 
for the return of shipbuilding at the former Fore River Ship- 
yard. 

Sen. Paul Harold reported Dukakis filed legislation that 
would allow the Massachusetts Water Resources Authority 
to transfer 75 acres at the site to a group of former General 
Dynamics employees who want the land for shipbuilding 
purposes. If approved, it would let a transfer occur whether 
or not the legislature was in session, Harold explained. The 
legislature’s session was to end July 15 and not resume until 
November or January. 

“Time is of the essence,” Harold said. “This is a mecha- 
nism for the MWRA to take action while the state legisla- 
ture is not in session. Losing six months could be fatal to the 
return of shipbuilding at Fore River.” 

As a state agency, the MWRA has limited control over its 
own land. Without Dukakis’ legislation, the authority would 
need to seek approval from the legislature before selling the 
property. 

Negotiations between the MWRA and Massachusetts 
Shipbuilders, Inc. — the latter comprised of members of the 
former Local 5 Shipbuilders Union — had been ongoing for 
the past nine months. Revenue to fund a purchase.or lease 
agreement with an option to buy was to be provided by the 
Massachusetts Industrial Finance Figenny and State Street 
Bank. . 

McCAULEY BACKS ONE-HOUR METERS, 
NEW HANCOCK STREET PARKING 

Mayor Francis McCauley asked the Traffic Commission 
to consider one-hour parking meters and allowing parking 
on the westerly side of Hancock Street in the downtown 
area. 

The recommendations were made by the Quincy Center 
Business ‘and Professional Association following a survey 
of its membership. Under the proposals, meters would be 
installed on the westerly side of Hancock Street to allow 
legal parking there and the meters already in Quincy Center 
would be increased from 30 to 60 minutes. 

“This is for the benefit of the consuming public and the 
residents of Quincy,” QCBPA President Robert Colman 
said. “It will take the fear out of the $5 parking ticket.”

At 4 p.m., meet and greet 
“President John Quincy Ad- 
ams,” portrayed by Adams 
National Historical Park 
park ranger Richard Shan- 
er and celebrate his 247th 
birthday with a celebratory 
song and a slice of birthday 
cake.

Housing Authority Ex- 
ecutive Director James Ly- 
don reassured residents at a 
neighborhood meeting held 
at Tobin Towers on Mon- 
day morning that following 
a report by the Department 
of Housing and Commu- 
nity Development (DHCD), 
which revealed unsafe and 
unsanitary living condi- 
tions in QHA properties, he 
would do everything in his 
power to correct the situa- 
tion which he called an ab- 
solute disaster. 

“I’m committed to being 
here,” Lydon told the resi- 
dents. “It’s my intention to 
get this operation running 
right and that’s my commit- 
‘ ment to you.” 

Inspections of 10 percent 
of Quincy’s state-aided pub- 
lic housing units and com- 
mon areas conducted on 
March 31, April 1, and April 
3 by the DHCD revealed 
subpar living conditions in 
need of immediate repair, 
according to Director of 
Facilities Management for 
the DHCD James Marathas 
‘who spoke at a prior meet- 
ing of the Quincy Housing 
Authority’s Board of Com- 
missioners. 

“As a result of those in- 
spections, DHCD issued a 
report and a request for a 
direct action plan for the 
Quincy Housing Author- 
ity indicating that many life 
and safety deficiencies were 
noted: through the inspec- 
tions conducted at the end of 
March and April,” Marathas 
said. “The things that I have 
seen are extremely concern- 


ing and the physical condi- 
tions are very bad.” 

DHCD issued a notice for 
the further inspection of all 
family units at Snug Harbor 
for the two weeks of June 
16-20 and July 7-11. Lydon 
had previously estimated 
that inspections would take 
place well into December. 
However, on Monday, he 
said it is possible the pro- 
cess won’t be completed by 
then. 

A report issued on April 
30 following a reinspec- 
tion outlined operational 
issues as well as physical 
condition concerns such as 
exposed electrical wiring, 
holes in walls, improperly 
stored combustibles, mold 
and mildew, and in one case 
raw sewage from a unit’s 
bathroom leaking through 
the floor and onto a tenant’s 
stove in the unit below. 

Conditions were deemed 
so bad in one unit that the 
tenants had to be relocated. 

Recently, a main support 
beam at Snug Harbor was 
found to be significantly 
damaged due to an infesta- 
tion of termites, according 
to Lydon who said that af- 
ter performing two walk- 


throughs of units and com- 


mon areas at the property, 
which provides affordable 
housing to families, he and 
his staff were “all surprised 
at the conditions.” 

During an _ additional 
walkthrough last week, 
Lydon said he saw that the 
floor in a unit’s bathroom 
had rotted so badly due to a 
leak coming from the base 
of the toilet, that the adja- 


cent bathtub had partially 
fallen through the floor and 
was visible through the ceil- 
ing of the cellar below. 

“These things don’t just 
happen overnight,” he said. 

Many of the 15 residents 
who attended Monday’s 
meeting voiced their con- 
cerns including resident Siu 
Dip Mak, who has lived in 
Tobin Towers for 15 years. 
She said with the help of 
translator Charlie Chen who 
is also the vice-president 
of the Tobin Towers Asso- 
ciation, that she has sent in 
multiple maintenance re- 
quest slips because her stove 
had not been functioning 
properly for two months. 
She has resorted to cooking 
only on the burners which 
she said are not adjustable, 
making it difficult to prepare 
her meals. 

Chen, who moved into 
Tobin Towers in 2009, said 
that since assuming the 
role of vice-president one 
month ago, residents have 
been flooding him with 
complaints. “They com- 
plain about the stoves, the 
kitchen, the washroom,” he 
said. “Even my bedroom. | 
have not had heating for two 
years.” 

Despite the high number 
of Cantonese and Mandarin- 
speaking residents living in 
public housing, the author- 
ity has not hired an official 
translator, instead opting to 
have employees fluent in ei- 
ther language translate when 
they are available. 

When asked for a time- 
line and overall cost of re-

covered was far beyond the

anticipated. 

Repairs relative to life 
and safety concerns will be 
carried out first and priori- 
tized based on what further 
inspections reveal within the 
upcoming months he said. 
Lesser concerns will be ad- 
dressed and dealt with on an 
open-ended deadline. 

“I can’t get too specific in 
terms of facts because we’re 
dealing with labor issues, la- 
bor unions, and civil service 
employees,” he said. ““What 
I can tell you is that I plan 
to make some very major 
changes in the not-too-dis- 
tant future.” 

Maintenance director 
for the Housing Authority 
David Ferris, who was on 
vacation during the most 
recent round of DHCD in- 
spections, will be tasked 
with scheduling and priori- 
tizing all repairs. 

Marathas previously told 
QHA staff that ineffective 
communication with main- 
tenance due to a flawed 
work order system is one 
of the major issues plagu- 
ing the authority and that a 
more proactive approach to 
repairs could save millions 
in future costs. 

“We have a system with 
the maintenance department

that is absolutely broken. We 
have tenants complaining 
to the maintenance depart- 


-ment, our clerks down there 


documenting the complaints 
and then we have nobody 
managing or assigning the 
work,” said Lydon. 

The authority receives 
both operational funding and 
capital funding with capital 
funding being allocated to 
create a capital improvement 
plan which would address 
the deficiencies. Lydon said 
that additional DHCD and 
supplemental funding would 
be necessary to complete the 
overhaul but that he was un- 
sure as to when the money 
would be made available. 
He said he has initiated con- 
tact with DHCD officials re- 
garding funding but has not 
received a formal response 
to his request. 

A contract with inspec- 
tional services firm Mc- 
Cright & Associates was 
not extended into next year 
following a unanimous vote 
by Housing Authority com- 
missioners due to poor per- 
formance, a lack of proper 
procedural protocol, and a 
lack of communication with 
property managers, accord- 
ifg to Lydon. Rather than 
hiring another outside firm, 
teams of Housing Author- 
ity staff and members of 
the maintenance department 
will be tasked with perform- 


ing further inspections. 

When asked as to when 
elevators at Pagnano Tow- 
ers and O’Brien Towers that 
have been broken since Feb- 
ruary would be repaired, Ly- 
don said the authority was 
still waiting for a part from 
the manufacturer which 
opens and closes the doors 
and requires a long lead 
time between ordering and 
manufacturing. 

“lve had two eleva- 
tors at the Quincy Housing 
Authority; one at O’Brien 
Towers and one at Pagnano 
Towers out of order since 
last February and I have a 
department that has been 
incapable of getting them up 
and running again,” he said. 
Kone, the private company 
hired to replace the eleva- 
tors, will be terminated once 
the work is complete and 
further elevator repairs will 
go out to bid. 

Lydon, who has been ex- © 
ecutive director for one year 
and has signed a three-year 
contract to continue over- 
seeing the housing author- 
ity, said he had “inherited a 
mess” and that “the major 
divisions within the Quincy 
Housing Authority [were] 
just not working properly.” 
He called the intervention 
of the DHCD an absolute 
blessing and said that he 
would be taking the process 
one step at a time.

Wollaston Beach Water 
Safety Rated B-Plus

Wollaston Beach has 
received an 88.27 percent 
overall beach safety rat- 


ing for 2013 according to. 


a report card ranking water 
quality at public beaches 
issued by Save the Harbor/ 
Save the Bay on Monday. 

The score is based on in- 
depth analysis of samples 
that were taken by the De- 
partment of Conservation 
and Recreation (DCR) and 
the Massachusetts Water Re- 
sources Authority (MWRA) 
in 2013. The bacteria en- 
terococcus is measured in 
terms of how many colonies 
are found in one sample. If 
more than 104 colony-form- 
ing units are found per 100 
ml of water, then the beach 
is deemed unsafe and swim- 
mers are urged to avoid 
swimming. 

Wollaston ranks above 
King’s Beach in Swamp- 
scott, and Malibu Beach 
and Tenean Beach, both in 
Dorchester. However, Wol- 
laston Beach is outranked 


by 11 other beaches includ- 
ing Nantasket Beach in Hull 
and Revere Beach. 

According to a press re- 
lease issued by Director of 
Strategy, Communications, 
and Programs for Save the 
Harbor/ Save the Bay Bruce 
Berman, the overall decline 
seen in beach safety in 2013 
is due to storm water dis- 
charges that come with sum- 
mer showers and storms. Al- 
most twice as much rain fell 
during the year, leading to 
an increase in bacterial pol- 
lution said the release. 

He said that despite Wol- 
laston’s score this year, he 
feels it will improve next 
summer. “It’s an A minus 
beach even though it was a 
B plus this year,” he said. 
Berman stressed that the 
water is safe. However, he 
advised against swimming 
the day after a rain shower 
as it temporarily elevates 
enterococcus levels. Infec- 
tion with the enterococcus 
bacteria can cause urinary 
tract and wound infections 
in humans.

On 64th Anniversary 


Of The Start Of The 


‘Forgotten War’

A ceremony and wreath 
laying to commemorate 
the 64th anniversary of the 
start of the Korean War took 
place on Wednesday at the 
Korean War Veterans Me- 
morial in front of Veterans’ 
Stadium. 

The memorial lists the 
names of the 38 young men 
who sacrificed their lives 
during what has been called 
“the forgotten war.” 

“It’s something _ that 
when you lose a loved one 
in the war you can not say 
it is forgotten,” said Direc- 
tor of Quincy Veterans’ Ser- 
vices Henry Hank Bradley 
of the war which began June 
25, 1950 and ended July 27, 
1953. 


Keynote speaker John 


“Butch” Mahoney, a USS. 
Army veteran who served 
in Korea and member of 
the Cyril P. Morrisette Post 
#294, told the story of U.S. 


Army Major General and 


Commander of the 24th 
Infantry Division William 


-Dean. After learning that 


U.S. troops were unpre- 
pared and disorganized in 
their efforts to ease tensions 
between a divided North and 
South Korea, Dean went ‘to 
Korea himself to assist in 
keeping back the forces ad- 
vancing from the north. 

“In 1950 when the war 
broke out in Korea, they 
were very, very disorga- 
nized...we were untrained; 
eee said Mahon- 


ey. “We were really getting 
beaten quite bad.” 

Shortly after his arrival, 
Dean was captured by North 
Korean troops and impris- 
oned for three years. Fol- 
lowing his release and sub- 
sequent arrival to the US., 
he was presented with the 
Medal of Honor and lauded 
as a hero by the public, yet 
maintained his actions were 
not heroic enough to merit 
such an award. 

Mahoney reflected on 
Deans’ experience and dedi- 
cation to his country, saying 
that today’s citizens show a 
similar amount of support 
for veterans of the conflicts 
in the Middle East. He said 
that America must remain 
vigilant and “keep its guard 
up at all times,” and that we 
must continue to stand be- 
hind our troops. 

“God bless America and 
God bless you,” he said. 

Mahoney originally ap- 
proached former Quincy 
Mayor James Sheets and 
the two worked together to 
raise the funds necessary to 
build the: memorial which 
features a small courtyard 
with, benches.

Braintree Post 86 looked 
much like a team with 12 
members who played on the 
Super 8 high school squad 
last Friday night - until they 
didn’t.

On Sunday, June 22, 2014, 
at approximately 3:00 p.m., 
numerous officers were dis- 
patched to the area of 1250 
Hancock St. for a report of a 
stabbing. 

Upon arrival, Officer Wil- 
liam Lanergan learned from 
witnesses on scene that the 
suspect ran northbound on 
Hancock Street and the victim 
left the area. He then gave 
out descriptions of both males 
involved in the incident. The 
officers. found a pool of blood 
on the sidewalk. As officers fanned out to search for the 
suspect or victim, Sergeant Sean Duggan located a male 
matching the description given out behind Citizens Bank 
(1200 Hancock St.) and held him at gunpoint. 

With the assistance of Officers Steve DesRoche and

Sean Glennon, Sergeant Duggan handcuffed the suspect 
and then read him Miranda Rights. The suspect said that 
the victim “was probably on his way to the hospital since he 
was stabbed.” Officers began checking the various routes 
to the hospital for the victim. Officer Steve Elmes was 
flagged down by a citizen and told that a man with a blood 


_soaked shirt was running towards the hospital on Whitwell 


Street near the Quincy Medical Center. Officer Elmes lo- 
cated the victim, who had blood spurting from his chest 
area. The victim, suffering from a deep stab wound to the 
right chest area, was transported to the medical center by 
Fallon ambulance. 

During this time, the suspect told officers that the inci- 
dent revolved around a drug deal gone bad. The suspect 
stated that he was selling some weed to the victim when 
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the victim suddenly punched him in the head and stole his 
“weed.” The suspect said he acted in self-defense when he 
stabbed the victim. When asked where the knife was, the 
suspect pointed to some shrubs. Officer Glennon located a 
blue metallic 6-inch folding knife nearby. 

The knife and the victim’s bloody clothing were photo- 
graphed by detectives before being seized from the scene 
as evidence. Officer Glennon also obtained witness state- 
ments and Officer DesRoche transported the suspect to the 
station for booking. During the pat frisk, Officer DesRoche 
located two small “dime” bags of marijuana in the suspect’s 
pants pocket. 

The suspect, a 17-year-old Quincy resident, was charged 
with “Armed Assault with Intent to Murder and Possession 
of Class ‘D’ with Intent to Distribute.” The suspect made 
voluntary statements to officers on scene that he was in the 
process of selling drugs to the victim and a botched robbery 
attempt led to the stabbing. The victim was transferred to 
Boston Medical Center for surgery but was in stable condi- 
tion. Nice Work!

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Abraham Cohen, 97, 
of Quincy died June 22 in 
Greenfield. 

Mr. Cohen had recent- 
ly moved to Greenfield to 
live with his son David and 
daughter-in-law Judy Atkins. 
He was born in Malden on, 
Sept. 22, 1916, the eldest son 
of the late Hyman and Fan- 
nie Cohen and later brother to 
William. Like his parents, he 
was a lifelong socialist and a 
fighter for peace, justice and 
equality for all people. One 
of his first political actions as 
a young boy was passing out 
leaflets in protest of the com- 
ing execution of Sacco and 
Vanzetti. 

Mr. Cohen graduated from 
Quincy High School and then 


attended and graduated from © 


the Massachusetts College of 
Optometry in 1937. He served 
in the U.S. Army as a medic 
from 1942 to 1946, reaching 
the rank of captain. He was 
wounded once and captured 


twice, but talked his way out — 


of capture both times. 

On returning from the 
war, he married Madeline 
Sivachek, whom he met as a 
teen when they both worked 
at Camp Nitgedeiget. Mr. Co- 
hen then began a new career 
as a maker of monuments, 
starting the United Granite 
Co., in Quincy, with friends. 

During the 1950s, Mr. and 
Mrs. Cohen suffered constant 
harassment from the FBI be- 
cause of their progressive 
political beliefs. In 1956, he 
was called before the Mas- 
sachusetts Commission on 
Un-American Activity with 
which he refused to cooper- 
ate. Years later, he received a 
citation from the city of Quin-

cy honoring his commitment 
to justice and his refusal to 
bow to political pressure. 

In the 1980s, Mr. and 
Mrs. Cohen and many others 
worked to overcome racial 
discrimination in housing in 
the city. of Quincy. Their suit 
against the city helped pave 
the way to open public hous- 
ing in Quincy to minorities. 
During his life, he was also 
president of the Jewish Com- 
munity Center and was active 
with the Community Action 
Program in Quincy and was 
a founder with his wife of 
the South Shore Coalition for 
Human Rights. 

He is survived by his 
children: Nancy Cohen and 
her partner Norman Chris- 
tophersen of IL, David Cohen 
and his- wife Judy Atkins of 
Greenfield, as well as his be- 
loved granddaughter, Mandy 
Cohen of CA. Also survived 
by many nieces, nephews 
and cousins as well as dear 
friends.

against tyranny and all its 
forms. Over 60 years ago, 
21 nations banded together 
with the United States and 
South Korea in a remark- 
able display of solidarity to 
turn. back naked aggression 
and stem the tide of commu- 
nism.” 

“Quincy sacrificed 38 
souls in the Korean War; 
a number that is mirrored 
in the line drawn along the 
38th parallel dividing the 
free world from those held 
captive in the north by com- 
munist rule still to this day,” 
he said. 

The line mentioned by 


Hurd roughly demarcates 
North from South Korea. 

He continued on to say 
that the sacrifices made by 
those who fought in Korea 
have afforded us the free- 
doms we enjoy today and 
that their efforts should nev- 
er be forgotten. 

President of the Quincy 
Chapter of the Vietnam 
Combat Veterans Combined 
Armed Forces Larry Norton 
lamented the fact that as the 
fighting raged on in Korea, 
it was being commonly re- 
ferred to as a conflict rather 
than a war. “They called it 
a conflict; 54,000 killed in 
action, 103,000 wounded, 


7,000 prisoners of war, and 
8,000 missing in action,” 
he said. “At one time they 
wanted to call it a conflict 
and not a war. Kind of ludi- 
crous if you ask me.” 

State Sen. John Keenan 
brought the greetings of the 
Massachusetts State Senate 
to veterans and spectators 
alike. He praised the City 
of Quincy for the dedica- 
tion it shows to its veterans. 
“Quincy has a remarkable 
history of contribution to 
this nation and it’s fitting 
that we’re here today to re- 
member a small part of it,” 
he said.

Cause Of Death Of Woman On Beach Unknown 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Authorities have identi- 
fied the woman whose body 
was found on a Quincy 
beach late last month, but 
the cause of her death re- 
mains unknown. 

The Norfolk County Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office iden- 
tified the woman as Tamra 
Piazza, 45, of Curlew Road. 
Ms. Piazza’s body was found 


by a passerby around 5 a.m. 
on June 29 in the vicinity of 
734 Sea St., less than a mile 
from where she lived. 

An autopsy was per- 
formed the next day by the 
state Medical Examiner’s 
Office. The cause and man- 
ner of Ms. Piazza’s death 
will not be known until toxi- 
cology tests are completed. 


“We’re awaiting toxi- 
cology reports, which usu- 
ally take a couple months to 
come back;” David Traub, 
a spokesman for Norfolk 
County District Attorney 
Michael Morrissey, said 
Tuesday. 

Traub added investiga- 
tors found no signs of foul 
play, and drowning has not 
been ruled out as a cause of 


death. 

Authorities initially 
sought the public’s assis- 
tance in identifying the 
body. Ms. Piazza was found 
wearing a black bathing suit 
and black terry cloth cover- 
ing. She also had on a silver 
necklace and yellow ‘Lives- 
trong’ bracelet. She was 
identified by authorities on 
July 1.

Koch Vs. 
Gutro In 2015? 


ust like the weather, political speculation is heat- 
ing up about next year’s ited *s race. 


The ___ buzz 
around town is 
Councillor Doug 


Gutro challenging 
incumbent Thomas 
Koch in 2015. 

We approached 
Gutro about _ his 
plans next year and 
if he intends to run for mayor. 

He told us: 

“It’s a decision for a different day.” 

Gutro, a former city council president now serving : 
his seventh term on the council (5 as Ward 5 and two 
at-large), says he’s focused on spending time with his 
family this summer and any decisions about his politi- 
cal future will be made next year. 

Koch is also mum about his political future. Al- 
though it’s believed he will seek a fifth term next fall, 
he told The Sun a few weeks ago he’s undecided and 
that he’Il announce his decision next year. 

Koch was unopposed in 2013. And while I don’t 
have a crystal ball (if I did, it’d be at the track betting 
on horses) my money is on a mayor’s race next fall. 

For two main reasons: 

¢ A four year-mayoral term 

* An annual salary of $150,000. 

Whomever is elected mayor next fall, that individu- 
al will earn $600,000 guaranteed over four years as the 
city’s chief executive officer. 

Not a bad gig if you can get it. 

History would also suggest that a mayor earning 
multiple “free rides” is an exception, not the rule. 

Only one other mayor - Jim Sheets - was re-elected 
more than once without opposition. 

Speculation about a Koch-Gutro mayor’s race 
ramped up after a city council meeting in June. Gutro 
called out the mayor on his handling of the new FEMA 
flood maps that added 1,400 properties into higher risk 
flood zones and spiking insurance premiums for home- 
-owners. In March, Gutro also criticized Koch’s deci- 
sion not to appeal the maps outright last summer when 
the city first received them. He noted FEMA delayed 
the implementation of maps throughout Plymouth 
County after Marshfield and Scituate filed appeals last 
summer. 

“In my judgment, the truth is we shouldn’t be here 
tonight. This vote should not have to happen,” Gutro 
told his colleagues before the council’s vote to approve 

the maps. Rejecting those sa would have made the 
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city ineligible for FEMA grants. 

Later in his comments, Gutro may have uttered 
what could turn out to be the opening salvo of the 2015 
mayor’s race. 

“The bottom line: These are Mayor Koch’s maps 
and it’s a failure of leadership which prompted the ne- 
cessity for this body to adopt it.” . 

The next day, Mayoral spokesman Chris Walker 
shot back at Gutro, calling the councillor’s sharp criti- 
cism “political grandstanding.” 

“Councillor Gutro — whose career at the federal 
EPA really should provide him a better understanding 
of the confusion FEMA has created with such as mish- 
mash of new laws, new maps, and unfunded mandates 
— is more interested in pointing fingers than providing 
leadership. He neglects to mention that no community 
in Norfolk County and no community even on Cape 
Cod pursued the preliminary appeal, and very few, if 
any, communities have dedicated the resources that we 
have to correct the maps. 

“Those communities in Plymouth County may or 
may not be successful, and we hope they are, but the 
faux outrage aimed at scoring cheap political points 
doesn’t dismiss the fact that there are different paths 
to take forward and that a lot of people — the city, its 
residents, and our engineering team — are working in- 
credibly hard to get it right.” 

It’s not just the flood maps that’s Gutro has been 
outspoken about. He’s also asked pointed questions 
about the stalled downtown project and other issues. 

Walker, speaking for the mayor, added in his com- 
ments directed to Gutro: ° 

“It’s like déja vu all over again on virtually every 
issue — whether it’s Honeywell, the flood maps, or our 
downtown work — the councillor sticks his thumb in 
the air, determines its direction, and then grandstands 
for a half-hour at council meetings. That’s not leader- 
ship.” 

We asked Gutro to expand on his comments on the 
mayor’s handling of the flood maps and here’s what he 
had to say: 

“(The maps): was a sini issue that was extremely 
important to 4,200 homeowners, financially expensive. 
Like I said when I ran for councillor at-large, you’re 
in a position to call balls and strikes. When the mayor 
does something right, you say it. 

“When the mayor does something wrong, you say 
it. . 

“As uncomfortable as. that might make some feel, I 
took offense. It has serious financial implications for 
those homeowners — thousands of dollars over the life 
of their mortgages. That’s a big mess and I felt com- 
pelled to call him out.” 

Sounds like something is brewing besides iced tea 
at some of the local coffee shops. And there are plenty 
of issues to help stir up the speculation notably down- 
town redevelopment and the future of the city’s main 
business district. 

* Another issue that may be bandied about next fall: 
the mayor’s salary. After a recommendation from his 
appointed salary commission, Koch proposed raising 
the mayor’s pay to $160,000. After some parliamen- 
tary procedure, the city council approved a $27,000 
salary hike - to $150,000 beginning Jan. 1. 


Gutro was one of three city councillors to vote 


against the increase. The others were Kevin Coughlin 
and Brian McNamee. 

If Gutro decides to challenge Koch, that would 
‘likely trigger a ripple effect on the city’s political land- 
“scape. His council seat would. open - and there could 

be more. 

For starters, an open council at-large seat could at-

McCarthy will be finishing up his third term on the 
School Committee next fall.

He would have to decide if 
he wants to seek a fourth four-year term on the school 
committee or pursue another elective office or perhaps 
retire from politics after 12 years on the school board. 

In the race for political dollars, it appears Palmucci 
is probably at the top of that list of the city’s 16 elected 
officials (mayor, councillor,and school committee). 
According to the last campaign finance reports filed at 
the end of 2013, Palmucci listed a balance of $85,145. 
He also had $19,523 in liabilities — all loans to his 
committee. :

Members. of the. .Wollas- 
ton Garden Club haye Jong 
been interested in the story 
of Anne Hutchinson and 
her family’s 1600’s farm in 
the Wollaston Hill, area of 
Quincy. This. summer would 
have been the 423nd birth- 
day of Hutchinson. In 2006 
the garden club created, and 
still maintains this garden 
dedicated to Hutchinson on 
the hillside, with the Rox- 
bury puddingstone marker 
that commemorates “the 
place where she tarried...” 
in her exile from Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony in 1638. 

Two other civic groups 
from Portsmouth, Rhode Is- 
land and White Plains, New 
York, share with the garden 
club annually news and 
programs commemorating 
Hutchinson’s life. Wollaston 
Garden Club president, Ani- 
ta Fasano commented “Our 
garden club members are in- 
spired by this strong, deter- 
mined colonial woman) who 
as a gardener midwife had a 
home and a farm, right here 
in Wollaston.”

nomic potential. When taken 
as a whole, there probably 
isn’t,a region in the country 
or even internationally that 
can offer what this Red Line 
corridor provides,” said

Dean Rizzo, President 
of the Quincy Chamber of 
Commerce, said the region- 
al approach creates a much 
broader market for life sci- 
ences start-ups in cities that 
are just minutes apart via 
public transportation. The 
market, Rizzo said, is much 
bigger because of the space 
and economic challenges 
in Cambridge and Boston, 
opening a major door for

“If yeu take Kendall 
Square and downtown Bos- 
ton — and that essentially 
becomes your boundary for 
this kind of development 


— it creates a vacuum that 


will have firms looking not 
just outside Greater Boston 
but outside Massachusetts.

The opening makes Ras 
Labs, an innovative synthet- 
ic muscle creator, one of the 
first life sciences companies 
to locate in Quincy.

Substance Abuse Recovery Bill 


Quincy state representa- 
tives House Majority Lead- 
er Ronald Mariano, Bruce 
J. Ayers and Tackey Chan 
recently voted to pass leg- 
islation that will increase 
opportunities for long-term 
substance abuse recovery in 
the Commonwealth. 


The current bill, which * 


builds upon legislation 
originally sponsored by 
state Sen. John F. Keenan, 
introduces new initiatives 
that are intended to bolster 
methods of prevention and 
expand the availability and 
scope of substance use dis- 
order treatment. 

The bill takes a com- 
prehensive approach to_ the

Commonwealth’s substance 
abuse problems by address- 
ing both prevention and 
care. It empowers the Com- 
missioner of the Department 
of Public Health to place a 
substance in Emergency 
Schedule I for up to a year 
if it is determined to pose an 
imminent hazard to public 
health and safety. 

According to the legisla- 
tors, one of the most impor- 
tant provisions in this legis- 
lation requires all insurance 
plans in the Commonwealth 
to cover medical detox and

Other highlights of the 
bill include - ; 

¢ Increases membership 
of the Drug Formulary Com- 
mission (DFC) to include 
the Massachusetts Division 
of Insurance (DOI), De- 
partment of Public Health 


(DPH), Medicaid, and spe- 
cialists in chronic pain and 
addiction medicine. 

¢ Mandates that the DFC 
prepare a formulary of 
chemically equivalent sub- 
stitutions for opiates that are 
deemed by the DFC to have 
high potential for abuse or 
misuse given their chemis- 


e Adds Licensed Drug 
and Alcohol Counselors to 
the list of slicensed mental 
health professionals, which 


allows them to bill all insur- 


ers in the Commonwealth 
for their services. This mea- 
sure will significantly in- 
crease access to care. _ 

The bill reached the 
House floor last week, where 
it was passed unanimously. 
Lawmakers are hopeful that 
this bill will help to combat 
the Commonwealth’s sub- 
stance abuse problems by 
putting preventative mecha- 
nisms in place and ensuring 
that individuals struggling 
with substance abuse will 
have access to the long-term 
care they need to enter re- 
covery.

nine homes were later invit- 
ed to an additional meeting. 
Negotiations, however, had 
to wait until after the council 
approved the project, which 
didn’t happen until June 16. 

“I’m sensitive to the fact 
people don’t want to sell 
their homes, but there are 
times in government when 
we have to make tough deci- 
sions for the greater good,” 
Koch said July 2. 

The mayor's plan calls 
for adding grandstands with 
seating for 600 at Teel Field, 
along with a new sound sys- 


tem, lighting, concessions, 
and artificial turf. The reno- 
vations would allow North 
Quincy High’s teams to use 
the field for practices and 
games; youth leagues could 
also play there. The 157-ve- 
hicle parking lot would be 
used to alleviate parking 
problems at the high school, 
providing a net gain of 127 
spaces. 

Koch is optimistic the 
city would be able to reach 
agreements with all nine ho- 
meowners and not have to 
use the eminent domain pro- 
cess, to seize the properties.

But he did not say 
whether or not he would vote 
in favor of eminent domain 
takings if the issue found its 
way to the council. 

“Ym going to keep an 
open mind -— it’s a sensitive 
situation. I hope it ceesn2t 
come to that, but I’m not 


- going to take a stand at this 


point in time,” McNamee 
explained in a phone inter- 
view. 

“Hopefully the city can 
have a mutually agreeable 
settlement with the resi- 
dents. Hopefully they can 
do it in a cooperative way. I 
hope they can find a mutu- 
ally agreeable price. The ne- 
gotiations are ongoing and 
I’m optimistic they can be 
friendly takings.” 

Councillor Doug Gutro, 
who was returning home 
from Pakistan on June 16 
and missed that night’s 
council meeting, said re- 
cently he would vote agairist 
using eminent domain to 
take the nine homes. Gutro 
noted Koch had promised 
not to use eminent domain 
to take land for the Quincy 
Center project while cam- 
paigning for mayor for the 
first time in 2007. 


“T hearken back to 2007 
when eminent domain was 
a topic in the mayor’s race. 
Mayor Koch said he would 
not use it for the down- 
town,” Gutro said. 

“You have to put that 
on a higher level when it 
comes to people’s homes. If 
discussions are going well, 
that’s one thing. If they elect 
to use eminent domain, | 
would vote no.” 

Koch said Tuesday he 
had promised at the time not 
use eminent domain to seize 
privately-owned land and 
hand it over to a developer; 
that did not apply to public 
projects, such as the Hannon 
Parkway. 

Gutro also said he did not 
know which way he would 
voted on June 16 had he 
been present at the meeting 
because he had several ques- 
tions he would have wanted 


answered. ° 

“T had a whole host of 
questions about the break- 
down of the money — how 
much of the $12 million 
would go _ towards the 
homes?” Gutro said. “I 
wasn’t walking in with my 
mind made up.” 

In Tuesday’s phone inter- 
view, the mayor declined to 
say how much the city.-¢s- 
timates paying for the nine 
homes, though he said the 
total figure was within the 
amount the city budgeted for 
that aspect of the project. 

“At this point, based on 
the estimates and appraisals, 
we’re certainly within our 
budget,” Koch said. 

The nine homes — eight 
on Hunt Street and one on 
Newbury Avenue — have a 
total assessed value of $3.1 
million, according to the city 
assessor’s online database.

the Quincy Lumber Co. in 
1912. The business closed 
its doors in 1983 and the 
building was left abandoned 
and empty of any machin- 
ery. 

It is one of only five tide 
mills left in the United States 
and was declared in 1991 by 
the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts to be an endan- 
gered historic building. It 
was subsequently placed on 
the Historic Properties list. 

The original mill burned 
down in 1847 but was re-

constructed in 1854 in part 
by using some timber from 
the old building. 

The group’s goal is to 
ultimately see the mill re- 
stored to a working state at- 
tractive to tourists but that 
can’t happen without further 
attention and funding for 
electricity and more exten- 
sive security measures said 
Morrill. “It was really quite 
a site in its day...it’s our 
duty to preserve it for future 
generations.” 


On Tuesday, Mayor 


Thomas Koch said the city 
has been working with the 
group trying to preserve 
the tide mill. Among other 
things, he noted police pa- 
trols in the vicinity of the 
mill have increased in recent 
years. Bringing electrical 
service on site and instal- 
lation of a security system - 
are issues that will be ad- 
dressed, although the mayor 
said there is no timetable. 

“Those types of things 
will be dealt with over 
time,” Koch said.

cemetery approach her while 
hard at work inquiring about 
their relative and expressing 
interest in the preservation 
and restoration process. 
Hancock Cemetery was 
the area’s primary burial 
ground until 1854. The 
poorest of the poor were put 
to rest alongside the city’s 
elite such as Presidents John 
Adams and John Quincy 
Adams and their wives Abi- 
gail and Louisa prior to their 
move to the crypt located in 
the basement of the United 
First Parish Church, Henry 
Adams who was the first 
Adams to live in Quincy and 
was a relative of the presi- 
dential family, and the man 
Who Quincy is named after; 
Colonél Josiah Quincy. 
_he_ cemetery itself is 
“named: er Rev. John Han- 
cock, the’ ‘father of promi-. 
- nent Patriot and signer of 
the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence John Hancock. It is 
also one of America’s oldest 
burial grounds. 

According to Conde, 
since Hancock Cemetery 
was used as an active burial 
ground for so many years, a 
variety of gravestones rep- 
resenting several eras can be 
found there. Most recogniz- 
able are the stones carved 
in the winged death’s head 
style which feature a skull 
with wings jutting out of 
its sides. Such gravestones 
were popular from 1600 
to1800 and were commonly 
found in New England cem- 
eteries. That style eventually 
evolved into the soul effigy 
style which usually featured 
portraits of the deceased or 
more human-like, cherubic 
faces—still with wings at- 
tached to the sides of the 
head—carved into the stane, 
representing the hope of res- 
urrection. The predominant 
images on gravestones in 
the 1800s were those of urns 
and willows, visually depict- 
ing the mourning of those

survived by the deceased. 
Later, Victorian era imagery 
would reign, which focused 
less on the anguish of death 
and instead depicted what 
Conde described as. “flow- 
ers and angels,” or what is 
considered more common 
gravestone imagery today. 

The messages carved 
into the gravestones inevi- 
tably shifted from grim re- 
minders of human mortality 
to inscriptions welcoming 
the deceased to heaven, re- 
flecting evolving attitudes 
regarding death. 

The people of the Victo- 
rian era not only influenced 
the style of the gravestones 
in Hancock Cemetery, but 
also changed the general 
layout of the cemetery it- 
self, making restoration a 
bit more difficult. “When 
the Victorians came in they 


didn’t really like the death 


stuff and they thought it 
was very scattered and clut- 
tered looking so a lot of 
times they would change 
where the stones were so 
we’re not really sure how 
many of these stones line 
up with the actual bodies,” 
she said. “There’s pieces of 
stone that we’ve found that 
are not associatéd with an- 
other piece of stone and we 
don’t know what it’s mark- 
ing.” Pinpointing how many 
people were actually buried 
between 1630 and 1854 has 
proven challenging because 
of this Victorian meddling. 
“You have headstones and 
footstones so that’s not say- 
ing there’s a thousand buri- 
als although there are many 
burials that aren’t marked.” 

Conde described the res- 
toration process as ““‘deli- 
cate.” 

“If you clean them too 
much you’re going to dam- 
age the stone,” she said, 
noting that visitors are dis- 
couraged from producing 
rubbings of the grave mark- 
ers as to not disturb the al- 
ready eroded carvings. 
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TWO GRAVESTONES that were in jeopardy of falling over 
were removed from the ground and will be reset and realigned 
with neighboring stones as part of the cemetery conservation 
project which began in April. The stone which Ta Mara Conde 
is pointing to was reinscribed in 1821 by a descendant of the 
deceased, causing the surface to peel away, or “delaminate” 


A large portion of the job 
so far has involved straight- 
ening the stones and realign- 
ing them with their bases, 
preventing them -from top- 
pling over and cracking. Ex- 
isting cracks are filled in with 
restoration mortar which is 
comprised of crushed stone 
with a bit of lime added to 
the mix that can mimic the 
look of stone or marble. 
The lime, she said, helps the 
mortar adhere to neighbor- 
ing surfaces. 

“There’s a huge number 
of them that I’m doing treat- 
ments on; either they’ ve bro- 
ken and I need to put them 
back together or they need 
a base so they can stand up 
straight because  they’re 
broken at ground level, or 
they’re what we called de- 
laminated; when the face of 
the slate starts to come off 


_ so we'll reattach that,” she 


said. 

The gravestones have 
most likely undergone prior 
restoration efforts in the 


1800s, the 1920s, the 1940s, 
and the 1970s according to 
Conde; something which 
has negatively impacted 
her efforts today. A grave- 
stone she recently found 
had been reinscribed by the 
deceased’s great-grandson 
in 1821 according to an ad- 
ditional inscription left at its 
base. This cutting initiated 
the delamination process, 
causing the surface to peel 
away from the bulk of the 
marker. “It broke my heart,” 
she said. “With the carving 
in he’s caused the front to 
start peeling off and I need 
to do more repairs. The in- 
scription is now actually go- 
ing to be gone because he 
did this wonderful thing.” 
Conde feels New Eng- 
land’s cemeteries are: what 
draw tourists to the area. 
“It’s one of our main attrac- 
tions. People come to see 
our gravestones,” she said. 
“New England Cemeteries 
have that particular. charm 
that you can’t find anywhere 
else.”

was going to struggle get- 
ting timely hits from that 
point forward as Regan got 
stronger with every pitch. 

Jason Pekkinen walked to 
lead off the inning and Hay- 
ward punched a first-pitch 
single to left field to put run- 
ners at first and second for 
Morrisette. Cody Desmond 
reached on a throwing er- 
ror to load the bases with no 
outs. 

Regan, though, didn’t 
give up an inch. Nick Valen- 
centi popped up and Regan 
fanned Salvucci with a third 
strike that grazed the low, 
outside corner.

The Coddington School, 
also known as Coddington 
Hall, first opened in 1908 as 
an elementary school. The 
building, which is on both 
the Massachusetts and Na- 
tional Registers of Historic 
Places, was designed by 
Charles Brigham, the archi- 
tect who designed the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist 
in Boston and co-designed 
Boston’s Museum of Fine 
Arts. When it was built, the 
Coddington School replaced 
another school of the same 
name that stood nearby. Its 
namesake is William Cod- 


' dington, who was the trea- 


surer of Massachusetts Bay 
Colony before leaving for 


what is now Rhode Island. . 
and becoming the first gov- — 


ernor of that colony. When 
he departed for Rhode Is- 
land, he donated all his 
land to what is now Quincy, 
Braintree, and Randolph. 
After serving as an el- 
ementary school, the Cod- 
dington School was used 
as part of Quincy College’s 
campus. The barat even- 


tually moved out, and the 
building housed high school 
students during the con- 
struction of the new Quincy 
High School next door. 

When the renovations 
are completed the building 
will house the School De- 
partment, which currently 
rents space in the National 
Association of Government 
Employees (NAGE) Build- 
ing on Burgin ‘ Parkway.

Movie Roles 
Made For Sal 


t former Quincy resident Sal Giarratani, appearing 
as an extra in the filming of two separate scenes in the 
movie “Black Mass” was a big thrill. 
Two roles, you might say, that he was born to play. 
But one in particular brought back memories of a very 
turbulent time in Boston’s history. 


Giarratani, a retired police officer for the state Depart- 


ment of Mental Health, was filmed as an FBI agent in © 


one scene. 

Sal was also cast as a demonstrator during the Boston 
busing crisis, an era that he not only lived through - he 
participated. He marched and protested against Judge W. 
Arthur Garrity’s landmark ruling to desegregate Mas- 
sachusetts’ public schools. Those protests took him to 
Charlestown, Government Center and South Boston in 
1974 when the busing crisis began. 

’ Some 40 years later, he relived that period in his life 
as an extra in “Black’Mass.” The film, starring Johnny 
© 1soDepp, is'a non-fiction account of the notorious mobster 
James “Whitey” Bulger. Some scenes have been filmed 

in Quincy. 
_. This film, however, is not Sal’s first: He was an extra 
playing’a low-level hoodlum at a wake in a scene in the 

ce movie “Stiffs” starring Danny Aiello. 

So, bitten by the acting bug, Sal naturally responded 
to an open casting call for “Black Mass” held at the Bos- 
ton Teachers Union Hall in Dorchester. He arrived three 


hours before the posted time and landed 15" in line with - 


several thousand silver screen wannabes behind him. 

Once inside, the casting company took his photo and 
asked him to fill out some paper work. They then asked 
him, what type of character he could play. 

_“T said an Italian guy, an Irish guy, a cop. I could play 
anybody between the age of 50 and 70. That was it.” 

Filming began, No one called. Sal thought he had been 
forgotten. But, two weeks later, his phone rang. The pro- 
duction company asked him to 2 eee an FBI agent in 
the 1990s. 

He was fitted for a vintage gray suit to look the part. 
The scene involved Sal and some other FBI agents in the 
lobby of the Harvard Club on Commonwealth Avenue. 
It’s the retirement party for FBI agent John Connolly 
played by Joel Edgerton. 

“We're inside the Harvard Club and we are waiting 
for the dinner to start in the ballroom. We are in the lobby 
and we’re getting ready to head into the dinner. At one 
point I moved myself up to the front of the lobby. We’re 
in pantomime. We’re moving our lips but no words are 
coming out.” 

The scene is filmed over and over again from different 
angles until it was right. It’s about 15 hours of work and 
he earned about $100 for the day. “They also fed us very, 
very well,” he says. . 

“I had the look of an FBI agent — an older guy with 
gray hair,” Sal says of his casting. “There’s no such thing 
as bald FBI agents. We all had gray hair. We just kidded 
ourselves about it.” 

Sal is outgoing, engaging and personable. So it comes 
to no surprise that the casting company would want him

Edgerton, in 
turn, pushed Sal back into the cop. 

He was dressed..in a Madras shirt and a sleeveless 
sweater with buttons — “two things I never would have. 
worn back then,” he mused. “Then they gave me some- 
thing everyone wore back then in a day — a tan polyes- 
ter light jacket. 

“It was 92-degrees out and I’tti wearing four layers of 
clothes. I’m 66 years old and ‘got into it so I didn’t even 
feel how warm it was,” he said. 

There’s no telling if Sal’s scenes will appear on the big 
screen or fall to the cutting room floor. 

But the demonstration scene was like art enaeaeng re- 
ality. 

“I finally put myself back into my feelings from that 
period,” Sal said. “Most of the protestors in the scenes 
were in their 20s and 30s — everything they knew about 

1974 they read somewhere. There were a few extras who 
were actually there during the original demonstrations. 
We were hanging out and just talking that this was much 
easier than the real thing that happened.” 

Sal also found some of Hollywood’s dramatic license 
too offensive. 

“Some things were made up for the movie — like pro- 
testors carrying signs with the “N” word. That offended 
me. That never happened but in the movie they brought 
the “N” signs in and I didn’t like that. That just created an 
image that didn’t exist.” 

Signs from the Klu Klux Klan also were visible dur- 
ing filming. “In 1974, when the KKK came up here from 
wherever they came from, they were told to get out of 
town. We didn’t want the Klan here. I didn’t like those 
signs. ; 

“Those demonstrations from the 1970s were just par- 
ents and grandparents with kids and their lives being 
turned around.” 

Another difference — Sal said the film was shot: with

“I understand this was not the same but the feeling 
was the same. We only wished we could have got that 
close.” 

Does Sal feel differently about the school busing issue 
now that he’s relived it as a movie extra? . 

“Back then I had no idea how people my age felt be- 
cause I was 26 years old. Now having lived this long 
I can see why parents and grandparents were so upset 
and fiery because their whole life is being disrupted by a 
judge from Wellesley telling them that they were bad? It 
also made people feel helpless so that hasn’t changed at 
all. Now I understand that more. 

“T wasn’t married then, I didn’t have kids. I escaped it 
because I graduated from high school in Boston in 1966. 
But there was an entire generation of kids who should 


_ have graduated in 1975, 1976, of 1977 but they dropped 


out of high school and they never went back. And their 
lives were changed forever. 

“Garrity said the only way to improve city schools was 
to mix up the kids. If we mix up the kids, then the school 
system should automatically get better. I don’t think that 
was the problem. 

“T think it was a much greater thing th than that. Throw- 
ing people at each other is never a good idea because it 
brings out a lot of discomfort in people from both sides. 
What people wanted was a good education.” 

The busing issue was not about racism, Sal says em- 
phatically. It was about “ordinary péople who felt they 
were being pushed against a wall and the only thing you 
can do when you’re pushed against a wall is to fight 
back. 

“For me, this was about parents having the right to 
send their kids-to schools'they wanted to send them. If 
there’s a neighborhood school, why should they have to 
be put on a bus and travel miles to another school that is 
probably worse than the school they just came from in 
their neighborhood? ~ 

- “I’m glad what I did back then because I knew what 
I was doing was right. I’m not a racist and I never was 
a racist. I just thought politicians sometimes think they 
know better than people and they think they can fix this 
just be pushing people around.” . 

“Black Mass” could score box office gold. Featuring 
an all-star cast, the film is. based on the popular book 
written by Boston Globe teporters Dick Lehr and Gerald 
O’Neill. The plot centers on Bulger, the notorious mob- 
ster who became an FBI informant. That deal ‘between 
Bulger and Connolly reportedly went down during a 
meeting inside an FBI car at Wollaston Beach in 1974. 

For Sal, he found being an extra thrilling. 

“The experience was reliving part of my past and the 
other thing is to see the acting community. This movie is 
a big time production and I think it will be a very good 
film.”

Shipyard Proposals 
Deadline Extended 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Efforts by the employee buyout committee to purchase 
the General Dynamics Quincy Shipyard received a shot in 
the arm when the deadline for proposals was extended from 
Aug. 15 to Sept. 30. 

The extra time would give the committee an opportunity 
to complete a feasibility study, due Sept. 15, and to decide 
whether or not to submit a proposal. 

The committee requested the extension in a letter to Gen- 
eral Dynamics Vice President and General Manager Gary S. 
Grimes. After Grimes announced the extension, the head of 
Shipbuilding Workers Union Local 5 praised the company 
for giving the employees group more time. 

“The steering committee is very, very pleased,” Local 5 
President George O’Kane said. “It would have been a very 
bad move if they sold the yard before we could have submit- 
ted a proposal.” 

Mayor Francis McCauley, Sen. Paul Harold, and Rep. 
Thomas Brownell also lobbied for the extension. McCauley 
and Harold both praised General Dynamics’ decision. 

“All of us, especially in the political area, have worked 
very hard to exhaust every possibility to continue shipbuild- 
ing at the yard,” the mayor said. “An employee buyout 
would do that.” 

“This is an important step in protecting the employee’ s 
option of purchasing the yard,” Harold added. © 

Seventy-six brokers, 41 developers, 30 industrial users, 
and eight cofisulting firms with interested clients had shown 
an interest in the yard, according to General Dynamics 
spokeswoman Evelyn Murphy. 

$57 MILLION HOSPITAL PROJECT BEGINS 

A groundbreaking ceremony was held to mark the start 
of $57 million project at Quincy City Hospital. 

The project called for replacing approximately two-thirds 
of the buildings and patient beds at the hospital. The new 
facility would include 234 new beds — 180 medical/surgi- 
cal, 14 intensive care, 20 pediatric, and 20 mental health. 
A majority of the new beds would be in single rooms with 
private bathrooms. 

In addition, 25 hospital departments would be housed in 
the new facility. Construction was scheduled to start in mid- 
August and continue on for 36 months. 

GILDEA RIGHT ON RED SOX 

One year after the Red Sox finished fifth in the seven- 
team AL East, the team was atop the division at the halfway 
mark of the season. 

That came as no surprise to North Quincy’s Joe Gildea, 
who predicted the team would have strong season — finish- 
ing third or higher in the standings — after spending a month 
watching them in Spring Training.

New Book Spotlights U.S. Government 


By Local Author Will Butts

Will Butts, the author of 
a recently released book on 
American goyernment, al- 
ways liked history growing 
up in Dorchester. 

“I’ve always been inter- 
ested in it since I could re- 
member,” Butts explained 
in a recent interview. “I 
can’t remember not being 
interested in it. Maybe be- 
ing born in Boston helped 
out. I was always interested 
in looking at the plaques and 
the statues and things like 
that.” 

Butts, now a Quincy resi- 
dent, attended Eastern Naz- 
arene College ané.works as 
an accountant. He recently 
published his first book, 
This Republic: Illuminating 
Republican Government, 
through his own publishing 
company, Liberty’s Lamp 
Books. 

This Republic provides 
an overview of the Ameri- 
can republic. It does so using 
the words of several of the 
Founding Fathers, including 
James Madison, Roger Sher- 
man,.and Alexander Hamil- 
ton: But most prominently 
featured are the writings of 
John Adams, whose portrait 
graces the cover, and who 
Butts wrote; “was at the 
time, and may still be, the 
most pre-eminent expert of 
the science of government, 
both ancient and modern.” 

Butts was inspired to 
write to write This Repub- 
lic on Independence Day in 
2009. He was in Boston that 
day, visiting historic sites 
and other monuments, when 
he saw a Tea Party rally. 

“There was a huge rally 


and I happened to go see 


what was going on there. 
There. were all kinds of peo- 


ple talking about the rights of 
man and liberty. I happened 
to be reading a couple books 
at that time — I always was 
— and then I thought I could 
probably write a book. That 
was the spark of the idea,” 
Butts explained. 

“Then I started to read 
offhand some of Adams’ 
writings. I was like ‘oh, I 
can probably break down 
the American government 
writing using his writings 
and his quotes.’ I just took 
off from there and I was 
working on it on the side for 
probably four years.” 

This Republic was re- 
leased in January and can 
be purchased through this- 
republic.net or any major 
bookseller. It is available 
both in paperback and as an 
eBook. Butts is happy with 
the feedback he’s received 
so far. 

“The people I’ve sent it 
to and the people who’ve 
read it have really liked it,” 
Butts said. “My friends, of 
course, say it’s a great book. 
But people outside of that... 
say its very well written and 
interesting. 

“You never know when 
you write a book how it’s 
going to come across, so I 
was happy about that.” 

This Republic is 110-pag- 
es long, including two ap- 
pendices, John Adams’ 
“Thoughts on Government” 
from the spring of 1776 and 
the U.S. Constitution. Butts 
said he wanted to keep the 
book short so it would be 
easily read. 

“It’s a pretty good primer 
for people who really don’t 
know anything about the 
government or how it works 
and functions. It’s not a su- 
per scholarly work I wanted

to keep it base level. Some 
of the quotes are really deep 
but that’s why I worked on 
explaining them,” he ex- 
plained. 

“I wanted to keep it cheap 
and short so it’s easily dis- 
tributable...it’s basic stuff 
most people should know.” 

With his. first. book pub- 
lished, Butts is already plan- 
ning his next one. 

“Tt’s already . bubbling 
up in my mind,” Buts said. 
“Pretty much it’s going'to be 
comparing the causes of the 
American Revolution — like 
all the causes put in the Dec- 


laration of Independence — 
to how we fixed those and 
made sure they never hap- 
pened again in the text of 
the Constitution. 

“That’s sort of where my 
mind is going right now.” 

In addition, he also hopes 
to republish some more 
of John Adams’ works as 
well as essays John Quincy 
Adams wrote under the 
pseudonym ;Publicola’ in 
the 1790s when his father 
was vice president and the 
French Revolution raged 
on.

It. doesn’t matter whether it’s winter or

Governor Signs Pharmacy 
Oversight Reform Bill 


Legislation that creates 
new regulations and limita- 
tions on the practice of phar- 
macy compounding in Mas- 
sachusetts was signed into 
law July 10 by Gov. Deval 
Patrick. 

State Sen. John Keenan, 
who represents Abington, 
Braintree, Holbrook, Quin- 
cy and Rockland, was the 
lead Senate negotiator on 
the bill. Keenan said the 
new law will “bring to light 
an industry that previously — 
operated in the shadows.” 

Work on new oversight 
measures began in_ late 
2012, after egregious errors 
and violations by the New 
England Compounding 
Center (NECC) in Framing- 
ham left 64 people dead and 
over 700 severely ill across 
the country by a meningitis 
infection. Subsequent unan- 
nounced inspections by the 
state’s public health depart- 
ment led to over a dozen 
other compounding pharma- 
cies being shut down across 
the state. 

Keenan, who co-chairs 
the Joint Committee on 
Public Health, states that the 
compounding industry was 
originally intended to fill 
a legitimate medical need, 
for instance modifying ap- 
proved drugs by adjusting 
dosage, by removing an al- 
lergen, or changing a drug’s 
method of administration, to 
meet a medical need that is 
unique to each patient. Un-

like manufacturers that pro- 
duce drugs in large batches, 
compounding pharmacies 
typically produce a single 
prescription at a time. The 
compounding — pharmacies 
were exempted from federal 
regulation and oversight. 

“We found that the com- 
bination of federal exemp- 
tion and the lack of state 
oversight, allowed the in- 
dustry to grow well beyond 
its intended scope,” says 
Keenan. “As a result, fraud- 
ulent and unsafe practices 
destroyed lives.” 

The bill signed on Thurs- 
day creates three new spe- 
cialty license categories 
— for sterile compounding, 
non-sterile compounding, 
and compounding within 
a hospital or institutional 
setting — for pharmacies in 
Massachusetts, and also re- 
quires that out of state: phar- 
macies register and comply 
with state regulations. 

It also reconstitutes the 
Board of Registration in 
Pharmacy, adding mem- 
bers with expertise in com- 
pounding, and gives the 
Board: the resources, capac- 
ity and authority to inspect 
compounding pharmacies. 
State inspectors would be 
specially trained in com- 
pounding, use a standard- 
ized inspection checklist 
and standards, and conduct 
unannounced inspections at 
least annually. 

Other provisions in the 


bill would require additional 
training for pharmacists em- 
ployed by a compounding 
pharmacy; reform the way 
errors and drug recalls are 
reported to regulators and 
to the public; create new 
penalties for violations of 
pharmacy regulations; and 
extend whistleblower pro- 
tections for pharmacy em- 
ployees. 

The six-member confer- 
ence committee that negoti- 
ated the bill was chaired by 
Keenan for the Senate, and 
by Representative Jeffrey 
Sanchez for the House, and 
also included Senator Ste- 
phen Brewer, Senate Minor- 
ity Leader Bruce Tarr, Rep- 
resentative Brian Dempsey 
and Representative David 
Vieira. 

“This process has been 
long in the making. We 
wanted to ensure our con- 
sideration of this complex 
topic was thorough, and 
that our outcome would be 
a comprehensive policy that 
can be emulated across the 
country,” Keenan said after 
the bill was passed. 

“With this legislation, we 
will go from the state where 
an unregulated pharmacy 
compounded a_ substance 
that killed dozens of people 
and caused more than 700 
to deal with serious illness, 
to the state which provides 
patients with the best safety 
standards in the country,” 
said Keenan.

‘Puppy Doe’ Memorial 
Bench Dedication Sept. 13 


A black granite bench in 
memory of “Puppy Doe” 
will be dedicated in Septem- 
ber at the Whitwell Street 
Playground. 

The name “puppy doe” 
was given to a_ brutally 
abused dog found in Quincy 
last summer. The dog had to 
be euthanized because the 
injuries were so severe. The 
animal cruelity sparked out- 
rage throughout the city and 
beyond and prompted legis- 
lators to file legislation im- 
posing harsher penalties for 
convicted animal abusers. 

“Puppy Doe” Memorial 
Bench fundraising mem- 
bers Diane Holler O’Meara, 
Mike Albanese J. and Chris- 
tine JIacone-Bandieri have 
raised about a third of the 
$5,000 needed to pay for the 
black granite bench. It is be- 


ing made by Custom Monu- 
ment of Rockland, with en- 
graving approved by Quincy 
Park Director Chris Cassani. 
The inscription will read: 
“See something/say some- 
thing,” a message selected 
by the organizers because it 
encourages everyone to get 
involved and help prevent 
the abuse of animals. 

“The Memorial Bench 
is more than just a memo- 
rial to Kiya, known to many 
as ‘Puppy Doe,’” O’Meara 
said. “It is a memorial to 
all animals that have been 
abused. It is our hope that 
this bench will stand as a 
symbol, a reminder that is it 
not okay to abuse animals.” 

The memorial bench 
will be unvieled by Mayor 
Thomas Koch Sept. 13. 

The Puppy Doe Memo- 


rial Bench board members 
thanked the mayor and all 
city departments that assist- 
ed in making the memorial 
bench a reality. 

Organizers are appealing 
to the community to help 
raise the remaining funds 
for the bench. 

“We have not complet- 
ed our fundraising for the 
bench yet,” O’Meara said. 
“We would appreciate any 
donation to this worthwhile 
cause.”

Some of the detailing on the 
third floor is a bit more con- 
temporary in that it’s more 
like today’s office space as 
opposed to some historic de- 
tailing,” Cala said. “We de- 
signed it around their goals 
and desires.”

Donald, the city’s director of 
building maintenance, noted 
the Planning Department’s 
office space uses more of 
an open-concept floor plan.

pected to vote on the enroll- 
ment agreement at an open 
meeting Wednesday, July 30 
at 7 p.m. in the temporary 
Council Chamber, second 
floor, City Hall annex. 

The MSBA made their 
decision based on enroll- 
ment projections — not on 
the proposed grade configu- 
rations — according to De- 
Cristofaro who, along with 
Mayor Thomas Koch, must 
sign an enrollment certifica- 
tion agreement to confirm 
the figures within 21 cal- 
endar days of receiving the 
document. 

“This is good news,” said 
DeCristofaro. “It’s always 
good news when you can 
build a school.” 

He maintained that the 
4-8 model would have been 
viable as long as younger 
students and older studen-s 
were kept in separate parts of 
the building over the course 
of the school day and that 
keeping children together 
for a longer period of time 
as they advance through the 
grades would have helped 
maintain a neighborhood 
school feeling. 


“I believed that four to - 


eight would be the best for 
that community so-I’m. not 
disappointed that way be- 
cause I know we’re going to 
build a great school and it’s 
going to be wonderful. Ei- 
ther way, it’s a win-win for 
that neighborhood.” 

Following an analysis of 
all Quincy middle schools, 
the MSBA predicted that in 
the near term, no major is- 
sues would arise from over- 
crowding, however they 
anticipated that by 2023- 
2024 most—if not all—of 
the city’s middle schools 
would be at or over capac- 
ity. For that reason, the new 
Sterling was approved to in- 
clude 50 additional students 
in its design enrollment as a 
way to “relieve existing and 
anticipated overcrowding in 
other middle schools in the 
district,” rather than to cater 
to the addition of 4th grade 
students. 

The enrollment forecast 
for grades 5-8 in Quincy 
will increase from 2,637 to 
3,209 during the 2023-2024 
school year. As of today, 
12.8 percent of Quincy’s 6-8 
students and 11.1 percent of 
Quincy’s grade 5 students 
are enrolled at Sterling. 

The next step for the 
QPS administration is to 
submit its open enrollment 
and middle school district- 
ing policies and a “descrip-, 
tion of how overcrowding 
in the district’s other middle 
schools will be relieved 
through implementation of 


those policies” as part of the _ 


MSBA’s Feasibility Study. 


Despite the decision, 
DeCristofaro said he feels 
the MSBA is a partner to 
Quincy Public Schools and 
that he trusts their deci- 
sion. “I think we rely a lot 
on their expertise,” he said. 
“In the long run, it was far 
more about what was best 
for the city and the whole 
school system versus what I 
felt would be better for that 
neighborhood school.” 

Mayor Koch, in a state- 
ment Tuesday, said the MS- 
BA’s decision was a major 
step forward in building a 
new Sterling School. 

“We are well on our way 
to a much-needed new Ster- 
ling Middle School, continu- 


‘ing what really is an unprec- 


edented commitment to our 
future. A commitment that 
is not only necessary but af- 
fordable thanks to the vast 
majority of the cost being 
absorbed by state funding. 
“It’s a testament to the 
work of Superintendent 
DeCristofaro, our building 


team, my colleagues on the 
School Committee, the City 
Council and our partners 
at the state level including 
Treasurer Grossman, his 
team at the School Build- 
ing Authority and our entire 
state Legislative delegation 
that we have made such 
great progress on this and 
so many other vital school 
projects in Quincy.” 

Those projects including 
anew Quincy High School,a 
new Central Middle School, 
and the approval of major 
window and door projects 
at a number of schools and 
other building improve- 
ments citywide. All of the 
projects, the mayor pointed 
out, have been financed by 
maximum possible state re- 
imbursements, including 80 
percent for Central and 70 
percent for the window and 
door projects. 

According to Koch, the 
final reimbursement figure 
for Sterling is anticipated to 
be in the same range. 


Faxon Park Loop 
Still In The Running 


City Pushing Ahead Despite Governor's 
Veto Of $240,000 In State Funding

Quincy will push ahead 
with plans to construct 
a running loop at Faxon 
Park even after Gov. Deval 
Patrick vetoed money ear- 
marked for the project. 

A $240,000 earmark that 
would’ve funded construc- 
tion of the loop was among 
the $16.1 million Patrick cut 
from the Bay State’s $36.5 
billion fiscal year 2015 be- 
fore signing it into effect 
July 11. The city has fund- 
ing in place for part of the 
loop already — the Quincy 
Park Conservancy, a pri- 
vate non-profit organiza- 
tion, and Ward 2 Councillor 
Brad Crodll raised funds for 
the project — but the state 
money would’ ve funded the 
completion of the 1.5-mile 
loop. 


City Awarded $250,000 In ‘Green’ Funds 


The City of Quincy has 
been awarded $250,000 in 
additional Green Communi- 
ties Funding, under a Com- 
petitive Funding Round. 
The state Department of En- 
ergy Resources (DOER) and 
Executive Office of Energy 
and Environmental Affairs 
made the announcement of 
$7.9 million in funding for 
43 communities. 

“This is another great step 
in our efforts to reduce con- 
sumption and increase effi- 
ciency, and the result of a lot 
of hard work by our Energy 
Director Shelly Dein and the 
team at Public Buildings,” 
said Mayor Thomas Koch. 

Quincy received the max- 
imum size award allowed in 
this round. The state funds 
will be combined with 
$80,447 in utility incentives 
from National Grid, and 
$50,000 in City funding. 
Together, this work will 
fund building energy man- 
agement system upgrades 
and retrocommissioning in 
five municipal buildings, so 
that the buildings mechani- 
cal systems operate more 
efficiently. It will also fund 
replacing exterior lighting 
with LEDs at nine build- 
ings. LEDs use signifi- 
cantly less electricity than 
the current lighting, and the 


bulbs last longer. Together, 
this work is expected to 
save 427,040 kWh in elec- 
tricity and 10,400 therms of 
natural gas, annually. Once 
completed, this will not only 
save the City in utility costs, 
but the buildings will be 
more comfortable for occu- 
pants by eliminating under 
and over-heating and cool- 
ing, as well as optimizing 
ventilation. : 

Quincy was first desig- 
nated as a Green Commu- 


nity in December 2011, by ‘ 


committing to reduce the 
City’s energy use by 20% 
in.5 years. Using the first 
award of DOER funding, 
the City converted 300 City- 
owned streetlights to LEDs, 
upgraded the energy man- 
agement system at Quincy 
High School, and replaced 
exterior lighting with LEDs 
at four schools. 

Over the next year, 
the following buildings 
will receive building en- 
ergy management upgrades 
and _retrocommissioning: 
Thomas Crane Main Li- 
brary, Lincoln Hancock 
Community School, Point 
Webster Middle School, 
Clifford Marshall Elemen- 
tary School, and the Police 
Headquarters. Buildings 
that will have their exterior

gy-efficient LEDs are: Snug 
Harbor Elementary School, 
Engine 2 Firehouse, Quin- 
cy High School, Kennedy 
Senior Center, Atherton 
Hough Elementary School, 
DPW Garage, Broad Mead- 
ows Middle School, North 
Quincy High School, and 
Engine 6 Firehouse. 


On Tuesday, Chris Walk- 
er, a spokesman for Mayor 
Thomas Koch, said the city 
would fund completion of 
the running loop if the leg- 
islature doesn’t override the 
governor’s veto. 

“It has not been deter- 
mined what source of mon- 
ey will be used at this point, 
but [the veto] isn’t some- 
thing that’s going to halt the 
plan,” Walker said. 

House Majority Leader 
Ron Mariano, a Quincy 
Democrat whose district 
includes the park, said in 
a phone interview he was 
disappointed by Patrick’s 
veto. The legislature, he 
explained, will vote to over- 
ride a number of vetoes 
made by Patrick to the bud- 
get. Mariano plans to press 
his colleagues to include 
money for Faxon Park in 
those overrides. 

“It’s something — that’s 
near and dear to my heart,” 
Mariano said Tuesday. “I’m 
disappointed and will con- 
tinue to make my case that 
the money is well spent.” 

Mariano added he was 
hopeful an override vote 
would be taken before the 
legislature begins its recess 


on July 31. If a vote doesn’t 
happen before then, one 
could still be taken in Sep- 
tember or October. 

The running loop is one 
of many planned improve- 
ments to the 57-acre Faxon 
Park outlined in a master 
plan crafted by the city. In 
April, the City Council au- 
thorized spending $250,000 
from the city’s Community 
Preservation Act funds to 
construct a renovate play- 
ground there; the state pro- 
vided a $200,000 grant for 
that project through its “Our 
Common Backyard” pro- 
gram. 

“This is one piece of a 
much broader master plan 
for Faxon Park that the 
city has been working with 
Majority Leader Mariano 
and Councillor Croall on,” 
Walker said. ““We have been 
chipping away at it.” 

Croall, who ran_ this 
year’s Boston Marathon to 
raise funds for the loop trail, 
said he was hopeful prog- 
ress made in recent years at 
Faxon Park could continue. 

“Faxon Park has made 
some notable progress,” he 
said. “My hope is that we 
can continue to build on it.”

Real Estate Activity Shows ‘Modest Growth’ 


Real estate activity in 
Norfolk County for quar-

“I am 
hopeful the positive trend 
lines we are seeing in real 
estate activity will continue 
through the 2014 calendar 
year.” 

Total dollar volume of 


_ real estate sales in Norfolk 


County for the quarter peri- 
od from April to June, 2014 
settled at just under $1.9 bil- 
lion, a 5% increase from the 
same 2013 quarter. A total 


number of 2,966 deeds were 
recorded during the April 
to June, 2014 quarter also 
resulting in a 1% increase 
from 2,943 deeds recorded 
during the same timeframe 
in 2013. The average sale 
price of deeds over $1,000 
(both residential and com- 
mercial properties) increased 
countywide by 4% from the 
previous year’s comparable 
quarter to $638,811. 

Mortgage recording ac- 
tivity decreased in the April 
to June, 2014 quarter with 
6,555 mortgages recorded; 
a 37% reduction from 2013 
total of 10,375. Total mort- 
gage value also fell during 
the quarter. Mortgage value 
for the quarter was approxi- 
mately $2.68 billion, a sig- 
nificant 48% reduction from 
April to June, 2013 time- 
frame. 

“Root cause of deductions 
in mortgage volume and 
value point to a slowdown 
in the mortgage refinance 
market,” said O’Donnell.

“A combination of hom- 
eowners taking advantage 
of historically low interest 
rates in recent years coupled 
with a slight uptick in cur- 
rent interest rates has had an 
adverse effect on the mort- 
gage refinance market.” 

The report also shows 
a reduced number of fore- 
closure deed filings. Thir- 
ty-nine foreclosure deeds 
were recorded during April 
to June, 2014 quarter com- 
pared to 57 during the same 
quarter in 2013.

Consider Alternative Proposals In NQ 


With Quincy Mayor 
Koch’s plans to take nine 
homes in North Quincy to 
build additional parking for 
North Quincy High School 
suffering — well-warranted 
criticism and now likely to 
face considerable cost in- 
creases if pursued, it is time 
to consider alternative pro- 
posals. 

For starters, the mayor’s 
concurrent plan to jam a 
comprehensive sports sta- 
dium facility into a tight site 
butt up against the back- 
yards of homes is variously 
problematic. Granted, while 
converting Teel Field from 
grass to artificial turf has 
merit, building a stadium at 


Teel when the two local high 
schools have long shared the 
neutral field that is Veterans 
Stadium does not. 

And as for developing 
parking and flood control, 
there are several acres of 
open space — including a city 
road right of way through 
the middle of it — just across 
Newbury Street. While this 
land is a low point in the 
neighborhood, within the 
new FEMA flood zones and 
has some wetlands, surely 
both flood control enhance- 
ments and parking could 
be designed, permitted and 
then built at this site. 

For example, instead 


of using asphalt, the park- 
ing area could be covered 
with -water permeable and 
compacted gravel as was re- 
quired for the Quincy High 
parking lot opposite the 
YMCA.

¢ On Aug. 1, 1498, Italian explorer Christopher Colum-

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On Saturday, July 5, 2014, at approximately 3:50 p.m., Of- 
ficer Scott Doherty was dispatched to the parking lot of 151 
Sea Street for a report of a motor vehicle accident. 

On arrival , the Officer saw a group of people near the build- 
ing pointing to a man lying on the ground outside of a Lincoln 
town car. Officer Doherty approached the man and saw that 
he had some lacerations on his arm. Witnesses said that the 
driver suffered these injuries when he fell out of his car. The 
Officer approached the driver and detected the odor of alcohol 
on his breath, his eyes were red and glassy and he was unable 
to stand up. The driver was told to remain on the ground until 
the ambulance arrived. 

At this point several witnesses approached the Officer to 
tell of the series of events. One witnéss said that the driver 
crashed into a telephone pole, a metal and concrete pillar and 
several cars: He said that he “saw the whole thing.” The wit- 
ness said that he was driving behind the vehicle on Quincy 
Shore Drive southbound approaching the Sea Street “T” type 
intersection. The witness said that the vehicle had to turn ei- 
ther left or right, but opted to go straight and slowly coasted 
into a telephone pole directly across from Quincy Shore Drive. 

This crash punctured the front right tire and dislodged it 
from the metal rim. The car was stopped and blocking traffic. 
The driver then reversed direction and backed out of the tele- 
phone pole, then drove forward a few feet to take a right into 
the parking lot of 151 Sea Street. When the driver did this, 
he drove over a small curb and island in the parking lot and 
crashed through a concrete filled metal pillar that protected 
electrical equipment. He then continued forward through the 
parking lot and swerved left barely avoiding a swimming pool 
— but he then struck the rear end of two parked vehicles. 

The vehicle became stuck on the second vehicle so he 
placed the vehicle in reverse to free himself: The driver freed 
his vehicle, then pulled forward again, crashing into the rear 
of a third vehicle. He continued on, narrowly missing three 
vehicles until he crashed into a fourth parked vehicle.

Bench Dedicated Memory Of Fallen Firefighter 


Firefighter John Austin 
Remembered By Comrades

The memory of fallen 

’ Quincy firefighter John T. 
Austin was honored on 
July 8 at the unveiling of a 
memorial bench placed in 
front of the Engine 5 Sta- 
tion in West Quincy’ where 
he worked, exactly one year 
after he died on duty. 

Austin will also be hon- 
ored nationally by having 
his name etched onto the 
International Association of 
Fire Fighters Wall of Honor 
at the 2014 IAFF Fallen Fire 
Fighter Memorial Obser- 
vance on Sept. 20 in Colo- 
rado Springs, Colorado. 

The 37-year-old, 11-year 
veteran of the Quincy Fire 
Department suffered a fatal 
heart attack while at Engine 
5 as he prepared to respond 
to a call July 8, 2013. 

A total of 80 local fire- 
fighters and members of 
Austin’s family including 
his mother Lillian, his father 
John, his sister Jane, fiancé 
Kari Brown, and his 2-year- 
old son John “John-John” W. 
Austin were in attendance. 

Lillian raised her children 
‘to support their community 

‘through public service. Her 
‘son, she said, chose his pro- 
fession for that reason, fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of 
his grandfather and uncle 
who both also became fire- 
fighters. 

She recalled a time when 
her son responded to a call 
of someone apparently hav- 
ing a stroke. “He held their 

a hand and told them that 
; everything was going to be 
OK, and it was.” She said 
the person still contacts her 
occasionally to thank her, 
telling her that Austin, by 
simply holding his hand, 
orted him in his time

Etched 
between are the words “‘Re-

T. Austin.” On the back of 
the bench is an engraving 
of his beloved car, a Dodge 
Challenger. “[His  col- 
leagues] used to make fun of 
him because it was orange,” 
said Austin’s mother. 

Funds were gathered 
from Local 792.union dues 
and paving work was do- 
nated by Back Yard Living 
of Abington. 

John-John, who was 
18-months-old at the time 
of his father’s passing, was 
the first person to sit on the 
bench. 

“He died doing what he 
loved,” said President of 
Quincy’s Firefighters Lo- 
cal 792 Paul Moody. “He’ll 
be remembered as a father, 
brother, fiancé, and proud 
Marine.” 

“He always had your 
back and was a fun-loving 
kid.” 

The idea for the memo- 
rial came about last year. 
“Everyone in the department 
wanted to do something in 
his memory,” said Moody, 
who wants the bench to be 
a place where people can 
sit and reflect on the good 
Austin did during his life. 
“It’s going to be there a long 
time. Once we’re: gone a 
hundred years from now it 
will still be there.” 

Austin’s - mother said 
that the outpouring of sup- 
port for her family has been 
overwhelming. At the recent 
John T. Austin Memorial 
golf tournament which took 
place at Presidents Golf 
Course,136 golfers showed 
up to participate, exceeding 
the course’s limits. The din- 
ner which followed the tour- 
nament was attended by 300 
people who donated funds 
which in part will go to a 
scholarship to be awarded to 
a local high school student 
who has chosen to study for 
a career in public service.

Adams; peacemaker,” she 
said. 
She called his negotiation 


of the Treaty of Ghent on 
Dec. 24, 1814 while acting 
as the U.S. Ambassador to 
Russia an under-recognized 
aspect of his career. His acts, 
she said, effectively ended 
the War of 1812 between the 
United States and England. 

“Arriving in Ghent in 
late June 1814, John Quincy 
Adams quickly learned he 
would need extra patience, 
fortitude, and perseverance 
to chair this fractious diplo- 
matic team. A great deal of 
his time was spent repair- 
ing internal strife among the 
American negotiators and 
sometimes it seemed to Ad- 
ams that much less time was 
actually needed to resolve 
the conflict with England. = 

His Jeadership, ultimate- 
ly strengthened and orga- 
nized his team, facilitating 
the agreement which led to 
peace between the Ameri- 
cans and the English. 

“Today, we recognize his 
exceptional patience, perse- 
verance, and fortitude and 
we honor the useful life that 
President John Quincy Ad- 
ams led on our behalf,” she 
said. 

Peter Boylston Adams, 
who is the great-great-great 
grandson of Quincy Adams 
noted that “the one thing that 
distinguished Adams was 


that he was probably one of 
our greatest statesman.” 

He reflected on the cost 
Quincy Adams paid to re- 
main active in U.S. politics 
and the sacrifices he made 
as a result of his dedication 
to his country. Excluding his 
one son, Charles Francis, 
who grew into adulthood, 
“all of his children died 
young,” he said. Daugh- 
ter Louisa died before she 
turned two, their first son 
George committed suicide 
at 28 and their second son 
John died at 31. “The cost 
to his entire family...was 
extremely serious.” 

Jim Edwards, president 
of the Quincy Historical 
Society and president of 
architectural firm Holmes 
& Edwards Architecture, 
tied the life of Adams to the 
restoration of Old City Hall 
built in 1844 while Quincy 
Adams was serving as a 
congressman for the district. 
Edwards” -firm is restor- 
ing the Greek Revival style 
building-as part of the over- 
all improvement project in 
Quincy Center. 

Solomon Willard, who 
designed the Bunker Hill 
Monument which was con- 
structed of Quincy granite, 
also designed Old City Hall. 
Edwards said that as an old 
man, Quincy Adams wrote 
in his. diary of his experi- 
ence on Penn’s Hill with his 
mother Abigail at the age of 
seven in which both watched 
as Charlestown burned dur- 
ing the Battle of Bunker 
Hill. This experience re- 
mained so ingrained in his

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memory that he refused to 
attend the dedication of the 
Bunker Hill Monument, de- 
signed by Willard. His re- 
fusal was also in part due to 
the presence of pro-slavery 
President John Tyler. 
Furthermore, Quincy Ad- 
ams specified that the Adams 
Academy be constructed of 


‘granite and he also plaeed 


granite slabs atop the graves 
of his ancestors buried at 
Hancock Cemetery. “Their 
love of this stone is apparent 
in their writings and in their 
lives,” said Edwards of both 
Quincy, Adams and Willard. 
“The simplicity of Solomon 
Willard’s work was the re- 
sult of, at least in part, of the 
material — granite— which 
he loved so much and used 
so freely. It is this common 
sense of love and awe of 
our native stone that I like 
to imagine ties John Quincy 
Adams, and Solomon Wil- 
lard, if not’ perhaps in some 
close, personal ‘manner, 
at least in some spiritual 
sense.” . : 

Quincy Adams died just 
four years after the comple-~ 
tion of Old City Hall. 

“There’s no debate as 
far as his dedication and 
incredible leadership as a 
statesman in the formation 
of our nation,” said Mayor 
Thomas Koch. “He was a 
man of conviction over con- 
venience and principle over 
politics.” 

He recalled at a lecture 
he had attended given by au- 
thor David McCullough— 
winner of a “Best Biography 
or Autobiography” Pulitzer 
Prize for his book on John 
Adams—in which he said 
that of all the U.S. presi- 
dents, he considered Quincy 
Adams to have the highest 
IQ while his son had the 
second highest. 

“He was so far ahead of 
his time,” said Koch. “Peo- 
ple couldn’t capture his vi- 
sion for this nation whether 
it was for educational insti- 
tutes, observatories, canals, 
roads.” 

Following the church cer- 
emony, guests were invited 
to the Adams National His- 
toric Park Carriage House 
for lectures detailing the life 
of Quincy Adams. 

Guests were then invited 
to a tour of the Stone Library 
which contains over 14,000 
volumes and was built in 
1870 on the Adams’ estate at 
Peace Field. Quincy Adams 
had requested the library be 
constructed of stone as to re- 
duce the risk of fire. 

The Rosewood Ensemble 
then played for the audience 
a compilation of music en- 

titled “The Musical World 
of John Quincy Adams.”

Quincy Native Leads U.S. Team 
To Strong Finish At World 
Hydroplane Championships 


The U.S. A-Team landed 
in Europe engulfed in the 
usual quagmire of interna- 
tional shipping problems 
which have plagued them so 
much in the past. 

Team Captain and Quincy 
native Billy Allen once again 
had to jump through hoops 
when his well thought out 
plan to get the team’s boats 
and equipment to the World 
Championships in Chodziez, 
Poland fell to pieces. Their 
container, which was origi- 
nally designated to land at 
the Polish port of Gdansk 
had to instead be offloaded 
in Bremerhaven Germany 
because the unusually rough 
ocean conditions prevented 
it from. making the transfer 
to Gdansk. 

After ‘leaving Boston at 8 
p.m. and landing in Gdansk 
at 2 p.m. the following day, 
the team boarded a bus for 
the four-hour ride to the race 
venue, the picturesque Pol- 
ish town of Chodziez. Arriv- 
ing at 7 p.m.; Allen quickly 
hired a van equipped with a 
trailer hitch. He then turned 
right around and left at 
midnight for the eight hour 
trip t8 Bremerhaven. After 
spending Wednesday morn- 
ing handling paperwork, Al- 
len and his Polish speaking 
driver Tomec finally found 
the trailer in a holding ware- 
house. The eight hour re- 
turn trip to Chodziez ended 
at 8pm on Wednesday and, 
after being awake for nearly 
seventy hours, the worn out 
team Captain was finally. 
able to lay in a bed at the 
Hotel Nestor and get some 
sleep. On Thursday morn- 
ing the team got to work as- 
sembling engines, placing 
decals on boats aiid attend- 
ing to their final prepara- 
tions. 

On Friday the team set 
up their pit area and went 
through the registration 
and scruteneering process. 
When registration closed it 
was announced that twenty 
eight OS Y-400 Hydroplanes 
from twelve different coun- 
tries were registered to com- 
pete for the World Champi- 
onship. As in the past, the 
American team had travelled 
the farthest to race. Eighteen 
boats would qualify to run in 
the four heat feature final. 

At Saturday morning’s

America’s Billy Allen ran 
deck to deck for lap one be- 
fore Strumnik stretched out 
a lead for ‘the win and the 
fastest qualifying time of 
the weekend.

Allen finishing in the 
second spot placing all three 
Americans into the four heat 
feature final. When the times 
were posted, Allen was to 
line up in the fourth spot 
on the jetty with Anderson 
in seventh and Akerstrom 
ninth, three Americans in 
the top 10.

New Porous Paving Material For Tree Wells 


Water.Permeable Material Protects Roots, Lowers Maintenance Costs

A water permeable ma- 
terial called Flexible Po- 
rous Paving recently placed 
around tree planting beds on 
Adams Street will not only 
protect tree roots but will 
also result in maintenance 
savings according to Senior 
_ Civil Engineer forthe City 
of Quincy Joseph Guarino. 
The state funded work,

ed July 7, cost $30,000 and 
may extend to other parts of 
Quincy in the future. “We 
will be monitoring this new 
process on Adams Street for 
now,” said Guarino.“‘It is our 
hope that most of our main 
streets will see this same ap- 
plication.” 

Of the 48 trees planted 
beginning at the intersec- 
tion of Adams and Com- 
mon Street and ending at the 


Milton town line, 42 were 
fitted with Flexible Porous 
Paving. 

Encouraged by Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Dan- 
iel Raymondi who saw a 


similar material being used 
around tree planting beds 
in a park in Florida, Gua- 
rino contacted the park’s 
maintenance manager. He 
learned the material was 
called Flexi-Pave and that it 


was made from shredded car 
tires and a urethane bonding 


agent. 
With this knowledge, 
Guarino concluded _ that 


Flexi-Pave was similar to 
the rubberized material used 
to construct running tracks 
and began contacting com- 
panies specializing in track 
installation.

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House Passes Housing ~ 


Authority Reform Bill 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Massachusetts’ House of 
Representatives voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of a bill 
that would mandate reforms 
at local housing authorities 
statewide. 

The bill, which the 
House approved in a 144- 
4 vote on July 16, creates 
and mandates participation 
in a benchmark program 
that would allaqw the state’s 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development 
(DHCD) to set new stan- 
dards for maintenance and 
repair. Under the program, 
local housing authorities 
would need to meet state- 
wide standards for mainte- 
nance and repair of units, 
-budget management, and 
resident services. The pro- 
vision requires the housing 
authorities to provide timely 
responses to maintenance 
requests and tenant services, 
such as job training initia- 
tives and family self-suffi- 
ciency programs. 

The bill also gives ten- 
ants the ability to hold hous- 
ing authorities accountable 


for meeting the performance 
standards. Local housing 
authorities would be require 
to draft an annual plan de- 
scribing its goals to meet 
performance 
each annual plan would be 
available for public review 
and tenants would be able to 
raise concerns at an annual 
public meeting. The legisla- 
tion establishes a seat for a 
tenant on each local housing 
authority’s board of direc- 
tors. Additionally, DHCD 
will be allowed to conduct 
anonymous surveys of resi- 
dents regarding maintenance 
efficiency and safety. 

The bill also mandates 
an annual, independent au- 
dit take place at each local 
housing authority. The audit 
must be submitted to DHCD 
and made available online. 
The bill further provides 
extensive training for board 
members to educate them 
on contract and conflict of 
interest law. 

In addition, the bill gives 
DHCD greater authority to 
determine when housing di- 
rectors need to be removed

‘Christmas In July’ Sparks Holiday Spirit 


ou’ve heard the expression “thinking outside the 
box.” 

How about “thinking outside the calendar.” 

That’s exactly what happened last Thursday as a “Christ- 
mas in July” ‘fundraiser was held for the Quincy Salvation 
Amny. 

For eight hours July 17 outside The Quincy Sun office in 
Quincy Center, members of the Salvation Army’s Advisory 
Board rang the bell for a traditional red kettle. The kettles 
are a mainstay during the weeks leading up to Christmas but 
quite rare the rest of the year. 

This summer-time kettle underscored the importance of 
helping those less fortunate during the summer months and 
throughout the year. :

__ The bell ringers wore sun dresses, shorts and short sleeve 
shirts, a stark contrast to winter standouts when volunteers 
are wrapped up in so much clothing on very frigid days that 
they’re barely recognizable. 

Two very young girls - one wearing shorts and the other 
a summer dress - grabbed a bell and rung it making a very 
cute “Christmas In July” Christmas card. 

One person who contributed to the kettle pulled up in a 
car at the curb, rolled down the passenger side window and 
motioned that she had a donation to make while remaining 
in the vehicle. A volunteer was more than happy to oblige. 
Try that with a snowbank in the way. 

Later in the day, a friendly worker from a local restaurant 
brought out a couple of cold cups of ice water to help cool 
down the ringers as the shaded sidewalk waned in the after- 
noon sunshine. 

And of course there was an appearance by Santa Claus. 
But this was a summer Santa dressed in a red t-shirt and red 
lounging pants. He swapped out a bag of toys for a ukulele 
and strummed along to some Christmas music playing on a 
portable iPod speaker set on the sidewalk. The song “Mele 
Kalikimaka” was particularly appropriate. 

It may sound a little corny but I think there were folks 
who clearly got into the Christmas spirit - even though we 
just celebrated Independence Day. 


Many passersby smiled as they dropped dollar bills and - 


loose change into the red kettle. 

More than one commented that they loved the idea of 
Christmas in July. And quite a few thanked the Salvation 
Army for all the good they do in the community. 

That feeling is mutual. 

“The Salvation Army wishes to thank everyone who con- 
tributed to the ‘Christmas in July’ kettle outside the Quincy 
Sun’s office July 17. It was a beautiful day to help raise 
funds for The Salvation Army and we are grateful for all 
those who stopped by and dropped some money into the 
kettle,” Capt. Ross said. 

“The ‘Christmas in July’ kettle is a unique opportunity 
to remind people that the bell for help rings all year long. 
The Red Kettle is a signature item during Christmastime 
and ‘Christmas in July’ was a great opportunity to be able 
to bring out the red kettle for the day to help raise funds for 
others.”

Those who stood by the kettle - almost in unison - re- 
sponded, “Thank you so much. Every little bit helps.” 

The man smiled and before walking away, said in a low 
voice, “The Salvation Army was there I needed them.

Reconsider 5th Grade Students At City Middle Schools 


Now is the time to dis- 
cuss if keeping the grade 5-8 
configuration for the new 
Sterling Middle School is 
truly in the best interest for 
the children of Quincy. 

The Massachusetts 
School Building Author- 
ity is awaiting the city’s ap- 
proval or to resubmit a new 
configuration. 

In 2001 Grade 5 moved 
to Point Webster Middle 
School. That means seven 
graduating 8th grade classes 
have experienced this con- 
figuration. In 2009 Grade 5 
was moved to Sterling Mid- 
dle School. Has the City at- 


tempted to collect any quan- 
titative unbiased data from 
these families? 

Superintendent DeCris- 
tofaro, Mayor Koch and the 
School Committee members 
have failed to perform due 
diligence to assess whether 
or not this has been working 
for families and students. 
Before we make the decision 
to continue placing ten year 
olds into a middle school 
setting we should look at the 
whole picture. 

Of note, is the State 
standing these two Middle 
schools have trended toward 
since the inclusiém of fifth 


grade in middle school. Per 
the MA Dept of Education, 
Point Webster went from 
29.8% in 2003 to 19.2% in 
2013. Sterling went from 
45% in 2003 to 15.9% in 
2013. 

While the other standard 
6-8 Middle Schools in the 
City have remained stable 
or improved their standings. 
The numbers clearly show a 
possible correlation proves 
causation impact. 

Please go back to the ta- 
ble Dr DeCristofaro, Mayor 
Koch and school committee 
members. 

Let’s look at other pos- 


sibilities to keep our City’s 
fifth graders in an elemen- 
tary model. Could citywide 
Special Education _ pro- 
grams move to less crowded 
schools? Or have a citywide 
grade K-| at the now vacant 
St. Mary’s school? Point 
Webster could house grade 
4-5 on an elementary level 
and the new Sterling can be 
a 6-8 Middle for both dis- 
tricts. 
Please let’s work together 
and find another solution.

8-Ward Plan 
On Election Ballot 


Sept. 6, Nov. 6, and Dec. 4 should be dates for Quincy 
voters to remember this year. 

The City Council was expected to unanimously approve a 
plan to hold a referendum vote on the 8 Ward Redistricting 
plan Sept. 6. The primary election would then be held Nov. 
6 and the final election Dec. 4. 

The proposed action was being taken in an effort with the 
“one man, one vote” recent court decision. 

As presently constituted, the original boundaries were 
set in 1889 when Quincy became a city. Under the present 
configuration Wards 1, 5 and 6 are larger than Wards 2, 3 
and 4. 

The eight-ward plan was devised to comply with the court 
decision. (Editor ’s note: The eight-ward plan was defeated 
and the ward lines for the six wards were redrawn to comply 
with the court’s decision.)

If you are tired of making meatballs 
when you are cooking tomato sauce, you 
won’t miss them with today’s recipe. 

It’s made with beef and ground meats 
and it has such a wonderful flavor — and 
the meat is so tender.

1-2 pounds stew beef (or cut up pieces

1 small onion (cut) 

Basil, parsley, oregano (as much as de- 
sired) 

salt and pepper to taste 

3 tablespoons olive oil 

2-3 cans large crushed tomatoes 

In the hot oil sauté the garlic onion, then 
add the beef and the ground beef and cook 
for a few minutes. Add the tomatoes and 
cook for 1 1/2 to 2 hours and by that time, 
the meat is so tender and the sauce has a 
wonderful texture. 

Any pasta tastes great with this sauce — 
a family favorite is large shells where the 
ground beef blends in so well-or large riga- 
toni.

8 oz pad thai rice noodles, cooked ac- 
cording to package directions, immedi- 
ately rinsed with cold water and cooled 


2 tablespoons virgin coconut oil 
1 1/2 cups COOKED chicken, shrimp 
or any other COOKED protein of choice 
4 cups broccoli florettes and thinly 
sliced stems 
4 cloves garlic, minced 
2 cups scallion, chopped into 1 inch 
pieces 


1 cup lightly packed cilantro, 
chopped 

4 oz mung bean sprouts (optional) 

For the sauce; 

2 tablespoons tomato paste 


5 tablespoons tamari (wheat free soy 
sauce) 

6 tablespoons coconut sap crystals 
(healthy sweetener) or brown sugar 

1/4 cup fresh lime juice 

2 tablespoons Sriracha 


2 tablespoons mellow white miso 
1/4 cup water 


To serve: 
3/4 cup chopped roasted cashews 
Extra lime wedges 


In the meantime, mix together all of the 
ingredients for the sauce and set aside. 

Cook the broccoli in oil with a little salt. 
Cover the pan in between stirring, to get it 
to cook faster. It should take about 5 min- 
utes, and be lightly charred in some places. 
Transfer to the same plate as the chicken 

Now we’ll cook the sauce. Lower heat 
to medium. Cook the garlic in the remain- 
ing oil very briefly, about 15 seconds. Add 
the scallion and cilantro and toss just to get 
it wilted. Now pour in about half the sauce 


and get it heated through. 


Add the noodles and toss to coat. Then 
add back the chicken and: broccoli, the 
mung beans and the remaining sauce, and 
toss to coat. 

Serve immediately, topped with cashews 
and lime wedges, plus extra cilantro if de- 
sired.

Interfaith Social Services 
in Quincy is trying to make 
sure that the children who 
come to their food pantry 
are prepared for the start of 
school this September. 

They hope to distribute 
hundreds of backpacks full 
of school supplies to school 
age children throughout the 
month of August. 

“Imagine going to school 
and trying to learn while 
wondering where your next 
meal will come from;” said 
Rick Doane executive direc- 
tor of Interfaith Social Ser- 
vices. “Now imagine that 
stress compounded by a lack 
of supplies to do your school 
work. This is a reality faced 
by far too many children in 
our state.” 

Interfaith Social Servic- 
es is a multiservice center 
for South Shore families in 


need. In addition to a coun- 
seling center, homelessness 
prevention program. and 
other emergency assistance 
programs they operate one 
of the largest food pantries 
in Greater Boston. 

“Our goal is to collect 
500 backpacks full of school 
supplies,’ said Doane. 
“When a family is strug- 
gling to put food on their ta- 
ble school supplies can start 
to seem like a luxury. This 
initiative is a way that we 
can make sure that doesn’t 
happen. We are about 250 
backpacks short of our goal. 
We hope that the community 
will rally to help these local 
families in need of help.” 

Interfaith is asking for 
pre-packed backpacks to be 
dropped off at their office, 
rather than donations of in- 
dividual supplies. Two types 


of backpacks are needed, 
one for grades K-5 and an- 
other for grades 6-12. All 
backpacks should include: 
loose leaf paper, spiral note- 
books, 2 pocket folders, #2 
pencils and an eraser. For 
the K-S backpacks they 
suggest including: wash- 
able markers and or cray- 
ons, glue sticks and safety 
scissors. For the grade 6-12 
backpacks they recommend: 
a calculator, binder, index 
cards, pens, etc. Each bag 
should be labeled by grade 
level to expedite the distri- 
bution process.

Much myth, conjecture 
and outright lies have grown 
up about the two Texas ban- 
dits but when one delves into 
the true story of the two lov- 

ers a much more interesting 
and human story emerges. 

The one hour lecture will 
tell that story through the © 
use of period photographs 
and movies plus modern 
photographs and video Da- 
ley personally shot. He has 
recently traveled through 
the states of Arkansas, Loui- 
siana, Texas, Oklahoma and 
Missouri on the “Trail of 
Bonnie and Clyde” photo- 
graphing and making video 
of the sites of their homes, 
murders, robberies, shoot- 
outs and hideouts.

housing officials and the 
Quincy Housing Authority 
must be held responsible for 
the actions and services it 
provides,” Mariano said in a 
statement. 

“This bill will enact im* 
portant changes to improve 
the structure and efficiency 
of the Quincy Housing Au- 
thority and other local hous- 
ing authorities across the 
states. Most importantly, it 
will give Quincy housing 
residents greater opportuni- 
ties to voice their concerns 
through public forums, 
board representation an 
anonymous surveys — and 
really empower them to 
keep housing leadership ac- 
countable. 


“I believe these reforms 
will help to ensure the well- 
being and safety of our citi- 
zens in the future.” 

Rep. Tackey Chan (D- 
Quincy) sponsored an 
amendment that will allow 
the anonymous surveys to 
be sent in different languag- 
es to accommodate tenants 
whose native language isn’t 
English. He said the bill 
would help improve com- 
munications between the 
Quincy Housing Authority 
and its tenants. 

“This legislation is very 
important to ensure better 
communication between 
the tenants and the Hous- 
ing Authority and provide 
greater transparency and ac- 
countability,” Chan said in a 
statement.

October 2011 U.S. District 
Court ruling that found a 
similar ordinance in Fall 
River was preempted by the 
federal Employee Retire- 
ment Income Security Act 
(ERISA). 

Before the lawsuit was 
filed, the city agreed to sus- 
pend enforcement of the 
ofdinance on the Central 
project. 

During litigation between 
Quincy and the Merit Al- 
liance, the city dropped its 
defense of several portions 
of the ordinance, conced- 
ing they were preempted by 
_ERISA. The city, however, 
fought for the residency re- 
quirements and apprentice- 
ship program before later 
conceding the residency 
requirement was unconsti- 
tutional. 

In 2013 U.S. District 
Court Judge Rya Zobel, who 
presided over the Fall Riv- 
er case, issued a summary 
judgment ruling against the 
city. Later the same year, 
she ordered Quincy to pay 
the plaintiffs $81,000 in le- 
gal fees. 

Quincy appealed both 
those rulings to the USS. 
Court of Appeals for the 
First, District. In a July 16 
ruling, a three-judge panel 
upheld Zobel’s summary 
judgment.

During the appeal, the 
city argued the Merit Alli- 
ance lacked standing to sue 
the city to block enforce- 
ment of the Responsible 
Employer Ordinance. The 
court, however, ruled the 
group did have standing be- 
cause it represents members 
who do not have apprentice- 
ship programs and would be 
barred from bidding on pub- 
lic projects in Quincy. 

The city’s appeal identi- 
fied several errors in Zobel’s 


ruling. But the appeals court, 


in affirming Zobel’s decision 
ruled Quincy’s Responsible 
Employer Ordinance was 
preempted by ERISA. 

“ERISA specifically in- 
cludes apprentice training 
programs in its definition 
of employee welfare benefit 
plans. A state-law mandate 
regarding the structure or 
administration of such plans 
falls within the ambit of 
ERISA’s preemption provi- 
sion,” Judge Bruce Marshall 
Selya wrote in the court’s 
23-page ruling. 

“The Ordinance compris- 
es such a mandate because it 
dictates the establishment of 
an employee benefit struc- 
ture and sets the standards 
governing that structure. 
Even though a non-ERISA 
option might be available 


( Senter 
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Employee Ordinance Ruling Upheld 


for compliance with the 
Ordinance, the availabil- 
ity of such an option does 
not save the Ordinance: its 
mandate still has the effect 
of destroying the benefit of 
uniform administration that 
is among ERISA’s principal 
goals. 

“That ends this aspect of 
the matter. We conclude that 
ERISA preempts the Ordi- 
nance and affirm the district 
court’s grant of summary 
judgment.” 

On the issue of attorney’s 
fees, Zobel had ordered the 
city to pay $81,000 to the 
Merit Alliance. That amount 
covers the amount the group 
spent to argue against both 
the apprenticeship program 
and the residency requir- 
ments. 

The city, in its appeal, 
conceded $20,725 of that 
amount corresponded to 
the amount spent in strik- 
ing down the residency re- 
quirement and was properly 
awarded to the plaintiffs, 
but disputed the remaining 
$60,000 awarded. 

The city argued in the ap- 
peal that it does not need to 
reimburse the plaintiff for 
legal fees associated with 
challenging the apprentice- 
ship program, arguing in part 
that no plaintiff qualified as 


a participant, beneficiary, or 
fiduciary of an ERISA plan 
under the law’s fee-shifting 
scheduling. The appeals 
court sided with Quincy on 
that point. 

The plaintiffs, however, 
argued they are due the full 
$81,000, citing the Fees 
Act. The appeals court did 
not rule on that, however, 
and remanded it back to the 
district court because Zobel 
based her award on ERISA’s 
fee-shifting schedule and 
not the Fees Act. 

On Tuesday, mayoral 
spokesman Chris Walker 
said the city has yet to de- 
termine if it will appeal the 
case further. Mayor Thom- 
as Koch, Walker noted, was 
disappointed with the ruling 
but felt the ordinance was 
worth defending in cour. 

“The mayor takes’ very 
seriously the ability to have 
qualified workers on city 
projects. He’s felt from day 
one the Responsible Em- 
ployer Ordinance allowed 
the city to do that,’ Walker 
said. “He is certainly disap- 
pointed in the ruling but it 
was without question worth 
the effort. 

“And keep in mind we 
did get a partial victory be- 
cause of the ruling on the 
lawyers’ fees.”

On Track To Open Early 2015

The organization plan- 
ning to open a medical mar- 
ijuana dispensary in West 
Quincy anticipates opening 
during the first three months 
of 2015. 
Provincetown-based_ Er- 
mont, Inc., was one of 11 
applicants the state’s De- 
partment of Public Health 
cleared on June 27 to move 
into the next round of per- 


mitting. Donna Rheaume, 


a spokeswoman for Ermont, 
said the company was hap- 
py to advance into the next 
stage of permitting. 

“We were delighted to be 
selected by the department 
to move forward,” she told 
The Sun recently. 

Ermont has _ proposed 
opening a dispensary at 216 
Ricciuti Drive in a build- 
ing previously rented to 
Clifford’s Flowers, Smith 
& Nephew, and KPR, Inc. 
Rheaume said Ermont is in 
the process of planning the 
engineering to convert the 
building into a dispensary. 
Systems inside the building 
— such as electrical, plumb- 
ing, and HVAC - are also 
being inspected. 

Before Ermont can open 
in Quincy, it needs permis- 
sion from the city’s Zoning 
Board of Appeals and Plan- 


ning Board. An application 
to the ZBA could be submit- 
ted within a month’s time, 
according to Rheaume. 

“We hope to apply with- 
in a month or sooner to the 
ZBA and open in the first 
quarter of 2015,” she said. 
“Once we get out permit we 
can plan our schedule for 
construction.” 

In addition to the re- 
quired permits from the city, 
Ermont must also reach a 
host agreement before it can 
open its doors. Rheaume 
expects an agreement to be 
signed this fall. 

A non-profit organiza- 
tion, Ermont is solely owned 
by John “Jack” Hudson, the 
president and owner of OP3, 
Inc., a company that pro- 
vides fundraising consulting 
and events planning to non- 
profits. He is also a former 
vice president of Avon Prod- 
ucts, Inc. 

According to its appli- 
cation to the state, Ermont 
expects to have 2,056 cus- 
tomers in its first 12 months 
of operation, a number that 
grows to 3,065 in its second 
year of operation, and 3,725 
customers in year three, ac- 
cording to its application 
to the DPH. The company 
anticipates revenues of $3.5 
million in its first year, a

figure that will double to 
$7 million in year two and 
increase to $8.4 million in 
year three. 

Ermont plans to both cul- 
tivate and sell marijuana on 
site, keeping up to a 30-day 
inventory on hand. 

In 2012, voters statewide 
approved a law authorizing 
the DPH to grant licens- 
es for up 35 dispensaries 
throughout Massachusetts. 
The referendum mandates 
that each county have at 
least one dispensary and no 
more than five. Two dispen- 
saries in Norfolk County — 
Ermont and a dispensary in 
Brookline — advanced to the 
inspectional phase. 


The City Council passed 


zoning restrictions last year 
requiring dispensaries to 
operate at least | 500 square 
feet from a residential zone, 
school, childcare center, any 
facility with a liquor license, 
or another dispensary. The 
regulations essentially lim- 
ited possible locations to the 
Fore River Shipyard and the 
area where Ermont plans to 
set up shop.

was willing to step up to 
the plate and help with mix- 
ing what would ultimately 
be called Flexible Porous 
Paving. Owner Michael 
DiNatale met with Guarino 
and the two created several 
batches until the perfect mix 
was found. 

The flexible paving is a 
porous material thateeasily 
allows water to penetrate 
through to a tree’s roots yet 
is durable enough to protect 
them from damage and ero- 
sion. “Tree pits usually need 
constant attention includ- 
ing weeding and mulching 
so yes, it will result in sav- 
ings,” said Guarino. 

The steel grates used 
to cover the soil at a tree’s 
base can collect garbage and 
debris, attracting rodents. 
Concrete can crack as tem- 
peratures drop or as tree 
roots grow. Unprotected soil 
surrounding a tree’s trunk is 
subjected to the pressure of 
constant pedestrian traffic, 
ultimately compacting the

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On Wednesday, July 16, 2014, at approximately midnight, 
Officers Andrew Keenan and Jay Grazioso were dispatched 
to a West Quincy apartment complex for a domestic violence 
incident that just occurred. 

While en route, Dispatch notified responding Officers that 
a father and his 21 year old son were involved and the son fled 
the scene. Upon arrival, the father told the Officers, “My son 
just beat me up and ran away.” 

Officer Keenan gave out the description of the son and then 
listened to the father’s account as he scanned the apartment, 
observing several chairs knocked over as well as many pills 
spilled onto the floor. After declining medical assistance, the 
father said that his son told him earlier in the day that he was 
going to have friends over. The father didn’t approve of this on 
such short notice, but allowed it because his son does not have 
many friends. Soon after, the friends, a male and a female, ar- 
rived and the three started drinking vodka and cranberry juice. 
The father said that an argument broke out between the three 
friends which led to his son and the other male fighting each 
other in the bathroom. 

At this point, the male gathered his belongings to leave, 
so the father apologized on behalf of his son and said that he 
shouldn’t have to leave, which angered his son. He said his 
son began yelling at him and “He got up in my face as he 
cornered me in the kitchen.” The father said that his son then 
punched him in the face twice, then picked up a glass milk bot- 
tle and threw it, striking him in the face. He said he may have 
put his arms up to block it from hitting him but was unsure. 

Officer Keenan noted that the glass milk bottle shattered 
on the floor into many pieces. He continued by saying that his 
son then grabbed an antique ceramic beer mug and threw it at 
him, striking him in the jaw. He added that his son also threw 
a beer tap at him but he does not think it struck him. After the

A_ well-loved painting 
that depicts a weather-worn 
fisherman with a young girl 
in a rowboat has been beau- 
tifully restored and returned 
to its home at the Wollas- 
ton Branch Library thanks 
to @ generous donation by 
longtime Wollaston resident 
Harold S, Crowley. 

Generations of library 
visitors have enjoyed. this 
oil reproduction of the fa- 
mous painting by French 
artist Emile Renouf called 
“Un Coup de Main” or “The 
Helping Hand”. The origi- 
nal painting dates from 1881 
and hung for over one’ hun- 


dred years in Washington, - 


D.C.’s_ Corcoran gallery, 
captivating visitors with its 


charming subject and large 
size (5 by 7 feet). The paint- 
ing was widely reproduced 
in the U.S. and is.one of Re- 
nouf’s most popular works. 
In 1935, the heirs of re- 
cently deceased Wollaston 
resident Frank P.. Water- 
house donated an excep- 
tionally fine reproduction 
of the painting, done by A. 
Connolly in 1903, to the 
Board of Library Trustees 
in memory of Waterhouse. 
After almost 80 years hang- 
ing on the eastern wall of 
the Wollaston. library, the 
painting was dulled and the 
beautifully ornate frame in 
disrepair. On the occasion of 
his retirement as a Library

ing the world or otherwise. 

These days, retirement isn’t what it used to be. Modern 
day retirees are more likely to be traveling, volunteering, 
and being active—even continuing to work— while collect- 
ing retirement benefits. That’s likely the case with many of 
the actors we’ll see in this year’s movies. 

Take The Expendables 3. Expendables Sylvester Stal- 
lone, Harrison Ford, and Arnold Schwarzenegger are all old 
enough to be eligible for retirement benefits. 

Captain America returned to the big screen this year. 
Even though he’s still out saving the world, he first appeared 
on the job ina comic book in 1941, making him a likely can- 
didate for collecting Social Security retirement payments. 

Spiderman, also back on the big screen this summer, is a 
little younger, first appearing in 1962.

however they have not fi- 
nalized their decision. He 
has reached out to Verizon 
Wireless, which has an of- 
fice and parking lot across 
he street, with a similar re- 
quest however they have yet 
to respond. 

Four spaces obtained 
via a lease agreement with 
a neighboring property on 
Hancock Street will be made 
available to residents of the 
new building. “There’s been 
an indication from other 
property owners in the area 
that they would be willing to 
lease spaces if those spaces 
would be necessary,” said 
Fleming. 

Planning Board Chair- 
man William Geary said 
he felt the aesthetics of the 
proposed renovation, which 
calls for the addition of a 
corrugated metal exterior 
surrounding the stair tower 
which juts out from the side 
of the building and into the 
parking lot, were not in 
keeping with the overall ap- 
pearance of the neighbor- 
hood. 

“The fact of the matter 
is is that that’s an indus- 
trial building in a residen- 
tial neighborhood,” he said. 
“From there on you’ve got 
[Butler’s Pond] and you’ve 
got beautiful homes on both 
sides of that street that run 
the entire length of the street 
to the Southern Artery and 
so the concern, at least for 
this particular board mem- 
ber, would be that you’re 
not doing anything that in- 
trudes on the character of 
that predominantly residen- 
tial, single, and multifamily 
residential area.” 

“It’s ugly. I’d like to be 
more artful in describing 
it but that’s the truth,” he 
said, noting that the corru- 
gated metal looked less like 
the exterior of a residential 
building and more like a 
silo. 

Boston Property Devel- 
oper Architect Jon Hanson 
said the decision to use the 
metal had not been final- 
ized but that in his opinion 
it would modernize tHe look 


of the building. “With it be- . 


ing a more traditional look- 
ing building in nature, I’m 
trying to freshen it up and 
give a residential feel and 
a younger, more contempo- 
rary feel and in introduc- 
ing a material like this we 
thought it helped in giving 
the building a fresh look,” 
he said. 

Alternatives offered by 
Hanson included construct- 
ing the stair tower out of 
brick or using a composite 
metal material which would 
mimic the shape of bricks 
but in a more abstract way. 

Rev. Sheldon Bennett, 
who attended the meeting, 
is not only an abutter but 
is also a member of The 
Friends of Butler’s Pond, 
an organization made up of 
local residents who promote 
the use of the pond and ad- 
vocate for its preservation. 
He also sits on the board of 
Quincy’s Affordable Hous- 
ing Trust Fund Committee 
which ensures that a per- 
centage of housing available 
in the city falls within the 
guidelines of what is con- 
sidered affordable for low- 
income residents according 
to the Inclusionary Zoning 
Ordinance. The ordinance 
states that for every ten units 
in aff apartment or condo- 
minium complex, two must 
be categorized as affordable 
housing. The site owner can 
choose to include the units 
in the building, provide the 
units at an off-site location, 
or make a payment deter- 
mined by the cost of con- 
struction which would ben- 
efit affordable housing in 
the future. 

Overall, Bennett said 
the concerns raised at last 
month’s meeting such as 
limited parking, were ad- 
dressed by the revised site 
plan, however he is waiting 
for finalized plans on how 
excess rainwater and runoff 
will be handled. 

“The water quality [of 
Butler’s Pond] is poor. It 
suffers from runoff from the 
neighborhood,” he said. “A 
lot of phosphates come from 
bird droppings or fertilizer 
on people’s lawns and rain- 
water off the buildings and

one of the major sources of 
pollution for the pond is the 
old Central Middle School 
building. The parking lot 
and the roof water is coming 
down the street and getting 
in the pond.” 

- “I know the developer is 
aware of that and is making 
provisions for handling the 
rainwater runoff to protect 
the pond.” 

The Affordable Housing 
Trust Fund Committee will 
vote on whether affordable 
housing will be made avail- 
able off site, or whether pay- 
ment in lieu of affordable 
units will suffice at a future 
meeting. 

While the board unani- 
mously voted in favor of 
the site plan review, a final 
submission of plans must 
take place by the applicant 
before the project itself is 
OK’d to move forward. 

The continued _ public 
hearing on the application 
of Michael Grehan for a 
site plan review of the con- 


struction of five, three-story 
townhouses at 96 West St. 
also took place at Wednes- 
day’s meeting. 

Each unit will have a pri- 
vate two-car garage on the 
first floor with living space 
on the second and _ third 
floors. 

Senior Project Engi- 
neer at Ross Engineering 
Gregory Tansey addressed 
concerns regarding storm 
water management by say- 
ing that the draining system 
designed will take advan- 
tage of the existing soils 
present underground which 
he described as “‘very sandy, 
gravely soils [with] high 
percolation rates.” A spill- 
way system will also help 
with excess water if catch 
basins become inundated 
with rainwater or runoff, or 
become clogged by debris. 
Any excess will be directed 
toward a rainwater garden 
where it will recharge the 
groundwater table and pre- 
vent overflow onto West 


Street. 

Arainwater garden allows 
for excess water to absorb 
into the ground while add- 
ing to the aesthetic appeal of 
an area. A chain link fence 
around the perimeter of the 
property will most likely be 
removed and replaced with 
new fencing and ornamental 
trees and shrubbery will be 
added. 

According to Tansey, 
building the townhouses 
would improve water drain- 
age in the area and the 
amount of runoff that would 
occur on West Street would 
be reduced from .26 cu- 
bic feet of storm water per 
second (CFFs) to .02 CFFs 
during a moderate storm. 
He called it “a drastic re- 
duction.” A snow removal 
plan has been created and 
snow storage is available on 
site. In case of a major snow 
event in which two or more 
feet of snow fall, snow will 
be transported elsewhere. 

Attorney Christopher 


Harrington who is repre- 
senting Grehan said the 
house currently at 96 West 
St. was in bad shape overall. 
“The heart of this matter is 
that this is a redevelopment 
project. This house was built 
in 1880 and it’s in very poor 
condition,” he said. “It’s 
been through foreclosure 
and sits on a partial rubble 
stone foundation.” 

A request for financial 
hardship to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals was made 
according to Harrington 
because the property is sur- 
rounded on three sides by 
Quincy Housing Authority 
buildings which could lower 
resale value in the future. 

In more news, the Planing 
Board welcomed new mem- 
ber Sean Callaghan, who sat 
in on Wednesday’s meeting 
as an observer. Callaghan, 
who works for electrical 
workers union IBEW Local 
103 as a business agent, was 
appointed by Mayor Thom- 
as Koch to replace former 
member James Fay.

New State Law 


Offers Flood 
Insurance Relief 


A new state law to help hom- 
eowners burdened by rising flood 
insurance premiums has _ been 
signed into law by Gov. Deval Pat- 
rick. 

The new law bans banks and 
mortgage companies from requir- 
ing homeowners to purchase flood 
insurance at a coverage amount 
greater than their mortgage bal- 
ance. It also prohibits creditors 
from requiring coverage for con- 
tents of the home, or including a 
deductible of less than $5,000. 

The new law also stipulates 


_ that banks and mortgage compa- 


nies must provide notice to hom- 
eowners that the coverage they 
are required to purchase will only 


‘ protect the creditor/lender’s inter- 


est in the property, and may not be 


sufficient to pay for repairs in the 
event homeowners do experience 
flood damage. While there may 
be risk involved, homeowners still 
have the option to purchase addi- 
tional flood insurance if they feel 
it is necessary. 

The legislation was backed by 
Quincy’s legislative delegation: 
state Sen. John Keenan, House of 
Representatives Majority Leader 
Ronald Mariano, and Reps. Bruce 
Ayers, Tackey Chan and Dan Hunt. 
It also had overwhelming support 
in both branches of the legislature. 

The legislation was originally — 
filed by House Speaker Robert De- 
Leo and Atty. Gen. Martha Coak- 


ley, in response to overwhelming 
increases in flood insurance rates

Muscle

One of the newest com- 
panies to call Quincy home 
hopes to one day revolution- 
ize how -prosthetics work 
and feel. 

The company, Ras Labs, 
recently held a ribbon-cut- 
ting ceremony for its new 
laboratory space located on 
Congress Street in Crown 
Colony. ‘Ras Labs has de- 
veloped a special electroac- 
tive polymer material known 
as Synthetic Muscle, which 
contracts and expands when 
exposed to low voltages of 
energy — the company hopes 

‘Synthetic Muscle can be 
used to mimic muscle in 
prosthetics and robots. 

In 2013, Ras Labs was a 
global finalist in the Mass- 
Challenge, a program aimed 
at providing support to new 
startups. As a finalist, Ras 
Labs was able to use Mass- 
Challenge office space but 
needed room for a new 
laboratory for research. Le- 
nore Rasmussen, PhD — the 
company’s founder, chief 
technology officer, and 
board chairman, brought the 
company to Quincy because 
the city was more affordable 
than Boston or Cambridge.

Feds To Inspect 
Housing Authority Units

Federal officials will in- 
spect Quincy Housing Au- 
thority units this August in 
the wake of a state report 
that identified widespread 
maintenance issues. 

The U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) will likely 
begin the inspections in 
early August. Six-hundred 
fifty public housing units 
within the city receive fed- 
eral funding, though its un- 
known exactly how many 
will be inspected. 

HUD’s decision to in- 
spect the units came nearly 


three months after the state’s 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development 
released a report detailing 
numerous issues in QHA’s 
930 state-aided units. The 
April 30 report identified 
major issues including a 
leaking sprinkler system at 
Tobin Towers, mold/mildew 
growth in certain inspected 
units, units with inoperable 
or removed smoke and car- 
bon monoxide detectors, 
and numerous trip hazards 
and inoperable lights. 
Following thestate report, 
QHA tenants complained of 
long overdue maintenance 
problems in their residences 


at public meetings. Rhonda 
Siciliano, the public affairs 
officer at HUD’s New Eng- 
land office in Boston, said 
the department opted to _in- 
spect the units in light of the 
report and subsequent meet- 
ings. 

“Based on that informa- 
tion we decided to go out 
and do an assessment of the 
properties,” she explained. 

On Monday, Quincy 
Housing Authority  Ex- 
ecutive Director James Ly- 
don said he had a meeting 
scheduled with Marilyn 
O’Sullivan, HUD’s direc- 
tor of public housing for

Shipyard Parcel Sold, USS Salem To Relocate

Construction magnate 
Jay Cashman has finalized 
the purchase of property 
at the Fore River Shipyard 
from the MBTA. 

Cashman paid the tran- 
sit agency $1.1 million for 
the property last week, ac- 
cording to MBTA spokes- 
man Joe Pesaturo. The site, 
which encompasses nearly 
12 acres combined of land 
and water rights, includes 
the pier previously used for 
commuter ferry service and 
the USS Salem. 

Last fall, the. MBTA ter- 
minated ferry service and 
closed down the Salem, cit- 
ing the need to fix to the pier. 
The transit esi previ- 


ously said it would cost $15 
million to ensure the pier 
would remain open for up to 
five years and $50 million to 
ensure it could remain open 
for up to 50 years. 

As a result of pier’s clo- 
sure, the group that operates 
the Salem opted to move it 
to an East Boston marina. 
The ship is expected to move 
there in 2015. Pesaturo pre- 
viously said the MBTA had 
no immediate plans to bring 
back commuter ferry service 
to Fore River or elsewhere 
in the city. The agency, he 
noted, would be willing to 
consider other opportunities 
in the future. 


Cashman previously 


purchased 26 acres of prop- 


erty inside the shipyard in 
2003. His three companies 
— Jay Cashman, Inc., Ster- 
ling Equipment, and Patriot 
Renewables — are all head- 
quartered on site. He also 
leases space in the shipyard 
to Bluefin Robotics and the 


New England Aquarium. 


In October of last year, 


Cashman launched _ the 
1,500-ton Dale Pyatt from 
the shipyard. The dredging 
barge was the first vessel 
manufactured in the Fore 
River Shipyard since Gen- 


eral Dynamics shut down 
its Quincy operations in the 
mid-1980s. 

Messages left for Cash- 
man and Michael Condon, 
the director of the non-profit 
group that owns the Salem, 
were not returned. 


The Salem (CA-139), 
a Des Moines-class heavy 
cruiser, was launched from 
the Fore River Shipyard in 
1947 and commissioned 
two years later. It served 
as the flagship of the U.S.

Quincy Cyclist Riding Solo To NYC

Elizabeth Rice is hoping 
that her solo bicycle ride 
from Quincy to New York 
City will encourage sup- 
porters to donate roughly 
$15,000 to cover part of the 
cost of tuition for her first 
year as a student in the North 
Bennet Street School’s Pres- 
ervation Carpentry Program 
(NBSS) located in Boston’s 
North End. 

Rice is one of 13 students 

who was recently accepted 
into the NBSS_ program 
which will begin Sept. 2 
and takes two years to com- 
plete. The program covers 
the skills needed to renovate 
residential and commercial 
buildings through the ‘use of 
tools and machines, knowl- 
edge of procedures, and the 
understanding of construc- 
tion principles based on 
standard industry practices. 

Following 16 years as a 
social worker., 40-year-old 
Rice decided to focus more 
attention on carpentry as 
she has always felt it to be 
a great stress reduction tool, 
particularly over the past 
three years in which she has 
undergone 13 failed fertil- 
ity treatments. “Ironically, I

received my acceptance let- 
ter to NBSS the day before 
receiving devastating news 
that my last pregnancy at- 
tempt had failed,” she said. 

After receiving a loan 
and a small grant totaling 
$11,300 to help in cover- 
ing some of the costs of her 
first year in the program, 
she’s still left with $15,000 
to pay for school; not an 
easy amount to come by for 
her. “This is largely because 
my bank account has been 
depleted by the extraordi- 
nary cost of infertility treat- 
ments,” she said. “It is not 
feasible for me to produce 
that amount of money on 
my own.” 

To raise the necessary 


funds while still honoring 
her “social work roots,” 
she’ll complete a solo “Bike 
to Build” ride, in which 
she’ll pedal her way from 
her Quincy apartment all the 
way to New York City. Her 
trip will begin Aug. 15. She 
hopes to.be in New York 
City by Aug. 17. 

“T will be riding my bi- 
cycle,” she said “to dem- 
onstrate my commitment 
to attending NBSS and to 
express my appreciation for 
the sacrifice made by my 
donors.” 

Not all of the money 
raised will go to her tuition. 
While 80 percent will go 
directly to school costs, the 
other 20 percent will be 
donated to the South Shore 
Habitat for Humanity in 
Weymouth. “I chose Habitat 
for Humanity because I plan 
to bridge my love of carpen- 
try with my calling to help 
people through volunteering 
for this organization when 
I complete school, if not 
sooner,” she. said. 

While Rice has complet- 
ed several bicycle rides be- 
tween Boston and New York 
for HIV and AIDS fundrais- 


ing and awareness, she has 
never done so alone. Her 
fellow bike riders provided 
the emotional and physical 
support she needed to finish 
the roughly 225 mile journey 
in the past. “To compensate 
for this difference, I plan to 
tap into the spiritual support 
from my deceased brother 
who was a carpenter and my 
deceased grandmother who 
raised numerous carpenters 
herself,” she said. 

So far, she has raised 
$3,800 from friends, fam- 
ily, and local organizations. 
Of that amount, about $600 
will go to Habitat for Hu- 
manity. 

Her blog, at biketobuil- 
datnbss.com, will track her 
progress “in a quirky and 
humorous way” as she pre- 
pares for her ride. 

Rice is grateful not just 
for the monetary help but the 
attention her ride will bring 
to Habitat for Humanity. 
“[The] support will not only 
help me actualize my dream: 
of attending NBSS, but it 


‘will provide much needed 


tools and building materials 
for Habitat for Humanity,” 
she said. 


Why I Am Willing To Risk Arrest In Washington, D.C. 


(Editor’s Note: The au- 
thor of this op-ed will com- 
mit an act of civil disobedi- 
ence in Washington, D.C.

nominations. This op-ed ex- 
plains why.)

My _ great-grandfather, 
Thomas John Abruzzese, 
arrived on Ellis Island from 
Grotto Menarde, Ifaly in the 
late 1900s to make a bet- 
ter life for himself and his 
family. He arrived with- 
out an invitation or a visa, 
a situation known today 
as undocumented. He had 
little money, did not speak 
English and had only the 
name of his “sponsor” in his 
posket. He was the epitome 
of the derogatory term for 
Italians, “WOP” or “without 
papers.” Five generations 
later, my son and grand- 
daughters take pride in their 
heritage, knowing the cour- 
age it took to make their 
lives better than his. 

With few exceptions, 
most notably the indigenous 
people, each of us have an 
immigration story such as 
mine. However, those of us 
who cannot trace our an- 
cestry to the Pilgrims have 
sometimes felt judged by 
those who came before us. 
Irish immigrants were of- 
ten labeled as “lazy drunks” 
¢help wanted, Irish need not 
apply), the Mexicans were 
“drug addicts” and Italians, 
especially those from south- 
ern Italy, were “gangsters.” 
Newcomers were demon- 
ized if they did not look like 
those already here. In spite 


of the difficulties our ances-

tors had, we wanted to roll 
up the red carpet after we 
arrived so as to not let any 
more immigrants follow. We 
sometimes took this to an 
extreme and punished im- 
migrants for the actions of 
their country of origin. For 
example, when we created 
the Japanese internment 
camps during WWII. 

Late in President George 
W. Bush’s term, the 2008 
anti-trafficking law was 
passed. The new law re- 
quired that unaccompanied 
minors from any country, 
except Mexico and Canada, 
be held by the department.of 
Health and Human Services 
for a hearing to determine 
the minor’s refuge status. If 
the minor’s life or well being 
would be compromised by 
turning them away because 
of things like gang violence, 
human trafficking or child 
conscription in their coun- 
try of origin, refugee status 
would be conferred and the 
minor would be allowed to 
enter the US. Speed forward 
to 2014 and this is being 
turned in its head. Although 
children from Honduras, El 
Salvador and Guatemala 
are crossing the border and 
seeking out the border-patrol 
agents to surrender, they are 
being vilified and labeled as 
“illegal aliens.”. My great 
grandfather would be la- 


beled an illegal alien if he 
arrived today. To me he is 
neither illegal nor alien, he’s 
family. 

Our immigration policies 
need revision. We. imprison 
those who are attempting to 
make better lives for them- 
selves and their families, 
instead of addressing the 
underlying problem. Our 
administration and congress 
refuse to debate and update 
our immigration laws to ac- 
commodate today’s reali- 
ties. This has to stop. Both 
political parties must stop 
the rhetoric and do what is 
right for our future. NOW! 

On June 29th, delegates 
at the annual Unitarian Uni- 
versalist conference called 
upon church members to 
join national faith leaders 
and immigrant rights ad- 
vocates from across the na- 
tion on July 31st to call on 
the White House to stop 
the wholesale deportations 
of immigrants and end the 
unjust laws tearing apart 
families, communities and 
congregations. 

I choose to go to Wash- 
ington, DC on July 31st to 
demonstrate against our im- 
migration policy for all the 
reasons I have. written here. 
I choose to risk arrest by 
committing an act of civil 
disobedience to bring at- 
tention to the plight of tens 
of thousands of adults and 
minors who are in detention 
due to the lack of funding 
of current immigration laws 


’ and the lack of any coherent 


and equitable immigration 
policy.

Throughout our history, 
civil disobedience has been 
used to bring attention to 
the wrongs of our society: 
notably, the colonists’ re- 
bellion against England, the 
suffragette movement, the 
civil rights movement, op- 
position to the Vietnam war 
and the marriage equality 
movement. 

My hope is that when I 
stand at the White House 
fence with like-minded in- 
dividuals, my actions will 
be recognized as the acts 
of a citizen who expects 
Congress and the President 
to act responsibly and hu- 
manely to pass immigration 
reform legislation that ad- 
dresses today’s issues. My 
actions in Washington, DC 
will continue the long leg- 
acy of United First Parish 
Church, a Unitarian Univer- 
salist congregation, in Quin- 
cy center, of taking action 
to address social injustices. 
In recent history we were a 
founding member of Greater 
Boston Interfaith Organiza- 
tion (GBIO) and our flying 
the banner across the front 
of our historic church that 
read “People of Faith for 
Marriage Equality.” 

I am proud to stand with 
fellow members of my de- 
nomination and those of 
other faith traditions in pro- 
test. I am proud to stand 
with Rev. Rebecca Froom, 
the newly called minister 
of my church. That I will 
be: standing in support of 
immigrants on what would 
have been my mother’s 90th 
birthday, makes my actions 
that much more poignant 
and significant. I know she 
would approve.

House Passes Reauthorization 
Of Adams Memorial Foundation 


The House of Repre- 
sentatives has passed H.R. 
3802, which extends the leg- 
islative authority of the Ad- 
ams Memorial Foundation 
to establish a commemora- 
tive work in honor of former 
President John Adams and 
his legacy. 

The bill extends the au- 
thorization for seven years 
through Dec. 2, 2020. It al- 
lows the Adams Memorial 
Foundation, the National 
Park Service, the National 
Capital Memorial Advisory 
Commission and all stake- 
holders to continue working 
toward the goal of siting and 
building a commemorative 
memorial honoring former 
President John Adams and 
his family and their role in 


shaping the nation. 

Cong. Stephen Lynch 
said, “I am proud to rep- 
resent the City of Quincy, 
nicknamed the ‘City of 
Presidents,’ in the House of 
Representatives. Quincy is 
home to the Adams National 
Historic Park, which honors 
the legacy of John Adams 
and the five generations of 
the Adams family who lived 
there until 1927. 

“John Adams was a 
champion of independence, 
defender of due process, 
diplomat, Vice President, 
and President of the United 
States. John Adams has a 
lasting legacy as one of our 
most influential founding 
fathers. He is the author of 
the Massachusetts Constitu- 


tion, the oldest continuously 
functioning written Consti- 
tution in the world and the 
document after which the 
United States Constitution 
was modeled. John Adams 
was a dedicated public ser- 
vant who devoted his life 
to the ideals and values that 
built our country and which 
many of us continue to hold 
dear.” 

Lynch continued, “The 
fact that there is no memo- 
rial in our nation’s capital 
dedicated to this remarkable 
leader and steadfast public 
servant is a glaring over- 
sight that must be corrected. 
The passage of this bill al- 
lows the foundation the time 
it needs to find an appropri- 
ate location in Washington,

D.C. for this worthy memo- 
rial.” 

The bill was originally 
introduced in the House of 
Representatives by former 
Cong. William Delahunt. 
The last authorization ex- 
tension expired on Dec. 2, 
2013. The Adams Memorial 
Foundation includes mem- 
bers of the Adams family 
and respected historians in 
its leadership. 

In addition to Congress- 
man Lynch, all eight mem- 
bers of the Massachusetts 
House Delegation are origi- 
nal cosponsors of the bill. A 
companion bill in the U.S. 
Senate has been introduced 


by Sen. Ed Markey and co- 


sponsored by Sen. Elizabeth 
Warren. 


Alternative Teel Field Proposal Makes Sense 


The recent “Consider Al- 
ternative Proposals in North 
Quincy” letter to the Quincy 
Sun (June 17, 2014) sug- 
gesting a different way to 
go with Mayor Koch’s $12 
million plans for Teel Field 
made a lot of sense. 

Instead of spending mil- 
lions to take homes on Hunt 
Street to build a parking 
lot, the letter writer pro- 
posed to instead utilize an 
adjacent, much larger and 
overgrown parcel of vacant 
land, a parcel that is quite an 
eyesore. 

Particularly attractive to 
this suggestion is that this 
parcel is. well within the 
FEMA flood maps and thus 


cannot otherwise be readily 
developed. As such, utiliz- 
ing it for parking, flood con- 
trol and open space makes 
perfect sense, especially as 
the parcel should available 
for small money. Per the 
Norfolk Registry of Deeds, 
the parcel would appear 
to have a long outstanding 
municipal tax lien on it and 
could thus be obtained for 
little more than back taxes 
and legal expenses. 

In turn, not only would 
homes not need to be tak- 
en, many millions could be 
saved and a longtime neigh- 
borhood blight as well as 
potential fire hazard would 
be no more. 


Whether or not the Koch 
Administrations opts to con- 
sider such a reasonable as 
well as significant cost sav- 


ing alternative, however, re- 
mains to be seen.

Five downtown Quincy buildings housing 12 current or 
former business establishments would be demolished to make 
way for the proposed Revere Road Connector. 

A public hearing on the route proposed by the State 
Department of Public Works has been all but assigned after 
45 downtown businessmen and others petitioned for it. 

The connector is designed to hook up with the Burgin 
Parkway (Upland Rd.) Extension which in turn is designed to 
bring traffic from the South Shore into downtown Quincy. 

(Editor's Note: The connector was constructed 21 years 
later at a cost of $18 million and opened in October 2011. 
The four-lane parkwayrfrom McGrath Highway to the Paul 
Harold Bridge and Burgin Parkway was dedicated as the 
Mayor Walter J. Hannon Parkway.)

attributed the decrease to 
fewer Quincy _ residents 
taking out of town family 
members and friends to the 
church. 

“From my _ observation 
we're not getting as many 
locals bringing in visitors 
to see the church and the 
crypt,” Haynes said. “We 
used to get that quite a bit.” 

According to Haynes, 
visitation at the church as 
not been affected by the on- 
going Adams Green road- 
work in Quincy Center. 

“No one has called to 
ask if they can still get to 
the church or to say it’s an 
issue,” he noted. “You still 
have access here and you 
can still get to City Hall.” 

Among the visitors who 
have come to the United First 
Parish Church this summer 
are Francis Adamo and Bry- 
anna Barber of Bridgewater. 
They toured the church one 
recent afternoon after visit- 
ing the Adams National His- 
torical Park. 

“Tt was her first time. She 
had never been to the Adams 
houses or done any tours 
like that so I wanted to take 
her and show her all the his- 
torical stuff,’ said Adamo, 
whose grandmother was 
from Quincy and had visited 
those sites before. “That’s 
why we came up here.” 

Barber was impressed 
with the sites. 

“I thought. they were 
gorgeous,” she said. “I was 
surprised they preserved 
everything so well. You can 
feel the history in all those 
places.” 

Dr. Ed. oad the 
executive director of the 
Quincy. Historical Society, 


is pleased with the number | 


of visitors who have stopped 
by the Adams Academy this 
year. ; 
“We’re doing pretty well. 


It comes and goes but it’s 
been all right,” Fitzgerald 
said. “We’ve been getting 
a couple dozen people on a 
good day.” 

Visitors, he explained, 
are interested in several of 
the exhibits on display with- 
in the academy building at 8 
Adams St. Among the more 
popular exhibits are those 
on the city’s early history 
— including the Adams fam- 
ily and colonial Quincy — as 
well as exhibits containing 
information on shipbuilding 
in Quincy and on Howard 
Johnson’s. Residents and 
others with ties to the city 
have also expressed an in- 
terest in viewing the docu- 
ments housed in the histori- 
cal society’s library. 

The historical society 
may also put an exhibit on 
the Civil War back on dis- 
play due to popular demand. 
A display commemorating 
the war’s 150" anniversary 
was on display from 2011 
until Christmastime _ last 
year. Fitzgerald said a num- 
ber of people have asked for 
information on the war this 
year, possibly because of 
the popularity of the 2012 
Steven Spielberg film “Lin- 
coln.” An exhibit on the War 


of 1812 may also be supple- — 


mented. 

The Josiah Quincy House 
on Muirhead Road in Wol- 
laston has seen a spike in the 
number of visitors so far this 
year. 

“We have had over 1,000 
people on the property,” 
said Melinda Huff, museum 
operations manager for His- 
toric New England, the non- 
profit that owns the historic 
18" century home. “Usually 
we do that by the end of the 
year.” 

Huff attributed the in- 
crease to an influx of large

addition, a number of stu- 
dents in the Quincy School 
Department’s Speaking and 
Writing for English Lan- 
guage Learners (SWELL) 
program have been able to 
visit the home. 

“Things have been great 
this year. We have had a 
number of large bus tours, 
which we haven’t had in 
the past,” Huff said. “We’ve 
also expanded our outreach 
to the school community 
with the SWELL program. 
We’ ve been thrilled to open 
our doors to more people.” 

Historic New England has 
also hosted several meetings 
on site including meeting 
of more than 50 members 
of the non-profit’s council, 
an advisory board that sets 
the direction and long-term 
goals for the organization. 
More than 80 employees are 
set to visit the Josiah Quincy 
House during a staff appre- 
ciation day later this year. 

The increase in visitation 
to the Josiah Quincy House 
comes amid an ongoing 
restoration project, which 
is being financed through 
Quincy’s Community Pres- 
ervation Committee funds 
and an anonymous benefac- 
tor. Huff said Historic New 
England has tried to bring 
attention to the site to show- 
case the improvements. 

“With the CPC money 
we’ve received and money 
from our own anonymous 
funder, we’ ve been putting a 
lot of work into the house,” 
she explained. “We’re mak- 
ing an effort to bring atten- 
tion to the house.” 

‘The United First Par- 
ish Church, Adams Acad- 
emy, and the Josiah Quincy 
House as well as the Adams 
National Historical Park and 
the Dorothy Quincy Home- 
stead, are participating in 
Saturday’s Discover Quincy

by the Quincy Chamber of 
Commerce, will run from 10 
a.m.to4 p.m. For $5, visitors 
can purchase a wristband 
giving access to all five sites; 
a shuttle will run from the 
Adams Academy and loop 
around all the sites through- 
out the day. The wristbands 
can be purchased in advance 
at the Adams Academy or 
the chamber’s headquarters 
at 180 Old Colony Ave; they 
will be sold at all five sites 
on Saturday. 

Two more Discover 
Quincy Days are planned 
this year, on Sept. 6 and 
Oct. 4. 

Tourism can play a key 
part in the local economy. 
A study recently released 
by the National Park Ser- 
vice, the operator of the 
Adams National Historical 
Park, indicated visitors to 
the site spent $15.7 million 
last year within 60 miles of 
the park on items such as 
lodging, fuel, and food and 
drinks. Visitors to the Bos- 
ton National Historic Park — 
including Faneuil Hall, the 


Bunker Hill Monument and 
the Charlestown Navy Yard 
— spent $123.8 million last 
year within a 60-mile radius, 
which includes Quincy. 

Tom Anacone, the own- 
er of Craig’s Café at 1354 
Hancock St. has noticed an 
increase this summer in the 
number of tourists his res- 
taurant serves. He estimates 
15-20 tourists visit on an 
average each day, with more 
on weekends, Monday, and 
Fridays. 

“We’ve seen more than 
usual,” Anacone explained. 
“This will be my third sum- 
mer [owning the restaurant] 
and each year we’ve seen 
more and more.” 

Tourists, he said, often 
stop by while they wait for 


a trolley to depart the visi- 


tor center for the Adams 
National Historical Park. 
Craig’s Café also receives a 
number of visitors who are 
staying at the Crown Colony 
Marriott. 

While road _ construc- 
tion is underway in Quincy 
Center as part of the Adams 
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Green project, Anacone said 
his business hasn’t been af- 
fected by the work — his 
weekday crowd consists 
mostly of regulars who 
work nearby and no con- 
struction is taking place on 
weekends. 

“Our regulars are work- 
ing so they’re here anyway,” 
Anacone noted. “On week- 
ends there is no construc- 
tion.” 

Between 10 and 20 tour- 
ists a week stop by Rogers 
Jewelry at 1402 Hancock 
St. according to Jeff Bert- 
man, whose family owns 
the store. That number is 
consistent with the number 
of tourists who visited the 
store last year.

~ The state’s Civil Service 
Commission ruled the city 
improperly bypassed a can- 
didate when it hired more 
than a dozen new police of- 
ficers earlier this year. 

The commission ordered 
Quincy to place Justin Rug- 
giero, 30, atop its list of 
candidates for the position 
of police officer, finding he 
was improperly bypassed 
when the department added 
15 new officers in January. 
The decision means he will 
be on top of the list for the 
next round of appointments 
to the Police Department, 
though he would have to 
go through the normal hir- 
ing process again, including 
medical and psychological 
screening. 

The city said it based its 
decision to not hire Rug- 
giero, a Marine Corps vet- 
eran who earned a degree 
in criminal justice from 
Bridgewater State, based on 
a psychological examina- 
tion. A second examination 
was conducted in March af- 
ter a pre-hearing conference 
with the Civil Service Com- 
mission had taken place. 
Thé doctor who conducted 
that exam concurred with 
the findings of the initial 
test. 

The Civil Service Com- 
mission, however, later de- 
termined neither doctor was 
familiar with the standards 
set by the state’s Human Re- 
sources Division. Both doc- 
tors then found that Ruggi- 


ero did not have a medical 
condition that would pre- 
clude him from being able 
to serve as a police officer 
according to the state stan- 
dards. 

The commission also 
found that the doctors’ ini- 
tial findings were contra- 
dicted by testimony from 
Ruggiero’s long-term em- 
ployer, who called Ruggiero 
a “hard-working and seri- 
ous individual who is a reli- 
able employee.” Ruggiero, 
the commission’s findings 
noted, is also in a long-term, 
committed relationship with 
his fiancée, an elementary 
teacher. 

“When the HRD Medical 
Standards have not been ap- 
plied, a psychological evalu- 
ation should not deny career 
opportunities to individuals 
who otherwise have records 
like that of Mr. Ruggiero,” 
Cynthia Ittleman wrote in 
the commission’s 13-page 
ruling. 

In addition to placing 
Ruggiero atop the list of 
candidates for a future open- 
ing, the city must give him a 
retroactive Civil Service se- 
niority date if he is ultimate- 
ly hired. The commission’s 
ruling said that retroactive 
date is not intended to give 
Ruggiero any additional or

and should not be used to 
determine service time for 
either retirement purposes 
or computing eligibility for 
any future promotional ex- 
ams, 

Quincy was given 60 
days to prepare a psycho- 
logical evaluation . plan, 
which must be approved by 
the state. The city was in- 
structed not to perform any 
psychological evaluations 
of police and firefighter can- 
didates until the state signs 
off on the plan. 

Mayoral spokesman 
Chris Walker responded to 
the commission’s decision 
in a statement Tuesday. 

“There appears to be 
some misinformation about 
how the process works, and 
that’s unfortunate. There 
were openings for all of the 
candidates who proceeded 
to the background process

so no one was bypassed in 
favor of any other candidate 
or to reach additional candi- 
dates on the Civil Service- 
approved hiring list,” Walk- 
er Stated. 

“In this case, a psycholo- 
gist and a psychiatrist both 
independently recommend- 
ed against appointment, 
which is not something the 
mayor can ignore. It would 
be the same if a candidate 
could not perform the man- 
dated physical test. 

“The process then moves 
to appeal at Civil Service, 
which determined that the 
city had not filed a required 
formal protocol for psycho- 
logical testing with the state. 
That’s a valid issue that the 
Civil Service raised, and 
one that has never been ad- 
dressed historically in the 
city. When made aware of it, 
the city immediately moved 
to resolve this issue.”

constructed,” she said. 

“As the resident scientist 
in the family, I was put in 
charge of looking at pros- 
thetics. Even at the time I 
liked what I saw for the leg 
but I was really disappointed 
with what I saw for the hand 
and the arm.” 

Prosthetics arms, Ras- 
mussen noted, generally fell 
into one of two categories: 
those which are more func- 
tional but don’t look lifelike 
and those which look lifelike 
but aren’t very functional. 

“I thought if you could 
simply make a material 
that responded to a stimuli 
you could bridge that gap 
between form and function 
and .have both,” Rasmussen 
said. “That’s what I consider 
the beauty of science: if you 
can think it, science can do 
it. It may not be easy but it’s 
attainable.” 

Rasmussen has _ been 
working on Synthetic Mus- 
cle since 2003; she had been 
working for a different com- 

pany before then but decid- 
ed to branch out on her own. 
Ras Labs is now focused on 
getting Synthetic Muscle 
to the point where it can be 
used in prosthetics. 

“Most electroactive poly- 
mers bend, but the ability to 
contract and expand really 
sets us up for lifelike bio- 
mimetic motion,” she said. 
“I have something that con- 
tracts and expands. That’s 
really cool, but how do we 
make it work? So I’m mov- 
ing into a very mechanical 
area, learning as I go.” , 

The material, ‘ when 
placed in a moist environ- 
ment, has the ability to con- 
tract or expand, depending 


-on whether a, positive or 


negative electrode is used, 
“When I embed a positive 
electrode it tends to contract. 
A lot of that volume change 
is solvent outflow. This is in 


ae aT 


a moist or wet environment, 


so to operate it it’s impor- 
tant it stay moist. When I 
reverse that polarity, then I 
get expansion even beyond 
its original weight and I can 
cycle back and forth,” Ras- 
mussen explained. 

The ability to both con- 
tract and expand separates 
Synthetic Muscle from the 
real thing as human muscle 
can only contract; muscles 
in the body form agonist-an- 
tagonist pairs, such as the bi- 
ceps and triceps in the arms. 
Testing has found the ability 
to have Synthetic Muscle 
contract and expand creates 
increased work outputs. 

“With some forms actua- 
tion, we found that by us- 
ing zones of expansion and 
contraction we were getting 
work outputs roughly dou- 
ble that of human work out- 
put,” Rasmussen explained. 
“That was actually pretty 
exciting.” 

Ras Labs received fund- 
ing earlier this year from the 
Center for Advancement of 
Science in Space (CASIS), 
which is interested in the 
potential of using Synthetic 
Muscle in robotics. CASIS 
will be sending the material 
to space for testing aboard 
the International Space Sta- 
tion (ISS) later this year. 
As part of that project, Ras 
Labs is currently working 
with the U.S. Department of 
Energy’s Princeton Plasma 
Physics Laboratory at New 
Jersey’s Princeton Universi- 
ty. At the lab, the Synthetic 
Muscle is being bombarded 


with radiation to see how it. 


affects the material. 

“There are indications 
my material might be in- 
herently radiation resistant, 
plus I have ideas to make it 
even more so. That’s where 
I got the attention of CA- 
SIS. Some of those [mate- 
rials]. will be tested later in 
the year,’ Rasmussen ex- 
plained. 


“As part of that project, 


what we’re doing ahead of 
time is pretesting a lot of 
the materials at Princeton 
at their PPL. We’re hitting 
it harder than the ISS...We 
tested it with levels equiva- 
lent of a trip to Mars and

Completes Second 


Annual Bicycle Count 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

The city’s second annual 
bicycle count conducted by 
the Mayor’s Bicycle Com- 
mission was recently com- 
pleted by roughly a dozen 
volunteers who tallied the 
number of cyclists seen at 
five bike-friendly locations 
. in Quincy over the course of 
three days. 

In total, 417 bike riders 
were counted on Quincy 


Shore Drive, the Neponset. 


Bridge, at the Beale Street 
and Hancock Street inter- 
section, at the Beale Street 
and Adams Street intersec- 
tion, and on Hancock Street 
near City Hall. Counts were 
taken in the morning and 
evening on June 3,7, and 12 
because “the weather is bet- 
ter in June and school was 
still in session so traffic was 
average,” said City Planner 
Kara Chisholm. 

Volunteers included 
members of local group 
Quincycles which promotes 
responsible bicycling as a 
means of transportation, 
recreation, and exercise, 
members of the Planning 
Department, and members 
of the Mayor’s Bicycle 
Commission. : 

The gender of the cyclist 
was recorded as was his or 
her direction of travel and 
whether they were riding on 
the sidewalk or on the road. 
Over about two hours, the 
numbers were jotted down 
in 15-minute increments on 
a spreadsheet. 

The count indicated that 
the largest number of riders 
were present in the morning 
and evening on the Nepon- 
set Bridge, suggesting that 
commuters were bicycling 
to and from work over the 
bridge. from Dorchester 
and Boston. Quincy Shore 
Drive, which had the second 
highest amount of cyclists, 
had seven times as many 
riders in the evening indi- 
cating that the area appealed 
more to recreational bicy- 


clists. Those larger numbers 


may also have been due to 
easier access on shared bi- 
cycle and pedestrian lanes, 
said Chisholm. 

Of the 417 riders, 19 per- 
cent were women and 81 
percent were men. These 
numbers are in keeping with 
recent trends seen in Boston 
in which 30 percent of riders 
were women and 70 percent 
were men. 

Chisholm said that while 
there is no definitive way- to 
determine why such a gap 
exists between genders, it 
is believed that attire has a 
large part to do with it. “It’s 
harder for women because of 
what they wear,” she said. 

“We're trying to use 
this data to ensure that the 
city has prudent infrastruc- 
ture data,” said Director of 
Transportation Planning 
Kristina Johnson, who is an 
advocate for Quincycles. 

While Chisholm - and 
Johnson couldn’t say wheth- 
er bicycle ridership has gone 
up in the city over the past 
several years, they were 
able to say that drivers seem 
more considerate of cyclists 
possibly due to the pres- 
ence of police officers who 
monitor areas used heavily 
by bike riders. “The aware- 
ness has gone up,” said Ch- 
isholm. 

“We counted last Sep- 
tember so what’s important 
is getting a baseline,” said 
President of Quincycles Na- 
than Pipho, who last year 
counted 17 cyclists in the 
afternoon on the Neponset 
Bridge. 

The bicycle count will 
take place again next year 
and possibly expand to other 
locations in the city accord- 
ing to Chisholm. This year’s 
numbers will assist in the 
planning and expansion of 
bicycle lanes and accommo- 
dations in keeping with the 
City of Quincy Bicycle and 
Pedestrian Network Plan 
which was released in Janu- 
ary and calls for 23.22 miles 
of proposed bike lanes.

Air Conditioner Alternatives 
This Is A Hammer

Q: What is the differ- 
ence between an air condi- 
tioner and an evaporator? 
Is one better for my home? 
I just need something to 
cool the front room occa- 
sionally in the summer- 
time, and I hate window 
units. -- George F., Burl- 
ington, Vt. 

A: An evaporative cooler 
can be a cost-effective al- 
ternative to an air condi- 
tioner, but it’s not always 
the best choice. Also known 
as swamp coolers, evapora- 
tive coolers add humidity to 
the air in your house. They 
bring in air from the outside, 
pass it over water-soaked 
pads, and blow that humidi- 
fied air inside. 

If you live in a hot, dry 
climate like the Southwest, 
a swamp cooler can be a 
very efficient way to cool 
the house. In hot, humid 
climates, not so much, be- 
cause the air in the house is 
already humid. 

Air conditioners work 
well in humid climates be- 
cause they help remove 
some of that humidity from 
the air. While they’re not de-

humidifiers per se, the unit 
recirculates air in the room. 
As that air passes over the 
air conditioner’s evapora- 
tor coil, the moisture in the 
air condenses and is drained 
from the unit, while the air 
is blown back into the room. 
That process helps cool the 
air and reduce mugginess. 
Both units need regular 
maintenance: An evapora- 
tive cooler’s pads need to be 
changed every few weeks 
while in use, and an air con- 
ditioner’s filter needs to be 
cleaned or replaced each 
month in the warm season. 
If you hate lugging win- 
dow units in and out of the 
window each year, look into 
buying a portable air condi- 
tioner. These typically cost 
more than window units 
(sometimes twice as much 
for the same BTU level) but 
can be rolled from room to 
room as needed and stored 
out of the way when not 
needed. Just remember that 
the portable unit’s ventila-

tion hose must vent outside, 
meaning the unit needs to 
stay near a window. And 
you. probably will need to 
empty the condensation tray 
regularly, in cheaper units. 

A final alternative is nat- 
ural ventilation. If you get 
cool nights or steady breez- 
es, open windows in the ear- 
ly morning and late evening, 
and invest in heavy curtains 
to cover windows in which 
the sun shines during the 
afternoon. Add an electric 
fan to keep fresh air circu- 
lating constantly. In certain 
climates, this can give you 
a comfortable home- except 
for the hottest, most humid 
days of the year. 

HOME TIP: BTUs are 
important in buying an air 
conditioner, so find out the 
minimum BTU level you 
need for the space you’re 
trying to cool before pur- 
chasing.

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City Eyeing 
St. Mary School 


To Alleviate Overcrowding 
At Lincoln-Hancock School 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

City and school officials are 
weighing the possibility of us- 
ing the former St. Mary School in 
West Quincy to help alleviate over- 
crowding at the nearby Lincoln- 
Hancock Community School. 

In 2010, the Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of’ Boston closed 
the St. Mary School on Crescent 
Street, merging it and St. Ann 
‘and Satred Heart Schools into the 
Quincy Catholic Academy amid 
declining enrollment. 

Thecity. recently began discus- 
sions with the parish about using 
the building as a way to relieve 
overcrowding at Lincoln-Hancock, 
Mayor Thomas Koch explained in 
an interview. Previously, officials 
floated the idea of moving fourth 
graders from  Lincoln-Hancock 
to the planned new Sterling Mid- 
die School, but the Massachu- 
setts School Building Authority 
(MSBA) chose to keep the middle 
school at its current grade 5-8 set- 
up. 

“I’m going to be looking at 
the old St. Mary School to see 


what kind of condition that it is 
in, to see if that plays in any way. 
For example, could that be just a 
kindergarten place? Could that 
take the pressure off of Lincoln- 
Hancock and just ease it up a little 
bit?” Koch said. 

“The question is what kind 
of condition is that building in. 
You’re not only talking about the 
educational requirements, but the 
ADA requirements. today. for-pub- 
lic buildings are pretty extensive.” 

To that end, the mayor and 
School Superintendent Dr. Rich- 
ard DeCristofaro will visit the 
Crescent Street school later this 
summer. It is unknown if the city 
would simply lease the building or 
purchase it outright. 

“Later in the summer he (De- 
Cristofaro) and I are going to have 
a walk with the pastor to take a 
look at the viability of such,” the 
mayor said. 

“It could be a lease deal, where 
the parish leases it to the city. I 
don’t know that they’d be inter- 
ested in selling it. It has not gotten

Roof, Exterior Repair Work At J QA Birthplace 


Historic Site Remains Open To Visitors 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The birthplace of the nation’s 
sixth president is getting a facelift 
this summer, but remains open to 
visitors. 

In early June, workers began re- 
pairing the roof at the John Quincy 
Adams Birthplace on Franklin 
Street. Adams, the sixth president, 
was born in the saltbox house in 
1767. His father, John Adams, 
used the home for his law office. 
It was inside the house that the el- 
der Adams, along with his cousin, 
Samuel, and James Bowdoin draft- 
ed the Massachusetts Constitution, 
the oldest written constitution in 
the world. 
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The roof work, being funded by 
the National Park Service at a cost 
of $64,000, is expected to wrap up 
as early as this week, according 
to Kevin Kelly, facility manager 
for the Adams National Histori- 
cal Park. The roof’s old shingles, 
made of western red cedar, are be- 
ing replaced with new ones from 
the same type of tree. 

Following completion of the 
roof work, the exterior of the home 
will be worked .on.: Kelly said 
about 25 of the clapboards will be 
replaced, along with 10 window 
frames and a half-dozen or so win- 
dow sashes. After that, the house 
will get a fresh coat of paint on the 


outside. The National Park Ser- 
vice has allocated $70,000 for that 
work. The funding expires at the 
end of the federal government’s 
fiscal year on Sept. 30, and Kelly 
is hopeful the work can be com- 
pleted by that point. 

The birthplace will remain open 
for the duration of both projects. 

“When people plan ahead for 
vacations, they’re disappointed to 
find a site is closed for repairs,” 
Marianne Peak, the park’s super- 
intendent, explained. 

“Through most of our work we 
try to do it without impacting visi- 
tors. If not we work around it.”

that far along.” 

Assessing the  viabil- 
ity of the former St. Mary 
School is just one option 
the mayor is considering to 
tackle overcrowding in the 
city’s schools. Enrollment 
in Quincy Public Schools 
is on the rise, coupled with 
an increase in the amount of 
space needed for each stu- 
dent. 

“I’m going to be looking 
at a number of options with 
the superintendent, really to 
dig down to see where are 
the real challenges,” Koch 
said. 

“We’ re increasing in pop- 
ulation. Our numbers are up 
pupil-wise. They’re not up 
dramatically, but the differ- 
ence today is the require- 
ments for space per pupil, 
there is a lot more square 
footage needed. When I was 
in elementary school, there 
were classrooms, there was 
the library, and there was 
the office. Now you’ve got 
science labs, computer labs, 
special education rooms — 
all those things needed to 
deal with the challenges in 
education. 

“Tt’s not just the increase 
in pupils that is causing the 
challenge. It’s the change in 
the educational environment 
and the need for additional 
space to deal with those 
challenges.” 

The idea of building a 
brand new school, as op- 
posed to replacing an older 
building, remains in play. 
But doing so could prove 


more expensive because of 
the cost of acquiring land, 
the price of which is not re- 
imbursed by the MSBA. 

“The problem with try- 
ing to locate a new school 
is we’re a built-out city so 
you’ re looking at heavy land 
costs,” Koch said. 

Redistricting, or ending 
the city’s open enrollment 
policy, is another option that 
could be contemplated. 

“‘Y’m one member of 
the School Committee. As 
chairman and mayor, I hold 
the purse strings, obviously, 
but policy-wise everything 
will be on the table,” the 
mayor explained. “If we 
have to redistrict to make 
things work, that will be on 
the table.” 

During his interview, the 
mayor also commented on 
the proposed Sterling Mid- 
dle School. With the School 
Committee giving approval 
to the MSBA’s preferred 
configuration, which calls 
for a school with the: abil- 
ity to hold 430 students, the 
discussions between the city 
and state will shift focus 
to the financial aspects of 
building the new Sterling. 

Koch had no estimate 
for how much the new Ster- 
ling will cost or how much 
the MSBA will reimburse 
the city for the construc- 
tion project, but expects at 
least 70 percent reimburse- 
ment from the state. The 
MSBA provided 80 percent 
reimbursement for the Cen- 
tral Middle School project 
though certain expenses,

such as the cost of acquiring 
land and legal fees, were not 
reimbursed. 

It’s also unknown at this 
point whether the MSBA’s 
model school program will 
be used at Sterling as it was 
at Central. Under the pro- 
gram the design of a recent- 
ly built school is adapted for 
a school planned elsewhere, 
which can save on design 
costs and expedite the proe 
cess. Koch favors using the 


program for Sterling if giv- 


en that choice. 

“Obviously if there is an 
option for me to save money 
for the taxpayers, I’m going 
to grab that option, provided 
it’s a good model,” he said. 
“And I’d have to believe it 
would be.” 

While the two schools 
are being built within a few 
years of each other, Ster- 
ling and Central may have 
different designs. The new 
Sterling will hold about 200 
fewer students than Central. 
The design will also factor

in the presence of fifth grad- 
ers in the school. 

“Central you’re  build- 
ing a school for 620 stu- 
dents. This is a 430-student 
school. Right off the mark, 
that’s a huge reduction in 
square footage needed. So 
it will look different,” Koch 
explained. 

“It will be a quality build- 
ing. There may be a different 
concept and design, because 
we have fifth graders there. 
We’re designing a build- 
ing where the fifth graders 
won’t be near the eighth 
graders; that will be part of 
the design. 

“Tt’s early on layout. Ob- 
viously it will have a gym. It 
will have a cafeteria. Hope- 
fully we'll have a full-sized 
auditorium. Those are things 
we’re going to get into with 
the state as far as what they 
want to reimburse. They call 
a lot more of the shots than 
they used to.” 

There is no timetable 
for when the new Sterling 
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should be ready to open, but 
the mayor said construction 
could begin in early 2016 or 
possibly sooner if the model 
school program is used. 

With the process to re- 
place Sterling well under- 
way, the city has identified 
the next school in need of re- 
placement. As reported pre- 
viously, Koch plans to go to 
the state to start the process 
of building a new Squantum 
Elementary School. He may 
do so as soon as early 2015, 
but has held off so far while 
the MSBA works with the 
city on building a new Ster- 
ling and replacing windows 
at several Quincy schools. 

“It’s actually in the self- 
study process,” Koch said 
when asked about his plans 
to replace the Squantum El- 
ementary School. 

“We haven’t gone for- 
ward to the state yet because 
we’ve been in the cycle for 
Sterling and in the cycle for 
new windows. I’m antici-

of the year, we would then 
start the process with the 
state of looking for replace- 
ments for Squantum.” 

The current Squantum 
Elementary School opened 
its doors in 1919 as a four- 
room school hosting grades 
1-8 and was subsequently 
expanded over the past cen- 
tury. Now, with the school 
turning 95, there is a con- 
sensus that it needs to be 
replaced. 

“You can talk to anyone 
in our maintenance depart- 
ment. You can talk to any of 
our school personnel. Before 
I announced it I asked them 
all, ‘what’s the worst school. 
physically?’ Every one of 
them said Squantum,” Koch 
said. 

“There is a recognition 
that it’s an old sneaker. The 
additions over the years 
when it was modified were 
done in a poor quality way. 
It’s going to need to be ad- 
dressed. 

“We're a few years away 
from shovel in the ground.”

Pumping Station 


Work Underway gg 


Work to overhaul one 
of one of the primary sew- 
age pumping stations for 
Quincy Center and West 
Quincy is now underway at 
Fort Square, Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s,. office announced 
Tuesday. 

The aging pump station 

— located on School Street 
near the Star Market — is 
undergoing a total rehabili- 
tation of its mechanical sys- 
tem. The project is among 
a series of water, sewer and 
drainage projects under- 
way or completed across 
Quincy as the city continues 
its wide-ranging plan to up- 
grade infrastructure, some 
of it more than a century 
old, citywide. 

The $3.6 million project 
is financed through the Wa- 
ter and Sewer Department’s 
capital budget and low- 
interest financing from a 
state revolving fund created 
for major water and sewer 


system upgrades. It has no 
impact on the City’s general 
operating budget. 

“These kinds of project 
are vitally necessary and af- 
fordable, and they are pre- 
cisely the kind of projects 
that we are going to con- 
tinue to pursue as we move 
forward with restoring and 
protecting our public infra- 
structure,” Koch said. 

The pump station is de- 
signed to relieve the sur- 
charging of the trunk sewer 
that runs parallel to the 
Town Brook. It has a design 
capacity of over 3,500 gal- 
lons per minute (7 million 
gallons per day) and pumps 
sewage directly to a high- 
level sewer, ensuring that 
wet weather and high flow 
events do not cause sewer 
overflows. 

Crews are now mobiliz- 
ing on the site, and work will 
continue for the next several 
months, city officials said.

Sales Tax-Free Weekend Set For Aug. 16-17 


Beacon Hill lawmak- 
ers reached a compromise 
last week, agreeing to hold 
the state’s tax-free weekend 
Aug. 16 and 17. 

The House and Senate 
had previously passed leg- 
islation setting a tax-free 
weekend in August; the 
House’s legislation called 


for holding the tax holiday 


«>on Aug. 16 and 17 while the 


Senate bill set the tax-free 
weekend on Aug. 8 and 9. 


On July 30th, a confer- - 


ence committee with legis- 
lators from both chambers 
agreed to set the tax-holiday 
for Aug. 16 and 17. The 
compromise is included in 


an economic development 
bill, which is set to be voted 
on Thursday as the legisla- 
ture’s formal session comes 
to an end. Both chambers 
will need to approve the bill 
and send it to Gov. Deval 
Patrick for final approval. 
The sales tax holiday 
was originally proposed to 


boost retail sales during a 
typically slow time of the 
year. Traditionally, the tax 
holiday has been held on the 
second weekend of August; 
this year it will on the third 
weekend of the month. 

As in past years, the sales 
tax will be waived for items 
under $2,500 during the tax 
holiday.

The ongoing work at the 
John Quincy Adams Birth- 


place is the first such repair 


project there since the early 
1990s, Kelly noted. Last 
summer, the National Park 
Service replaced the roof at 
the neighboring John Adams 
Birthplace. 

In addition to the proj- 
ects at the birthplaces, work 
took place earlier this year 
at the Old House at Peace 
field, also known as the Ad- 
ams Mansion. The linoleum 
floors inside were replaced 
over the winter as they had 
started to crack and became 
a safety hazard. 

“Replacing the linoleum 
in the Old House was criti- 
cal because of the wear and 
tear,” Peak said. 

The National Park Ser- 
vice had allocated $57,000 
for the linoleum replace- 
ment, but the work came in 
under budget, costing only 
$32,000 to complete. 

The portico, or front 
porch, of the Old House was 
worked on over the spring at

With the retirement of former Police Chief Francis 
X. Finn approved by the State Retirement and Pension 
Boards, Mayor James A. Sheets said that he will begin 
“intensive interviewing” with the two candidates to suc- 
ceed Finn next week. 

Sheets said he plans to meet with Sgt. William Falco and 
Lt. Francis Mullen for two hours each next week. 

If all goes according to plan, Sheets said he will name 
the new chief by Sept. 1 Falco was the top scorer in a Civil 
Service examination while Mullen finished second. 

(Editor’s note: Mayor Sheets chose Lt. Mullen to fill 
the Chief’s job. Sgt. Falco, who went on to become a 
police captain, was later appointed Chief by Mayor Wil- 
liam Phelan.) 

REHIRING UNLIKELY, MORE LAY-OFFS LOOM 

With the city slated to lose $1.5 million in local aid this 
fiscal year, Mayor Sheets said it is unlikely 47 laid-off 
workers will be rehired this year and it is possible that more 
employees will be cut from the payroll next year. 

The state legislature voted to reduce local aid by four 
percent to balance the state budget. With the governor 
expected to approve the measure, Quincy’s local aid will 
drop from $35,535,759 to $34,100,000. 

Sheets called the legislature’s action “the worst news 
of my administration” because it’s really the first time the 
legislature has itself cut local aid.

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5-8 Grade Configuration OK’d For New Sterling 


School Committee Unanimously Approves 
Enrollment Certification With MSBA

School Committee mem- 
bers voted unanimously 
to sign an enrollment cer- 
tification agreement with 
the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority (MSBA) 
that gives the new Ster- 
ling Middle School a 5-8 
grade configuration and 
430 student enrollment fig- 
ure at a special meeting of 
the School Committee last 
Wednesday. 

Quincy Public Schools 
Supt. Dr. Richard DeCristo- 
faro had originally proposed 
both 4-8 and 5-8 configura- 
tions but in a letter sent on 
July 14, the MSBA recom- 
mended Sterling remain 5-8 
due to future capacity con- 
cerns. 

“While the — district’s 
middle schools appear to 
have adequate capacity in 
the near term, the antici- 
pated growth in the student 
populations served by those 
facilities will cause many if 
not all of those facilities to 
reach or exceed capacity,” 
the letter stated. 

According to a capacity 
analysis performed by the 
MSBA, “it would be ap- 
propriate to include 50 addi- 
tional students in the design 
enrollment for the Raey E. 
Sterling Middle School, to 
relieve existing and antici- 
pated overcrowding in other 
middle schools in the dis- 
trict.” 

The MSBA arrived at the 
430 figure by looking at the 
amount of students who ad- 
vance from one grade to the 
next, the city’s birthrate, the 
rate of annual home sales, 
and the issuance of building 
permits. 

“This decision of the four 
to eight or five to eight is re- 
ally not coming from the 
MSBA. This is coming from 
enrollment,” said DeCristo- 
faro. “Enrollment drives the 
bus.” 

“They looked at our en- 
rollment projections and 
then they allowed through 
this other analysis addi-

they arrived at the 430 num- 
ber and again, balanced with 
historical trends it’s a num- 


‘he said. 


ber that certainly that middle 
school can live with.” 

School Committee mem- 
ber Noel DiBona was not as 
convinced as DeCristofaro 
that the school could handle 
what he called a “storm” of 
students looking to go to 
the new Sterling because of 
Quincy’s open enrollment 
policies. 

“The biggest issue we’re 
going to run into right now is 
it’s built for 430 [students]. 
I know we’re going to run 
into an issue down the road 
where it’s not big enough,” 
“T can guarantee 
you that everybody is going 
to want to go to Sterling Be- 
cause they can’t fit into Cen- 
tral. We’re already packed at 
Central at 620 and we’re at 
the capacity there.” 

“I forecast that happen- 
ing at Sterling.” 

Central has the largest 
student body of all of the 
city’s middle schools and 
sees the most requests for 
open enrollment. In 2013 
alone, 53 requests were 
made and 21 were granted. 

DiBona said that even 
though Sterling will be 50 
students below the maxi- 
mum enrollment rate when 
the school finally opens, it 
will not be able to handle 
the influx of students com- 
ing from the growing K-4 
student population which 
increased from 2,902 in 
2004 to 3,711 in 2013. He 
also said that parents look- 
ing to take advantage of cur- 
rent open enrollment poli- 
cies will place their children 
in the new school because 
of the appeal of a modern 
building fitted with up-to- 
date technology. 

The inability to expand 
off of the new building will 
also pose a problem in the 


future according to DiBona. 

“I don’t think this is go- 
ing to solve the problem 
and when the MSBA says 
that you can build it for 
430 you have to have a cer- 
tain amount of green space, 
you have to have a certain 
amount of parking, you have 
to have a certain amount of 
guidelines for this,” he said. 

Committee member 
Anne Mahoney has been the 
most vocal in, her opposi- 
tion of the now scrapped 4-8 
configuration and while she 
was happy to see the find- 
ings of the MSBA, she still 
was displeased with how the 
process played out. 

“One of the disappoint- 
ments that I have was that 
we didn’t do it early enough 
—if we were going to be dis- 
cussing alternative enroll- 
ments such as four to eight 
— because we could have 
made different plans,” she 
said. 

Mahoney’s attempt at 
proposing a resolution to 
further address enrollment 
issues throughout the entire 
public school system, and 
discussing a more proactive 
rather than reactive approach 
to the city’s growing student 


population as to alleviate, 


what she called “very bad 
tension in our community” 
was quickly tabled by May- 
or Thomas Koch who cited 
open meeting laws. 

“We were suggesting 
that the reason we were put- 
ting the fourth graders into 
middle school was because 
we had overcrowding in the 
elementary schools and our 
way to solve it was reaction- 
ary by putting fourth grad- 
ers in middle school,” she 
said, reiterating the findings 
of the MSBA which show 
a steady increase in student

enrollment between 2004 
and 2013 in grades K-12 
and predict kindergarten en- 
rollment to be 795 students 
this September. 

Mahoney said that while 
the five to eight configura- 
tion was preferable over the 
four to eight, she still was 
concerned with how the 
grade five students would be 
treated in a middle school 
setting and questioned if 
they would be receiving 
an elementary or middle 
school curriculum. She also 
noted that middle schools do 
not receive Title | benefits, 
leaving Sterling’s grade five 
students, as well as Point 
Webster Middle School’s 
grade five students, at a 
disadvantage over all other 
grade five students who 
are in Quincy’s elementary 
schools. 

Title | funds are awarded 
to schools -with a high per- 


centage of low-income stu- 
dents and can be put toward 
English proficiency _ pro- 
grams for English Second 
Language (ESL) students or 
toward programs catering to 
children with special needs. 

DeCristofaro called sign- 
ing the enrollment agree- 
ment with the MSBA the 
first benchmark of the pro- 
cess with the second being 
the execution of a feasibility 
study which would review 
the school’s educational 
program, document current 
conditions, and establish a 
basic design with an archi- 
tectural-.team who would 
share their plans with the 
building committee. 

Following the © study, 
the cost of constructing the 
school as well as the reim- 
bursement rate to the city 
will be determined. 

“There is tremendous 
hope within this decision. 


A tremendous hope for in- 
cremental improvement for 
every child at Sterling...but 
I have to tell you that these 
are unbelievable schools,” 
he said. “I’m very proud of 
the work that we do.” 

Koch, who chairs the 
school committee, said that 
agreeing on the enrollment 
figure was a step in the 
right direction. “I think that 
we have made incremental 
progress in our system. We 
can’tresolve everything with 
one vote or with one sweep- 
ing action,” he said. “We’ve 
leveraged our funds, we’ve 
leveraged our political will 
as a community and we’re 
making great progress. 

“Here we are tonight 
moving on a new Sterling 
Middle School. Let’s not 
lose sight on the joy in that 
and what it’s going to mean 
t9 our system city wide,” he 
said.

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SJC Upholds Ruling Against 


City In Woodward Case

~ The state’s highest court 
has upheld the lower court’s 
ruling that Quincy breaclied 
its fiduciary duties as a trust- 
ee of a fund benefiting the 
Woodward School for Girls 
but set aside a judgment of 
gpiemillion against the city, 
‘réwianding the award back 
to the lower court. 

“We’re very pleased the 
court vacated the damage 
award, which was the most 
troubling aspect of the de- 
cision,” City Solicitor Jim 

Timmins said in response 
to the court’s ruling. “We’ll 
be prepared to present evi- 
dence at the rehearing so the 
issue is more properly con- 
sider 

While he was satisfied 
with the Supreme Judicial 
Court’s decision to set aside 
the $3 million judgment, 
Timmins said he was disap- 
pointed the court rejected 
Quincy’s argument it was 
protected from the suit under 
the concept of sovereign im- 
munity. Timmins noted the 
SJC ruled Quincy implicitly 
waived that protection when 
it became trustee of the 

funds in question accord- 
ing to Chapter 258 of the 
state’s general laws, which 
were signed into effect in 
the 1970s — decades after 
Quincy became trustee and 
after the Woodward School 
~ was named beneficiary. 

“T don’t see how it (Quin- 
cy) could have waived the 
protection when the law had 
not been enacted,” Timmins 
said. 

The decade-long dispute 
between Quincy and the 
Woodward School began 
in 2005, when the chairper- 

son of the school’s board of 
trustees requested a full ac- 
counting of two trust funds 
that benefited the school 
— the Adams Temple and 
School Fund, established by 
John Adams in 1822, and 
the Charles Francis Adams 
Fund, established in 1886. 
The Woodward School 
j sought the full accounting 
j because it received lower 
: than anticipated payments 
: the funds the previous 
q years. 
# In July 2007, the school 


filed a complaint with a 
member of the state’s Su- 
preme Judicial Court after 
not receiving the informa- 
tion it sought from the city. 
The dispute was transferred 
to probate court, and a spe- 
cial master was appointed to 
gather pertinent documents 
regarding the funds’ assets 
filed since the Woodward 
School was named the ben- 
eficiary in 1953. 

A 13-day bench trial fol- 
lowed the special master’s 
report. At the end of the trial 
in February 2011, the judge 
ruled Quincy failed to keep 
accurate records of its stew- 
ardship of the funds; failed 
to obtain appraisals for real 
estate in the trusts and sold 
property at less than fair 
market value; failed to act 
on professional investment 
advice; and failed to com- 
port with its duty of loyalty 
to the funds. 

As a result of those find- 
ings, the judge ordered the 
city to pay nearly $3 million 
to the school — including 
$1.6 million in prejudgment 
interest and $1.1 million for 
unrealized portfolio gains. 
The city was also removed 
as trustee of the fund. 

Quincy appealed the 
judge’s decision to an appel- 
late court; the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court transferred the 
case from the appeal’s court. 
In a ruling dated July 23, the 
SJC upheld the lower court’s 
ruling that the city breached 
its fiduciary duties . 

“Finally, and most sig- 
nificantly, Quincy failed to 
invest with the long-term 
needs and best interests of 
the income beneficiary in 
mind, creating a portfolio 
that consistently provided 
income but that left the prin- 
cipal vulnerable to infla- 
tion and, as a result, depre- 
ciation,” Associate Justice 
Robert J. Cordy wrote in the 
50-page decision. 

“Accordingly, based on 

these considerations, the 
judge’s ruling that Quincy 
committed a breach of its 
fiduciary duty of prudent 
investment was not clearly 
erroneous.” 

The SJC set aside the $3 
million award, remanding it 


back to the lower court. The 
lower court’s award was 
based on specific investment 
advice given to the city in 
1973 regarding diversifica- 
tion of the Adams Temple 
and School Fund. Quincy 


argued during its appeal that 


it did not need to use spe- 
cific investment advice. The 
SJC agreed with the city on 
that point, setting aside the 
award. 

“An award of damages 
cannot be based solely on 
what the trust’s invest- 
ment portfolio performance 
would have been had the 
trustee complied with cer- 
tain, specific advice. Such 
reliance on a potential in- 
vestment portfolio necessar- 
ily and improperly employs 
the benefit of hindsight. Un- 
fortunately, this is precisely 
the formula the trial judge 
employed here,” Cordy 
wrote in the decision. 

“The award must be 
based on more than just the 
unheeded investment ad- 
vice a trustee received, and 
should instead consider the 
totality of the circumstanc- 
es as they would have in- 
formed prudent investment 
decisions over the relevant 
time period.” 

A related lawsuit was 
filed by James DeGiacomo, 
the Boston attorney the low- 
er court appointed to serve 
as the trustee of the funds. 
He sued the city and the 
Quincy Historical Society 
over a 50-year lease allow- 
ing the historic society use 
the Adams Academy build- 
ing for $100 a month in 
rent.

Legislature OKs Substance Abuse Bill 


An omnibus substance 
abuse prevention and treat- 
ment bill, championed by 
state Sen. John F. Keenan of 
Quincy and two other Bea- 
con Hill colleagues, was ap- 
proved last week by the state 
legislative. The legislation is 
now before the governor for 
final action. 

‘The bill comes in the 
wake of increasingly fre- 
quent reports of overdose 

deaths ‘with the State Po- 
“liee® estimating over 185 
opiate-related deaths in a 4 
month period beginning in 
November 2013. Advocates 
for addiction prevention and 
treatment also raised strong 
concerns and calls for re- 
form earlier this-year when 
the FDA approved Zohydro, 
a powerful new opiate drug 
formulated without recom- 
mended abuse-deterrent 

. properties. The drug is 
chemically similar to Vico- 
din, one of the most com- 
monly abused prescription 
drugs, but carries a more 
potent dose. 


Keenan acknowledged 
that reports from the State 
Police, as well as the Zo- 
hydro approval, were cata- 
lysts that helped spur action 
on the bill, but says that pol- 
icymakers have “been aware 
of this increasingly severe 
issue_for several years, and 
have taken several signifi- 
cant steps since 2010.” He 
said the legislation “is an- 
other step, and certainly not 
our last, against an epidemic 
that is constantly evolving.” 

Supporters hailed the 
bill as a comprehensive, 
multi-pronged approach 
to an epidemic issue. One 
aspect of the bill would re- 
quire that prescriptions for 
opiate drugs be filled using 
available abuse-deterrent, 
tamper-proof product, un- 
less the prescribing physi- 
cian specifically contradicts 
the substitution. 

Another provision would 
grant emergency scheduling 
authority to the Commis- 
sioner of Public Health, al- 


lowing for an emergency and 
immediate ban of high-risk 
synthetic drugs, such as K2, 
and variants on Bath Salts. 
These products often evade 
regulation, because manu- 
facturers regularly change 
the chemical composition of 
the products, thus exploiting 
legal loopholes in drug clas- 
sification. 

Keenan cited the state’s 
experience with Bath Salts, 
noting that they were being 
abused as early as 2009 and 
remained legal and avail- 
able well into 2012 due to 
the length of the current 
scheduling process. 

The bill also takes major 
steps towards expanding ac- 
cess to addiction and recov- 
ery services. During a series 
of public hearings across 
Massachusetts, legislators 
frequently listened to stories 
of repeated denials by insur- 
ance carriers to cover ad- 
diction treatment services, 
particularly the step-down 
services that help stabilize a 


patient after detoxification. 
Public and commercial in- 
surance carriers would now 
be required to cover, without 
prior authorization, at least 
14 days of detoxification 
and_ step-down _ stabiliza- 
tion services whenever the 
treating healthcare clinician 
determines such services are 
necessary. 

Keenan said that the 
state’s annual budget also 
includes significant fund- 
ing and reform to addic- 
tion treatment services. 
This includes funding for 
64 new public detox and 
step-down service beds, a 
$5-million pilot project for 
mental health and substance 
abuse counselors in schools, 
dedicated funding to operate 
drug courts and other spe- 
cialty court programs, a new 
program for accreditation 
and quality assurance of so- 
ber homes, and a $3.7-mil- 
lion expansion to the Pre- 
scription Drug Monitoring 
Program.

Removing the notice 
is illegal, and would result 
in further fines. 

Officials were prevented 
from entering the home: by 
an unidentified person, how- 
ever Duca expects the City 
Solicitor’s office to soon is- 
sue a search warrant for the 
property.

- ing facility in a residential 


district is a use violation and 
failing to change occupancy 
is a building code violation 


. according to Duca. 


Despite the warnings, 
Cope continued to rent out 
his home to transient visi- 
tors, Duca said.

The ‘fines will continue 
unless the home is closed to 
visitors. Further action will 
be determined by the City 
Solicitor’s office.

Vacancies were posted on 
the lodging website airbnb. 
com advertising two nights 
minimum at $150 per night. 
The listing indicated that the 
home could sleep six people, 

August and September were 


almost completely booked 
before the listing was re- 
moved from the site. 

Cope has had no prior 
violations with inspectional 
services according to Duca. 
“He’s never been on my ra- 
dar,” he said. 

Cope will appeal the de- 
cision before Hearings Offi- 
cer and Public Health Com- 
missioner Andrew Scheele 
sometime in the upcoming 
weeks. “In my view, it’s a 
violation ‘of the ordinance,” 
said Duca, who added that 
contesting the allegations is 
a civil right.

Federal officials began 
inspecting Quincy Housing 
Authority units Tuesday in 
the wake of a state report 
that identified widespread 
maintenance issues. 

The U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) is inspect- 
ing the units. Six-hundred 
fifty,,;public housing units 
within the city receive fed- 
eral funding, though its un- 
known exactly how many 
will be inspected. 

HUD’s decision to in- 
spect the units came nearly 
three months after the state’s 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development 
released a report detailing 
numerous issues in QHA’s 
930 state-aided units. The 
April 30 report identified 
major issues including a 
leaking sprinkler system at 
Tobin Towers, mold/mildew 
growth in certain inspected 
units, units with inoperable 
or removed smoke and car- 
bon monoxide detectors, 
and numerous trip hazards 
and inoperable lights. 

Following the state report, 
QHA tenants complained of 
long overdue maintenance 
problems in their residences 
at public meetings.,, Rhonda. 
Siciliano, the public affairs 
officer at HUD’s New Eng- 
land office in Boston, said 
the department opted to in- 
spect the units in light of the 
report and subsequent meet- 
ings. 

“Based on that informa- 
tion we decided to go out 
and do an assessment of the 
properties,” she explained. 


Last Monday, Quincy 
Housing Authority Ex- 
ecutive Director James Ly- 
don said he had a meeting 
scheduled’ with Marilyn 
O’Sullivan, HUD’s direc- 
tor of public housing for 
the New England region, 
on Tuesday morning. Lydon 
welcomed the upcoming 
federal inspections, noting 
they would be more thor- 
ough and would be done 
better than those from any 
outside consulting firm. 

“The work is being done 
with a lot of legitimacy,” he 
said. ? 

Lydon placed David Fer- 
ris, QHA’s maintenance 
director, on paid adminis- 
trative leave as a result of 
the DHCD report and the 
response at public meetings 
that followed. Crown Colo- 
ny based-law firm Murphy, 
Hesse, Toomey & Lehane 
is currently overseeing an 
investigation into the main- 
tenance issues, which could 
result in Ferris’ termination 
once completed. 

“We’re doing a complete 
overhaul of the maintenance 
system,” Lydon said. 

The Housing Authority 
is also in need of a new fi- 
nance director. The deadline 
to submit resumes for that 
post passed Tuesday. 

The federal ‘department 
has performed inspections 
of several Quincy properties 
in recent years, according 
to Siciliano. HUD’s 1-100 
point grading scale includes 
up to 40 points for the phys- 
ical condition of a building, 
up to 25 for the financial as- 
sessment, up to 25 points for 
management assessment, 


and up to 10 percent for the 
capital fund assessment. 
Overall grades between 60 
and 89 are considered stan- 
dard; any score higher than 
90 is considered high. 

Pagnano Towers on Cur- 
tis Avenue was last inspect- 
ed in March 2013. HUD 
gave the building an overall 
score of 47 out of 100 and 
18.8 out of 40 for the physi- 
cal assessment of the build- 
ing. The report found one 
or more non-life threating 
health and safety deficien- 
cies. 

An inspection at the Riv- 
erview development in Ger- 
mantown was conducted in 
February 2013. The devel- 
opment was given an overall 
score of 65 out of 100 and 26 
out of 40 for the physical as- 
sessment. A smoke detector 
in need of repair was identi- 
fied during the inspection. 

At O’Brien Towers in 
Germantown, HUD _per- 
formed inspections between 
August 2011 and Octobér 
2012. The report gave the 
building an overall score of 
87 and a score on the physi- 
cal assessment of 34.8. The 
report found one or more 
non-life threating health and 
safety deficiencies. 

HUD inspected the Dro- 
han Apartments on Cope- 
land Street in West Quincy 
between August 2011 and 
October 2012. Inspectors 
gave the building an over- 
all score of 93 and score on 
the physical assessment of 
37.2. One or more non-life 
threating health and safety 
deficiencies were identified 
during the inspection.

Kelly, 82, submitted his 
resignation “with mixed 
emotions” in a letter to the 
mayor last Wednesday. The 
former Ward | city council- 
lor served about a year and a 
half as a QHA commission- 
er. He cited personal health 
reasons for his resignation. 

“I’ve been dealing with 
a series of health-related 
issues for the last several 


years, and I have come to 
the conclusion that the re- 
sponsibilities, particularly 
the time commitment, is not 
suitable for me at this junc- 
tion of my life,” Kelly wrote 
in his letter to the mayor. 

“T wish to thank you for 
the opportunity to serve 
as a commissioner of the 
Housing Authority, which 
you know I care very much 
about. I believe without 
doubt that Executive Direc- 
tor (James) Lydon is now 
leading the agency in the 
right direction by facing the 
challenges directly.” 

Kelly was appointed 
commissioner in January, 
2013 to fill an unexpired 
term that expires in Febru- 
ary, 2017. The person who

firmed to fill out the balance 
of Kelly’s term is eligible 
for appointment to a full 
five-year term that would 
start in February, 2017. 

It is expected that a 
Quincy resident will be rec- 
ommended to fill the post.

In June 2014, the Quincy Police Drug Control Unit received 
information that residents of a house located on French Street 
frequently sell marijuana from their residence. 

7 After conducting surveillance, Detective Coen determined 

: that one tenant was recently arraigned on 05/15/14 in Dorches- 
ake ter District Court for Possession with Intent to Distribute Class 
: D Substance. On 03/16/11, he was. arraigned for Possession 
pee with Intent to Distribute Class D Substance in Worcester Dis- 
a trict Court. He was also arraigned in Quincy District Court on 
03/07/11 for Possession with Intent to Distribute Class D Sub- 

stance. 
During the first week of July 2014, Detective Coen conduct- 
ed spieatic surveillance of the address. He observed a vehicle 
: . pull up to the house and then a male got out and opened the 
4 trunk. The male then took out a small suitcase and a black trash 
4 bag and went inside the house. Ten minutes later, the male came 
back out with the suitcase, which now appeared lighter and with- 
out the black trash bag. 

On 07/21/14, Detective Coen again observed a vehicle pull 
up front. A male went in and out of the house and then drove 
away. These types of “visits” occurred often during Detective 
Coen’s surveillance of the premise. 

On July 27, 2014, Drug Unit Detective Sergeant Tapper, 
Detectives Duran, Powers, Barkas, O’Brien and Coen set up 
surveillance on French Street. At approximately 4:20 p.m., a 
vehicle pulled up with two occupants.The passenger got out and 
went to the door. At the same time, a second vehicle pulled 
up with a male and a female. The male also went inside the 
house. The first male came out and they drove down the street to 
a nearby parking lot on French Street. The driver backed his car 
next to a gray BMW which had two males in it. 

Detective Coen observed drivers exchange items. The BMW 
occupants stayed in the lot as the other vehicle drove away. At 
that time, Detective Coen believed that the driver in the car leav- 
ing the parking lot just sold marijuana to the occupants of the 
BMW, so he approached the BMW on foot and identified him- 
self as a Police Officer. The Detective saw marijuana on the lap 
of one of the occupants as he was preparing to make a blunt. 

The marijuana was seized and both occupants admitted that 
they purchased the marijuana from the driver of the vehicle that 
just left. The two occupants were sent on their way. 

With this information, Detective Sergeant Tapper and De- 
tective Duran stopped the two suspects who drove away. De- 
tective Duran hed the passenger side and could imme- 
diately smell the odor of fresh marijuana. The two occupants 
were asked to exit the vehicle and as they did Detective Duran 
observed a sandwich bag of marijuana on the passenger seat. 
Detective Duran then read them both their Miranda Rights to 

which they stated they understood. One of the occupants then 
stated that he sold some of the marijuana to the two males in the 
parking lot and that he got the marijuana at a house on French 
Street. He added that he bought the marijuana for $120.00 from 
a male wearing a black shirt. ’

They have fun with it and I 
think it keeps them close to 
the game,” said Jaehnig.

Repair Or Replace Broken Screen | Door? 


Question: On a visit to our friend’s house, my youngest 
son ran toward the sliding-glass doors leading to the back. 
yard and went right through the screen door. He’s fine, but I 
want to fix the damage. Can I do so without having to buy a 
whole new door? -- Joe T., Hartford, Conn. 

Amswer: If the door frame is undamaged, you should be 
able to replace the screen-itself without paying too much. 
With your friend, inspect the door frame for warped or bro- 

ken rollers. Make sure it’s seated properly in the track and 
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rolls easily back and forth: 

If the door sticks when it rolls, check the bottom rollers. 
(Gently wiggle each side of the door; the ‘side with more 
resistance may have a roller off the track.) Carefully lift up 
that side of the door as far as it will go (usually a fraction 
of an inch). Use a small putty knife to gently push the roller 
wheel back down into its track, and test. 

Now, you can elect either to replace the screen std any 
damaged components (if the rollers broke or were logsened, 
for example) , or to replace the entire door ($50 to upward of 
$100). Also consider how much time and effort you want to 
put into the repair versus a replacement. 

For time’s sake, let’s go with the screen replacement. 
If replacement parts are available for that specific model, 
get those; otherwise,-a generic replacement kit with nylon 
screen and spline should work fine. Purchase a spline roller 
as well. 

Remove the screen door from its siacken by lifting upward 
and tugging out. Lay the door flat on a clean surface with 
the screen side nearest you.

removed from the McIntyre 
Mall last year. They will 
be featured prominently in 
the new park, though fresh 
bricks, engraved with the 
same names, might be used 
instead of the older ones. 

“We may be putting new 
bricks in with the names. 
There is a reluctance to put 
the old bricks — some of 
them are pretty beat up, fad- 
ed, and chipped — back into 
a new setting,” the mayor 
said. “So we may be doing 
new bricks, but all those 
names that were memori- 
alized are going back near 
City Hall.” 

The creation of the new 
park will result in the re- 
moval of parking spaces 
in front of City Hall. Resi- 
dents raised concerns about 
the loss of those spots in 
previous public meetings, 
because it could make it 
more difficult for visitors 
attempting to get to City 
Hall. To help alleviate those 
concerns, Koch now plans 
to allocate spaces in the mu- 
nicipal employee parking 
lot near the MBTA station to 
visitors who need to access 
City Hall. 

“The only compliant I 
heard during the planning 
stages was about how are 
people going to pay their 
bills at the City Hall. Where 
the City Hall parking now 
is, by the T, we’re going to 


‘take a portion of those spac- 


es and make them City Hall 
business [spaces]. They’re 
going to be able to park 
there and cut across and get 
in and do their business,” 
the mayor said. 

“We’re going to be cre- 
ating some spaces in that 
piece, that parking lot we 
have over by the T. I think 
it will help ease that con- 
cern.” 

Housing Authority 

The Quincy Housing Au- 
thority has been besieged in 
recent months after a state 


~-gepostiidentified widespread - 


maintenance issues in sev- 
eral properties. Tenants 
also raised concerns about 
long overdue repairs during 
public meetings held in the 
wake of the report. 

Koch voiced his support 
for Jim Lydon, who has 
served as QHA’s executive 
director since last summer. 
He praised Lydon for wel- 
coming in the state’s De- 
partment of Housing and 


Community Development - 


(DHCD), the agency that 
released the initial report, to 
oversee maintenance as a re- 
sult of problems identified. 
“If Jim had been there 
five years, I would be look- 
ing for Jim’s ouster. Jim is 


new; he’s been there a year,” 


the mayor said. 

“I was very pleased with 
his reaction to the situation. 
He welcomed DHCD in. 
Typically, the natural re- 
sponse is to put the defenses 
up — put the walls up. He 
didn’t do any of that. He in- 
vited them in.” 

“These things didn’t hap- 
pen overnight,” Koch added. 
“There obviously was a sys- 
temic failure on the mainte- 
nance side — that’s what this 
is. It’s a failure on the ad- 
ministrative side. Jim is new 
so he’s got an opportunity to 
fix it and going forward I’m 
going to hold him account- 
able.” 

The Quincy Housing Au- 
thority operates independent 
of the city, though the may- 
or appoints four of the five 
commissioners with the City 
Council confirming the ap- 
pointments. The agency re- 
ceives funding from the fed- 
eral and state governments, 
but not Quincy. Because 
of that, Koch described his 
ability to make changes at 
the Housing Authority to 
having his hands tied behind 
his back: 

“The city does not put 
any money in the Hous- 
ing Authority — there is no 
city taxpayer money in the 
Housing Authority. So it’s 
an odd combination . not 
unique to Quincy; that’s 
how it is in Massachusetts,” 
he explained. 

“It’s kind of like having 
two hands behind your back 
and you are expected to 
fight. The red tape and bu- 
reaucracy is crazy. 

“If this were a department 
of the city this wouldn’t be 
happening. There would be 
accountability. It would be a 
whole different ballgame.” 

NQHS Campus 


Expansion 

Koch’s $12 million plan 
to upgrade the North Quincy 
High campus by renovating 
Teel Field and creating a 
new, 157-vehicle parking lot 
calls for the city to purchase 
nine homes on Hunt Street 
and Newbury Ave. The 
mayor’s administration, led 
by City Solicitor Jim Tim- 
mins, has been negotiating 
with the nine homeowners 
since the City Council ap- 
proved the project in June. 

“They’re ongoing,” Koch 
said of the negotiations. 
“Mr. Timmins informs me 
that he’s making good prog- 
ress. They’re in negotiations 
so I can’t really say a whole 
lot more than that.” 

When asked, the mayor 
said there is no firm dead- 
line for the city to purchase 
the houses. 

“Obviously the quicker 
we get this accomplished 
and the quicker they move 
along, the quicker we’re 
able to start the project,” 
Koch explained. 

“But we’re not putting 


anybody on the street. We’re . 


working also with some ten- 
ants in some of the [multi- 
family homes] who have 
applied for public housing, 
so we’re working with the 
Housing Authority for tran- 
sition for some of those ten- 
ants. It will take a little time 
but I’m feeling good about 
it.” 

He later added he would 
rather the sales be finalized 
by summer’s end. 

“T would like the deals all 
done by the end of the sum- 
mer,” the mayor said. 

Koch noted he plans to 
go before the council in 
September to cut the bond 
authorization for the project 
from $12 million $9 million 
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to account for the $3 million 
Quincy will receive for the 
sale of the former Central 
Middle School. 

Emergency Preparedness 

The interview with Koch 
came just days after a tor- 
nado packing winds in ex- 
cess of 120 miles per hour 
touched down in Revere. 
The tornado, one of five 
confirmed by the National 
Weather Service in New 
England so far this year, 
was the first to strike Suf- 
folk County in more than 60 
years. It damaged 65 build- 
ings, of which 13 were left 
uninhabitable. 

Quincy was relatively un- 
scathed by the storm, though 
downed trees were reported, 
caused by either high winds 
or possibly a microburst. 

Koch said Quincy is pre- 
pared in the event a weather 
emergency, such as a tor- 
nado or tidal event, affects 
the city. 

“T think we’re well pre- 
pared. We’re well manned. 
We’ve got great equipment. 
We’ve got a lot of contrac- 
tors under contract, so in the 
case of an emergency situ- 


ation we could draw equip- 
ment and manpower like 
that,” the mayor said, snap- 
ping his fingers. 

“We’ve got a true pro 
running DPW and a true pro 
running Parks and Forestry. 
Those departments and the 
Police and Fire Departments 
have been top notch. We’ ve 
had winter issues — snow- 
storms — and the department 
heads work so well togeth- 
er. 

“Obviously you don’t 
wish for any event, but if 
something had occurred or 
does occur, we will be well 
prepared.” 

USS Salem 

With the USS Salem 
departing for Boston next 
year, the city will be without 
a museum dedicated to the 
city’s shipbuilding past. 

Koch anticipates being 
able to work with the two 
businessmen who own a 
majority of the Fore River 
Shipyard — Dan Quirk and 
Jay Cashman — on such a 
museum in the future. But 
the mayor noted the ship- 
yard is one of many signifi- 
cant sites in Quincy — along 


with the granite quarries and 
Souther Tide Mill as well as 
the first railroad and the first 
iron furnace in the US. - 
worthy of such a museum. 

“As a city, part of the 
problem is we have so much 
stuff,’ Koch said. “You’ve 
got a group that wants a mu- 
seum for the quarries — Al 
Bina does a great job work- 
ing on that. You’ve got the 
tide mill group that wants 
resources to accentuate the 
tide mill. We’ ve got our oth- 
er city places — the railway, 
the iron furnace — so there 
is a lot of stuff we have. It’s 
not like we can focus on 
one thing and use all our re- 
sources. 

“Having said that, ship- 
building is a very, very im- 
portant part of things. Both 
Mr. Quirk and Mr. Cashman 
are extremely sensitive to 
that. I think down the road 
they would both be willing 
to work with the city with 
that on doing something in 
that regard.” 

“I do think there is an ap- 
propriate way to honor the 
shipbuilding,” Koch added. 
“It’s pretty amazing when 
‘ou look back at it.”

Ayers, who drafted the 
bill relative to the penalty for 
killing, maiming, or poison- 
ing of animals following the 
discovery of “Puppy Doe” 
on Aug. 31 last year near a 
Whitwell Street playground, 
is still hopeful for the future 
of the bill that failed to pass 
prior to the closing of the 
2013-2014 formal legisla- 
tive session on July 31.“I 


am optimistic and have been ' 


continuing to advocate with 
my colleagues and animal 
advocates,” he said. 

Puppy Doe was so badly 
beaten and tortured that she 
needed to be euthanized. In- 


. juries included burns, stab 


wounds, dislocated joints, 
and evidence of starvation. 

“My office has received 
a tremendous amount of 
interest pertaining to this 
legislation particularly since 
the Puppy Doe incident last 
summer,” said Ayers. 

If the bill passes, the 
penalty for abusing animals 
would increase from $2,500 
to $10,000 and maximum 
jail time would increase 
from two and a half years to 
five years in a state prison. 

The bill also states that 
all veterinarians who sus- 
pect animal abuse or cruelty 
must report the incident to 
officials. Veterinarians who 
do so cannot be held liable 
in a civil or criminal action 
for reporting the abuse. Vet- 
erinarians who fail to report 
abuse to the proper authori- 
ties would be reported to 
the Board of Registration in 
Veterinary Medicine. 

Under the new bill, a task 
force would be established 
which would complete a 
review of all laws pertain- 
ing to animal protection 
and animal cruelty. The task 
force would also review 
services in place that care 
for animals seized * when 


abuse is suspected. Train- 
ing would be offered to law 
enforcement officers, ani- 
mal control officers, judges; 
and veterinarians on how to 
spot the signs of abuse and 
neglect, how animal abuse 
is linked to domestic abuse, 
and how to deal with animal 
hoarding. 

The task force would also 
review how housing situa- 
tions impact animal aban- 
donment and the voluntary 
surrendering of pets. 

The findings of the task 
force would be submitted to 
the clerks of the Senate and 
House of Representatives 
and the chairs of the joint 
committee up t6 18 months 
following the passage of the 
act. 

A national animal abuse 
registry would also be cre- 
ated. 

“The fact of the matter 
is that the current laws in 
Massachusetts are not tough 
enough to protect our ani- 
mals,” said Ayers in a press 
release. “Animal abuse is 
inhumane and it is an issue 
that needs to be taken more 
seriously.” 

“T filed legislation at the 
beginning of this session 
to toughen the laws against 
animal abuse as a legislator 
and animal advocate, and | 
am hopeful that the legisla- 
ture moves to pass. this bill 
into law and give a voice to 
the voiceless animals in the 
Commonwealth.” 

Ayers has. also begun 
drafting a bill that would ban 
the sale of puppies and kit- 
tens through puppy mills— 
which breed large amounts 
of animals in cramped and 
unhealthy ~ conditions—to 
state pet stores. He has be- 
gun reviewing the laws in 
place regarding puppy mills 
in other states across the 
country to assist him.

Jim Stamos Is Boss 


im Stamos is Boss. 

And so is his Mustang. 

Perhaps you’ve seen the 64-year-old Squantum resi- 
dent driving his 2012 Ford Mustang Boss 302 that’s 
equally race car and daily driver. Decked out in an at- 
tractive competition orange and white color scheme 
(one of only 96 in those colors for that model year), the 
444-horsepower muscle car goes 0-60 in four seconds, 
features racing seats and tires and redlines at over 7,500 
rpm. 

For Mustang fans, the Boss is a car to behold. 

“It’s a special edition motor by Ford,” Stamos says as 
a bright afternoon sun shines down on his prized posses- 
sion parked next to his garage at his Squantum home. 
“The car comes with a track key that will change the pa- 
rameters to race it. It’s made to drive on the street and use 
the other key to race it on the track,” explains Jim, who 
has his racing license and enjoys unleashing its power on 
racetracks throughout the region. 

If you ask him if this car is a keeper, Jim nods “yes.” 

His wife, Marie, chuckles at the answer and why not? 

Jim’s owned 124 cars over the past 50 years. He was 
just 14 when he bought his first car. Before he had his 
driver’s license. 

He’s been a Ford guy - and Mustang aficionado - ever 
since. , 

“I started with $50 junk boxes and when each of my 
three kids were going into the 12" grade, I bought each 
them $500 junk boxes. I bought my first car before I 
turned 14 years old. I cut lawns all summer for a man - 
$2 each time I cut the grass. I got 50 cents and I gave the 
rest to my parents because we were poor.” 

He worked and worked until he had enough cash to 
buy his first car. A 1940 Ford Nash four-door sedan that 
he bought from an old lady on Beale Street for $35. 

“I had it for two months before my father found out 
and he sold it on me.” 

In hindsight, that “end” was really just the beginning 
of Jim’s fascination with automobiles. 

Soon, Jim was working as a “grease monkey” at 
Egan’s Sunoco pumping gas, changing oil and learning 
exhaust systems. “I used to buy Volkswagens down at 
Goldie’s Foreign Auto Ace Junk yard. You buy a car for 
$25 and work on it.” 

His first Mustang was a 1966 289-horsepower four 
speed. “The front fender was crushed by a tractor trailer. 
I bought that car and cleaned it up and painted it. I’ve 
always been a Ford guy.” 

And for Ford guys, this year is a biggie. 

The 50" anniversary of the launch of the Ford Mus- 
tang in 1964. Today, it is the only sports car coupe to 
remain in production for 50 straight years. 


For Mustang loyalists like Jim Stamos, the car’s gold- 
en jubilee was not to be missed. So, earlier this year, Jim 
came across an ad for a 50th anniversary Mustang cel- 
ebration in Charlotte, N.C. in April. It featured driving on 
a NASCAR track and joining in a record-setting caravan 
of Pony cars. 

The Stamoses — who both work as Realtors and run 
their own company, Stamos & Stamos in Squantum — 
don’t take a lot of time off but this experience couldn’t 
be passed up. 

They soon found out other people were going and 
they joined in. By the time they left Quincy, they were 
among a group of 35 cars heading to North Carolina. One 
guy Jim met outside his office. He was from Milton and 
drives a blue and white Boss. 

“Tt just snowballed. We made all the travel arrange- 
ments and the list kept growing and by the time we left, 
we had close to 35 cars. And we picked up other cars 
along the way that we met at rest stops. 

“There was one gentleman who was in his late 80s. 
He was the original owner of a 1966 Mustang. He was 
licensed to drive during the day and he ape his car all 
the way down there. 

“This was a phenomenal experience,” Jim says, relax- 
ing on his deck overlooking Quincy Bay on a gorgeous 
Saturday with Marie by his side. 

“When we stopped for gas or for rest breaks, people 
would swarm the cars and the further we got the more 
people we picked up. We finally made it to North Caro- 
lina on April 16" for a worldwide event sponsored by 
the Mustang Club of America and the Ford Motor Com- 
pany. 

“It was such a huge event that simultaneous events 
were held in North Carolina and Las Vegas.” 

The Stamoses met Mustang enthusiasts from all over 
the world including Australia, Iceland and 10 people 
from Brazil who had shipped their cars to Florida to drive 
to North Carolina.

He encountered 
road conditions that he wouldn’t otherwise consider driv- 
ing in. 

“Tt got rained on and snowed on during the trip. When 
we got there it was 26 degrees. You’re not supposed to 
drive these cars with racing tires with temperatures be- 
low 40 degrees but it was 26. We drove very carefully.” 

But it was all well worth it. 

Soon Jim and his Boss were taking laps on a NASCAR 
track - the Charlotte Motor Speedway. The 1 .5-mile quad 
oval track hosts such professional racing events as the 
Sprint All-Star Race and the Coca-Cola 600. The track

While the 
national recidivism rate is 
67.5%, education in prison 
reduces this percentage by 
29%. Prisoners enrolled in 
college classes in prison 
commit 75% fewer infrac- 
tions than incarcerated peo- 
ple who were not enrolled. 
Education also offers an op- 
portunity to break the cycle 
of poverty and inequality, 
making it less likely that 
children of prisoners end 
up in prison. Through the 
loss of Pell Grant Funding 
in 1994, almost all educa- 
tion opportunities in prison 
were eliminated.

HUD Officials Inspecting QHA Units 


O’Brien Towers Receives 
‘Passing Grade’ By Feds 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD) officials, who began 
inspecting Quincy’s feder- 
ally funded housing author- 
ity properties last Tuesday, 
have given O’Brien Towers 
a passing grade, according 
to Executive Director of the 
Quincy Housing Authority 
James Lydon. 

The authority came under 
heavy scrutiny following in- 
spections by the Department 
of Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD) con- 
ducted on March 31, April 
1, and April 3, 2014 that re- 
vealed subpar living condi- 
tions in need of immediate 

“repair such as exposed elec- 
trical wiring, holes in walls, 
improperly stored combus- 
tibles, mold and mildew, 
and in one case raw sewage 
from a unit’s bathroom leak- 
ing through the floor and 
onto a tenant’s stove in the 
unit below. 

So far, 200 units have 
been repaired at O’Brien 
Towers following _ initial 
walkthroughs by DHCD of- 
ficials who have been coop- 
erating with HUD. 

“DHCD has been prep- 
ping us for the federal in- 
spections,” said Lydon. 
“They are just absolutely 
unbelievable.” 

The disturbing conditions 
were allowed to progress due 
to internal disagreements be- 
tween departments he said. 
“I think we’ve historically 
had clashes between main- 
tenance and modernization 
with both [managers] being 
at about the same level in 
terms of management but 
tossing problems back and 
forth between one another.” 

In an effort to correct 
this, a new position as a me- 
diator between maintenance 
and modernization called 
the Head of Maintenance, 
Modernization, and Inspec- 
tions will be created. 

Former Maintenance 
Director David Ferris, who 
was put on paid adminis- 
trative leave July 9 follow- 
ing suspicions of “serious

wrongdoings” was given 
the opportunity to resign 
last Wednesday, however he 
refused. 

“[DHCD] is very happy 
with the people that have 
departed. As we move into 
the future, we’ ve been hav- 
ing discussions with DHCD 
about how we should be 
staffing up in the future,” 
said Lydon. 

While Ferris still has the 
ability to voluntarily resign, 
Lydon clarified that firing 
him may be necessary. “The 
process is painful both for 
the individual that’s being 
fired as well as for the hous- 
ing authority.” He went on 
to say that terminating a 
civil servant can be an ad- 
versarial process that takes 
substantial time and money. 

An investigation led 
by local law firm Murphy, 
Hesse, Toomey & Lehane, 
who met with DHCD of- 
ficials last Wednesday, is 
ongoing. Lydon could not 
elaborate on any of their 
findings but attributed much 
of the authority’s disfunc- 
tion to negligence on the 
part of Ferris. 

“We have many instances 
of problems that have been 
reported to the maintenance 
department where work or- 
ders had been issued, the 
work was not done, and the 
work order has been signed 
by the director of mainte- 
nance,” he said. “People 
were just not paying atten- 
tion. People were bejng lied 
to. People were hiding the 
fact that they weren’t doing 
the work. There are a lot of 
things that were just totally, 
totally dysfunctional about 
the housing authority.” 

Members of the mainte- 
nance staff previously man- 
aged by Ferris are not at risk 
of losing their jobs. Instead, 
four new, temporary em- 
ployees have been added to 
the 50-person maintenance 
team to assist with correct- 
ing years of damage. 

“We have a lot of prob- 
lems to correct on both the 
state side and the federal 
side and my sense is that

we'll be at this for months; 
not years but months,” said 
Lydon. 

In the absence of Ferris, 
staff have been able to com- 
plete work orders quickly 
and efficiently. “They feel 
for the first time in years 
that they have the ability 
to make things better,” he 
said, noting that residents 
and employees of the hous- 
ing authority reported often 
times feeling intimidated by 
Ferris. “[Ferris intimidated] 
his staff and he did it to his 
tenants,” Lydon said. 

Prior to HUD inspec- 
tions, faulty elevators at both 
O’Brien and Pagnano Tow- 
ers ‘were partially repaired 
with full service made avail- 
able during the weekend and 
limited service made avail- 
able during the week. 

Elevator repairs at Pag- 
nano Towers will be com- 
pleted Aug. 18. O’Brien 
Towers elevators are sched- 
uled to be completed the fol- 
lowing day. 

Lydon said he welcomed 
new legislation signed by 
Gov. Deval Patrick on Aug. 
6 which aims to improve 
oversight and_ efficiency 
of local housing authori- 
ties, Titled H.4374 “An Act 
Relative to Local Housing 
Authorities,” the bill will 
create a performance-based 
monitoring program which 
will assess housing author- 
ity performance and provide 
guidelines to. authorities 
deemed “chronically poor 
performing.” 

“T think accountability is 
never a bad thing,” he said. 
“T think had there been more 
accountability before my ar- 
rival it would have been a 
good thing for the housing 
authority.” 

Under the new bill, the 
position of Chief Adminis- 
trative and Financial Officer 
(CAFO) will be created to 
oversee underperforming 
authorities. Each housing 
authority deemed to be a 
chronic poor performer will 
have its own CAFO. Addi- 
tionally, all executive direc-

19th) as part of National 
Grid’s project to update elec- 
trical service in the area. 

The utility company will 
shutdown power service to 
the peninsula as it converts 
service from the substation 
on Sea Street to a substation 
on Field Street, according to 
Ward | Councillor Margaret 
Laforest. Two feeds run out 
from the Sea Street substa- 


tion; one power outage will 
occur from 1:30-3:30 a.m. 
and the second from 4-5 
a.m. Aug. 19. 

All affected customers 
should receive a letter from 
National Grid. The compa- 
ny is coordinating its efforts 
with the Quincy Police and 
Fire Departments. 

Rain dates have been 
scheduled for both Wednes- 
day, Aug. 20, and Thursday, 
Aug. 21. If National Grid 
opts to use one of those al- 
ternate dates, Laforest said 
she would email residents 


and post updates on social 
media. 

Following the planned 
power outages, National 
Grid can begin the process 
of deconstructing the Sea 
Street substation. That pro- 
cess should be completed by 
next summer. 

Utility work in Houghs 
Neck will continue, as Ve- 
rizon, Comcast, and the 
Quincy Fire Department all 
need to move their equip- 
ment from old poles to new 
ones before the double poles 
in the area can be removed.

several years. 

The project is designed to 
create a new, safer pick-up 
and drop-off area for NQHS 
students on Squantum Street 
as well as completely rebuild 
traffic islands and cross- 
walks throughout the area to 
improve access to both the 
school and the MBTA sta- 
tion. A new walkway from 
the intersection to the school 
parking lot will be built, and 
a decorative fence will be 


built around the parking lot 
area of the school to encour- 
age students to use the safest 
access points. | 

The traffic choke points 
in the intersection itself will 
be eased by widened lanes 
and additional left-turn-only 
lanes to access both Squan- 
tum and Hancock Streets. 
All new traffic signals are 
also included in the scope of 
the project. 

At the meeting, project 
engineers will provide de- 


tails of the plans and answer 


questions from residents. In 
addition to this community 
meeting, there will be fur- 
ther informational opportu- 
nities for the North Quincy 
High community. A project 
of this scope may cause a 
level of disruption, but City 
leaders will be working with 
the state contractors to mini- 
mize those disruptions to 
the greatest extent possible 
— including limiting work 
during school opening and 
closing times, officials said.

Scandinavians coming from 
overseas to work in Quin- 
cy’s granite quarries. 

The church was listed 
in the National Register of 
Historic Places in 1989. 

At 10 a.m., stone workers 
from M. J. Nicholls Land- 
scaping and Construction 
will remove the capsule, 
which was buried in No- 
vember of 1892, and present 
it to the crowd made up of 
the church’s congregation 
and history buffs. 

“This is a historic site in 


the community,” said John- 
ston. 

Following that, tours of 
the interior of the church 
as well as lectures on the 
importance of its stained 
glass and its symbology will 
be offered. Guests will also 
have an opportunity to walk 
through the church grounds 
and view the gardens. 

The time capsule un- 
earthing is part of an overall 
celebration of the church’s 
125-year anniversary. On 
Aug. 19, “a special ser- 
vice lifting up the voice of 


our past” will be held, said 
Johnston. 

A gala dinner open to 
ticket holders will be held 
Aug. 26. 

Johnston is not com- 
pletely clear as to what will 
be found in the capsule nor 
does she know what will go 
in the replacement capsule. 
She speculates that news- 
papers, a photo directory of 
church staff, and possibly 
a cellular ‘phone will be in- 
cluded but no concrete deci- 
sions have been made as of 
yet.

Interfaith Social Services 
(ISS) received a delivery of 
6,000 diapers to be distribut- 
ed to low-income and strug- 
gling families in Quincy on 
Tuesday. 

“These diapers fill an 
urgent need in the Quincy 
community. Many of the 
families who come to us 
don’t have money for food, 
let alone diapers,” said Ex- 
ecutive Direetor of Interfaith 
Social Services Rick Doane. 
“When we ask them if they 
could use some diapers, 
their faces light up because 
that is an extra 30 dollars in 
their pocket, and for fami- 
lies that are living on a tight 
budget that is a significant 
amount.” 

The diapers were provid- 
ed through a generous dona- 
tion made by the non-profit 
Boston Medical Center 
HealthNet Plan (BMCHP). 

Parents or caretakers of 
young children are offered 
diapers through the ISS food 
pantry Which is open Mon- 
day through Friday, and is 
staffed by volunteers— 
mostly from Quincy—who 
load up carts with food and 
even backpacks for school- 


aged children. 

Doane said that each per- 
son who enters ISS fills out 
a card indicating whether 
they have a small child or 
children at home. They are 
then offered diapers which 
can cost a parent of one 
child over $100 a month. 

The diapers given away 
during ISS’s first dona- 
tion event, which occurred 
last year, only lasted a few 
weeks. Doane hopes that 
additional funds raised at 
the organization’s upcom- 
ing Feed the Hungry gala 
will allow them to have an 
even greater diaper supply 
this year. 

“We hope we’ll be able 
to do this on a more regu- 
lar basis,” said Doane who 
estimated the 6,000 diapers 


would last only a bit over 
a week. “BMC HealthNet 
is an amazing partner with 
them donating [diapers].” 

“Diapers are not a lux- 
ury item,” said Director of 
Community Relations and 
Outreach at BMCHP Ju- 
lie Nations. “One box of 
diapers can cost as much 
as 25 dollars and a baby 
can go through 32 diapers 
a week. It is a huge expense 
and families have nowhere 
to turn for help. Our goal 
is to help Interfaith Social 
Services become an ongo- 
ing source for free diapers 
to help struggling families 
make ends meet.” 

ISS is one of the largest 
social servgces and charita- 
ble program providers south 
of Boston said Nations.

cellulitis, allergic reactions, 
dehydration, acute pain 
management and asthma, 
among others. 

While in the CDU, pa- 
tients are cared for by phy- 
sicians, physician assistants, 
nurses and other clinical 
support staff. In addition to 
diagnostic tests, such as CT 
scans or blood work, pa- 
tients may also receive re- 
spiratory treatments, wound 
care, physical therapy or IV 
medications on the unit 


On Tuesday, July 29, 2014, at approximately 10:40 p.m., 
Officer David Zupkofska was dispatched to Presidential Drive 
for an unresponsive female. Upon arrival, the tenant opened 
the door for the Officer and showed him a female victim lying 
on the floor. Her body was positioned strangely in that she was 
on her back with her right leg up on a wall and her left leg bent 
and missing a shoe. She was totally unresponsive, so Officer 
Zupkofska administered one vial of Narcan with no effect. 

At this time Fallon Ambulance and the Fire Department ar- 
rived on scene. The Officer then interviewed the tenant who 
said, “The woman outside brought her here.” The Officer did 
note that there was a woman sitting on the stoop of the en- 
trance next door upon his arrival. 

- Meanwhile, the Narcan started working and the uncon- 
scious victim started speaking slurredly as her eyes rolled back 
in her head. Officer Zupkofska spoke with this woman outside, 
who immediately claimed she didn’t know what was going on. 

The Officer then interviewed the tenant and as she was sit- 
ting on a stool, she became dizzy and fell forward, striking her 
face off a wooden chair. Another ambulance was summoned 
for her. 

While waiting for the ambulance, the tenant said that the 
unresponsive woman was named Jaclyn but didn’t know her 
last name. She again stated that the woman outside brought 
her to this apartment. The tenant denied that any alcohol or 
drugs were used by either the unresponsive woman or herself. 
The Officer re-interviewed the female outside who again de- 
nied any knowledge of what had occurred inside the apart- 
ment, but she now revealed that she and victim did arrive there 
in a cab and she was okay upon entering the apartment. This 
woman then gave the full name of the victim, but there was no 
official record of her. 

The victim, now breathing on her own but still unrespon- 
sive, was transported to the hospital. The tenant was also trans- 
ported to the hospital for treatment. A warrant check of the 
female outside showed that she had a default warrant for her 
arrest. 

During the ride to the station, she continued to be very eva- 
sive, denying that anyone took drugs. Once at the station, the 
Officer learned the identity of the victim. She too had several 
outstanding warrants to include a violation of probation war-

able prepaid debit cards. You give the store clerk money and 
she applies the money to the card. The instructions are usually 
for the victim to call the “IRS” back and give them the card 
number so they can get the money. The Green Dot card has 
a $500 maximum that can be reloaded. If the payment or fee 
is over $500, the scammer will ask you to purchase multiple 
cards that will total the amount they are requesting. Once you 
give the caller the card number, the funds loaded on the card 
are now available for immediate use by the scammer. If the 
call you received is a scam, you will lose the funds loaded on 
the.card and will not receive the. goods or services promised. 
Government agencies and legitimate businesses do not con- 
duct business with green dot cards. 

Green Dot cards are a legitimate payment system — it’s the 
scammers who are not legitimate and they keep doing this to 
citizens because it works!

Quincy Track Club Hosts 
Frank Kelly Memorial Meet

Using just the eye test, 
Devin Hiltunen looks as 
though she has all the tools 
to be a star on the track for 
years to come. 

Hiltunen, who is going 
to be a freshman at North 
Quincy, has had a stellar 
summer on the track and she 
had spectators whispering 
about her talent at the re- 
cent Frank Kelly Memorial 
Track Meet on the spongy 
Faxon Field oval. The meet 
is named after the founder 
of the Quincy Track Club in 
the mid 1970s. 

Tall, strong and possess- 
ing a fluid stride that makes 
her running look almost ef- 
fortless, Hiltunen went to 
the front immediately in the 
800 meters and was never 
challenged as she soared 
across the finish line in an 
impressive time of 2:41. 
Her win came on the heels 
of capturing gold medals in 
the 200 and 400 at the Bay 
State Games. 

Considering the fact that 
she’ll be under the tutelage 
of legendary coach Geoff 
Hennessy for four years and 
training with the talented 
Bryson twins, Emily and Ju- 
lia her rookie year, Hiltunen, 
who has been a member of 
the Quincy Track Club for 
four years, should flourish 
as a Red Raider and could 
become the next big female 
star on the trails and track in 
Quincy. 

Most importantly, Hil- 
tunen loves to compete and 
the Kelly meet, with its big 
turnout of young kids of all 
ages, provides competition 
that can be tough to find 
during the summer months. 
“This is a really fun meet,” 
said Hiltunen. “TI really look 
forward to this. He trains 
you really good. You get a 
lot of good people here be- 
cause there are other track 
clubs that compete.” 

Held on a perfect evening 
for a track meet, kids from 
the Quincy Track Club and 
other local towns and track 
clubs, competed in a num- 
ber of races on the track and 
field events that included the 
turbo javelin, softball throw,

high jump and long jump. 


Ribbons were given out to 
the young athletes after their 
events and parents cheered 
enthusiastically for all the 
competitors as they roared 
down the straightaway to 
the finish line. 

Hiltunen won’t be the 
first major talent to come out 
of the Quincy Track Club 
program. Emily Bryson is 
coming off a tremendous ju- 
nior year where she finished 
fourth in the Div. 1 All-State 
Cross Country Champion- 
ships in the fall and was 
runner-up in the All-State 2 


mile in June before . taking. . 


fifth at New Englands. Julia 
has improved steadily since 
her-freshman year and is re- 
garded as one of the top high 
school distance runners on 
the South Shore and a solid 
competitor at the state level. 

World class talent has 
emerged from the Quincy 
Track Club as well. North 
Quincy alumnus Karen 
Cashman, the most celebrat- 
ed athlete ever in Quincy, 
was. on hand to watch. hér 
8-year-old son Bryan com- 
pete in the sprinting events 
on the quick track. 

Cashman, who earned 
a bronze medal in speed 
skating at the Lillehammer 
Olympics in 1994, got her 
start in athletics as a mem- 
ber of the Quincy Track 
Club and competed in cross 
country, indoor and outdoor 
track at North Quincy. She 
eventually switched over to 
speed skating, but it was on 
the track where her competi- 
tive juices were first wetted. 

“T tried different things, 
but it was the Quincy Track 
Club that gave me the pas- 
sion for competition,” said 
Cashman, who teaches fig- 
ure skating. “I just loved it. 
It lit the competitive fire in 
me.” 

Cashman credited Hen- 
nessy and his love and en- 
thusiasm for track as one of 
the main reasons she took 
to the sport so passionately. 
“Geoff is just awesome,” 
said Cashman. “He is so 
dedicated to the youth in 
Quincy. Quincy is lucky to 
have him. His dedication 
to kids through high school 
was amazing.” 

Hennessy is a big be- 
liever in role models for the 
kids and considers Cashman 
and the Bryson twins three 
great talents for the girls to 
emulate. 

“We try to provide them 
with a sense of history of 
what others have done be- 
fore them,” Hennessy said. 
“T think that’s kind of im- 
portant that someone like a 
Karen Cashman comes back 
here. It means the program 
had a lot of positive ends for 
her. The Brysons like giving 
back to the community. | 
just think that if a kid wants 
to go far in this particular 
sport, we’ll help them.” 

Thirteen-year-oldTamara 
Cowhan will begin eighth 
gradé at Milton Academy 
in September and is already 
looking forward to compet- 
ing in the 800 for the prep 
school’s track team. 

“T love track a lot,” said 
a smiling Cowhan. “I love 
to do the 800. We definitely 
train a lot for this. It’s defi- 
nitely a big deal. Geoff is an

track fun; but he also makes 
it very educational on and 
off-the track.” . 


Hennessy’s 
coaching the wa arene in 
the Quincy Track Club is to 
instill a love for the sport 
by making it fun and giving 
them a small taste of com- 
petition in a fun and friendly 
atmosphere like the Kelly 
meet. 

“We just try to make it 
fun for the kids,” said Hen- 
nessy. “Normally this track 
attracts about 100. I think 
we had more than that this 
time. 

“The talent is scary. 
There’s plenty of talent. I’ve 
been around the ringer a few 
times and what I’ve learned 
over the years is it’s not 
just talent, it’s the interest 
and commitment level. For 
myself, being around the 
ringer a few times, I can see 
where the slow steady way 
makes more sense. There’s 
too much youth sports that’s 
about entertaining parents. 
It should be about educa- 
tion, kids learning and hav- 
ing fun. Competition is sec- 
ondary. Track kids have a 
much different relationship 
with each other than other 
sports.”

We got up on the track and 
the same route and the sec- 
ond run around the track I 
put her within a foot or two 
of the wall where you see 
where all the cars smashed 
into it.”

“Every inch of that driv- 
ing that track and you know 
you are driving and your car 
is performing right — it’s just 
awesome.

Once you get strapped 
in and you start driving you 
get that rush from driving 
the track and being in con- 
trol. The car is talking and 
singing to you and you get 
familiar with the changes in 
the road and the curves and 
how to handle the curves. 

“All your senses have 
to be going. It’s not driving 
down the Mass. Pike at 80 
mph because everyone is.” 

Jim sees himself sharing 
another common bond with 
other drivers: safety first. 

“I firmly believe every 
race car driver has the same 
respect that they have for 
their well being they have 
for other drivers. You learn 
that real fast and you don’t 
forget it.” 

After the track experi- 
ence, the Stamoses partici- 
pated in another, signature 
event: the caravan proces- 
sion. 

_ The Mustang Car Club 
of America set out to break 
the Guinness Book of World 
Records mark for most Mus- 


tangs in a caravan proces- 


sion. Some 1,000 Mustangs 
pre-registered for the at- 
tempt, nearly 400 more than 
the previous mark of 620. 

“We lined up at the drag 
strip next to the track and it 
was unbelievable,” Jim re: 
calls. 

“All you could see — 10 
rows wide — for as long as 
the eye could see — was 
Mustangs. They were lined 
up by colors, including 
pre-owned police cars, and 
the caravan proceeded on a 
pre-determined route from 
Charlotte to a little town 
called Kannapolis, N.C. - 
the birthplace of Dale Earn- 
hardt, Sr. — the legendary 
NASCAR driver who. was 
killed driving in the Day- 
tona 500 in 2001. The town 
is also where his son, Dale 
Jr., lives. 

“The procession was led 
by the police and we drove 
26 miles on city roads, high- 
ways, one-lane roads and 
a few miles out they had a 
hook-and-ladder truck up 
and television cameras atop 
filming the event. 

“They had people on the 
ground counting the cars 
with clickers. By the time 
our group got there, it took 
us almost three hours, it was 
pitch black and pouring.” 

Jim says he’ll always 
remember people lined 
up along the route cheer- 
ing. “They got drenched in 
the pouring rain. Some of 
them had umbrellas, others 
tailgated. Even on the ma- 
jor highways people pulled 
over and blew their horns 
and whistled. ; 

“It was phenomenal.” 

Jim says he believes 
about 4,500 Mustangs were 
registered for the celebra- 
tion in Charlotte. 


“It looked like the taxi 
cabs in New York City. 
That’s all you saw — Mus- 
tangs. 

“There were every sizé 
and shape. They weren’t 
all show ‘cars.’ ‘Sure ‘there 
were rich folks with véry 
expensive, collectible cars 
and some ‘trailer queens’ 
that were never-driven. And 
there’s a lot of ‘discussion 
about that. Okay, so you’ve 
found the love of your life? 
You’re never gonna kiss.her, 
hug her, and squeeze her?” 

Asked to sum up his love 
for cars, Jim says it’s a hob- 
by, passion and part of who 
he is. 

“People know me for my 
cars. I’ve very passionate 
about them. Lots of time it’s 
a great stress relief. I’ll go 
out for a cruise — on one side 
of the Expressway, down an 
exit ramp and come back on 
the other side. 

“I enjoy the. racing. 
We’re doing more car 
shows. We’ve developed a 
whole new group of friends. 
I’m totally immersed in the 
hobby.” 

The Boss shares Jim’s 
garage with his current 
restoration project: a 1985 
Mustang GT with glass T- 
Tops and just over 36,000 
miles on it. 

And Jim likes what he 
sees from the 2015 Mus- 
tangs that are expected to 
roll into dealerships later 
this summer or early fall. He 
calls the lines exotic with a 
European flair. 

He insists the Boss is the 
last racing car he will own. 

But no one will blame 
him if he gets another one at 
some point down the road.

Efthim Butka knew alternating free 
throws, mid-range shots and three-pointers 
over the course of two hours would lend 
itself to some fatigue and soreness, but the 
former North Quincy star was still surprised 


at just how tired he was at the recent Shot _ 


For Life Challenge at the University Sports 
Complex in Hanover. 

Butka, who. will be attending Saint 
Anselm in September, was one of four 
Quincy hoopsters who competed in the can- 
cer fundraiser. The event that featured 16 
boys and 10 girls putting up shots, as well as 
a separate dunk competition, raised nearly 
$20,000 for the fight against cancer. 

The event was founded by Mike Slolina 
in 2011, who gained attention when he shot 
free throws for 24 hours straight to raise 
money. The Shot For Life Challenge fea- 
tures some of the best pure shooting talent 
in Massachusetts. 

Butka was methodical with his shooting 
and tried to be as efficient as possible in the 
massive gym that boasts eight full courts. 
Butka put up 1514 shots and made good on 
1093 of them for an impressive 72.2% com- 
pletion rate. “It was fun,” he said. “It started 
off easier than I thought it would be, but as 
time went by it got harder. The last half hour 
was brutal.” 

Quincy High’s Drew Myers was almost 
an automatic at the free throw line last win- 
ter for the Presidents and the captain-elect 
for this season was just as deadly from the 

charity stripe. Myers wound up knocking 
down 958 of his 1060 shots for a 70.4% 
number. 

Myers, who was part of the Quincy team 
that captured this season’s Braintree Sum- 
mer Tournament title, prepared vigorously 
for the event and is confident the hard work 
he put in will carry over into the basketball 
season. 

“I found out I was doing this right after 
the school season ended,” said Myers. “I 
had a lot of time to prepare and I needed it 
because it’s a lot of work. I tried not to rush 
my time and take my time.” 

After a strong run in the tournament last 
season, Myers is looking forward to another 
trip to the postseason. And with four return-

League Hosts Concussion Awareness 
Family Fun Day At Quincy High School 


The Quincy Youth Foot- 
ball League was founded in 
1950 with one principle in 
mind: safety. 

Back in the 1940’s and 
1950’s, unorganized “sand- 
lot” football caused an 
epidemic of injuries. The 
QYFL was organized to 
provide a safe and super- 
vised program for children 
of Quincy to learn the game 
of football. 

Some 64 years later, 
safety is still the primary 
concern. On the top of the 
list: concussions. This past 
Saturday, Quincy Youth 
Football held its first an- 
nual Concussion Awareness 
Family Fun Day at Quincy 
High School. The event 
started with an hour-long 
multimedia presentation by 
the Sports Legacy Institute, 
followed by food, games 
and inflatables outside at 
QHS. 

The Sports Legacy Insti- 
tute is one of the pioneering 
organizations in head in- 
jury research. The presenta- 
tion included the Advanced 
Concussion Training (ACT) 
program which educates 
parents, players and coaches 
how to recognize signs of 
a concussion and protocols 
for treatment; rest and Té- 
covery. 

“Concussions are a se- 
rious concern in all orga- 
nized sports today. Tackle 
football has the stigma of 
head injuries attached to it,” 
said QYFL Vice President 
Sean Halpin. “Our goal is 
to prevent injuries, educate 
families and help overcome 


some of the myths associ- 
ated with football and head 
injuries. Today’s game is 
safer than the sport we grew 
up playing. Rule changes, 
helmet technologies, coach- 
ing techniques and most 
importantly, education, all 
combine for a safer game,” 
said Halpin. 

The Event was spon- 
sored by Quincy Mayor 
Tom Koch and Julie Nation 
of Boston Medical Center 
HealthNet Plan. Nation’s 
Company BMC HealthNet, 
made a generous donation 
this offseason, purchasing, 
5 star rated, Xenith football 
helmets for the West Quincy 
Elks franchise of the QYFL. 
Elks Franchise Holder, Dana 
Calabro, who coordinated 
the Concussion Awareness 
event said, “Safety, is the 
most important thing we do 
here. Facts show that 99.9% 
of all people who suffer con- 
cussions make full recovery 
if the injury is recognized, 
diagnosed and given the 
proper time for recovery. 

“The biggest danger is 
when the brain is re-injured 
because of inadequate heal- 
ing time. What we can do as 
team leaders is be advocates 
for the children and the chil- 
dren need to become advo- 
cates for their own safety. 
When in doubt, sit them 
out,” Calabro said. 

All of the Quincy Youth 
Football teams have made 
great improvements with 
their football helmets. 
QYFL Teams utilize NOS- 
CAE certified helmets made 
by Xenith, Riddell & Schutt. 


All helmets undergo regular 
reconditioning and if a hel- 
met exceed 10 years of age, 
it must be taken out of ser- 
vice. 

Practices have already 
begun for all team and many 
are still accepting new play- 
ers and cheerleaders for the 
2014 season.

Mortgage recording ac- 
tivity continued to struggle 
for the month of July. To- 
tal number of mortgages 
recorded in July, 2014 was 
2,606 compared to 3,560 
recorded in July, 2013, a 
significant 27% reduction. 
While disconcerting, total 
mortgage indebtedness only 
saw a 6% reduction year 
over year. The total mort- 
gage indebtedness in July, 
2014 was $1.1 billion com- 
pared to $1.2 billion in July, 
2013. 

Key factor in the reduced 
mortgage recording activity 
was a continued slowdown 
in mortgage refinance mar- 
ket. A combination of hom-

Quincy United Methodist Church 
Fundraiser Aug. 23

The Quincy Community 
United Methodist Church lo- 
cated at 40 Beale St. in Wol- 
laston will hold a fundraising 
and educational event Aug. 
23 following a break-in which 
occurred in the late evening of 
July 29 into the early morning 
of July 30, that resulted in 
smashed windows and a van- 
dalized gymnasium. 

Seven windows, which 
included two panes of histor- 
ically-significant, centuries- 
old stained glass, were bro- 
ken using a 12-pound rock, a 
fire extinguisher, and smaller 
rocks from an exterior pet me- 
morial garden. The vandal, or 
vandals, broke glass panes in 
the chapel doors, reached in- 
side, and managed to unlock 
them. No items were stolen, 
however, this is the second 
break-in to occur at Quincy 
United Methodist. A comput- 
er was stolen from an office in 
January by someone who has 
yet to be identified. 


The damage was discov- 
ered on the morning of July 
30 at roughly 11 a.m. by the 
church’s sexton. 

“They trashed the gym 
and threw furniture around,” 
said Rev. Dr. Susan Jarek- 
Glidden, who added that fin- 
gerprints had been lifted by 
Quincy Police Department 
detectives off of the fire ex- 
tinguisher that was used as a 
battering ram. 

She speculated that the 
person or people respon- 
sible must have used a mas- 
sive amount of upper body 
strength to cause as much 
damage as they did. 

A presentation by Jarek- 
Glidden, who holds a Ph.D. 
specializing in Medieval 
studies, outlining the histori- 
cal significance of the stained 
glass will begin at 1 p.m. and 
will last for roughly one hour. 
Following a break for re- 
freshments, interested parties 
can return to the sanctuary to 
view the windows further or 


ask additional questions. 

“Some of Quincy Com- 
munity’s windows have some 
very unusual aspects to them; 
things I’ve never seen before 
in stained glass windows,” 
said Jarek-Glidden. “I hope 
people will find them as inter- 
esting as I do.” 

There is no fee. Money 
earned will go directly to the 
cost of repairing the windows. 
Jarek-Glidden was unsure as 
to the total cost of the dam- 
ages.

suggested the fundraiser idea 
following a previous sermon 
series Jarek-Glidden gave 
based on the church’s stained 
glass windows. 

“We’re going to stand to- 
gether as we always stand 
together,” said Glidden of her 
congregation following the 
break-in.

acted, all pet stores would 
have to get their animals from 
shelters, as rescues, or direct- 
ly from animal control.

Councillor Doug Gutro, 
the longtime chairman of 
the downtown and eco- 
nomic growth committee, 
said in an interview Tuesday 
that he expects to hold sev- 
eral meetings related to the 
downtown before the coun- 
cil takes its winter recess. 
Sometime in September or 
October, Gutro anticipates a 
full report from Auditor Su- 
san O’Connor on the money 
spent to date on the project; 
he introduced a resolution 
seeking such an update this 
spring. 

“A matter pending in 
committee we’re going to 
get through this fall is an 
accounting of moneys spent 
on the downtown,” Gutro 
explained. “What we got for 
the money that was spent. 
What tangible projects were 
completed — reports in hand. 
What still has a benefit to us 
going forward.” 

The discussion will in- 
clude a review of money 
paid out of an account paid 
for by Street-Works that 
went towards various con- 
sultants who advised the city 


on the downtown project. 
“One of the things we 

will do is have an opportu- 

nity in committee to walk 


through each of these pieces - 
‘and say ‘what did we get for 
“this money and is:it still of 


value to us,’” Gutro said. 

A similar accounting will 
take place regarding the 
$850,000 in an escrow ac- 
count Street-Works forfeited 
when Mayor Thomas Koch 
terminated the land dispo- 
sition agreement (LDA) 
in March. The mayor has 
said that money would go 
towards paying a new con- 
sultant for Quincy Center 
redevelopment -— Boston- 
based Redgate Real Estate 
Advisors was named the 
consultant in July. Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmucci 
had previously submitted a 
resolution urging Koch to 
seek council approval be- 
fore any funds in the escrow 
account are allocated. 

“T understand and I don’t 
necessarily dispute the may- 
or’s desire to use it to pay 
Redgate,” Gutro said when 
asked about the use of mon- 
ey in the escrow account. 

“The question is how 
much, what are we buying, 
and are there any other pro- 
posed uses of that money 
the administration intends 
to spend it on.

Fire Chief Unveils Official Portrait 


Photograph Taken By 2014 NOHS Graduate Rebecca Liu

Fire Chief Joseph Bar- 
ron recently selected his of- 
ficial photograph — one that 
was taken by recent North 
Quincy High graduate Re- 
becca Liu. 

Mounted on one wall 
of Barron’s office are pic- 
tures of Quincy’s 14 fire 
chiefs, starting with Walter 
H. Ripley, who oversaw the 
Fire Department from 1889 
to 1893. Barron, who has 
been chief since 2008, de- 
cided he wanted a student 
from one of the city’s high 
schools to take his official 
photo. 

“We’re always looking 
for opportunities to interact 
with other city departments 
— we're very interdepen- 
dent,” the chief’ explained 
Monday in an _ interview. 
“We’ve gotten back into 
the schools with our SAFE 
(Student Awareness of Fire 
Education) Program. I’ve 
spoken with a few school 
groups. 

“This just seemed like 
a natural offshoot to take 
advantage of the talent we 
have in our schools.” 

So Barron reached out to 
School Committee member 
Barbara Isola, who in turn 
reached out to Michael Han- 


son, a photography teacher 
at North. Liu was surprised 
when she first learned she 
would have the chance to 
take the fire chief’s official 
photo. 

“It was a great oppor- 
tunity,” she said. “I never 
expected it would happen. 
It was cool to be able to do 
a portrait in a professional 
setting.” 

Liu first photographed 
Barron in June 2013 as he 
spoke at an annual firefight- 
ers memorial in Mount Wol- 
laston Cemetery. 

“That was the firefighters 
memorial Sunday we have 
every June. We eulogize the 
firefighters that have passed 
away that particular year. 
We have it at the monument 
in the cemetery across from 
the police station,” Barron 
said. “Rebecca was nice 
enough to come to that and 
that’s where the picture was 
taken.” 

Liu shot the chief several 
months later at Fire Depart- 
ment headquarters on Quin- 
cy Avenue, this time taking 
more traditional photos. 
Barron’s wife, Patricia, then 
selected which photo would 
become the official one. 
She settled on a photo from 
the firefighter’s memorial,

showing the chief speaking. 
That picture was also Liu’s 
favorite. 

“T liked this one the most. 
I feel like it shows the most 
personality out of all of 
them. I personally feel it’s 
more interesting than a tra- 
ditional portrait,” Liu said. 

Barron was grateful that 
Liu was able to take ihe 
photo. 

“T really appreciate Re- 
becca doing it,” he said. 
“She had a tough job.” 

“T’m just glad I was given 
the opportunity,” Liu added. 
“Tt was fun.” 

Liu’s interest in photog- 
raphy began when she was 
younger. She was hooked 
after taking a course as an 
elective in high school. 

“I’ve always been inter- 
ested in it but I never re- 
ally took it seriously until I 
started high school. I started 
taking photography as an 
elective and I really liked it 
from there,” Liu explained. 
“T always knew I-wanted to 
do something with the arts. 
I was a pretty artsy kid — I 
liked drawing, and writing, 
and everything.”

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SQ Residents Oppose 
Apartment Building

South Quincy residents raised concerns over a proposed 
168-unit apartment building at the intersection of Brook 
Road and School Street and the impact it would have on 
flooding in the area. 

More than 20 residents — including Ward 3 Councillor 
Theophilus McLelland III and Pasquale DiStefano, chair- 
man of the Quincy Environmental Protection Society 
— voiced their alarm over the plan during a Conversation 
Committee hearing on the proposal. 

“I am dead set against the apartment complex at the 
current time,” McLelland said. “ I’d like to see what hap- 
pens there for a few years — how the new Lincoln-Hancock 
School effects water runoff and if federal flooding funds are 
appropriated. If in five years the situation is corrected, I’d 
possibly be for apartment buildings.” 

DiStefano, a candidate for School Committee, called 
Brook Road a “disaster area.” 

“It seems foolish to put a structure where there is so much 
controversy,” he said. 

Charles Owens, Jr., an engineer for the site’s proponent, 
opened the meeting by saying the project would include 
new landscaping to ensure water would properly flow into 
an existing drain on Brook Road. He also noted an apart- 
ment building would improve the odds of Quincy receiving 
federal funds for flood control projects. 

“The land they help must be worth more than the money 
they spend,” Owens explained. 

South Quincy was no stranger to flooding from the near- 
by Town Brook. In 1955, nearly 85 million gallons of water 
covered 3.6 million square feet of land when the brook over- 
flowed. Residents living near the proposed apartment build- 
ing told the Conservation Commission about other flooding 
woes they had encountered over the years. 

MOMS DEMAND INTERIM LUNCH PROGRAM 

A group of mothers demanded an interim bag lunch pro- 
gram be put in place throughout Quincy’s school until a hot 
lunch program could begin. 

The Quincy Parents Advisory Committee on School 
Lunches criticized schools for not implementing the hot 
lunch program on time. The group did so in a press confer- 
ence on the steps of the historic United First Parish Church 
in Quincy Center. Thirty parents were on hand for the press 
conference. 

State law required a hot lunch to begin no later than Oct. 
1 in all elementary schools, but the deadline would not be 
met in Quincy. The advisory committee demanded an in- 
terim bag lunch program be implemented at the beginning 
of the school year. 

“Money has already been appropriated for lunchroom 
matrons and there are over 300 applicants, so why not have 
a bag lunch program?” asked Mary Collins of Lansdowne 
Street. 

According to School Committee Vice Chairman Paul C. 
Kelly, the hot lunch program would be implemented with- 
in 60 days and starting a bag lunch program in the interim 
would “ridiculous.”

She immediately 
invited us to her spa and said 
she wanted to do something 
to help our mission finan- 
cially. That is how talks of 
the Cut-A-Thon began.”

“They are excited!” said 
Joanna.

work in Paraguay for four 
years when they were little, 
so they have very happy 
memories from that.” 

In fact, youngest daugh- 
ter Phoebe was born in Para- 
guay during the mission. 

Alberto will spend his 
first year overseas taking Bi- 


ble and counseling classes. 

“The following years he 
will work with at-risk youth 
in the ‘coloured’ communi- 
ty. The ‘coloured’ people are 
descendants of black, white 
and Malaysian people in 
South Africa,” said Joanna. 
“This group has faced rejec- 
tion from all the other races 
in South Africa. In a country 
torn apart from racial injus- 
tices due to apartheid, there 
is much need for a voice of 
hope and reconciliation.”

$7.1 Million In Funding 
For Environmental Projects 


Members of Quincy’s 
state legislative delegation 
announce over $7.1 million 
in authorized funding for 
environmental projects for 
the City of Quincy. 

The projects were in- 
cluded in an Environmental 
Bond Bill, which Governor 
Patrick signed into law Aug. 
13. The bill authorizes the 
state to issue bonds, support- 
ing capital spending over the 
next four years on preserva- 
tion and improvements of 
the Commonwealth’s land, 
parks, and clean energy re- 
sources. 

Several Quincy projects 
were included in the autho- 
rization bill, including: 

¢ $3.5 million for im- 
provements to the Squan- 
tum Point Park Pier making 
it more accessible to persons 
with disabilities. 

¢ $3 million for the main- 
tenance, repair and recon- 
struction of seawalls in the 
City of Quincy. ‘' 

¢ $500,000 to improve 
the water outflow of Black’s 
Creek at Wollaston Beach, 
to help alleviate flooding 
along the creek and the ad- 
joining Furnace Brook. 

* $75,000 for design and 
engineering costs for a fish- 
ing pier and improved pub- 
lic access at Squaw Rock in 
Squantum. 

* $75,000 for design and 
engineering costs for a boat 
ramp at Squantum Point 
Park. 

“Investing in our coastal 
infrastructure is a critical 
priority, not only for the 
preservation of our environ- 
ment, but for the public’s 
safety as well,” said state 
Sen. John Keenan. “We had 
several goals for Quincy

with this legislation — ad- 
dressing ongoing flood con- 
trol issues, maintaining or 
improving the quality of our 
public beaches, providing 
for seawall maintenance, 
and increasing public access 
to some of the City’s most 
beautiful natural resources 
— and | think we have taken 
a major step towards all of 
them.” 

The bond bill includes a 
$3.5 million project to put 
the Squantum Point Park 
pier in compliance with the 
federal Americans with Dis- 
abilitiy Act. “This would 
be a vital step and major 
component to creating a 
new ferry service at Squan- 
tum Point Park,” state Rep. 
Bruce Ayers said. 

Another initiative that 
the delegation successfully 
advocated for was $20 mil- 
lion in funding to improve 
water quality at state-owned 
beaches, including Wollas- 


. ton Beach, and $30 million 


for dredging projects for 
public channels. 

The delegation mem- 
bers pointed out that while 
the law now authorizes this 
spending, each project will 
still be subject to further 
review and approval by the 
Governor’s Office and by 
the applicable Executive 
Agency to which the fund- 
ing is authorized. 


In addition to these local 
projects, the legislation also 
authorizes the following 
statewide programs which 
could impact the City of 
Quincy: 

¢ $117.1 million for the 
design, construction, recon- 
struction, improvement or 
rehabilitation of coastal and 
inland waterways projects; 

¢ $30 million for the 
dredging of coastal public 
harbors; 

¢ $48.8 million for the 
design, construction, re- 
construction, rehabilita- 
tion, repair or removal of 
municipally-owned dams 
and for inland-flood control 
projects; 

¢ $255.4 million for the 
Department of Conserva- 
tion and Recreation for the 
design, construction, re- 
construction, removal, im- 
provement, or rehabilitation 
of department reservations, 
forests, parks, harbor is- 
lands, and other recreational 
facilities; : 

¢ $100 million for De- 
partment of Conservation 
and Recreation parkways, 
boulevards, multi-use trails, 
internal state park roads and 
recreational trails; 

¢ $120 million for the 
design, construction, recon- 
struction, rehabilitation, or 
removal of coastal infré- 
structure.

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Gov. Expected To Sign 
‘Puppy Doe’ Legislation

Gov. Deval Patrick is 
expected to sign into law 
legislation that will increase 
penalties for animal abuse 
and neglect sometime be- 
fore Aug. 24. 

Kerry Morris, Legisla- 
tive Director for state Rep. 
Bruce Ayers, said officials 
“are looking to arrange a 
ceremonial bill signing,” 
in the fall and possibly in 
Quincy in honor of Puppy 
Doe, the dog found so badly 
beaten and tortured near a 
Whitwell Street playground 
that she needed to be eutha- 
nized. 

Lawmakers reached an 
agreement Aug. 14 during 
informal session on the bill 
drafted by Ayers relative 
to the penalty for killing, 
maiming, or poisoning of 
animals following the dis- 
covery of Puppy Doe on 
Alig. 31 last year. The dog’s 
injuries included burns, stab 
wounds, dislocated joints, 
and evidence of starvation. 

“Both the House of Rep- 
resentatives and Senate 
worked to pass Senate Bill 
2345; An Act protecting 
animal welfare and safety 
which creates harsher pun- 
ishments along with in- 
creased financial penalties 
for animal cruelty,” said Ay- 
ers. “The bill will take effect 
90 days after Gov. Patrick 
signs the bill into law.” 

The new law increases 
the penalty for abusing ani- 
mals from $2,500 to up to 
$10,000 for repeat offenders 
and maximum jail time will 
increase from two and a half 
years to five years in a state 
prison. 

The bill will also require 
veterinarians who suspect 
animal abuse or cruelty to 
report the incident to offi- 
cials. Veterinarians who fail 
to report abuse to the proper 
authorities will be reported 


to the Board of Registration 
in Veterinary Medicine. 

Under the new bill, a task 
force will be established 
which will complete a re- 
view of all laws pertaining 
to animal protection and 
animal cruelty. The task 
force will also review ser- 
vices in place that care for 
animals seized when abuse 
is suspected. It will also re- 
view how housing situations 
impact animal abandonment 
and the voluntary surrender- 
ing of pets. 

The findings of the task 
force will be submitted to 
the clerks of the Senate and 
House of Representatives 
and the chairs of the joint 
committee up to 18 months 
following the passage of the 
act. 

A national animal abuse 
registry will also be created. 

“From this incident we re- 
ceived a tremendous amount 
of support towards strength- 
ening the laws to prevent 
animal abuse,” said Ayers. 
“Working with Sen. Bruce 
Tarr of Gloucester, Rep. 
Lou Kafka of Sharon, and 
legislators, along with ani- 
mal advocates and organiza- 
tions throughout the state, 
Puppy Doe did not die in 
vain, for when Gov. Patrick 
signs this bill, we will have 
a new law to prevent animal 
cruelty and give a voice to 
the voiceless animals in the 
Commonwealth.” 

Ayers has also begun 
drafting a bill that will, if 
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enacted, ban the sale of 
puppies and kittens through 
puppy mills. He is review- 
ing laws in place regarding 
puppy mills in other states 
to assist him. 

Under the legislation, all 
pet stores would have to get 
their animals from shelters, 
as rescues, or directly from 
animal control. According 
to Ayers, his office is work- 
ing with cities and towns 
throughout Massachusetts to 
address the issue on a more 
local level. 

“The essential need for 
this type of law stems from 
the horrid, unsanitary con- 
ditions that encompass the 
puppy and kitten mills and 
their commercial breeding 
methods that churn out pup- 
pies and kittens for resale 
through pet shops,” he said. 

Ayers said large sums of 
money are being spent on 
unknowingly sick animals 
bought at pet stores, requir- 
ing costly veterinarian visits 
and care. “This vicious cy- 
cle sometimes causes con- 
sumers to neglect and desert 
these animals. Animal shel- 
ters then become congested 
with these puppies and kit- 
tens. This is a vicious cycle 
that needs to be fixed in our 
state.” 

“The current laws in 
Massachusetts are not tough 
enough to protect our ani- 
mals,” he said. “Animal 
abuse is inhumane and it 
is an issue that needs to be 
taken more seriously.”

Vaccination Key To Prevent 
Contagious Canine Disease

Parvovirus, an acute and 
highly contagious canine 
disease spread through the 
stool of infected dogs, has 


- killed 15 dogs in Lowell 


over the last month, how- 
ever it is unlikely pet own- 
ers have to worry about the 
virus spreading to Quincy 
according to Dr. Meg Con- 
nelly of the Willard Veteri- 
nary Clinic, who has only 
heard of one case of parvo 
in the area this year. 

“The vaccine is very ef- 
fective,” she said. “We typi- 
cally only see parvo in un- 
vaccinated dogs that come 
from puppy mills or shel- 
ters.” 

The infected dog, which 
was quarantined in a Wey- 
mouth facility in the spring, 
was critically ill upon arrival 
and could not be saved. 

“Despite incredible ef- 
forts, they were unable to 
save the dog,” she said. 
“The owner] had purchased 
the puppy from a puppy mill 
in Kentucky. ..the puppy was 
on a truck for ten days.” 

It’s possible the puppy 
came into contact with par- 
vo during its long trip from 
Kentucky while confined in 
its cage she said. 

The virus typically in- 
fects puppies between six 
and 20 weeks of age, be- 
fore they can receive proper 
vaccination due to maternal 


antibody interference which . 


causes vaccine antigens to 
be neutralized when admin- 
istered. 

When infected, dogs be- 
gin exhibiting symptoms 
following a four to five-day 
incubation period. Illness 
comes on suddenly with de- 
pression and lethargy, vom- 
iting, and diarrhea which is 
foul smelling and can con- 
tain mucus and blood. De- 
hydration develops rapidly 
as a result. 

Some dogs may develop 
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a high fever while others re- 
main fever free. 

What distinguishes parvo 
from other dog illnesses 
is that the animal will sud- 
denly lose its appetite and 
stop eating completely said 
Connelly. 

She also noted that parvo 
is “as a virus, a very tough 
virus to kill.” It can survive 
for as long as ten months on 
concrete, where dogs can 
pick it up on their paws and 
spread it to other surfaces. 
Several intense washings 
with a ten percent bleach 
solution is recommended 
for disinfecting surfaces be- 
lieved to be contaminated. 

Connelly also recom- 
mends that owners be aware 
of what their animals are 
sniffing or licking and to 
keep pets away from dog 
feces. 

“Because it’s viral, you 
can’t kill it so we administer 
supportive care,” she said. 

With immediate  treat- 
ment, a dog’s survival rate 
can be as high as 70 percent 


with the administration of 
intravenous fluids and nutri- 
tion. 

Even following success- 
ful treatment, dogs may 
experience long-term reper- 
cussions because of irrevers- 
ible damage done to their 
intestines. They will often 
remain very thin and require 
high-quality pet food rich in 
nutrients. They also require 
greater amounts of water to 
remain hydrated. 

Connelly said she didn’t 
anticipate parvo “jumping” 
from Lowell to Quincy but 
advised that all dog owners 
make sure their pups always 
have a bowl of clean water 
available to them, prefer- 
ably inside and away from 
insects such as flies that can 
carry the virus on their legs 
and onto the rim of a dog’s 
water bowl. 

Dogs should also receive 
the series of vaccinations as 
puppies and follow up with 
booster shots every three 
years for maximum protec- 
tion, she added.

“Merchants Row de- 
serves a council update. I 
understand Quincy Mutual 
and LaSalle were working 
on ownership and devel- 
opment options. It’s been 
a while here since Quincy 
Mutual has separated itself 
from Street-Works and the 
LDA went into default,” 
Gutro said. 

“We have not, since the 
period of the default, had 
representatives from those 
projects come before the 
council. They might say it’s 
private development and 


providing local communi- 
ties the flexibility to decide 
for themselves how best to 
meet their own community 
development needs. 

Since then, thousands of 
cities, urban counties and 
rural communities have 
come to rely upon this criti- 
cal resource, investing $144 
billion to undertake a wide 
variety of activities from 
improving public  facili- 
ties to producing affordable 
housing.

Beware Back-To-School Shopping Scams 


According to the Nation- 


al Retail Federation (NRF), 


book-to-school shopping is 
the second largest spend- 
ing season of the year, and 
this year an estimated $75 
billion will be spent for 
back-to-school and college 
expenses. 

Mobile shopping is on 
the rise, as consumers are 
utilizing their smartphones 
more and more. The NRF 
states that 37% of shoppers 
will research school items 
with their smartphones, the 
highest percentage they’ve 
seen yet, and 58% of col- 
lege bound students will use 
their device to shop for col- 
lege items. 

It’s also important to be 
aware of back-to-school 
scams that target smart- 
phone and social media us- 
ers. Be wary of ads or links 
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found on social media sites 
that offer large monetary gift 
cards for filling out surveys 
or entering contests. These 
links will lead you from 
your social media channels 
to malicious sites that will 
download malware to your 
devices. Scammers are also 
known to send text mes- 
sages claiming to be brand 
name stores asking consum- 
ers to claim a free gift card 
by texting their personal in- 
formation. These are smish- 
ing (SMS phishing) scams 
that lead to identity theft.

binders. Make a list for each 
child, but start by “shopping 
at home” for items that you 
may already have left over 
from last year. For some 


items, it’s worth spending 


a bit more (a high qual- 
ity backpack will last for 
years). 

Set a Budget. Decide 
how much you are willing 
to spend. After taking in- 
ventory, create a shopping 


list and stick to it. Be sure 


to clip coupons and make a 
note of discount codes or re- 
bate programs.

Scams. Some ads or links 
on social media sites will 
offer free products or gift 
cards by filling out surveys 
and giving your personal in- 
formation.

Students and teachers are 
heading back to school next 
month, but one longtime ad- 
ministrator won’t be joining 
them. 

Jane Kisielius is retiring 
from her role as the school 
system’s coordinator of 
health services effective 
Aug. 29. Kisielius, 62, has 
served in that capacity since 
2003 and worked as a school 
nurse in Quincy for a decade 
before that. She worked as a 
nurse in Boston for years 
prior to becoming a school 
nurse. 

“I became a nurse in 
1973. I actually worked at 
Children’s Hospital for 10 
years. During that time I 
had my own family,” she re- 
called in a recent interview. 

“T left Children’s because 
of my children and started 
to work part-time. Then I 
kind of thought about school 
nursing — working with peo- 
ple in the community, with 
families — it was right up my 
alley and I decided to look 
into it.” 

Kisielius began working 
in the school system in Sep- 
tember 1993, when she was 
hired as a part-time nurse 
at the Squantum Elemen- 
tary School. At the time she 
worked two days a week at 
the school and three days a 
week at Brigham & Wom- 
en’s Hospital in Boston. She 
soon fell in love with her 
new job. 

“I absolutely loved it. I 
loved working with chil- 


dren. I loved working with 
the staff. There was a lot of 
communication with prima- 
ry care providers,” Kisielius 
said. 

“It was a whole differ- 
ent nursing practice for me, 
which was really exciting. 
It was a lot more than I had 
ever anticipated because, es- 
pecially with children with 
medical needs, you need to 
plan their care so they can 
manage through the school 
day with the least amount of 
interruption to learning.” 

Months later, in February 
1994, Kisielius agreed to 
work full-time for the school 
department, which had just 
opened the Amelio Della 
Chiesa Early Childhood 
Center, and left her position 
at Brigham & Women’s. At 
the start of the following 
school year she was perma- 
nently assigned to the Della 
Chiesa center. 

Kisielius remained at the 
Della Chiesa center until 
2003, when she was promot- 
ed to her current position as 
health services coordinator. 
As the health coordinator, 
Kisielius is a member of 
Superintendent Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro’s leadership 
and oversees the nurses who 
work in the city’s 19 public 
schools. 

“I’m responsible for co- 
ordinating the entire health 
services program for the 
district. All of our schools 
have full-time nurses — I’m 
responsible for hiring and 
supervising the nurses. I’m

responsible for program 
development, policy devel- 
opment. | also coordinate a 
substitute nurse pool,” she 
explained. 

“I’m a member of the 
superintendent’s leadership 
team and also work closely 
with all the principals on 
various health issues and 
complications that come up. 

“There have been sev- 
eral mandates recently like 
the concussion for Quincy 
Public Schools. I was a ma- 
jor player in that. Our well- 
ness policy — that’s an ongo- 
ing responsibility — I’m the 
chairperson of the district- 
wide wellness team.”

Under Kisielius’ watch, 
the school district has 
worked in concert with a 
national group that aims to 
combat childhood obesity. 

“We formed a_partner- 
ship with the Alliance for 
a Healthier Generation to 
try and address promoting 
healthy schools and try to 
look at ways to make our 
schools healthier for  stu- 
dents,” she said. 

“I worked very closely 
with Joanne Morrissey, who 
is our director of food ser- 
vices, changing menu items 
in the cafeteria and look- 
ing at outside fundraising 
activities, making sure we

Additionally, Kisielius 


oversaw the school depart- 
ment’s drafting of new poli- 
cies to help students with 
severe food allergies as well 
as the placement of auto- 
matic external defibrilla- 
tors (AEDs) in Quincy’s 19 
schools. 

“We set up new policies 
for life threatening food al- 
lergies, which is a really 
major issue in schools,” 
Kisielius said. “We also, in 
terms of emergency plan- 
ning, were able to develop 
a policy for automatic exter- 
nal defibrillators and we’ve 
got them placed in all the 
schools. That was through 
the generous collaboration 
of the Masons, they helped 
us purchase them.” 

Kisielius was raised in 
South Boston but has re- 
sided in Quincy for the past 
30 years. Her and her hus- 
band John, a retired Boston 
Fire Department  lieuten- 
ant, raised three children in 
Quincy — John, age 32, Ka- 
tie, who turns 28 in Septem- 
ber, and Julie, age 24.

(“Teamwork” is a term 
used by the Quincy Police 
Department when working 
with other public or private 
entities to enhance the qual- 
ity of life in the city.) 

Back in 2006, then Ward 
4 City Councillor Jay Davis 
and former Sterling Middle 
School Principal Earl Met- 
zler saw the need for a sum- 
mer program at night to keep 
local youth busy and off the 
streets in the Brewer’s Cor- 
ner/Kincaide Field/Sterling 
Middle School area. 

They enlisted the support 
of Quincy Community Po- 
lice Officer Patrick Buonau- 
gurio as they created a 
nightly sports program. The 
program was considered a 
success because local youth 
were involved in positive 
activities and they were not 
hanging on the corners or 
causing neighborhood prob- 
lems. 

Based on this initial pro- 
gram, Sgt. Christine Hurton 
of the Quincy Police De- 
partment’s Planning Divi- 
sion obtained a grant (the 
Shannon Grant) for both 
the Police Department and 
the Recreation Department 
to reduce problems in high 
crime, neighborhoods. Un- 
der the direction of Recre- 
ation Department Director 
Barry Welch and Lt. Dan 
Minton of the Quincy Police 
Department’s Crime Pre- 
vention Unit, the Roberts 
Street playground area was 
chosen as an area where an 
impact could be made by 
enhancing the original pro- 
gram with additional staff- 
ing. The plan was to have 
a Police Officer and Recre- 
ation Leaders at the Roberts 
Street Park Monday through 
Friday from 5:30 p.m. to 
8:30 p.m. through the sum- 
mer. 

To certify an area for 
the grant, police crime sta- 
tistics were gathered which 
showed a high rate of calls 
to the area. In the year prior 
to the start of the program, 
there were 65 calls in the 
immediate area for service 
are the months of June 

qugh August. After the 
first summer of the program, 
there was only one call and 
that was for a domestic dis- 
turbance a block away. 

The turnout of kids ini- 
tially was slow but as word 
got out that Officers and 
Recreation staff were at the 
park, parents began drop- 
ping off their kids and fami- 
lies began using the facili- 
ties. During the initial first 
weeks of the program, the 


he youths were naturally leery 


Officers on scene, but 
Etime, the terms, “Cops” 
Five-O” among other 


cer at the park is not dressed 
in uniform or armed. He/ 
she is dressed to participate 
with the youth. The Rec- 
reation Leaders initiate and 
supervise the activities and 
the Police Officer is there to 
play, coach or assist while 
providing overall safety. In 
the event that there is an is- 
sue, the Officer, wearing a 
t-shirt with the Quincy Po- 
lice logo on the front and 
“Cops N’ Kids” on the back, 
can quickly resolve any is- 
sues on scene or call for an 
Officer to respond. For the 
past two years, there have 
not been any significant in- 
cidents at the park. 

Nightly, there are up to 
50 youths participating in 
basketball, Frisbee, soccer, 
wiffleball or just simply 
socializing. Parents and 
neighbors are frequently 
seen walking the track or 
just hanging out watching 
their children. 

For the past three years, 
the “7-Eleven” store chain 
has sponsored a large sup- 
ply of free “Slurpee” cou- 
pons for Quincy Police Of- 
ficers to give out to the kids 
who attend the program. 
Officers also give them out 
to kids who are at different 
parks, at DARE camp, in 
the library or involved in 
healthy activities. 

Dennis Lane, President 
of the New England 7-Elev- 
en Owners Association and 
owner of the 7-Eleven store 
on Adams Street augmented 
the “Teamwork” approach 
by working with the corpo- 
rate offices to add free hot 
dog and Big Gulp coupons 
for the youth of Quincy. For 
some less fortunate kids, the 
hotdog coupon was lunch or 
dinner. 

Lane, who also supports 
the Quincy Police Blood 
Drive each Halloween at 
his store, said on behalf of 
7-Eleven, “The Cops n’ Kids 
program that plays host to 
the neighborhood youth on 
and around Roberts Street 
every weekday evening dur- 
ing the summer could be a 
national model. The respect 
that these kids have for the 
Officers is genuine and the 
results are amazing. There is 
no doubt that many of these 
kids will grow up to lead 
better lives.” 

Recreation 
Welch added: 

“For the past seven years, 
this program has been a 
highly successful collabora- 
tion between the Quincy Po- 
lice staff and Recreation De- 
partment staff.

Interior Decorating Tips 
With Barbara Graceffa 


Dear Secretary of the In- 
terior: 

Is it OK to have differ- 
ent carpets in each bed- 
room? Samantha 

Yes, as long-as a room 
has a door that closes, it’s 
perfectly fine. However, 
if you are planning to sell 
your home, buyers would 
consider this a drawback. 
So, if ongoing on the mar- 
ket soon or even if you need 
to replace one of the room’s 
carpets, do spend the extra 
money and replace them all. 
You won’t regret it. 

My new apartment has 
a carpet with a subtle (but 
still noticeable) stripe in it. 
Am I limited to solid color 
furniture, pillows, and 
window treatments? Nan 

Solids always work; I 
call them “safe” choices, but 
they can be boring at times, 
too, without other patterns in 
the room. If the stripes are 
wide and/or bold in color, 
you are better off with solid 
furniture. 

If the stripe is a similar 
value and in the same color 
family as the rest of the rug 
(like-a light tan stripe on a 
light beige background), 
simply treat the carpet as if 
it was a solid color. I do un- 
derstand what you are say- 
ing: the stripes will be no- 
ticeable to you when there is 
nothing else in the room, but 
when you add furniture and 
accessories, they will “dis- 
appear” into the predomi- 
nant carpet color. - ~ 

Otherwise, if the stripes 
are small, you can intro- 
duce a large patterned sofa. 
In fact, pairing different 
geometric patterns together

not only works well but can 
be very sophisticated. For 
example, a contemporary 
sofa or chair with a circu- 
lar or rectangular pattern 
will nicely compliment the 
stripes under foot. (Beware 
of plaids, most will not 
work with a striped rug, but, 
in the same colors, might be 
fine on a pillow or two.) 

You can always bring a 
photo of the carpet to the 
furniture store and ask the 
salesperson to help you pick 
out something to compli- 
ment the stripes. 

Finally, you might want 
to place a solid area rug 
on top of your carpet and, 
in most cases, the sky’s the 
limit for fabric choices on 
large and small furniture 
and accessories. 

I’d like to purchase a 
zebra print rug but I’m 
not sure it will go with my 
existing décor. How will I 
know? 

That’s easy, audition it. 
Many don’t know that you 
can take a rug home for a 
few days and return it if the 
size, pattern, or color do not 
suit your needs or taste.

E-Z PASS SCAM: Victims are reporting that they are 
getting an email from what appears to be E-Z Pass It has the 
E-Z Pass logo, and says you owe money for driving on a toll 
road. It also provides a link to click for your invoice. 

This email is not from E-Z Pass. If you click on the 
link, the suspects running this scam may put malware on 
your machine. Secondly, if you respond to the email with 
your personal information, they may be trying to steal your 
identity. This E-Z Pass email is the latest in a long line of 
phishing scams, where scammers pretend to be legitimate 
businesses as a way to get access to people’s personal infor- 
mation. But adopting a few online security habits can,help 
you avoid phishing scams: 

¢ Never click on links in emails unless you’re sure who 
sent you the message. 

¢ Don’t respond to any emails that ask for personal or 
financial information. Email isn’t a secure way to send that 
information. 

¢ Type an organization’s URL yourself, and don’t send 
personal or financial information unless the URL begins 
with https (the “s” stands for secure). 

¢ If an email looks like it is from E-Z Pass, contact E-Z 
Pass customer service to confirm that it is really from them. 

¢ Keep your computer security software current.

ated from Street-Works’ 
downtown project. 

With downtown work 
stalled, the state won’t be 
receiving any new revenue. 
Three residential projects 
are planned further north on 
Hancock Street — proposals 
at the former Central Middle 
School, the former Temple 
Beth El, and 10 Merrymount 
Rd. — but Gutro does not 
know if they would provide 
enough new state revenue 
for the I-Cubed funding to 
be approved. As residential 
projects, the only new state 
revenue would during con- 
struction. * a, 

*“Y did not see anywhere 
in the information from the 
state about residential being 
eligible. But that’s why we 
have these meetings, so we 
can have a discussion where 
somebody can point to the 
law, somebody can point to 
the regulations,” Gutro ex- 
plained. 

“It’s additional state 
income tax, it’s hotel/mo- 
tel tax, and it’s sales tax. 
It sounds to me that — if it 
were eligible — would just 
be a one-time slug of mon- 
ey. It’s not like you created 
Merchants Row and you 
have ground level retail and 
a consistent slug of annual 
cash to pay down the debt 
service.” 

In anticipation of the new 
park, a $10 million roadway 
project funded by the fed- 
eral government is already 
underway in Quincy Center. 
Businesses in the area, Gutro 
said, have done a good job 
coping with the project. 

“The retailers in closest 
proximity have been troop- 
ers handling and adapting. 
They’ve been terrific on 
the whole dealing with the 
construction impacts from 
it. I think there is a fear of 
the loss of parking, which is 
reasonable,” he said. 

“If in 2015 the roadway 
project is complete and 
we’re not in a position to 
break ground on the Adams 
Green, the question is go- 
ing to be what do you do 
with the area between City 
Hall and the Church of the 
Presidents. The City Coun- 
cil will be looking for a plan 
from the administration to 
find out what they’re plans 
are going to be. Maybe they 
have found another revenue 
source for the Adams Green 
and maybe they’re going 
to break ground on that as 
well.” 

Since terminating the 
LDA, Koch has maintained 
he sees multiple develop- 
ers — between two and five 
— assuming responsibility 
for parts Quincy Center and 
downplaying the chances 


of one master developer as- 
suming responsibility for 
the entire project. On Tues- 
day, Gutro said bringing on 
multiple developers could 
work, but only if done on 
a block-by-block, and not 
building-by-building, basis. 

“TY don’t think I would 
be a fan of developing indi- 
vidual properties. The city 
got into this business 10 
years ago with a strategic 
vision. This strategic vision 
included a new crosstown 
connector, which is dn eco- 
nomic driver. As part of the 
LDA we came up with three 
different public amenities, 
which were going to be paid 


“for with new tax revenue,” 


Gutro said, referring to the 
Adams Green and Clive- 
den Street Bridge plans, as 
well as the completed Town 


. Brook project. 


“The vision, which is still 
the vision I think we need to 
pursue, is a bigger vision of 
what can happen downtown 
wide. I would be reluctant if 
someone came in and said 
“we just want to take one or 
two buildings and redevelop 
that into x.’ I think we, at a 
minimum, need to keep our 
eye on a block-by-block ba- 
sis.” 

“I wouldn’t rule it out 
but the mayor has indicated 
that is not on his list,” Gutro 
added when asked if he 
would prefer moving ahead 
with one master developer. 

Gutro remains optimistic 
about the future of Quincy 
Center and hopes the project 
will result in a new down- 
town residents can be proud 
of. 

“The planning Depart- 
ment has done a great job 
over the last decade in terms 
of building a framework and 
putting the City Council in 
position to cast a number of 
important votes that will en- 
tice mixed-use to downtown 
Quincy. We have to move 
very carefully,” Gutro said. 

“I have two boys — one 
is 10 and one is 11. I want 
them to see this built out and 
a place they can be proud of, 
and that all Quincy residents 
can be proud of. 

“The disappointment of 
allowing good businesses 
to vacate, buildings to be 
demolished, and then the 
bottom fall out is huge. But 
there is potential. We need 
to make sure we not only 
hire the right people, but it’s 
all about oversight, over- 
sight, oversight. It’s a tough 
economy and we want peo- 
ple back to work in Quincy 
Center and we want to build 
something everybody can 
be proud of, 

“T think that it’s all ab- 
solutely possibly. We just 
have to take it one step at a 
time.”

four through six of the new 
building. Most units would 
have their own balcony. The 
penthouse on the sixth floor 
would be stepped back and 
also include a balcony.

The 
developer hopes to have the 
review process completed 
by November and permits 
in place by January so work 
can commence in the spring. 
Construction should take 
about a year to complete. 

The project at 1003 Han- 
cock St. is the largest of 
three residential develop- 
ments proposed for a quar- 
ter-mile stretch of Hancock 
Street. Boston Property De- 
velopment is also planning 
to convert a commercial 
building at 10 Merrymount 
Rd. into 23 townhouse 
condo units. And Plainville- 
based Edgewood Develop- 
ment has agreed to purchase 
the former Central Middle 
School — located at 1022 
Hancock St. — and use the 
building for 39 condos. 

At the community meet- 
ing, Beechwood Knoll resi- 
dent Pam Brennan expressed 
concern about the impact 
those three projects, as well 
as proposed work. further 
south in Hancock Street in 
Quincy Center, would have 
on traffic in the city. 

“T think it would be great 
to get more residents in 
Quincy that can add value to 
the city, but I am concerned 
about traffic flow,” she said. 

“I’m someone who lives 
in Beechwood Knoll and I 
do work in Boston so I take 
train in everyday. But on the 
weekends when I’m trying 
to get around the city it’s 
bedlam trying to get through 
Wollaston or Quincy Cen- 
ter...1’m_ concerned about 
all the projects being done at 
the same time. You have the 
Central one. You have this 
one. You have all the other 
construction going on.” 

Other residents present 
for the meeting. raised con- 
cer about parking at the 
site. The developer’s plans 
include room for a total 66 
vehicles on the first two 
floors of the building as well 
as five guest spots outside 
the building, roughly where 
the temple’s current parking 
lot is. Two residents at the 


meeting said that wouldn’t 
be enough for thé 53-unit 
building. 

In response to the con- 
cerns about traffic and park- 
ing, Fleming noted both 
would be considered by the 
Planning Board as part of its 
review process. 

“One of the requirements 
of the Planning Board pro- 
cess is to provide them with 
either a traffic study. or a 
traffic report of some na- 
ture. The level of that will 
be determined by the Plan- 
ning Department and the 
peer review consultant they 
retain,” Fleming explained. 

“But these kind of issues 
— issues like parking, traf- 
fic flow, and safety — all of 
those things will be consid- 
ered.” 

A handful of people in 
attendance felt the proposal 
would help keep younger 
people in Quincy. Among 
them was Terry Connor, 
who works at a Hancock 
Street bank and lives in the 
city. 

“I see the college gradu- 
ates coming in to get pre-ap- 
proved. A lot of them want to 
stay in the Quincy,” Connor 
said. “There’s not a lot of af- 
fordable housing — meaning 
affordable for them. ..Quin- 


‘cy,is. losing a lot of those 


people. They realize they 
can’t afford Quincy. 

“A single-family home is 
probably almost $400,000 
now. If you can get a condo 
for $350,000 - maybe buy it 


‘with a friend - you can live 


here.” 

Other questions were 
posed about the design of 
the building. 

One resident in atten- 
dance, for instance, asked 
whether the developer 
planned to install a plaque or 
something else along those 
lines noting the site was for- 
metly home to Temple Beth 
El, Quincy’s last synagogue 
until it closed in 2012. Of- 
ficials from Boston Property 
Development, and from the 
temple, both said there had 
been discussions of doing 
so but there are no definitive 
plans at the moment. © 

Another person‘ who at- 
tended the meeting asked if 
the developer would consid- 
er using a green roof on the 
building, which would entail 
the use of vegetation on the 
roof. Hanson said a garden 
on the roof could be a pos- 
sibility, adding that planters 
will be wrapped around the 
building for its occupants to 
use.

Church Celebrating 125 Years 
Faith Lutheran 


To Open Time 
Capsule Oct. 18 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

Pastor Heidi Johnston 
of Faith Lutheran Church 
doesn’t know what is in the 
time capsule being removed 
from the 125-year-old build- 
ing’s cornerstone on Oct. 18 
but she is sure that whatever 
is found will reflect the cul- 
tural history of the church 
and its congregation. 

“Many of the artifacts 
will be of Swedish heri- 
tage,” said Johnston who 
has. been the church’s pastor 
since February 2012, replac- 
ing Rev. James Kimmell 
who retired after serving the 
church for 38 years. 

Formerly. known as the 
Salem Lutheran Church, it 
was built in 1894 to serve 
the large population of 
Scandinavians coming from 
overseas. to work in Quin- 
cy’s granite quarries. 

The church was, listed 
in the National Register of 


’ Historic Places in 1989. 


At 10 a.m., stone workers 
from M. J. Nicholls Land- 
scaping and Construction 
will ‘remove ‘the capsule, 
which was buried in No- 
vember of 1892, and present 
it to the crowd made up of 


the church’s congregation 
and history buffs. “This is a 
historic site in the commu- 
nity,” said Johnston. 

Following..that, tours. of 
the interior of .thé...church 
as well as lectures on the; 
importance ofits stained 
glass and its symbology will 
be offered. Guests will also 
have an opportunity to walk 
through the church grounds 
and view the gardens. 

The time capsule. un- 
earthing is part of an overall 
celebration of the church’s 
125-year anniversary. On 
Oct. 19, “a special ser- 
vice lifting up the voice of 
our past” will be held, said 
Johnston. 

A gala dinner open to 
ticket holders will be held 
Oct. 26. 

Johnston is not com- 
pletely clear as to what will 
be found in the capsule nor 
does she know what will go 
in the replacement; capsule. 
She speculates that news- 
papers, a photo directory of 
church. staff, and possibly 
a cellular phone will be in- 
cluded but no concrete deci- 
sions have been made as of 
yet.

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Rev. Rebecca Froom New y Minister At United First Parish 


Will Lead First Worship Service Sept. 7

* ‘mew minister at the 
United: First Parish Church 
‘Swill- lead ‘her first worship 
Service Sept. 7. 
. “Fhe Rev. Rebecca Froom 
‘was chosén to serve as the 
; Church’s* minister in May 
following a lengthy search 
process to replace the Rev. 
Sheldon Berinett, who 
Served as minister at the 
‘United First Parish Church 
for 25 years before retiring 
in June 2012. Froom said 
she was beyond words when 
she learned the members 
of the United First Parish 
Church voted to name her 
the new minister. 

“I was very excited. I 
wouldn’t say I was with- 

.out words — I was beyond 
words,” Froom recalled in a 
recent interview. 

“T had many words of ex- 
citement, gratitude, and hu- 
mility, and pride all mixed 
in together — and love. There 
is a great, great affection in 
ministry. People open their 
hearts and their spirits to a 
minister and really share 
deeply with the minister, and 
also with one another. To be 
present to that is really a sa- 
cred trust and a great honor. 
That’s already begun. I love 
this community already.” 


The congregation’s de- 
cision to name Froom the 
church’s_ settled minister 
was also a historic one, as 
she will be the first woman 
to serve in that role. 

“We’ve had community 
ministers who are women. 
We’ve had guest preachers 
who are women. But this is 
the first time the congrega- 
tion has had a senior min- 
ister be a women. So that’s 
pretty exciting,” Froom 
said. “I like to think Abigail 
Adams is very pleased about 
that one.” 

Froom’s first service as 
the new minister will take 
place Sept. 7. Since July she 
has been meeting people 
from the church and the 
greater community as she 
transitioned to her new po- 
sition. 

“T’ve mainly been getting 
to know people, both within 
the congregation and within 
the community. Getting to 
know the staff. Meeting 
with our worship committee 
and our leadership commit- 
tee. Planning for the coming 
year,” Froom said in a recent 
interview. 

“I’m really grateful I had 
the opportunity to build re- 
lationships before stepping 


into the high pulpit on a~ 


weekly basis.” 

As part of her first service 
on Sept. 7, Froom will be 
holding a water ceremony at 


the church. Members will be aaa 


invited to bring water to the 
service, where it will all be 
combined to symbolize the 
coming together of the com- 
munity. 

“What we call our In- 
gathering worship on Sept.

Joe Koch: A Good Man 


| Rie those fortunate to have known him, Joe Koch’s 
unexpected pe Aug. 20 leaves an irreplace- 
able void. 

For those who never met the man but appreciate 
the city’s parks, athletic fields and open spaces, there 
should be a sense of loss — and gratitude — too... 

Virtually every field, playground and green space in 
this city has been the beneficiary of Joe Koch’s care, 
talent and vision — a quiet legacy in the hometown he 
loved. 

His resume simply states he worked for the city for 
35 years as an arborist, laborer and heavy equipment 
operator. Most of his time was with the Park Depart- 
ment but for the past year he was a general foreman 
with the Department of Public Works. 

But Joseph William Koch was much more than 
that. 

“Every park and playground in our city he touched,” 
said his brother, Mayor Thomas Koch. “He built the 
Quarry Street fields, he built the Mound Street fields. 
He built Teel Field and the fields at Faxon Park.” 

Joe Koch was also the guiding force behind many 
other projects including the renovation at Adams Field, 
Pageant Field and upper Merrymount Park. 

“No matter where you go, he left his mark,” Tom 
said. “He was an incredible talent. He could do any- 
thing with a machine. He could pick the wallet out 
of your back pocket with an excavator; he was that 
good.” 


Joe’s talents and expertise were Pec during his - 


Amny years. He enlisted at the age of 17, just after 
graduating North Quincy High School in 1974. His fa- 
ther, Dick Koch, Sr., had to sign off on Joe’s decision 
to enter the service because he hadn’t reached 18 yet. 

As it turned out, Joe was shipped to the same Army 
installation that his father had graduated basic train- 
ing: Fort Leonard Wood, MO. Dick had served during 
World War II. 

Joe learned his craft while he was stationed at Fort 
Bragg with the Operating Engineers. They operated 
cranes and other heavy equipment. The type of ve- 
hicles that offered no modern luxuries like automatic 
transmissions, cushiony seats or air conditioning. 

After this Army service, Joe returned to Quiticy and 
took a Civil Service exam to become a laborer. After 
passing his test, in 1977, he was hired to work for the 
Park Department by former Mayor Joseph LaRaia. 


He started in the parks and worked his way up. But 


he never received any preferential treatment from his 
father who was the Park Director at the time. 

“It was quite the contrary,” Tom said: “He had to 
prove to everybody else that he could do the job. He 
worked doubly hard. With my father everything was 
black and white — there was no gray area. You pulled 
your own share, 

“That work ethic and dedication were definitely in 
the blood. They were cut from the same cloth.” 

Joe had his operating licenses from the service but 
there were not any operator jobs at the time so he start- 
ed as a laborer but quickly moved up because he was 
so talented. 

“There wasn’t anything he couldn’t do,” Tom re- 
Called. “Whether it was laying curb, pouring concrete, 
asphalt, taking a tree down, planting a tree, grading. 
He was so good at what he did and he saved the city 
thousands of dollars because he could do so many 
things.” 

One contractor stopped by the mayor’s office the 
other day to offer his condolences to Tom'and his fam- 
ily. He told:Tom that he had never seen mone with a 
knack for grading like Joe had. 

Many others marveled at his work. | 
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JOSEPH W. KOCH —wearing his trademark overalls - worked 
for the City of Quincy for 35 years as a certified arborist, heavy 
pict —. and foreman.

“Before the turf was installed at Netecinis’ Memorial 
Stadium, we hired an engineering firm to come in and 
help us design it,” Tom said. “We told them, ‘we’ll do 
all of the sub-work in-house.’ He said, ‘No way. City 
workers can’t do that.’ 

“Trust me,” Tom retorted. “We have a good team.” 

Soon, the grading was done and the doubter was a 
believer. 

“He apologized after the job was done. He was as- 
tonished. He had never seen a better grade. They came 
in, the laid the carpet (field turf) and it was perfect.” 

After the turf was put down, Tom returned to the 
stadium one day while the paving was being done. The 
contractor came up to Tom and said, “I don’t know 
who graded this but I’ve never been on a job where we 
didn’t have to touch it up or fix things.” 

Joe Koch was like a modern day James Kilroy. But 
unlike the legendary ship inspector, he didn’t have to 
write “Joe Koch was here” on every project he worked 
on. You knew just by looking at it that his skill set had 
shaped a park, field or playground to perfection. 

And that’s precisely what Joe Koch was — a perfec- 
tionist. 

“T was talking to a guy the other day who worked 
with Joe,” Tom says. “He was tough to work with be- 
cause it had to be perfect and he had no patience for 
slackers. One of his good friends, Kevin Murphy, saw 
him in his excavator a few weeks ago. 

“He told Joe, ‘you’re in your glory when you’re in 
your machine.’ 

“And Joe replied back: “That’s because it does ex- 
actly what you tell it to do.’ 

“Joe didn’t have patience for people who didn’t 
want to give a full effort and didn’t have a strong work 
ethic. But those around him were challenged by him, 
learned from him, were motivated by him, so it made 
everybody that much better,” the mayor said. 

Joe Koch also excelled as a snow-fighter and DPW 
foreman. 

He started plowing when he joined the Park De- 
partment and knew how to clear snow “frontward and 
backward,” Tom says. He remembers riding along in 
one of the plows with his older brother when he was 
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THIS IS AN old picturesque postcard view of Squaw 
Road in Squantum Park. The wooden structure on top 


of the rock built in the 19th century served as an obser- 
vation deck from which you could see the expanse of 
Boston Harbor while enjoying the ocean breezes. Aramp 
ran down the other side to the water where floats were 
kept by local residents for their boats.

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Bicycle Lanes A Benefit, Not A Public Safety Hazard 


On Aug. 14® Quincy of- 
ficials presented plans for 
the redesign of the Hancock/ 
Squantum Street intersec- 
tion in North Quincy. There 
is a glaring omission in 
those plans — safe, approved 
bicycling infrastructure. 

Apparently some in our 
city government believe 
that there are few cyclists 
in Quincy when the actual 
number of cyclists here has 
prompted the MBTA to in- 
stall bike racks at North 
Quincy Station and a bike 
cage at Wollaston Station to 
ensure safe parking for those 
who ride there daily. Indeed, 
two years of city sponsored 
bicycle counts show that 
hundreds of cyclists are us- 
ing our streets. Our police 
department also acknowl- 
edges the increasing number 


As. I was reading last 
week’s obituaries, I came 
upon the name of John W.

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Stronger Penalties For Animal Abuse, 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

Gov. Deval Patrick signed 
a bill into law last Wednes- 
day that increases penalties 
for animal abuse and ne- 
glect, according to Legisla- 
tive Director for State Rep. 
Bruce Ayers Kerry Morris 
who said the bill will take 
effect 90 days following its 
signing. 

Ayers was spurred to 
draft the bill relative to the 
penalty for killing; ‘maim- 
ing, of.poisoning of animals 
following the’ discovery of 


Puppy Doe on Aug. 31 last 
year near a Whitwell Street 
playground. The dog’s In- 
juries included burns, stab 
wounds, dislocated joints, 
and evidence of starvation. 

She was so badly beaten 
and tortured that she needed 
to be euthanized. 

With the passage of the 
bill, the penalty for abusing 
animals has increased from 
$2,500 to up to $10,000 for

February Larceny Trial 
For Puppy Doe Suspect

The Polish national ac- 
cused of torturing Puppy 
Doe — young pit bull whose 
story gained national at- 
tention — will go to trial in 
February on charges he stole 
$130,000 from an elderly 
Quincy woman he was tak- 
ing care of. 

Norfolk Superior Court 
Judge Kenneth Fishman set 
a Feb. 9 trial date for Ra- 
doslaw Czerkawski on the 
larceny charges Aug. 19. 
Czerkawski, 33, was ar- 
raigned this February on 
two counts of larceny over 
$250, one count of larceny 
over $250 from a person 
over age 60, and one count 
of attempted larceny. During 
the arraignment, a county 
prosecutor said the charges 
relate to $130,000 in sav- 
ings bonds Czerkawski im- 
properly converted to cash 
for his own personal use. 
Czerkawski pleaded not 
guilty to those charges at the 
arraignment, and was held 
on $500,000 bail. 

Czerkawski is also await- 
ing trial on a dozen counts of 


animal abuse related to the 
Puppy Doe case. The young 
pit bull was found last Au- 
gust in a Whitwell Street 
park with wounds so severe 
she was euthanized. On 
Tuesday, Fishman scheduled 
a hearing for Nov. 7 in that 
case, at which point a trial 
date may be set. Czerkawski 
pleaded not guilty to those 
charges and had been held 
without bail. 

In the wake of the Puppy 
Doe case, state legislators 
approved stiffer penalties 
for animal abusers earlier 
this month. That bill was 
signed by Gov. Deval Pat- 
rick last Wednesday. The 
law increases the maxi- 
mum sentence for animal 
abuse from two-and-a-half 
years in prison to five years 
and the maximum fine to 
$10,000 for repeat offend- 
ers, up from $2,500. The 
new penalties do not apply 
to Czerkawski. 

The city will dedicate a 
granite bench in memory of 
Puppy Doe Sept. 13 in the 
park where she was found 
last August.

five years in a state prison. 

The bill also requires vet- 
erinarians who suspect ani- 
mal abuse or cruelty to re- 
port the incident to officials. 
Veterinarians who fail to 
disclose abuse to the proper 
authorities will be reported 
to the Board of Registration 
in Veterinary Medicine. 

Under the new bill, a task 
force will. be established 
which will complete a re- 
view of all laws pertaining 
to animal protection and an- 
imal cruelty. The task force 
will also review services in 
place that care for animals 
seized when abuse is sus- 
pected. 

The task force will also 
review how housing situa- 
tions impact animal aban- 
donment and the voluntary 
surrendering of pets. 

The findings of the task 
force will be submitted to 
the clerks of the Senate and 
House of Representatives 
and the chairs of the joint 
committee up to 18 months 
following the passage of the

act. 

A national animal abuse 
registry will also be created. 

“From this incident we 
received a tremendous 
amount of support towards 
strengthening the laws to 
prevent animal abuse,” said 
Ayers. “Working with Sen. 
Bruce Tarr: of Gloucester, 
Rep. Lou Kafka of Sharon, 
and legislators, along with 
animal advocates and or- 
ganizations throughout the 
state, Puppy Doe did not die 
in vain.” 

Ayers has also begun 
drafting a bill that -will, if 
enacted, ban the sale of 
puppies and kittens through 
puppy mills. He has started 
reviewing the laws in place 
regarding puppy mills in 
other states to assist him. 

Under the legislation, all 
pet stores would have to get 
their animals from shelters, 
as rescues, or directly from 
animal control. According

The Coddington School 
project was done in concert 
with the ongoing renovation 
work at old City Hall. The 
City Council approved an 
$18 million bond order to fi- 
nance both projects in 2012.

Concerned Over 
Rising College Costs 


As students get ready. to 
go back to school; a new 
study from: Citizens Finan- 
cial Group finds an over- 
whelming majority of young 
adults, college students and 
parents. concerned with the 
rising cost of college, with 
many without a plan to man- 
age and pay down student 
debt. 

According to this re- 
search, 94 percent of parents 
with college students and 94 
percent of college students 
are concerned about rising 
college costs. But only 55 
percent of parents with col- 
lege students and 63 percent 
of college students say they 
have a plan in place to man- 
age the loans that they have 
taken on to help pay for 
school. 

As they seek answers 
to the financial challenge 
posed by the rising cost of 
college, respondents to the 
Citizens survey indicated 
that they are aware of the 
consequences of not devel- 
oping a plan to pay down 
their college costs:

Rita Bailey will be over- 
seeing a team of over 20 
nurses and organizing out- 
reach programs, substance 
abuse awareness events, and 
immunization clinics as the 
new Coordinator of Health 
Services for Quincy Public 
Schools following the recent 
retirement of Jane Kisielius 
who held the position for 11 
years. 

Born in Dorchester, Bai- 
ley moved to Quincy rough- 


ly 23 years ago after getting 


She took night classes at 
Laboure College part-time 
from 1993 to 1997, then 
transferred to UMass Boston 
to continue her education. 
In 1999, her hard work paid 
off. She earned her bach- 
elor’s degree in nursing and 
began working not for any 
of Quincy’s schools, but for 
Brigham and Women’s Hos- 
pital and Quincy Medical 
Center as a surgical nurse. 

She was also working 
one-on-one with patients as 
a private duty nurse with 
Centrus Home Care where 
one of her coworkers rec- 
ommended she look into 
transitioning her career. “It 
was one of the people that 
I did private duty nursing 
with that suggested that I be- 
come a school nurse and... 
looked into it and that’s 
when J met [Jane. Kisielius] 
and I started subbing prob- 
ably 9-years-ago.”” 

She ended up at the Snug 
Harbor,Community School, 
catering to the health needs 
of preschool students in 
2005. It was during this time 
that she passed the Massa- 
chusetts Tests for Educator 
Licensure exams and earned 
her master’s degree in edu- 
cation from Cambridge Col- 
lege. 

While her time as a sur- 
gical nurse offered her no 
clinical experience in .pedi- 
atric health care, her time 
as a private duty nurse oc- 
casionally did. “When I was 
working both at Brigham 
and Quincy Medical Center, 
I was working with adults... 
but I did do private duty

nursing so I did have some 
experience with that.” 

She. learned to care for 
school children with asthma, 
diabetes, seizure disorders, 
and food allergies. 

“It is a lot different,” she 
said “because obviously the 
children are much smaller 
and they have different 
needs.” 

She collaborated with 
students’ doctors and other 
health providers to create in- 
dividual care plans, ensuring 
that all their medical needs 
were met without disrupting 
the learning environment. 

She had to assume great- 
er responsibility in caring 
for students with serious 
illnesses and disorders re- 
quiring frequent hospital 
visits and long-term care. 
Administering medication 
at a certain time of day and 
monitoring their conditions 
was an essential part of per- 
forming her duties. This, she 
said, was due to a trend of 
shortened hospital stays and 
the release of patients before 
full recovery. 

She had to take into con- 
sideration the recent surge 
in serious food allergies, 
making sure that proper pro- 


cedure was followed in the 
event of anaphylaxis, and 
that EpiPens were readily 
available in case of emer- 
gency. 

Over time, she grew ac- 
customed to seeing stu- 
dents—sometimes as many 
as 40 a day—as they came 
in for minor issues such as 
bumps and bruises or runny 
noses, and for yearly sco- 
liosis, vision, and hearing 
screenings. “You see them 
grow. You see them mature, 
and then the ones that do 
have medical issues, you 
see how they develop their 
own skills to deal with it,” 
she said. 

Bailey enjoyed the con- 
nections she made with the 
kids. Some, she said, relied 
on the school nurse as,their 
only form of health care. 

In those cases, she would 
do her best to find local clin- 
ics offering low to no-cost 
health solutions for needy 
families, and refer the chil- 
dren there. “If they don’t 
have a doctor, we will try to 
help them find a doctor,” she 
said. 

Her masters in education 
served her well since the 
role of the school nurse was 
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no longer limited to offer- 
ing only clinical assistance. 
“There’s a lot of teaching 
involved,” said Bailey. “We 
do dental health, hygiene... 
at the high school they’re 
more into substance abuse 
and being aware of safety 
and making the right deci- 
sions.” 

One program that Quincy 
Public Schools participates 
in, in partnership with South 
Shore Hospital, is “Hidden 
in Plain Sight,” which offers 
parents the opportunity to 
walk through a mock-up of 
a teenager’s bedroom which 
has objects hidden through- 
out indicating the possibility 
of drug use and other risky 
behaviors. 

As the new Coordinator 
of Health Services, she’ll 
continue educating not only 
students, but parents with the 
outreach programs aimed at 
preventing obesity or de- 
structive decision making 
put in place by Kisielius. 

Her duties will include 
running the CPR and AED 
(automated external defibril- 
lator) certification program 
for Quincy Public School 
staff members, coaches, and 
bus drivers. 

She’ll be offering in- 
formation to parents on 
Quincy’s concussion policy 
which must be revised every 
two years. 

She’ll be the chairperson 


of the Health, Wellness, and 
Nutrition Advisory Team 
which reviews school nutri- 
tion, opportunities for phys- 
ical education, and provides 
health education. 

The task of creating an 
emergency __ preparedness 
and medical response plan 
which addresses what to do 
in the event of an intruder 
entering a school’s campus 
also falls to the Coordina- 
tor of Health Services as 
does creating measures to 
prevent the spread of highly 
contagious diseases such as 
influenza. 

An emergency prepared- 
ness plan was put into place 
when the HINI virus pan- 
demic occurred in 2009, 
said Bailey. A flu and im- 
munization clinic was set up 
to prevent the illness from 
overtaking schools. 

While she will be spend- 
ing less time performing the 
more hands-on duties of a 
nurse, she will be available 
to fill in, in the event of an 
absence. 

Bailey said she’s “ready 
for a new challenge” and 
that she plans to eventually 
create a database that would 
make accessing informa- 
tion easier for school nurses 
across the city. “I know that 
as a school nurse down at 
Snug Harbor, I did things my 
way,” she said. “You don’t 
want to reinvent the wheel.

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You just want to share the 
information which we do all 
the time but I think probably 
the thing is to access that 
information [through a data- 
base] would be a lot easier.” 

“If I wanted to do some- 
thing that the nurse up at 
Clifford Marshall had done 
on wellness, I would be able 
to just access her informa- 
tion.” 

Working with children, 
particularly students, is more 
rewarding because of the 
long-term bonds formed be- 
tween practitioners and their 
patients that aren’t possible 
in a hospital setting where a 
person can be admitted one 
day and discharged the next, 
she said. “When you work 
on a surgical unit, those 
patients are in and out... 
whereas liere, you get to ac- 
tually see them through pre- 
school, kindergarten; some 
of them you might know for 
SiX Or seven years.” 

After caring for thou- 
sands of children in Quincy, 
Bailey said she never forgets 
their names. 

“I remember names 
more than I do faces and 
then when I see a student 
I remember his name and 
then I see them and I say 
‘oh my gosh’ because you 
remember them as seven or 
eight-years-old, not 17 or 
18-years-old.”

The 35th annual Pan- 
Mass Challenge (PMC), a 
two-day, 190-mile fundrais- 
ing bike ride that takes par- 
ticipants from Sturbridge to 
Provincetown, took place 
Aug. 2-3. Over 5,700 riders 
participated and 3,000 vol- 
unteers oversaw the event 
which collected money to 
benefit cancer research for 
the Jimmy Fund at the Da- 
na-Farber Cancer Institute. 

Bay Saldron, a lifelong 


cy Fire: 3 Jepartment, has par- 
ticipated in 10 PMC rides 
and was among 28 Quincy 
residents pedaling in the 
event this year. 

Along with Quincy resi- 
dent Tracy Cristiani, who is 
the wife of Quincy Fire De- 
partment veteran and can- 
cer survivor John Cristiani, 
Waldron completed the ride 
through rain and unseason- 
ably chilly temperatures. “It 
was wet and it was cold, but 
it is still an incredible week- 
end,” he said. 

In 1989, at 18-years-old, 
Waldron participated in his 
first PMC. After riding in 6 
of the’7 following rides, he 
formed Team CHUCKLE 
(Cycling Helps Us Cure 
Kids’ LivEs) with high 
school friend Rob Brennan 
in 2010. Team CHUCKLE 
ranges from four to 37 rid- 
ers annually and has raised 
over $400,000 to date.

Baseball is played at a 
leisurely pace. It allows 
empty patches of time for 
conversation. Much of the 
conversation at games in the 
city this summer was about 


Quincy High’s football 
team. The talk was full of 
great expectations. 


Coach Bill Reardon has 
wise words of caution. 

“They were having the 
same conversations at base- 
ball games in Duxbury, 
Hingham and Plymouth. 
And the expectations are 
just as high,” he said. 

Quincy returns a veteran 
team from last year’s club 
which went 7-4 and lost 
three games by one point. 
There is explosive skill at 
quarterback and _ tailback. 
There are seasoned veter- 
ans on both sides of the ball 
who know well how to play 
in big games. 

“Our overall experience 
is probably our biggest 
strength,”. said Reardon. 
“We have a lot of seniors 
who played full-time as ju- 
niors. The whole secondary 
is back and we have experi- 
ence on the offensive line.” 

However, there are issues 
to be settled. Matt Hines and 
Matt Kozlowski, who were 
both two-way starters on 
the line for two years, have 
graduated. The Presidents 
lost their leading tackler in 
Dan Guarente.

Only Bergonzi 
returns. 

“We have to replace our 
outside linebackers,” said 
Reardon. 

The main reason for all 
the happy talk about this 
team is that fans love skilled 
players, players who run and 
throw and catch the football. 
Quincy has two of the best 
in senior quarterback James 
Lam and junior tailback Jah- 
vae Handsom-Fields. 

Lam was an all-league 
player at quarterback as a 
junior. He is a frightening 
dual threat who can score by 
throwing or running from 
any point in the field. He 
ran for 16 touchdowns and 
threw for five last year. He 
ran for 1024 yards and threw 
for 1700 yards. 

He can throw the ball 60 
yards and drop it on a dime. 
When he runs, he runs, not 
like a quarterback, but like 
a tailback. He moves in. the 
open field like someone who 
was born to run the ball. 
Take a look at list of all the 


high school football teams 
in the state. Lam could start 
at running back for three- 
quarters of them. 

This will be his third 
season as a full-time start- 
er. When Quincy plays the 
Duxburys, Hinghams, and 
Plymouth Norths, Lam will 
bring not only skill, he will 
bring wisdom and experi- 
ence. 

“If there is one position 
you want stability, it’s at 
quarterback. James gives us 
that,” said Reardon. 

Despite sharing the tail- 
back touches with Alexandre 
as a sophomore, Handsom- 
Fields ran for 943 yards and 
12 touchdowns. In a three- 
game stretch when Alex- 
andre was hurt, Handsom- 
Fields ran for 195, 229 and 
177 yards. 

He brought back a kick- 
off for a touchdown against 
Braintree. He brought a 
punt back for a touchdown 
against Whitman-Hanson. If 
he breaks through a crease 
in the open field, he is gone. 
Forget it. The race is over. 
He also plays in the second- 
ary and is one of Quincy’s 
best defensive players, 

“It’s going to be a chal- 
lenge as a coach to monitor 
his playing time and make 
sure he gets enough rest,” 
said Reardon. 

Kenny Garcia and Tyrian 
Leonard will also see spot 
duty at tailback. Aramani 
Cardoso and Garrett Cronin 
are in the mix to replace 
Chase who did a terrific job 
blocking out of the fullback 
slot last year. 

Senior J.T. Bain, Lam’s 
favorite receiver last year, 
returns as a wideout. Reda 
Laftih will also see action at 
receiver. Guards Steve Sco- 
laro and William Young re- 
turn. Mike Munroe is a vet- 
eran at center and Abraham 
Hoti is a proven performer 
at tackle. 

“We need to find a tack- 
le and a tight end. We also 
have to replace Rob Munroe 
who did a good job at wide 
receiver for us last year,” 
said Reardon. 

The strength of the de- 
fense will be in the second- 
ary, which in a league that 
loves to throw, is just where 
it should--be.Cardoso and 
Handsom-Fields are ex- 
ceptional at corner. Ryan 
Turpin, Garcia and Laftih all 
have experience at safety.

Interior Decorating Tips 
With Barbara Graceffa 


Dear Secretary of the In- 
terior: 

From my small foyer 
(approximately 6’x6’), 
there is a step up into the 
kitchen and, if I do not 
warn my guests, many 
trip. Any suggestions for 
emphasizing the differ- 
ence in the floor heights? 
Priyanka 

Dear Priyanka, 

You mean you don’t want 
to put down black and yellow 
diagonal tape on the kitchen 
floor? As I have mentioned 
before, your eyes notice 
where colors stop and start. 
Since it is a smaller space, 
you could install new floor- 
ing in the foyer—perhaps the 
same pattern of the material 
you use in the kitchen but a 
different color or the same 
color with a different coor- 
dinating pattern. 

If you have woodwork 
surrounding a door frame as 
you move into the kitchen, 
try stenciling something 
on the woodwork near the 
floor level with maybe two 
or three repeats of the pat- 
tern or get a sheet of those 
very popular and inexpen- 
sive rub-on wall stickers 
from the craft store and do 
the same. 

One more idea, if they 
do not interfere with a door 
opening or a person’s physi- 
cal passage into each area, 
consider adding one or 
two large urns of flowers 
or something similar in the 
kitchen on one or both sides 
of the entrance space to 
draw your eyes toward the 
floor, and thus, to the differ- 
ent floor heights. 

I’m getting ready to sell 
my house and I see a lot of 
HGTV shows where some-

one comes in with new fur- 
niture to “stage” the home 
for sale. It is possible to 
stage it with my own be- 
longings? Edwin 

Dear Edwin, 

Absolutely, I do it for 
my clients all the time. It 
typically means taking out 
excess furniture and de- 
personalizing your décor. 
Should you move before 
your house sells (and don’t 
want to pay for a profes- 
sional gtager to bring in fur- 
niture), I suggest you leave 
pictures of each staged room 
and/or a detailed floor plan 
drawn to scale of where you 
placed your furnishings be- 
cause most potential buy- 
ers cannot envision their 
own furniture placement in 
an empty room. One more 
reason to do this—an empty 
room actually looks smaller 
than a furnished one.

Hang Curtains With Ease 


Q: The windows in my new apartment have curtain 
brackets installed on either side of all the windows, but they 
are either warped or broken. I’m not very confident that I 
can put up new brackets. Any tips? -- Sarah, via email 


A: Sure. Tip one: don’t be nervous about placing new 
brackets. Tip two: measure twice, cut (or drill) once. 

Putting up outside-mounted curtains can seem difficult, 
but it’s a great home-improvement project for beginners that 
can boost confidence while making your apartment consid- 
erably more awesome. 

You’ll need a few simple tools: a tape measure (one of 
the big locking ones is ideal) and a level (very inexpensive, 
but indispensible for getting the brackets set up in line). Buy 
a corded power drill, or borrow one from a friend, along 
with a set of drill bits. And keep one flat-head and one Phil- 
lips-head screwdriver on hand, too. You’ll also need a small 
ladder or stepladder to work safely. 

Measure the height that the curtains must reach. If you 
want floor-length curtains, measure from the floor to the top 
of the window molding (the wooden “frame” around the 
window opening). Add about 4-6 inches to that measure- 
ment to get the correct height of curtains you need. (Most 
ready-made curtains come in standard sizes, with 84 inches 
the norm for floor-length.) 

Measure the width of the window from one side of the 
molding to the other. 

Next, buy new brackets and curtain rods (and curtains, 
if you don’t have them already). The rods should be long 
enough to extend 3-6 inches past the window on each side. 
The brackets need to be tough enough to hold up heavy cur- 
tains (that’s part of the reason why your old brackets are

partially torn out of the wall). You also may want to buy 
plastic wall anchors; bracket screws go through these to bet- 
ter hold the brackets in place. 

Really long curtain rods often come with an additional 
bracket placed at the center of the rod to keep it from warp- 
ing downward. Take the hint and install this center bracket 
if it’s included. 

To set up the new brackets, measure and mark a point 
6 inches above the window molding and another one 3-6 
inches past the molding, on both sides of the window. Use 
the level to ensure that the points are in line with each other. 
Make sure the new brackets aren’t placed in the same spot 
as the old ones. 

Place the new bracket so the top part touches the outer 
mark you just made. Use a pencil and mark the drill holes 
for the bracket. Do the same on the other side. Re-measure 
and level the two points. Then, pre-drill guide holes for the 
bracket, using a drill bit one size smaller than the bracket’s 
screws. 

Hold the bracket in place over the pre-drilled holes, and 
place the screws, using the screwdriver to hand-tighten. If 
using a screw anchor, screw that into the wall first, then hold 
the bracket in place and thread the screw into the plastic 
anchor. (The anchor will pop open on the backside of the 
wallboard.) 

Double-check the placement of the second bracket one 
last time, then screw it into the wall. If a center bracket is 
needed, add that as well. 

Now, all that’s left is to put the curtains onto the rod, and 
lift the rod into place on the brackets. An easy task! 

HOME TIP: Floor-length curtains should just touch the 
floor or crease slightly; shorter curtains should reach at least 
6 inches below the window frame.

Gutro, Croall Seek Update

Two councillors intro- 
duced a resolution at Tues- 
day night’s meeting seeking 
an update on the Quincy 
Housing Authority in .the 
wake of state and federal 
reports that identified wide- 
spread maintence and finan- 
cial problems at the agency.

Department of Housing and 
Community Development 
(DHCD) to come before the 
council. A DHCD report is- 
sued this spring found nu- 
merous maintenance prob- 
lems in QHA properties; the 


state agency eventually took 
over maintenance operations 
for the housing authority af- 
ter the report’s release. 

In a phone interview 
prior to Tuesday’s meeting, 
which occurred after The 
Sun went to press, Gutro 
said he wants DHCD rep- 
resentatives to explain why 
the state decided to take 
over maintence operations 


and what steps DHCD feels 

the housing authority needs 

to take moving forward. 
“One [piece] is to hear 


from the state relative to the ~ 


nature of the report relative 
to the unsafe, unsanitary 
conditions and the impetus 
to take over maintenance, 
actions they’ve taken to

61,285 Registered 
Voters In Quincy

More than 3,000 names 
were added to Quincy’s 
voter rolls over the past cal- 
endar year, bringing the new 
total of registered voters in 
the city to 61,285. 

Nearly half of the reg- 
istered voters in the city 
— 30,381 — are unenrolled. 
Those voters are eligible 
to cast ballots in either the 
Democratic or Republican 
primary Tuesday. Demo- 
crats continue to outnum- 
ber Republicans in Quincy, 
24,956 to 5,581. Some 369 
voters are enrolled in 15 
other parties, including 187 
registered Libertarians and 
96 residents enrolled in the 
Green Rainbow Party. 

At the end of August 
2013, 58,008 people were 
registered to vote in Quincy. 
At the time, 28,589 voters 
were unenrolled and there

were 23,782 Democrats and 
5,285 Republicans in the 
city. Some 352 residents 
were enrolled in third par- 
ties then. 

Ward 4 continues to have 
the most registered voters 
of the city’s six wards, with 
a total of 11,079 registered 
to vote in Tuesday’s prima- 
ry. Ward 1 has. the second 
most registered voters with 
10,648, followed by Ward 
6 with 10,148, Ward 5 with 
9,981, Ward 2 with 9,809, 
and Ward 3 with 9,620. 

As of Aug. 28 of last 
year, there were 10,418 
registered voters in Ward 
4; 10,104 in Ward 1; 9,663 
in Ward 6; 9,482 in Ward 5; 
9,226 in Ward 2; and 9,115 
in Ward 3. 

The. deadline to register 
to vote in the Nov. 4 general. 
election is Oct. 15 at 8 p.m.

Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 
garet Laforest filed two

are required to purchase 
flood insurance if their 
building is in a flood plain. 
The city submitted its 
appeal of the new maps on 
June 10, and FEMA had 90 
days to approve the appeal, 
deny it, or seek additional 
information. Prior to Tues- 
day’s meeting, Laforest said 
FEMA sought additional 
* information from the city. 
She expects Woodward & 
Curran Senior Vice Presi- 
dent Joseph D. Shea to pro- 
vide an update on the appeal 
within the coming weeks. 


“Woodward & Curran 
does have an update for the 
council,” Laforest told The 
Sun. “We'll be scheduling it 
for late September.” 

The flood map resolution 
was co-sponsored by Coun- 
cillors Kevin Coughlin, 
Brian Palmucci, and Doug 
Gutro.

A five-man appointing council was scheduled to select 
the 11 board members.

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Squantum Man Agrees To Stop 


By KRIS-KALABOKAS 
A Squantum man has 
agreed to stop running a 
transient lodging facility out 
of his home following an 
appeal held last Thursday in 
front of Public Health Com- 
missioner Andrew Scheele. 
Roughly 40 Squantum 
residents attended the meet- 
ing in the Kennedy Cen- 
ter which houses the city’s 
health department, said Di- 
rector of Health Services 
Jay Duca. While the meet- 
ing was open to the public, 
those in attendance were not 
allowed to speak in favor 
of or against the bed-and- 
breakfast operation. 
Richard Cope, who used 
the lodging website airbnb. 
com to advertise vacancies, 
was issued a $500 fine July 
17 following his first of- 
fense. He continued to rent 
out rooms in his home de- 
spite increasing fines and 
pressure to cease operations 
from city officials which re- 
sulted in an additional fine 
of $1,000 in August. 
According to Duca, Cope 
had had no lodgers after be- 
ng slapped with his second 


fine. 

Two building code tick- 
ets — one for $200 and one 
for $500 — were dismissed 
after Cope agreed to cease 
and desist. Duca said he is 
also considering dismissing 
a $300 zoning ticket that is 
being appealed in district 
court. 

Running a transient lodg- 
ing facility in a residential 
district is a use violation and 
failing to change occupancy 
is a building code violation 
said Duca. 

According to the airbnb. 


com listing, which was taken 


down shortly after authori- 
ties were made aware of the 
operation, Cope was renting 
out rooms at $150 per night 
with a two night minimum 
stay for travelers. The list- 
ing indicated that the home 
could sleep six people. 

August and September 
were almost completely 
booked before the listing 
was removed. 

The hearing brought at- 
tention to the issue of per- 
mitting bed and breakfast 
facilities in Quincy accord-

ing to Duca who said he was 
neither for or against the 
idea. 

“There was good discus- 
sion about whether Quincy 
should allow B&Bs,” he 
said. “[This bed and break- 
fast] certainly brought it to 
light. It should be discussed 
by [Mayor Thomas Koch] 
and the City Council.” 

Authorities will not visit 
Cope’s home anytime soon 
since it is likely neighbors 
will tip off officials to any 
suspicious activity said 
Duca. 

“Mr. - Cope’s bank ac- 
count was the only ben- 
eficiary of his operation,” 
said Ward 6 City Council- 
lor Brian McNamee who is 
opposed to having transient 
lodging facilities in residen- 
tial neighborhoods. “It was 
a very selfish act.” 

McNamee went on that 
Cope’s actions were “done 
so with a total disregard for 
his neighbors” who moved 
into their Squantum neigh- 
borhood to avoid traffic and 
a constant flow of unfamil- 
iar faces.

kill,” has been eliminated 
from building plans. “The 
[original] architect really 
overkilled it so we’ve nar- 
rowed it down now on the 
flashing. We’re just going to 
go with urethane,” he said.

He described the instal- 
lation of copper flashing 
as unnecessary, much like 
“wearing a belt and sus- 
penders.”

School Solar Panels Seen 
Reducing Energy Costs

The installation of solar 
panels on top of several of 
Quincy’s public schools is 
well underway, according 
to Quincy Energy Man- 
ager Shelly Dein, who said 
she predicts the arrays will 
greatly cut down on energy 
costs over the city’s 20-year 
contract period with solar 
power provider SolarCity. 

“What the solar roof will 
do is generate electricity 
any day there’s any kind of 
sunshine,” she told School 
Committee members at a 
Facilities and Security Sub- 
committee meeting Aug. 
27. “It doesn’t have to be 
a warm day. There just has 
to be some sunshine. It will 
significantly, I think, reduce 
the electricity charges over 
the next 20 years.” 

Construction of the ar- 
rays is almost complete at 
the Wollaston Elementary 
School, the Della Chiesa 
Early Childhood Center, 
and significant progress 
has been made at the Clif- 
ford Marshall Elementary 
School. 

North Quincy -High 
School, Snug Harbor El- 
ementary School ,-.Lincoln- 
Hancock Community 
School, Central Middle 


School, Squantum Elemen- 
tary School, Quincy High 
School, and the Bernazanni 
Elementary School began 
installing the arrays in Au- 
gust. 

Construction will most 
likely begin at the F.W. 
Parker Elementary School, 
Atlantic Middle School, and 
Broad Meadows Middle 
School in early September. 

The Montclair “School 
will begin. the - installa- 
tions between October and 
December. The Atherton 
Hough Elementary School 
and Point Webster Middle 
School will start construc- 
tion in either November or 
December. 

The Beechwood Knoll 
and Merrymount Elemen- 
tary Schools will not begin 
installing the panels until 
some time in 2015. 

Dein said the projects 
usually take four to five 
weeks to complete. 

Once all of the panels are 
installed, they will generate 
roughly 1,781.360 kilowatts 
of energy per hour. 

Under the 20-year con- 
tract, the city: will pay Solar- 
City a 9.6 cent per hour rate 
for energy as opposed to its 
current rate which can reach 
12 to 13 cents per hour.

SolarCity is placing the 
panels on the schools and 
nine of the city’s municipal 
buildings free of charge. 

“In exchange, what the 
city~ will get and what the 
school department will get 
is basically discounted elec- 
tricity at a fixed price for the 
next 20 years,” said Dein. 
She could not estimate the 
total amount in savings the 
city would see due to ris- 
ing electricity costs and the 
unpredictability of future 
power consumption. 

The panels are remov- 
able and can be disconnect- 
ed from their racking system 
for storage if necessary. 

The installation of the 
panels is part of a citywide 
initiative to reduce munici- 
pal energy consumption by 
20 percent following Quin- 
cy’s designation by the state 
as a “Green Community” in 
June of 2012. Through the 
program, Quincy is quali- 
fied for grants to finance en- 
ergy efficiency and renew- 
able energy projects. So far, 
the city has been awarded a 
grant of $370,325 to fund 

the installation of energy ef- 
ficient LED streetli ghts. 

The Beechwood Knoll 
and Merrymount schools 
must complete roof mainte- 
nance or replacement some- 
time next year before instal- 
lation can begin. 

“Tt is an old roof and it 
was not suitable to put the 
panels on because of its 
age,” said Director of the 
Public Buildings Depart- 
ment Gary Cunniff of the 
Beechwood Knoll School.

“We know that John Han- 
cock and his wife Dorothy 
Quincy Hancock, who later 
became the first, First Lady 
of Massachusetts, both rode 
in this vehicle,” she said. 

Conservators began their 
work by meticulously and 
laboriously removing a layer 
of black paint covering the 


outside body of the chariot 
with cotton swabs, revealing 


_.its original tan color. 


“They went through a tre- 
mendous amount of effort to 
explore the color scheme,” 
said Robinson. 

The paint was most likely 
applied in Maine in the early 
1800s in an effort to cover 
the numerous shields on its 
sides. “The thought was per- 
haps not so much to make a 
statement but it might have 
had something to do with 
the shields and not wanting 
to look presumptuous,” she 
said, noting that the shields 
were generic and decora- 
tive, and did not symbolize 
anything of importance to 
John Hancock. 

Following the removal 
of the black paint, conserva- 
tors carefully touched up the 
shields by. hand to restore 
their vibrancy. 

The inside of the char- 
iot was refitted with beige 
broadcloth, a heavy materi- 
al historically made of wool, 
as the original cloth had been 


eaten away by moths. The 
interior’s decorative embel- 
lishments remained stable, 
escaping deterioration, and 
were carefully removed and 
sown back into place on the 
new broadcloth. 

The interior seat, which 
was not original to the 
chariot, was in such poor 
condition that it could not 
be restored. It was instead 
completely removed and re- 
placed. 

The exterior driver’s seat 
and footrest were not sal- 
vageable. The seat remains 
safely in storage. 

“(The seat] is in tertible 
shape and it wasn’t worth 
trying to restore,” said Rob- ~ 
inson. “And it was new,19th 
century and didn’t date back 
to the 18th century.” 

The chariot’s leather top 
was replaced as were glass 
panes in its doors, front, and 
rear.

What To Do When Squirrels Set Up Residence In Attic

This Is A Hammer 
By SAMANTHA MAZZOTTA 

Q: While putting some 
stuff in the attic, I heard 
some scratching and squeak- 
ing sounds. I know we don’t 
have mice in the house, but 
I couldn’t see any nests or 
fur around the attic. Sitting 
outside the next day though, 
I saw a squirrel climb under 
the eaves and disappear. Do 
you think I have a squirrel 
infestation? How do I get 
rid of them? -- Wigged Out 
in Washington 


A: You may very well 
have a squirrel infestation. 
Like other rodents, squirrels 
can damage insulation and 
electrical wiring, so getting 
rid of them is a priority. 

Take a closer look at your 
home’s eaves and soffits to 
find out all the points of 
entry. It’s likely that some 
small damage occurred un- 
derneath the eaves, and the 
squirrels exploited it. They 
will still be using this new 
“front door” they created. 


and hunt for nests or other 
signs of squirrels. Nests of- 
ten are built using insulation 
-- sometimes in the insula- 
tion -- along the outer edges 
of the attic. Also, locate the 
entry point and other points 
of entry and mark them with 
chalk or tape. 

Block up all entry points 
except one. 

From this point, you 
have a choice to make: Do 
you want to trap and release 


the squirrels, or do you want 
to kill them? If it’s the latter, 
you can place poison bait for 
rodents (including squirrels) 
near entry points and nests, 
or use kill traps. 

If that’s not your thing, 
purchase a live trap with a 
one-way door. Set it in the 
attic at the one remaining 
entry point. Do this at mid- 
day, when the squirrels are 
more likely to be out look- 
ing for food. If you’re not

sure that they’re outside, set 
a live trap near the nesting 
spot, with a little bait inside 
(like peanut butter). Once 
trapped, take the squirrel(s) 
to a new area, away from 
other houses but not too far 
from their original roaming 
area. 

Once done, block the 
remaining entry point and 


then repair all damaged ar- 
eas. Additionally, have an 
electrician go over the attic 
wiring to make sure it hasn’t 
been damaged. 

HOME TIP: Don’t 
block attic vents to prevent 
squirrel infestation; instead, 
install a sturdy mesh cover 
to keep rodents out while al- 
lowing crucial airflow in.

The property at 22 Hunt St. 
was purchased for $425,000, 
according ‘to the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds. 


The city paid $480,000 
for 38-40 Hunt St. and 
$450,000 for 125 Newbury 
Ave. According to the city 
assessor’s online database, 
22 Hunt St. has an assessed 
value of $276,800, 38-40 
Hunt St. has an assessed 
value of $354,900, and 125 
Newbury Ave. is assessed at 
$288,700. ; 
Before purchasing the 
properties, the city had 
them appraised and also of- 


fered to pay the homeown- 


ers to have an expert review 
the appraisal. On Tuesday, 
City Solicitor Jim Timmins 
said the closing price for 
the homes was within the 
amount budgeted by the city 
based off those appraisals. 

“We had appraisals 
done and worked off those 
to build a budget,” he ex- 
plained. “We discussed that 
very openly with the hom- 
eowners.” 

A relocation consultant

mary for governor, Baker 
— a former CEO of Harvard 
Vanguard Medical Associ- 
ates - bested Mark Fisher 
of Shrewsbury. Baker, his 
party’s nominee in the 2010 
governor’s race, received 
1,399 votes in Quincy. Fish- 
er polled 464 votes. 

Quincy appeared in step 
with other state-wide results 
Tuesday in an election that 
drew a disappointing 16% 
voter turnout here. Only one 
of the city’s 30 precincts 
reached 30 percent turn- 
out. That was Ward 6 Pre- 
cinct 5 in Squantum. where 
733 voters or 30.92 percent 
cast ballots. Second highest 
turnout occurred in Ward 1 
Precinct 4 — upper Houghs 
Neck — with 494 voters or 
25 percent turnout. 

Rounding out the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial ticket 
will be Stephen J. Kerrigan

~ School Ability Test

Quincy Public School stu- 
dents will no longer be tak- 
ing the Otis-Lennon School 
Ability Test (OLSAT) which 
assesses abstract thinking 
and the reasoning ability of 
those in grades K-12, nor the 
Group Reading Assessment 
and; Diagnostic. Evaluation 
(GRADE) .,which measures 
the developmental skills of 
students PreK-12. 

Instead, two national as- 
sessments will be reintro- 
duced to the school calendar: 
The National Assessment 
of Educational Progress 
- (NAEP) for seniors at North 
Quincy High School, and 
the Trends in International 
Mathematics and Science 
Study (TIMSS) for seniors 
at Quincy High School and 
grade 8 students at Central 
Middle School. 

The NAEP is scheduled 
for January 28, 2015. Senior 
students taking mathemat- 
ics, reading, or science will 
be randomly selected to take 
the technology-based exam 


on Microsoft Surface Pro 
tablets. 

“As a district...we are 
required to participate in the 
National Assessment of Ed- 
ucational Progress, which is 
the NAEP,” said Director of 
Assessment and Analysis for 
School and Extended Day 
Programs Mary Fredrickson 
at the Sept. 3 meeting of the 
School Committee. 

The TIMSS occurs gen- 
erally every four years. 
Classrooms at Central Mid- 
dle School will be selected 
at random to take mathemat- 
ics and science assessments 
on April 17, 2015. Quincy 
High School will participate 
in the Advanced TIMSS, 
which will be administered 
to grade 12 students at ran- 
dom who are taking calcu- 
lus, advanced physics, or 
both.

Council OKs $1.1M In Appropriations 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council unani- 
mously appropriated more 
than $1.1 for two public 
works project when it re- 
turned from its summer re- 
cess. 

The larger of the two 
appropriations — $648,600 
— will go towards repav- 
ing Rice Road and is being 
tapped from the city’s wa- 
ter and sewer stabilization 
funds. The repaving of Rice 
Road follows years of work 
on the street — National Grid 
installed a new gas main 
and the city paid for new 
water and sewer mains. The 
sewer project, the last of the 
major projects, was slated 
for completion on Sept. 5, 
according to city engineer 
Shawn Hardy. 

“The contractor is wrap- 
ping up. They did, I think, 
the last sewer service. to- 
day,” Hardy said at the coun- 
cil’s Sept. 2 meeting. “They 
intend to be substantially 
complete by Friday (Sept. 
5) for the sewer portion of 
the work.” 

The Rice Road projects 
began in 2011 when the gas 
and water mains were re- 
placed. The Department of 
Public Works hopes to com- 
plete repaving the road by 
the end of this year’s con- 
struction season. 

“The intent is to have the 


roadway done and buttoned 
up by the end of the con- 
struction season and be out 
of there,” Hardy said. 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Kirsten Hughes, who rep- 
resents the neighborhood 
around Rice Road, urged 
her colleagues to approve 
the money for repaving. 

“This is something this 
neighborhood has _ been 
looking forward to and deal- 
ing with for several years 
now,” Hughes said. “Get- 
ting this money is extremely 
important.” 

Councillor Doug Gutro 


_questioned the use of- wa- 


ter and sewer stabilization 
funds to pay for the resurfac- 
ing, instead of using Chapter 
90 money the state doles out 
for street work annually. He 
asked Janet Petkun, an as- 
sistant city solicitor, wheth- 
er or not using the water and 
sewer stabilization funds for 
the paving was legally per- 
missible. 

Petkun said it was legal 
— Mayor Thomas Koch had 
already vetted the use of the 
funds with City Solicitor 
Jim Timmons. 

“Tt is something the may- 
or vetted Jim Timmins,” Pet- 
kun said. “Jim did research 
it and he also contacted the 
Division of Local Services 
on it and got clearance for 
it. Because the underlying 


project was the sewer and 
water, they said that this 
fund could be used for the 
repaving.” 

Hardy added the city .al- 
ways intended to use the 
water and sewer funds to 
pay for the roadwork. 

“The intent was to use 
water and sewer stabiliza- 
tion,” he said. “Before we 
started planning we asked 
‘could we do that?’ It’s a 
way to maximize and a way 
to get things done.” 

In a second vote, the 
council allocated $460,600 
— charged to the sewer re- 
habilitation fund — for the 
design of needed upgrades 
to the Quincy Point pump 
station. The current pump 
station, Hardy explained, is 
nearing the end of its useful 
life. 

“The Quincy Point pump 
station is our largest pump 
station. Over the last few 
years we’ve done regular 
maintenance on it. Simi- 
lar to Fort Square, which is 
now under construction, it’s 
getting close to being at the 


end of its useful life,” Hardy 
said. 

“We evaluated the Quin- 
cy Point pump station as 
well as the substantial force 
main from there that pumps 
it up to the high level sewer. 
Fortunately the force main 
was in a little better shape 
than we thought, but unfor- 
tunately the -pump station 


was worse than we thought. ~ 


“This appropriation is to 
have a design put in place 
so we can go to bid and con- 
struct repairs and rehabilita- 
tion to this pump station.” 

The city hopes to receive 
state funds to cover the cost 
of the repairs. That work 
could begin as soon as next 
summer. 

“They’re trying to fast 
track it. We did apply for 
money through the state for 
construction — hopefully 
that could happen as early 
as next summer,” Hardy 
said. “We’re trying to hit 
two paths at the same time — 
asking for an outside spend- 
ing source to fund the con- 
struction as well as getting 
the designs.”

War of 1812.

for rope makers of all skill 
levels. He will provide 
step-by-step _ instruction; 
participants will twist fibers 
into rope and take home a 
length of rope and a piece of 
history. 

The War of 1812 saw the 
rise of the “privateeer.” A 
privateer was a private per- 
son or ship authorized by 
the government by letters 
of marque to attack foreign 
vessels during wartime. 
Privateering was a way of 
‘mobilizing armed ships and 
sailors without having to 
spend treasury resources or 
commit naval officers. 

They were of great 
benefit to a smaller naval 
power or one facing an en- 
emy dependent on trade: 
they disrupted commerce 
and pressured the enemy to 
deploy warships to protect 


merchant trade against com- 
merce raiders. The cost was 
borne by investors hoping 
to profit from prize money 
earned from captured cargo 
and vessels. The proceeds 
would be distributed among 
the privateer’s investors, of- 
ficers, and crew. 

Privateering on the high 
seas ended, for the most 
part, with the end of the War 
of 1812. The war officially 
ended on Christmas Eve, 
1814, when John Quincy 
Adams signed the Treaty of 
Ghent, bringing the War of 
1812 and the heyday of the 
privateer to an end. 

The program is free and 
open to the public. Kids and 
families are encouraged to 
attend.

in the afternoon,” City Clerk 
Joseph Shea said. 

Mr. Draicchio earned 
the moniker “The Dancing 
Cop” for his unique, em- 
phatic mannerisms he used 
while directing traffic at the 
intérsection. He also assist- 
ed countless schoolchildren 
as they crossed the intersec- 
tion on their way to or from 
three schools nearby — the 
Pollard, Point Junior High, 
and St. Joseph’s Schools. 

“Every young person in 
Quincy Point knew him for 
years and years,” Shea said. 

The intersection was 
named the “William P. Dra- 
icchio Square” in October 
2001; signs with that name 
and the city, state, and U.S. 
Marine Corps seals mark 
the intersection to this day. 
Nearly 200 family and 
friends of Mr. Draicchio at- 
tended the dedication. 

“Bill Draicchio is what 
this nation is all about,” 
then-Mayor James Sheets 
said during the 2001 cer- 
emony. 

After his retirement from 
the Police Department, Mr. 
Draicchio went to work at 
City Hall. He began working 
in the Election Department 
under then-City Clerk John 
Gillis. Mr. Draicchio and 


Gillis were lifelong friends 
who grew up in Quincy 
Point together, Shea noted. 

“He and John Gillis went 
to grammar school together, 
went to junior high together, 
went to high school together 
and then joined the Marines 
together,” Shea said. 

Shea began his tenure 
as city clerk as 1991. Dur- 
ing that time, Mr. Draicchio 
served as the registrar of 
voters and remained active 
at City Hall until January of 
this year. 

“I’d been working with 
him all the way from 1991 
until now,” Shea said. “Bill 
had been very involved in 
running the elections and 
doing outreach to different 
constituencies — he knew 
the city from his time as a 
police officer.” 

“He was a gatekeeper and 
an aide to the city clerk,” 
Shea added. “He was a ter- 
rific guy, a loyal guy and a 
real Quincy person.” 

Mr. Draicchio earned 
another nickname, “Candy 
Man,” during his tenure at 
City Hall. He kept dozens 
of jars of candy stocked 
for visitors — children, resi- 
dents, and department heads 
all would stop by to grab 
some.

Links leading to kinder- 
garten, grade 6, and high 
school enrollment were cre- 
ated as a way to manage the 
anticipated high volume of 
requests. “We usually have 
the most traffic at those en- 
try levels,” she said. 

Grades 1-5 and 7-8 were 


. grouped together as less re- 


quests are seen there. 

Of the 139 requests, 41 
were for kindergarten and 
17 were for grades 1-5. At 
the middle school level, 46 
requests were received with 
the majority applying for 
grade 6 acceptance. At the 
high school level there were 
33 requests. 

“At the high school level 
we ask people that are in- 
terested in Quincy High 
School to specify whether 
they are in one of the ca- 
reer and technical education 
programs. That actually is 
a criteria for enrollment in 
Quincy High School,” said 
Owens. 

Elementary and middle 
school applicants could list 
three school options, in or- 
der of preference. 

All of the information 
submitted was gathered and 
exported to a Microsoft Ex- 
cel spreadsheet. “We have 
exact times down to the sec- 
ond that peoples’ requests 
came in,” she said. Because 
applicants are placed on a 
waiting list based on the 
order in which they send in 
their requests, keeping track 
of time so carefully stream- 
lines the process. 

Everything went smooth- 
ly aside from a handful of 
people who sent in identi- 
cal requests twice. “It really 
went well,” said Owens. 

The online forms also 
allow applicants to specify 
whether they are applying 
because a child’s sibling is 
already enrolled in a desired 
school. Those with siblings 
already enrolled are given 


preference for the target 
school. 

“Under school commit- 
tee policy, siblings have top 
priority,” she said. 

Applicants are notified 
immediately after clicking 
the “submit” button at the 
bottom of their electronic 
registration form that their 
application has been suc- 
cessfully transmitted. 

Owens said that plans are 
in place to inform parents 
and guardians of the number 
of sibling-based applications 
received in confirmation 
emails sent our 24 hours fol- 
lowing a submission. 

Central Middle School, 
she said, already has a pro- 
jection of 16 siblings for 
the next school year and at 
the elementary level there 
are typically 3-5 siblings 
yearly. 

Open enrollment is 
granted on a space-available 
basis dependent on a school 
building’s capacity in the 
upcoming - year and near 
future according to district 
policy which is posted on 
the QPS website. 

Owens said typically 300 
requests are submitted in to- 
tal and that she anticipates 
200 more to be sent in over 
the the school year. 

Committee member Anne 
Mahoney, while pleased 
with the web-based system, 
took issue with when letters 
notifying parents or guard- 
ians as to whether their 
child was accepted to their 
preferred school were being 
sent out. 

The letters go out in mid- 
July. 

“We should be capable 

- of projecting open enroll- 
ment earlier in the year so 
that we’re able to tell people 
before school ends,” said 
Mahoney. “We should be 
able to give that enrollment 
projection in March, April, 
May, and be able to have 
people know before.” 


“This time last year, I 
stood in a long line outside 
of the NAGE Building,” 
said father of three daugh- 
ters Andrew Mauriello, who 
decided with his wife to buy 
a home in Quincy in 2010 
to “take advantage of plac- 
ing our child in the school 
of our choice because of the 
long-standing —_ availability 
of open enrollment.” While 
his family was lucky, oth- 
ers were left panic-stricken 
when their children were not 
accepted into their preferred 
school. 

“Imagine the disappoint- 
ment when families, who 
had camped out overnight 
in the front of the line, were 
informed a month before 
starting school that they had 
to make contingency plans,” 
he said. “This sent many 
families scrambling to get 
their children into private 
schools and, I’d imagine in 
some cases, to move out of 
the city.” 

Mahoney said that con- 
fusing language in letters 
sent to parents implied that 
only siblings of currently 
enrolled students would be 
considered for open enroll- 
ment and that it “created a 
real disruption in trust.” 

“Part of the big prob- 
lem we had was that letters 
came out to parents on a 
July 1 time frame suggest- 
ing only siblings,” she said. 
“We need to do our work 
on our side to be able to 
communicate this to people 
and to come up with better 
processes to really put it in 
black and white.” 

While the online enroll- 
ment was “a giant step for- 
ward,” said Mahoney, more 
discussion on open enroll- 
ment policies needed to take 
place during School Com- 
mittee and subcommittee 
meetings to keep the public 
informed and to maintain 
trust and transparency in the 
selection process.

expected by the end of the 
week. A purchase and sale 
agreement with another 
homeowner should also be 
signed this week. City of- 
ficials, Timmins said, have 
spoken to the remaining two 
homeowners and their at- 
torneys, but no agreements 
have been reached. 

“Seven of the nine have 
agreements,” Timmins said. 
“The two others, we've 
talked with their attorneys 
but have no agreements at 
this point.” as 

The solicitor remains op- 
timistic the city will be able 
to reach agreements with the 
remaining two homeowners 
and avoid having to take 
them through eminent do- 
main. 

“T don’t think it will come 
to that,” Timmins said. 

City Council approval 


is required before eminent 
domain proceedings could 
begin. If that process were 
used, the council’s authori- 
zation would include a pur- 
chase price. The homeowner 
could either accept that fig- 
ure or take the city to court, 
Timmins explained. 

The city plans to purchase 
and raze the nine homes as 
part of a $12 million proj- 
ect to renovate Teel Field. 
The project calls for adding 
grandstands with seating for 
600 to the field, the instal- 
lation of a new synthetic 
playing surface, and a new 
sound system, lighting, and 
concession stands. 

Once the renovations are 
completed, the field could 
accommodate North Quincy 
High’s soccer and lacrosse 
games; the school’s junior 
varsity football team may 
play there as well. Youth 


leagues would also have a 
chance to use the field. 

The parking lot, to be 
located on Hunt Street op- 
posite the high school, will 
be designed to accommo- 
date 157 vehicles, provid- 
ing a net gain of 127 spaces. 
Retaining ponds would also 
be created within the proj- 
ect site to alleviate flooding 
concerns. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
has said he would use the 
proceeds from the sale of 
the former Central Middle 
School to offset the cost of 
purchasing the nine homes. 
The city has reached the 
agreement to sell the build- 
ing for $3 million. Officials 
are also probing the feasibil- 
ity of using hotel/motel tax 
receipts and the water and 
sewer rehabilitation fund to 
offset the project’s cost.

Quincy’s Up For Grabs 


t didn’t take long for Quincy to take center stage in the 
governor’s race. 

One week after capturing the Republi- 
can gubernatorial nomination in the Sept. 
Sth state primary, Charlie Baker returned 
to the City of Presidents Tuesday and re- 
ceived a public endorsement by Mayor 
Thomas Koch. The announcement came 
on the heels of a visit to Quincy and a tour 
of the downtown by Koch last Friday. 

The mayor’s endorsement is news for 
several reasons. First, Koch is a registered Democrat and 
despite being elected in non-partisan city elections, a mayor 
who crosses the aisle to back a gubernatorial candidate from 
another party is noteworthy. In the primary, Koch supported 
Steve Grossman who won Quincy by 879 votes but lost 
statewide to Democratic nominee Martha 
Coakley. 

Koch, as mayor, is the city’s highest 
profiled elected official who will have 
to work with whomever is sworn in as 
governor in January. There may be other 
Democrats who will cross party lines to 
back Baker but they will be city council- 
lors or school committee members. 

Of course, endorsements may not 
wield as much influence as they once did. Consider Warren 
Tolman, the defeated Democratic primary candidate for at- 
torney general whose endorsement list read like the phone 
book topped by Gov. Deval Patrick and Boston Mayor Mar- 
ty Walsh. Perhaps Oprah Winfrey could have helped put 
Tolman over the top. 

However, on a larger scale, Koch’s endorsement of 
Baker underscores how important Quincy is perceived by 
candidates for statewide office - especially Republicans. 
The city — which has more registered unenrolled voters and 
Democrats are-a close second - has essentially become a 
bellwether. 

How Quincy goes, so goes Massachusetts. 

Republican Scott Brown won Quincy and the special U.S. 
senate race in 2010. Patrick captured the city and the gov- 
ernor’s office in 2006 and 2010. And Elizabeth Warren. won 
here in unseating Brown for a full Senate term in 2012. 

“Quincy is sort of like Ohio in Presidential elections,” 
said former city councillor, state treasurer and gubernato- 
rial candidate Tim Cahill. “I don’t think there’s any question 
that every consultant in every race in this year’s election 
cycle will be looking first or second at Quincy because it’s 
a Democratic city that generally votes the person. Who they 
feel is the best person for the seat. 

“If it goes Republican, I think that spells trouble for 
Democrats” in November, Cahill added. 

A Quincy win Nov. 4 for Baker could be the differ- 
ence in a tight governor’s race with Coakley. Quincy is the 
eighth populous city in Massachusetts and the biggest vot- 
ing block in the South Shore — and one of the largest in the 
Bay State. 

Putting Quincy in the win column would go a long way 
towards a statewide victory for Baker or Coakley Nov. 4. 

Which brings us to Coakley. 

She won the Democratic primary but lost Quincy. Some 
political observers note Grossman did a lot of work lining 
up support here and that may have been the difference in 
Tuesday’s primary. 

But is there another concern for Coakley and her quest 
for Quincy? 

We call it the Cahill Factor. 

Tuesday’s primary was the first election for Coakley 
since she prosecuted Cahill and two of his aides a few years 
ago. The Cahill trial ended in a hung jury (some say the state 
treasurer was one or two jurors short from a full acquittal). 
One aide was acquitted at trial and all charges were dropped 
against the other. 

Those who know Tim and his aides haven’t forgotten 
about those cases and the anguish it. caused their families. 
Some have indicated that they showed their loyalty by cast- 
ing an anti-Coakley vote in the primary. At least one Quincy 
caller I heard on Boston talk radio after the primary said he 
purposefully took a Democratic ballot and voted for Gross- 
man — and not Coakley — to show support for Cahill and the 
others. 

Does Cahill think-Coakley’s actions have turned some

voters off here? 

“I think it had some but I can’t say for sure. I don’t know 
how people genuinely feel and whether or not it’s transfer- 
able,” Cahill said in a recent interview. “I think people have 
been tremendously supportive of me and my wife, Tina, es- 
pecially when we went through it and since so I hear noth- 
ing but good things. 

“IT don’t always hear good things about (Coakley) in 
my presence but it would be too much to speculate that it’s 
transferable. 

“T guess we’ll see in November,” he added. 

Before last Tuesday, Coakley had fared quite well in 
Quincy at the ballot box. 

Running unopposed for AG in the 2010 state primary, 
Coakley received 7,835 votes here (96.36 percent). Turnout 
was 28.43 percent or 15,499 votes. 

In the 2010 final election, Coakley polled 19,985 votes or 
66 percent. Her Republican challenger — James McKenna — 
received 10,234 votes or 33.82 percent. Turnout was 57.22 
percent or 31,603 voters. 

But last Tuesday, Coakley captured only 2,885 votes or 
35.88 percent. Grossman garnered 3,764 votes or 46.81 per- 
cent and Don Berwick was third with 1,349 votes. Turnout 
was low — only 10,111 voters or 16.60 percent. 

Did Coakley lose Quincy or did Grossman win Quincy? 

“T think it’s a combination of the two,” Cahill said. “I 
think Steve worked hard in Quincy. He practically became 
a resident of Quincy based on the number of times I saw 
him here. 

“He was heavily involved in the school building author- 
ity that we started back in 2004. That generates a lot of good 
will when you are building new schools and helping com- 
munities help themselves.” 

Since Grossman became treasurer, Quincy has built one 
middle school — Central — and is moving ahead with a sec- 
ond — a new Sterling. 

What is the key to win Quincy Nov. 4"? 

Cahill thinks it’s the candidate who best addresses eco- 
nomic development and issues affecting the middle class 
like taxes and student loans. 

“I think people are concerned about the downtown — 
who’s going to help. They’re concerned about taxes. Quincy. 
is a middle class community. Who’s going to talk about stu- 
dent loans? That’s an issue that affects every parent who has 
kids — not just in Quincy but everywhere in the state. It’s a 
huge issue that nobody seems to be talking about but as a 
parent I think that’s a huge thing. 

“It’s a ticking time bomb going forward both nationally 
and here. 

“T think Quincy cares about a lot of things middle class 
communities care about. So who’s speaking about jobs, 
who’s going to help (the Koch) administration solve the 
downtown issue, which again is about jobs and economic 
development. It’s a great opportunity for the city. 

“Whomever can be the best partner, that’s who the city 
will support.” 

But in the end, Quincy may not determine the governor’s 
race, 

. Itcould be the three other candidates who are on the bal- 
lot with Coakley and Baker. There are two independents and 
the third represents the United Independent Party. 

Cahill says the independent vote — which will probably 
be miniscule percentage-wise — could be the real X-factor. 
He drew a parallel with the 2002 race between Democrat 
Shannon O’Brien and Republican Mitt Romney. 

“There were two independents on the ballot and they 
gamered five percent of the vote. In this case, it came from 
Shannon O’Brien’s vote. Romney won the election with only 
50 percent of the vote. I don’t see Baker getting more than 
50 percent of the vote if he were to be successful. There’s 
just not that many Republicans out there. 

“The question is: where does the five percent come from? 
That’s probably where it will be. It will probably be 50 to 
45 percent. Will it be Baker at 50 percent or Coakley at 50 
percent? 


“The difference in 2002 is that the indapendeats were - 


women. In this case, (the other candidates) are men. I don’t 
know if that’s why Shannon O’Brien lost. She was favored 
to win and was way up in the polls with a few weeks to go 
and it just turned. Romney was able to pull out the vote: 

“Independents made the deciding difference for Romney. 
As much as independents don’t tend to vote for indepen- 
dents, they will decide this election,” he said.

Slice the cabbage in half then in quar- 
ters. Now slice very thinly and combine 
with other ingredients except for dressing 
ingredients. Whisk together dressing ingre- 
dients in a small bowl and dress the veggies 
to taste.

Cont’d From Page 3 
phase, they are not equity 
partners,” said Johnson, who 
clarified that since Avalon- 
Bay purchased the land fol- 
lowing the abandonment of 
plans by the original devel- 
oper, the current application 
is considered new. 

Edward Fleming, repre- 
senting attorney for Avalon- 
Bay, described the company 
as “a national real-estate in- 
vestment trust which owns 


and operates __ real-estate 
communities throughout the 
country.” 


“What we envision is 
young professionals as a 
strong demographic market 
here in the Quincy market,” 
said Development Director 
for AvalonBay Communi- 
ties Lars Unhjem. “Also a 
strong market for...more 
and more empty nesters.” 

He added that “snow- 
birds” who leave Massa- 
chusetts during the colder 
months were a target de- 
mographic as they continue 
to pay rent, even during the 
months they are absent. 

The first phase of con- 
struction for the HighPoint 
Apartments, made up of 520 
units on 75-acres, was com- 
pleted in 2006. 

“Our proposal is to try 
and advance what was origi- 
nally the second phase of the 
HighPoint development,” he 
said. 

Structural foundations 
already exist for four of the 
buildings with utilities in- 
cluding water, gas, and sew- 
er drainage in place. A fifth 
foundation still needs to be 
created. 

Three of the buildings 
will be six-stories of wood 
framework over a podium 
of covered parking while 
the remaining two will be 
five-stories with surface 
parking. 

All parking areas were 
installed by the prior devel- 
oper, creating a preexisting 
structure for expansion by 
AvalonBay. 

“That’s sort of the frame- 
work we step into with this 
project which is a partially 
started and neglected space,” 
said Unhjem. 

Plans call for 561 sur- 
face parking spots’and 117 
under-building spots. 

Pulling some spaces off 
of the surface will allow for 
the expansion of landscap- 
ing elements such as foot- 
paths and benches. 

Developers have also 
taken into consideration the

need to accommodate rent- 
ers’ bikes. 

“In the three buildings 
that have the integral vehicle 
parking under the building, 
there will also be covered 
bike parking,” said Unhjem. 


“Otherwise, there are bike 


racks distributed throughout 
the site.” 

It has not yet been deter- 
mined whether the parcel 
will be open to nonresidents 
but future plans may include 
a dog park for public use. 

Resident amenities, 
which developers called 
“the real heart of the proj- 
ect,” will include an outdoor 
pool, internal fitness center, 
club room, outdoor kitchen, 
barbecue area, and possibly 
a dog run to create a secure, 
yet open outdoor area for 
pets to play. 

Over 2,000 new plant- 
ings, shrubs, and flowers 
will be introduced. “Orie of 
our big objectives is to try 
and eliminate this feel of an 
endless sea of surface park- 
ing and really try and make 
it feel more lush, more resi- 
dential, more friendly,” said 
Unhjem. 

The addition of tree is- 
lands will also. soften the 
aesthetic of the area. 

“A large percentage of 
the project is devoted to 
open space,” said Architect 
Edward Bradford of The Ar- 
chitectural Team, Inc. 

Of the units, 46 are pro- 
posed to be studios while 
158 will be one bedroom 
and 194 will be two bed- 
rooms. 

The existing woods on 
the north end of the site 
will provide a natural buf- 
fer between AvalonBay and 
abutters. The gateway to the 


property will be on Quarry 
Street. 

Snow removal plans call 
for excessive amounts of 
snow to be moved to a large, 
grassy, open space for long 
term storage. Smaller snow 
amounts will be pushed off 
to the sides of parking areas 
and walkways. Snow will 
not need to be hauled off- 
site. 

Unhjem estimated rents 
would be comparable to 
what is currently being 
charged at the HighPoint 
Apartments: $1,800 to 
$2,000 for a studio, $2,000 


to $2,200 for a one-bedroom . 


unit, and unspecified, higher 
prices for two-bedroom and 
more desirable corner units 
which are made up of more 
glass, larger balconies, and 
views of the Boston skyline 
and Boston harbor. 

“I would love to know 
what the rents would be and 
that’s our biggest guessing 
game,” he said. 

“One of the major issues 
for growth in the region is 
the availability of afford- 
able housing,” said Planning 
Board Chairman William 
Geary.

Koch said this was his 
first time endorsing a Re- 
publican, but noted he previ- 
ously voted for Ronald Rea- 
gan at one point.

But 
I vote the person and I think 
Charlie Baker — his creden- 
tials, his leadership abilities, 
and his management style 
will go a long way moving 
the Commonwealth  for- 
ward,” Koch said. 

“If I lose a few people 
along the way, I guess 
there’s not much I can do 
about that.” 

Baker is opposed in the 
Nov. 4th election by Dem- 
ocratic Attorney General 
Martha Coakley and three 
independents. In an emailed 
statement, Coakley cam- 
paign press secretary Bon- 
nie McGilpin accused Koch 
of basing his endorsement 
on the attorney general’s 
decision to prosecute for- 
mer state Treasurer Timothy 
Cahill — a Quincy Democrat 
— and two of Cahill’s top ad- 
visors in 2012. 

“Martha Coakley pros- 
ecuted Tim Cahill, a big 
supporter of Mayor Koch, 
for campaign finance viola- 
tions, so it’s no surprise to 
see Koch stand with Charlie 


Baker,” McGilpin stated. 

“Sometimes when you 
take on the tough fights like 
Martha has, the establish- 
ment gets upset.” 

Koch refuted that state- 
ment Tuesday, saying the 
election is about the future. 

“Absolutely not,” the 
mayor replied when asked if 
the case played into his de- 
cision to endorse Baker. 

“T will say I know Tim 
Cahill, I know Al Grazioso, 
and I know Scott Campbell. 
They are outstanding mem- 
bers of the community. They 
are great husbands. They 
are great fathers. I call them 
friends and I’m proud to say 
that. But this is about the fu- 
ture of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, not about 
Martha Coakley’s cases in 
the past. This is about Char- 
lie Baker leading our Com- 
monwealth.” 

After their meeting Sept. 
12, Koch, Baker and Poli- 
to toured Quincy Center. 
Along the 30-minute tour, 
the mayor took Baker inside 
old City Hall — currently un- 
dergoing renovations. The 
two also viewed the Mer- 
chants Row project site and 
the Hancock Parking area, 
where Koch highlighted the 
Quincy Farmers Market and 
the Hannon Parkway. The 
tour ended inside the Bank 
of America branch at 1400 
Hancock St., where Baker 
snapped photographs of the 
elaborate paintings inside 
the bank. 

After the tour, Baker said 
Koch had chosen the cor- 
rect path for redeveloping 
Quincy Center by pursuing 
a mixed-use development. 
He also spoke favorably 
about the plan to create a 
new park between City Hall 
and the United First Parish 
Church.

“We honor this memorial 
bench which symbolizes our 
support, strength, and com- 
passion we, as a commu- 
nity and state, have for our 
animals in the Common- 
wealth,” said Ayers. “From 
this incident, we received a 
tremendous amount of sup- 
port that led to the passage 
of a new law in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachu- 
setts...that prevents animal 
abuse.” 

“The fact of the matter 
was that the previous law 
in Massachusetts was not 
strong enough to protect our 
animals and we had some 
of the weakest laws in the 
nation,” he said. “We now 
have some of the strongest 
laws in the nation.” 

Funds for the memorial 
bench were raised by: the 
Quincy Animal Shelter and 
a gofundme page which 
showed individual dona- 


tions of $5 to $500. 
Ward 3 Councillor Kevin 
Coughlin touchingly _ re- 


called to the audience— 
while barely holding back 
tears — growing up with his 
beloved pet. “I grew up in 
the 50s and 60s not too far 
from here, and I had a Box- 
er when I was a child. Her 
name was Duchess and it 
was the quintessential story 
of a boy and his dog. And so 
one day, when I came home 
from school, my mom told 
me that Duchess was gone.” 

Following the blessing of 
the bench performed by Fa- 
ther Robert Carr, O’Meara 
along with other event orga- 
nizers closed the ceremony 
by lighting candles and 
singing “In the Arms of an 
Angel” by Sarah McLachlan 
in Puppy Doe’s memory.

“In terms of some of the 
basic functions of these so- 
called VIP rooms, there will 
be a large, regulation bil- 
liards table,” Choi noted. 

“There will be some 
lounge seating for people 
participating in private par- 
ties. There will be multiple 
flat screen televisions. There 
will be media equipment 
in terms of sound systems 
and speakers. There will be 
tables for food to be served, 
and beverages. There will 
also be universal access re- 
strooms. 

“It’s a pretty user-friend- 
ly facility.”

Also planned on_ the 
ground floor are smaller pri- 
vate rooms — with no billiard 
tables or private bathrooms 
— and a café that could be 
accessed from the street. Ac- 
cording to Choi, the larger 
rooms would have capacity 
for 25 people and the small- 
er rooms would fit 17 or 18. 
Overall, he said the building 
would accommodate several 
hundred patrons at a time, 
though the actual figure is 
not yet known. 

Rob Fleming, an attorney 
representing Lin through the 
application process, said the 
new venue would be target- 
ed at all age groups. 

“Tao is incorporating 
these things because a lot 
of different generations can 
enjoy these things. This is 
a concept that is going to 
work for families,” Fleming 
said, comparing it to a Dave 
and Buster’s, a chain res- 
taurant that offers full food 
service and games, as well 
as alcohol. 

“Tt will include a full al- 
cohol bar as well — that’s for 
the other generation, young- 
er professionals.” 

The building sits in the 
Quincy Center zoning dis- 
trict, meaning approval from 
the Planning Board is neces- 
sary before renovations take 
place. This means, accord- 
ing to Fleming, the city will 
pay close attention to the 
proposal. 

“This particular prop- 
erty is within a relatively 
new district — the Quincy 
Center zoning district,” he 
explained. So we’re under 
a lot of guidelines. We’re 
under a lot of city oversight. 
The city will have a lot of 
oversight on the aesthetics — 
the exterior = as well.” 

Fleming anticipates a 
formal proposal being sub- 


- mitted to the city in six or 


eight weeks, which would 
kick off the review process. 

Mark Urrea, a senior ar- 
chitect at Populous, said the 
exterior design has yet to be 
finalized. The firm is work- 
ing off of three concepts 
— one that primarily uses 
wood on the exterior, an- 
other using mostly masonry, 
and one featuring mainly 
metal. 

“Right now we are at the 
stage where we are explor- 
ing the possibilities of play- 
ing our part in revitalizing 
downtown Quincy. To that 
end, we’ve prepared three 
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different options of different 
directions we could take,” 
Urrea explained. 

“Each of these repre- 
sents a very different way of 
thinking about how we can 
break down the street face 
and make it more accessible 
— make it more visually ap- 
pealing — and mark this cor- 
ner (the facade of the build- 
ing facing Hannon Parkway) 
as a very important corner in 
the urban landscape. 

“And also make sure 
we're contributing to the 
street life by introducing 
more glass on the ground 
floor.” 

One point of contention 
several residents spoke about 
at the community meeting 
is the parking lot that sits 
on top of 150 Parkingway, 
which has space for approxi- 
mately 40 vehicles. The roof 
lot is only accessible via 
Hancock Court, a street that 
includes several residential 
buildings. In order to miti- 
gate concerns about patrons 
leaving the venue at night’s 
end and driving on Hancock 
Court, Fleming said the roof 
lot might be made available 


only for valet parking. 
“We discussed with 
Councillor Croall poten- 


tially [having] a mandated 
valet,” Fleming said. “A va- 
let where employees of this 
new establishment would 
have to retrieve vehicles 
from the roof top, bring 
them down, and people 
would exit there.” 

Another resident voiced 
his concern over the amount 
of noise that could emanate 
from the building. In re- 
sponse, Choi said the build- 
-g’s concrete structure, 
which he said was strong 
enough to “take on a Sher- 
man tank,” and high quality 
glass windows would pre- 
vent noise pollution. 

“The glass we’re using is 
a pretty high-end storefront/ 
curtain wall that is used for 
corporate office buildings. 
The noise containment, 
as well as the thermal re- 
sistance, is extremely, ex- 
tremely high,” Choi said. 

“In terms of noise con- 
tainment, the building is 
built for World War III. In 
terms of the glass, it will 
contain the noise levels. 
It won’t bother the neigh- 
bors.”

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On Friday, September 5, 2014, at approximately 11:30 p.m., 
Community Police Officers Sean Glennon, Matt Miller, Greg 
Mar, Tim Simmons and Roger White were all assigned to the 
Mound Street Beach area of Quincy Point due to an increase 
in calls from area residents about public order offenses (public 
consumption of alcohol, drug offenses and disorderly behav- 
ior)-as well as youths drinking and congregating in the Mound 
Street Beach/Hanlon Field area. 

Officers Glennon and Simmons were dressed in plain clothes 
operating an unmarked police vehicle. The other officers were 
on bicycles. At this time, after checking out a suspicious car 
in the parking area to Mound Street Beach/Hanlon Field, an- 
other vehicle entered the lot. The driver was in violation of a 
city ordinance which prohibits persons or vehicles from being 
in city parks, beaches or playgrounds one hour after sunset un- 
til one hour prior to sunrise. The vehicle also had a defective 
headlight. 

As the vehicle entered the lot, Officer White motioned for 
the vehicle to stop. Officer White made contact with the op- 
erator and requested a license and registration to which the op- 
erator replied, “I don’t have one because it’s after 8:00 p.m.”

Of- 
ficer Miller read the driver his 
Miranda warnings which he 
stated he understood. Officer 
White asked the driver to open 
the trunk which he did. Officers 
Mar and Glennon retrieved a 
backpack from the trunk which 
held a vacuum sealed bag of 
marijuana. 

The driver was placed in 
handcuffs by Officers Simmons 
and Miller. Officer Miller took out the driver’s license from the 
driver’s wallet and discovered a folded up $5 bill in front of the 
driver’s license. Officer Miller opened the bill and discovered a 
white powder that he immediately recognized as cocaine.

There are so many exceptions in the contract, making it difficult 
to collect on a repair. Many of these companies have horrific 
records with the Better Business Bureau and the chances of re- 
couping your losses are bleak. This is not to be confused with 
the manufacturer’s extended warranty, which may cost more 
than the third party offer, but at least you know that the dealer- 
ship is local and there is someone there to work with. If you 
are still considering a third party offer, as always, “Google” the 
company and put the word, “scam” after it — and then make 
your decision.

August Real Estate Activity ‘Flat’ In Norfolk County 
Sales Volume Up 1%; Recorded Deeds Down 11% 


Real estate activity in 
Norfolk County for the 
month of August, 2014 was 
flat with small growth in real 
estate sales volume offset by 
continuing challenges faced 
by the mortgage industry, 
reports Register of Deeds 
William O’ Donnell. 

O’Donnell said one 
bright spot last month was 
the average sales price for 


commercial and residential 
property stood at $608,535, 
a healthy 13 percent increase 
year over year. He expressed 
continued confidence that 
the worst of the real estate 
slump has been surmounted 
and real estate activity, par- 
ticularly in Norfolk County, 
would continue to show 
signs of improvement.

For Fallen FF 
John Austin

Fallen Quincy firefighter 
John T. Austin was honored, 
along with over 160 other 
firefighters who have lost 
their lives over the last year 
in the line of duty, during the 
International Association of 
Fire Fighters (IAFF) Fallen 
Fire Fighter Memorial Ser- 
vice which took place Sat- 
urday in Colorado Springs, 
Colorado. 

Capt. John Gillan, along 
with about ten members of 
the Quincy Fire Department, 
arrived in Colorado Springs 
last Wednesday to begin pre- 
paring for the service which 
honors firefighters and 
emergency medical person- 
nel throughout the U.S. and 
Canada who have lost their 
lives in the line of duty or as 
a result of illnesses — such 
as cancer — caused by the 
hazardous conditions they 
face while on the job. 

A total of 168 names 
were etched onto the black 
granite of the Wall of Honor 
for this year’s ceremony, 
joining the names of those 
lost going back to 1976. 

Austin’s mother Lillian 
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‘Name Added To Firefighters 
-Memorial In Colorado Springs 


Austin went out to Colorado 
on Wednesday along with 
her husband John, daughter 
Jane, and several other fam- 
ily members for the somber 
ceremony. 

The 37-year-old, 11-year 
veteran of the Quincy Fire 
Department suffered a fatal 
heart attack while at Engine 
5 as he prepared to respond 
to a call July 8, 2013. 

He left behind his then 
2-year-old son John “John- 
John” W. Austin. 

“I was very proud of 
him,” said Lillian who es- 
timated that 5,000 fam- 
ily members and firefighters 
were at the event. 

Gillan said the ceremo- 
ny began at 1 p.m. follow- 
ing a firefighter motorcycle 
procession. Afterwards, an 
Honor Guard of 500 men 
and women played the bag- 
pipes and drums. 

The names of the fallen 
were then read aloud, each 
followed by the ringing of 
a bell. 

He said this was the 
first time the Quincy Fire 
Department, along with its

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oe Brill — to put it mildly - is one lucky guy. 

In June 2012, Joe shattered one of his vertebra after 
falling 15 feet from a ladder. While he was hospitalized, 
doctors found small spots of cancer in one of his kidneys. 
After he healed from his broken back, he was operated on 
to remove the spots. But that routine procedure became 
major surgery when surgeons discovered his entire left 
kidney was full of cancer and removed it. 

“If I hadn’t fallen off that ladder, I probably would 
have had three months to live,” he says. 

Joe, 59, a lifelong Quincy resident, made a full recov- 
ery and returned to work at the State Lottery in January, 
2013. 

Brill, considered the city’s baseball ambassador and 
one of the biggest Red Sox fans you’ll ever find, has at- 
tended hundreds of games since he was four or five years 
old. 

One of those games was the Red Sox - New York Yan- 
kees match-up at Fenway on Sept. 15, 2013. It was Yan- 
kees’ future Hall of Fame reliever Mariano Rivera’s last 
appearance in Boston before retiring from the game. 

Joe settled into his field box seat accompanied by the 
daughter of one of his classmates at Quincy High School. 
Her mother had passed away recently and wanted to go 
to a game at Fenway. One of her girlfriends also joined 
them. 

Five minutes after taking his seat, Joe keeled over. 
Medical personnel were alerted and soon they were on 
scene. One man attempted the Heimlich maneuver be- 
cause they thought he was choking. Or perhaps it was a 
seizure. 

EMTs from Beth Israel Deaconess Hospital who are 
located at the ball park to respond to any medical emer- 
gency for every game found Joe in cardiac arrest. In the 
ambulance, they broke his ribs doing CPR and shocked 
him with a defibrillator. No response. A tube was inserted 
down his windpipe and air pumped into his lungs in a 
desperate attempt to resuscitate him as he was rushed to 
the hospital. 

After 30 minutes without a heart beat — clinically de- 
ceased — Joe’s heart started beating again. He was placed 
on life support and induced into a medical coma for eight 
days. 

Joe’s heart attack soon circled the city and beyond. 
His family updated his Facebook page and asked for 
continued prayers. Hundreds gathered at a Mass at Most 
Blessed Sacrament Church in a show of spiritual strength 
for Joe and the Brill family. 

Weeks later — after making a full recovery — Joe read 
all the comments on his Facebook page. The prayers and 
words of concern overwhelmed him. 

“I read the postings beginning with the day that I had 
my heart attack and over the next eight days and I was in 
tears. I thought ‘this poor bastard is gong to die.’ 

“Then I realized this is me.” 

Doctors discovered Joe was born with a birth detect 
that narrowed two veins going to his heart. A stint was 
inserted in his main heart artery. Doctors told his family 
he would need a heart transplant. But Joe defied the odds 
and within weeks made a full recovery — without the need 
for a transplant. 

He was back again at Fenway Park Oct. 30 when the 
Red Sox clinched their third World Series title in nine 
years defeating the Cardinals in six games. He rode along 
in one of the famous Duck Boats in the rolling rally that 
has come to symbolize and celebrate Boston sports cham- 
pionships. 

Doctors have been hard pressed to pin point how Joe 
recovered so quickly and completely. He’s heard the 
word miracle a few times. 

But Joe and others close to him believe he has guard- 
ian angels watching over him. 

His beloved brothers, John and Bob. , 

John Brill died in a tragic motorcycle accident on Wol- 
laston Beach Sept. 4, 1982. 

Bob Brill died 31 years ago today — Sept. 25, 1983 — 
after losing a courageous bout with cancer. Bob was a

Negative Reaction 
To So. Quincy T Station 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Members of a team examining the environmental impact 
of a proposed South Quincy MBTA station received a dis- 
tinctly negative reaction from a group of local residents dur- 
ing a public workshop. 

About 100 people attended the meeting, 15 of whom 
spoke out. All who did speak at that meeting voice strong, 
and occasionally passionate, disapproval of the proposed 
project. 

“T’ll do everything in my power to keep this station from 
being built,” said Robert A. Cerasoli, Democratic candidate 
for state rep. in the First Norfolk District. He pointed out he 
had obtained enough signatures for a referendum so voters 
from several districts in Quincy and Weymouth could ex- 
press their approval or disapproval in November. 

Rep. Joseph E. Brett said he backed the expansion of rap- 
id transit, but suggested a new station be built at the dump 
site in South Braintree and not in South Quincy. 

“We don’t need a terminal station a half-mile from Quin- 
cy Center,” he said. 

After Jack Leary - an MBTA spokesman and project 
manager for the South Quincy study — said there was no 
plan to put a terminal station in South Quincy, Brett suggest- 
ed a platform station — without the proposed 1 ,800-vehicle 
lot — could be built, if future need showed it was necessary. 

The primary function of the station, which would include 
access ramps: to Routes 3 and 128, would be to serve com- 
muters from Quincy and other South Shore communities. 
The environmental impact analysis being conducted by en- 
gineer firm Parsons, Brinkerhoff, Quade and Douglas was 
to determine the impacts on both the physical and social 
aspects of the area and to decide what kind of station, if any, 
should be built. 

“If we find a bad impact is indicated, we will try to de- 
velop means to minimize these impacts,” Robert Joseph, the 
firm’s project manager, said. 

SHEETS: DISTRIBUTE AGENDA AT MEETINGS 

In an effort to make City Council meetings more mean- 
ingful to audience members, Ward 4 Councillor James A. 
Sheets wants to distribute agenda copies before each meet- 
ing. 

Sheets planned to introduce a resolution at an upcoming 
meeting requesting the distribution of agendas. 

Noting council meetings may sometimes “appear cut and 
dried” to the listener in the audience, Sheets indicated that, 
with agenda in hand, the observer would experience more 
“educational and positive exposure” to the workings of city 
government. 

Sheets said the purpose of the resolution was two-fold: 
Making council meetings more meaningful to regular at- 
tendees and encourage others to attend. 

“One reason why people don’t attend the meetings regu- 
larly is because they don’t have a good understanding of 
what is happening,” Sheets explained. “They need a road 
map to follow where we are going.” 

Sheets was optimistic his colleagues would approve the 
distribution of agendas. 

“I see no reason why they shouldn’t pass it,” he said. 
“After all, it is the people’s city and they should know what 
is going on.”

1 medium onion (finely chopped)

cheese 


salt and pepper 

1 egg sightly beaten 

2 tablespoons sweet relish 

1 small pepper, diced (optional 

Mix the ketchup and relish together if 
you prefer this kind of seasoning. It can be 
mixed when the beef is added to the recipe. 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 

In a large bowl, combine the onion, Rice 
Krispies, cheese and egg and mix together.

Transfer onto a baking pan and shape 
like a log.

Pizza Omelet

I don’t know anyone who does not like 
pizza. LOVE is more like it. Here is a fun 
and healthy recipe that could be served for 
any meal along with a salad. 

An estimated 94 % of Americans eat piz- 
za regularly and the average American eats 
about 46 slices per year, with more than 3 
billion pizzas sold per year. A funny sta- 
tistic is that 36% of people consider pizza 
to be the “perfect breakfast.” So here I am 
with my pizza omelet for you to try. The 
crust on this pizza is made with eggs which 
is a healthy twist and makes a great break- 
fast. 

PIZZA OMELET 

¢ 2 organic eggs, whisked. with sea salt 
and pepper to taste along with a tablespoon 
of parmesan OR pecorino romano (made 
from sheep’s milk) and 4 teaspoon garlic 
powder 

¢ 1 tablespoon or so of olive oil to heat 


in the pan 

¢ 2 tablespoons minced onion 

¢ 2 tablespoons of minced red pepper (or 
mushrooms) 

¢ % teaspoon dried basil 

¢ 4 teaspoon dried oregano 

¢ 3 tablespoons or so of tomato sauce, or 
spaghetti sauce that is warmed 

Coat a small skillet with olive oil and 
heat until very hot on medium heat. NOT 
high. Add herbs and onion/pepper/mush- 
room combo. Cook until fragrant. Now 
increase heat a bit and add in egg mixture. 

Cook as you would a regular omelet by 
not disturbing it for about 30 seconds, then 
using your spatula lift edges of omelet up to 
allow the runny egg to go under and cook. 
Keep doing this until it is firm enough to flip 
over. Flip and cook a bit more until done 
and slide onto plate. Top with warm tomato 
sauce and serve with a little extra parmesan 
or romano cheese if you like. ENJOY!!!

New Legislation Gives 
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Flaherty Confirmed 


Quincy College Greater Autonomy 


New legislation signed 
into effect by Gov. Deval 
Patrick will provide Quincy 
College — the only munici- 
pally-owned college in the 
Bay State — with greater au- 
tonomy. 

The legislation, known as 
‘An Act Relative to Quincy 
College,’ was championed 
by Sen. John Keenan and 
Reps. Ron Mariano, Bruce 
Ayers, and Tackey Chan. 
The legislation gives Quin- 


cy College greater inde-- 


pendence and flexibility. It 
allows the college to retain 
national accreditation. 
Specifically, the act gives 
the college more authority 
to control its finances, own 
and operate auxiliary enter- 
prises, oversee collective 
bargaining, and exempts the 


college from the city control - 


of purchasing. 
Additionally, it allows 
two board of governors 
members to be residents of 
Plymouth County. Nearly 
one-quarter of all Quincy 
College students are from 
Plymouth County, and the 
college has a campus in 
Plymouth. The legislation 
also removes restrictions 


that prevent governors from 
serving a full second term if 
they were appointed to fill 
out an unexpired term. 

In a statement touting the 
legislation, Mayor Thomas 
Koch said the bill would al- 
low Quincy College to con- 
tinue its growth. The mayor 
also thanked the Beacon 
Hill delegation and college 
president Peter Tsaffaras for 
their work in getting the bill 
passed. 

“The legislation is an- 
other major step forward 
for Quincy College that will 
provide it the flexibility it 
needs to continue to grow as 
one of the pre-eminent com- 
munity colleges in the Com- 
monwealth,” Koch said. 

“It is a great testament to 
the leadership and hard work 
of President Tsaffaras, Sen. 
Keenan, Leader Mariano, 
and Reps. Chan and Ayers.” 

In addition to the legisla- 
tion relative to the college, a 
second piece of legislation 
will benefit the school’s stu- 
dents. 

A major economic de- 
velopment bill was also 
debated and passed by the 
legislature in the final days 


of its session. It includes the 
establishment of a “‘stack- 
able credentials” program to 
help students advance their 
education through work- 
force training and appren- 
ticeships while attending an 
institution of higher educa- 
tion. The program is de- 
signed to help lead students 
to a degree or industry spe- 
cific skills certification, and 
is offered at public higher 
education institutions in the 
Commonwealth. 

Because Quincy College 
is a municipally-owned col- 
lege, and historically has 
been denied access to such 
state programs and funds, 
Keenan filed an amendment 
to the bill to secure Quincy 
College’s full access to this 
program, thus ensuring equal 
footing for the College and 
opening up resources that 
would otherwise have been 
made available only to state 
schools. 

Keenan’s amendment 
was adopted in the Senate, 
and was included in the fi- 
nal legislation the governor 
signed earlier this summer. 

“Participation in this 
economic development bill 


with our state funded public 
higher education partners 
allows Quincy College to 
provide opportunities to our 
students that would not oth- 
erwise be available to the 
College acting alone,” Tsaf- 
faras said in a statement. 

“We are grateful to Sen. 
Keenan for sponsoring this 
amendment and to the leg- 
islative delegation for their 
continued support of the 
College and its mission, 
which is to provide access 
to affordable higher educa- 
tion.” 

Keenan added: “For the 
past 50 years, Quincy Col- 
lege has been providing 
students from Quincy and 
the South Shore region with 
first-rate education and pro- 
fessional opportunities, and I 
was proud to join with Pres- 
ident Tsaffaras, Mayor Koch 
and my House colleagues to 
ensure that the college has 
the resources and opportu- 
nities it needs to continue to 
do so. These laws will go a 
long way in allowing Quin- 
cy College to continue on 
its path of offering excellent 
education to our community 
and beyond.” 
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relationship,” Flaherty said. 

“You can rest assured 
you have my trust that I 
will do everything that I 
can to improve the quality 
of life for residents of the 
Quincy Housing Authority.

into a real positive experi- 
ence,” Croall said. “I trust 
that your institutional wis- 
dom will certainly help the 
authority. Best of luck and 
we look forward to working 
with you.” 

Flaherty said he looked 
forward to the challenge. 

“I do not accept this po- 
sition lightly — I understand 
that it’s a difficult undertak- 
ing,” he said. “We have our 
work cut out for us but I look 
forward to the challenge.

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Housing Authority Making Progress, More Time Needed 


Correcting Unsafe, Unsanitary Living Conditions

The Quincy Housing Au- 
thority has made significant 
progress in correcting un- 
safe and unsanitary living 
conditions discovered by 
state officials in March but 
still needs several months 
to complete inspections and 
repairs in four housing au- 
thority properties according 
to a Department of Housing 
and Community Develop- 
ment (DHCD) official. 

Director of Facilities 
Management for the DHCD 
James Marathas presented 
an update on the status of in- 
spections and repairs at last 
Wednesday’s meeting of the 
housing authority. 

“Over the last six or sev- 
en months...DHCD have 
parachuted into the Quincy 
Housing Authority and with 
their assistance and with 
the really, really hard work 
by the people that are in 
the maintenance depart- 


ment, we have really recti- 
fied hundreds and hundreds 
of problems that existed in 
Quincy Housing Author- 
ity residential units,’ said 
Quincy Housing Authority 
Executive Director Jim Ly- 
don. 

“I truly believe that the 
Quincy Housing Authority 
is on a path to restore all the 
conditions and again pro- 
vide safe, decent, sanitary 
housing to all the residents 
here,” said Marathas. 

DHCD began by inspect- 
ing ten percent of Quincy’s 
930 state-aided public hous- 
ing units in March. The con- 
ditions found were troubling 
enough to trigger an inspec- 
tion of all state units. 

Following the inspec- 
tions, Snug Harbor was pri- 
oritized for repairs due to 
the large amount of life and 
safety deficiencies present. 

“Those included inoper- 
able smoke detectors, in-

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operable carbon monoxide 
detectors, exposed wiring, 
plumbing leaks, lack of 
lease enforcement, and poor 
workmanship from past re- 
pairs,” said Marathas. 

Mold was also found to 
be a significant safety haz- 
ard. 

Following an inspection 
of all 400 units, the archi- 
tectural and engineering de- 
partment of DCHD created 
two modernization projects 
to be executed at Snug Har- 
bor, one involving interior 
wall and ceiling painting 
and the other involving the 
installation of heating pan- 
els in all bathrooms at Snug 
Harbor. 

“During the inspection, 
it was noted that there was 
no heat in the bathrooms at 
Snug Harbor,” said Mara- 
thas. “We believe that the 
addition of a heating panel 
in the bathrooms will assist 
in keeping out the moisture 
and at the same time this 
project is going to have a 
phase two approach which 
is then going to be to replace 
all the bathroom ventilation 
fans and all the kitchen fans 


within Snug Harbor.” 

The plastering and board- 
ing of 300 of Snug Harbor’s 
ceilings will total $220,000. 
Fan replacements and the in- 
stallation of bathroom heat- 
ing panels will run about 
$1.5 million. 

Both projects will be 
funded by DHCD and will 
go out to bid in one week. 

Several projects were 
started on an emergency 
basis at Snug Harbor such 
as the replacement of all 
smoke and carbon monox- 
ide detectors. 

“During our inspection 
we found that virtually ev- 
ery smoke detector and ev- 
ery carbon monoxide detec- 
tor was either out of date or 
was inoperable,” he said. 

Severe fire hazards were 
also identified. Basements 
were so packed with trash 
and debris that nine, 30- 
yard dumpsters were needed 
to empty the basements of 
garbage. 

At Riverview, many of 
the same deficiencies were 
present. The majority of life 
and safety concerns were 
addressed in what Marathas 


$226,500 For Emergency 
Sea Wall Repairs

force the discharge of raw 
sewage into the ocean. 

The emergency repairs, 
Murphy added, must be 
completed within 30 days 
of Sept. 15 or else they 
would be put off for up to 18 
months due to a permitting 
process. The city already 
solicited bids for the work, 
but the low bidder was 
eventually disqualified. The 
second-lowest bidder was 
then chosen and residents 
were to receive notices of 
the pending work beginning 
Tuesday.

described as a “two week 
blitz” by maintenance staff. 
“The amount of work that 
was taken on in that two 
week period was unmeasur- 
able to anything I’ve ever 
seen at a housing authority,” 
he said. 

Six boilers identified as 
inoperable are currently un- 
dergoing repair or replace- 
ment. 

Ceilings damaged by the 
faulty, leaking heating sys- 
tems will also be repaired. 

In every unit, smoke and 
carbon monoxide detectors 
were replaced as they were 
all deemed inoperable. 

A majority of the base- 
ment’s windows were either 
broken or inoperable. Mara- 
thas suggested the creation 
of a modernization project 
to replace the windows. 

Exposed wiring, electri- 
cal modifications completed 
by tenants, combustibles 
stored in basements, and 
stoves covered with paper 
and aluminum foil were just 
some of the additional vio- 
lations and safety hazards 
discovered. 

In total, 28, 30-yard 
dumpsters were filled by 
tenants emptying out trash 
from their basements. 

Marathas called it “a huge 
feat for both the tenants and 
the maintenance staff here at 
the Quincy Housing Author- 
ity.” 

The U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) notified the 
housing authority in early 
August that they would be 
conducting their own inspec- 
tions of all properties con- 
taining federally-aided units 
including O’Brien Towers, 
the Drohan Apartments, the 
Riverview Apartments, and 
Pagnano Towers. 

DHCD stepped in and 
assisted housing author- 
ity maintenance staff by 
conducting site inspections 
prior to HUD’s arrival and 
prioritized repairs to be 
completed before the fed- 
eral inspections. 

O’Brien Towers, Dro- 
han Apartments, and the 
Riverview Apartments all 
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passed, however Pagnano 
Towers failed federal in- 
spection. 

Marathas said the hous- 
ing authority will be filing 
an appeal because “very 
small, incidental items” 
caused them to earn the fail- 
ing grade. 

All life and safety issues 
were immediately identified 
and resolved at West Acres 
following inspections in Au- 


gust, however siding, roof- | 


ing, doors, and windows are 
in desperate need of repair 
and replacement. 

Signs of poor mainte- 
nance and poor workman- 
ship were also discovered 
during inspections. 

“This development is in 
desperate need of exactly 
what’s happening to it,” he 
said. 

Inspections at Tobin 
Towers began Sept.17. Saw- 
yer Towers will be inspected 
in October, Louis George 
Village in November, and 
Crowley Court in Decem- 
ber. 

“By the end of Decem- 
ber, we will have inspected 
every unit of, the Quincy 
Housing Authority and we 
will have addressed all the 
life and safety issues that 
exist within all of the units,” 
said Marathas. “We will 
then be, prioritizing repairs 
going forward, working on 
prioritizing the remainder 
of the repairs that exist and 
creating and implementing a 
plan going forward.” 

Hot water, which has 
been provided by a tempo- 
rary water heater at O’Brien 
Towers since July, is set to 
be restored in roughly one 
week. 

Elevators at O’Brien 
Towers that have been bro- 
ken since February due 
to water damage are now 
almost completely opera- 
tional. Incidental parts have 
been ordered and must be 
installed to complete the re- 
pair.

Vietnam Veteran New Director Of Quincy Veterans’ Services

George Nicholson, Quin- 
cy’s newly appointed: direc- 
tor of veterans’ services, has 
remained active in veterans’ 
groups since he returned 
home from the Air Force 
more than four decades ago. 

“It’s what I’ve lived and 
breathed since I got out 
of the service,’ Nicholson 
said in a recent interview. “I 
found veterans — as a group 
of people, men and women 
— to be unique. I consider 
them to be very special 
among our citizéns.” 

Nicholson, 65, served in 
the U.S. Air Force as an air- 
plane mechanic during the 
Vietnam War. After leav- 
ing the Air Force, he began 
working with the American 
Legion before joining the 
U.S. Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs (VA). 

“T started as a service of- 
ficer for the American Le- 
gion back in the early “70s, 
right after I got out of the 
service. I did that for about 
seven years, and I’m not 
bragging but I had a reputa- 
tion for being the best ser- 
vice officer on the floor — all 
the service officers in the 
Kennedy Building were on 
one floor — and I was con- 
sidered by the VA staff to be 
the most knowledgeable and 
effective of those guys, and 
there were some outstand- 
ing examples to back it up,” 
Nicholson explained. 

“Then the VA asked me if 
I wanted to work for them. I 
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started out as a claims exam- 
iner. Then I found sitting be- 
hind a desk was not my cup 
of tea after so many years, 
and I had the chance to take 
a job where I could be an 
out-based veterans benefits 
counselor, and I’d be work- 
ing at the hospitals. 

“I did that for about 12 
years and then the oppor- 
tunity came up to be a fi- 
duciary field investigator, a 
job that up to that point had 
been held exclusively by at- 
torneys. I took that because 
I'd be working with a lot of 
the people I knew from the 
hospitals, although now I’d 
be working with psychiatric 
cases. I did that right up un- 
til the time I retired.” 

When he retired from the 
VA in 2007, Nicholson was 
rated one of three experts in 
the field of fiduciary work 
nationwide. Additionally, 
he assisted with training 
and helped develop a set of 
uniform procedures for the 
department’s field agents. 
Nicholson also spent a year 
as a paralegal after he re- 
tired from the Veterans Af- 
fairs Department, working 
for an attorney he previ- 
ously worked with through 
the VA. 

In retirement, he re- 
mained active in veterans’ 
groups, including serving as 
the commander of the Quin- 
cy Veterans Council. 

Nicholson started as the 
head of veterans’ services in 
Quincy Aug. 25. The transi- 
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tion, he said, has gone well. 

“So far I’m liking it. I had 
to hit the ground running 
and so far I’ve been effec- 
tive,’ Nicholson said. “I’ve 
been able to solve a couple 
problems...my background 
makes it easy. I can handle 
the conversations with some 
of these people very well. 
My investigator background 
helps me as well.” 

There are approximately 
5,000 veterans — who have 
served in World War II 
through to the present day 
— residing in Quincy. The 
Veterans’ Services Depart- 
ment is tasked with help- 
ing veterans apply for fed- 
eral benefits. Additionally, it 
provides benefits directly to 
qualifying veterans or their 
surviving spouses and chil- 
dren; roughly 220 veterans 
and their dependents receive 
such benefits. The depart- 
ment also helps honor late 
veterans. 

“The Veterans’ Services 
Departments in Massachu- 
setts are supposed to be 
pretty much a one-stop shop 
in two components. One, to 
provide information, forms, 
and help for filing for VA 
benefits — the federal ben- 
efits. The other is to provide 
financial assistance to veter- 
ans and dependents who are 
in need,” Nicholson said. 

“The whole system was 
designed many years ago so 
veterans could get help they 
needed. There is a whole cri- 
teria you have to go through 


to get financial assistance for 
food, rent, payment of medi- 
cal bills, things like that. We 
require those that are able to 
be job searching to stay on 
the rolls with us. 

“All the signs, all the 
markers, all the flags in the 
city, all the corners that are 
dedicated to one veteran or 
another — we’re responsible 
for all of that too. This is 
one of the biggest and busi- 
est offices in the state.” 

One of the issues Nichol- 
son is most concerned about 
is the ability of veterans to 
find work after leaving the 
military. He relayed the 
story of a former computer 
security specialist for the 
Army’s Special Operations 
Command who has been un- 
able to find work because he 
lacks a college degree. 

“The amount of respon- 
sibility that is dumped on 
the backs of these kids night 
away, without question, is 
far more than most employ- 
ees get until late in their 
career. And [companies] 
don’t even think about them 
— they don’t even give them 
any kind of consideration,” 
Nicholson said. 

“If a guy is lucky enough 
to run across a recruiter who 
is ex-military himself, it

might be a different story. 
But they get overlooked in 
so many ways. It’s sad to 
see that much talent is not 
jumped on.” 

To help get more veter- 
ans working, Nicholson said 
he also already reached out 
to the Quincy Career Center 
to see if they can help work 
with veterans. He may also 
do more community out- 
reach to encourage business 
owners and recruiters to hire 
veterans. 

Nicholson said he hopes 
to help streamline operations 
in the Veterans’ Services 
Department. Nicholson has 
two employees working un- 


der him — a fourth position, 
a graves registration officer, 


was included in this fiscal 
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year’s budget but hasn’t 
been filled yet. Nicholson 
hopes to train the person 
who takes over that position 
as his successor. 

“The idea is we’re trying 
to get some young, bright 
up and comer coming up 
through the city that can 
be here for a while,” he ex- 
plained. 

“Tll train the individual 
and when the individual 
is ready, I’ll let the mayor 
know it’s time for me to go 
back out to pasture and let 
my younger successor take 
over and run the show. 

“Hopefully Ill have a 
better and more streamlined 
operation than has been here 
so far. I’ve got a lot to do.” 
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Alex Samsel Completes Eagle Scout Project

Church — the same church 
where his troop, Troop 6, 
meets weekly. He got the 
inspiration for the project 
from the troop’s cubmas- 
ter and had help from more 
than a dozen fellow scouts, 
and his father. 

“J had 14 or 15 members 
of my troop help me build 
it, which combined to about 
120 man-hours,” Samsel ex- 
plained. “The project idea 
was originally suggested 
by the Troop 6 cubmaster, 
Mr. Ralph Jacobs. For gen- 
eral maintenance, my father, 
Stephen Samsel, helped a lot 
when I wasn’t able to water 
the garden myself.” 

The vegetables that grow 
in the garden are being do- 
nated to Interfaith Social 
Services’ food pantry on a 
weekly basis. And the ‘gar- 
den contains of wide variety 
of vegetables. 

“For the vegetables we

pole beans, and tomatoes — 
varying from cherry toma- 
toes, grape tomatoes, and 
big boy tomatoes,” Samsel 
said. 

The garden was planted 
in late July. Samsel began 
planning the project this 
spring, sought out dona- 
tions, and even organized 
a spaghetti dinner to raise 
money for the project. 

“The planning took about 
one or two months. I had a 
lot of help from the com- 
mittee treasurer of Troop 6 


— Mr. Marty Gordon — he 
helped me with a lot of the 
planning,” Samsel recalled. 

“J got numerous dona- 
tions from Mr. Marty Gor- 
don and the Artery Garden 
Center, which is right next 
to the Goodwill store. For 
a project fundraiser, I also 
hosted a spaghetti dinner 
fundraiser in May. For that 
I raised about $250 for the 
project.”

Sought To Help Families In Need 


“What am I going to do 
with all of these tomatoes 
and cucumbers?’ 

Many backyard garden- 
ers ask themselves this ques- 
tion every September. Some 
gardeners freeze them. Oth- 
ers offer a few to neighbors. 
Now there is another option 
— donate them to families in 
need through Harvest Help- 
ers. 

Harvest Helpers, a part- 
nership between Interfaith 
Social Services, the Wey- 
mouth Food Pantry and 
Keohane Funeral Home 


is the first program of its 
kind in Massachusetts. In 


the spring, the program of- 


fered free plants to local 
residents who volunteered 
to grow them for Interfaith 
Social Services’ and The 


Weymouth food pantry. 


Those vegetables they have 
grown and been delivered to 
families served by the food 
pantries. Harvest Helpers is 
now asking the wider com- 
munity for help in providing 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
to hungry South Shore resi- 
dents. 

“Last year our food 
pantry volunteers distrib- 
uted over 750,000 pounds 
of food to families in need 
throughout the South Shore, 
more than any other year in 


our organization’s six de- 
cades of service,” said Inter- 
faith’s Executive Director 
Rick Doane. “We want to 
do more than just feed our 
clients, we want to nourish 
them with healthful food 
like fresh fruits and veg- 
etables. We rely on support 
from the community to keep 
up with the demand. 
“Keohane Funeral Home, 
our Harvest Helpers partner, 
generously donated plants 
~ so that the community could 
grow a good supply of fresh 
produce for our clients. As 
the growing season winds 
down, we hope that all lo- 
cal gardeners will choose to 
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participate in Harvest Help- 
ers by donating some of 
their garden surplus to their 
neighbors who are strug- 
gling to make ends meet.” 

“We know from the gar- 
dens behind our funeral 
home and next to Interfaith 
Social Services offices that 
a surprising amount of veg- 
etables can be grown in a 
small location,” added fu- 
neral home Co-President 
John Keohane. “We hope 
that our neighbors with ex- 
tra fruits and vegetables will 
put them to good use by 
donating them to local food 
pantries.” 

Cas Casados, Director of 
the Weymouth Food Pantry, 
said: “Families who seek 
out food pantries have much 
higher rates of diabetes and 
obesity than the general 
population, so in addition 

‘ to alleviating hunger; we try 
to provide healthful foods. 
And for our: Pantry, which 
has always been a neighbor- 
to-neighbor grassroots proj-

Before becoming a 
Life Scout — a rank topped 
only by Eagle Scout — he 
cleaned up LaBrecque Field 
a couple years ago. 

“Before getting up to 
Eagle Scout, my Life Scout 
project was cleaning up La- 
Brecque Field — just the gen- 
eral trash around it,” Samsel 


said. “There was always a 
very large collection of de- 
bris trash out in the woods 
area of the park.” 

Samsel graduated from 
Quincy High School this 
spring. This fall, he is at- 
tending Reading Area Com- 
munity College in Pennsyl- 
vania, where he is studying 
information technology. 
Samsel plans to pursue a ca- 
reer in IT, and thanks a for- 
mer teacher of his for getting 
him interested in the field. 

“For that I definitely 
have to credit my informa- 
tion technology _ teacher 
from Quincy High School, 
Mr. Edward Holmes,” Sam- 
sel noted. “He was probably 
one of the biggest inspira- 
tions for having that passion 
for IT.”

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Realtors: Flood Insurance Concerns Homeowners, Buyers 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Four Quincy realtors re- 
cently appeared before the 
City Council’s oversight 
committee, explaining how 
rising flood insurance pre- 
miums — and the fear of 
future increases — are caus- 
ing concern among both ho- 
meowners and prospective 
buyers. 

Jim Stamos, owner of 
Stamos & Stamos Realtors 
in Squantum, said he has 
spoken to many homeown- 
ers who feel the rising pre- 
miums may be pricing them 
out of their homes. That 
same concern is_ shared 
throughout the region. 

“The flood insurance is- 
sue is one of great concern 
to us. Homeowners are be- 
ing impacted by the new 
rates imposed by FEMA. I 
have spoken to many exist- 
ing homeowners who feel 
they have to sell their homes 


due to the change in their 
flood zone status and the fu- 
ture cost of flood insurance 
premiums,” Stamos told the 
committee Sept. 17. 

“There is a growing con- 
cer in the New England 
market that sellers can’t 
sells their homes, but with 
the new flood insurance bur- 
den they can’t afford to stay 
either.” 

Stamos noted six prop- 
erties in Squantum his firm 
has sold, or listed for sale, 
have seen an average drop 
of nearly 12 percent from 
the listing price because of 
the flood maps. Such a de- 
crease is atypical for the 
neighborhood. 

“Using six properties in 
the Squantum area, which 
are all in the flood zone and 
either for sale, under agree- 
ment, sold, or in one case 
taken off market, I have 
seen an average drop of 11.8 


percent from the original 
asking price to the on the 
market or sold price,” Sta- 
mos explained. 

“Generally, most homes 
in Squantum sell relative- 
ly quick and within 98 or 
99 percent of their asking 
price.” 

One property, for ex- 
ample, was initially listed 
on the market for $349,000. 
Two after it was listed, Sta- 
mos said a buyer reached an 
agreement to purchase it for 
$345,000 only to walk away 
after learning the property is 
in a flood plain. A new buyer 
was found, who agreed to 
pay $319,000 for the prop- 
erty. In response to an inqui- 
ry from Councillor Michael 
McFarland, Stamos noted 
that house still sold for mere 
than its assessed value of 
$307,200. 

The sale of high-end 
homes has not been hurt by

the new premiums. Stamos 
said his company is cur- 
rently marketing a house 
listed for $1.65 million. The 
potential buyers for that 
property, he explained, have 
not been concerned about 
paying for flood insurance 
because they can afford the 
premiums or could buy the 
house without a mortgage, 
meaning they wouldn’t be 
required to purchase flood 
insurance. 

Roseann Flavin of Flavin 
& Flavin noted the impact 
of the new flood insurance 
premiums is_ hitting first 
time homebuyers particu- 
larly hard. 

“The cost of flood insur- 
ance and the uncertainty 
of the future and the rates 
make for very wary buyers. 
I doa lot of work with first 
time homebuyers,” she said. 
“First time homebuyers are 
running scared. They’re not 
afraid of the house being 
flooded. They’re afraid of 
the premiums and the pre- 
miums are out of hand.” 

In response to a follow 
up question from Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmucci, 
chairman of the oversight 
pen a Flavin explained 
that first time buyers are be- 
ing affected for two reasons: 
They often need mortgages, 
which would force them to

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purchase flood insurance, 
and they have a_ limited 
amount of money saved with 
which they plan to purchase 
a home. 

“Most of them will have 
a mortgage and if you have 
a mortgage you’re going to 
have to have flood insur- 
ance. But it’s what they can 
afford,” Flavin said. “Most 
of them have only saved so 
much money to buy a house. 
They’ve saved everything 
they have to buy that house 
and then they get hit with a 
closing cost, homeowners 
insurance, and their flood 


insurance. They’ve very 
wary about it.” 
The concern about 


whether or not a property is 
in a flood zone has grown 
so much, Flavin added, that 
prospective buyers now ask 
that question first. 

“When you get a call on 
a property that’s for sale, 
the first question has always 
been ‘can you tell me what 
school district it’s in?’” Fla- 
vin said. “That doesn’t hap- 
pen anymore [It is] ‘is itina 
flood zone?’ 

“T think that’s a little 
sad.” 

Sam Rounseville, an 
agent for Red Door Real Es- 
tate, said he is trying to sell 
a house in Germantown. A 
couple had offered to buy the 
house, but had to withdraw 
the offer when they found

$6,000 flood insurance pre- 
mium. The house, with an 
assessed value of $451,000, 
recently was placed on the 
market with a list price of 
$319,000. 

“That’s quite a_ hit,” 
Rounseville said. “It’s cra- 


zy.” 

Helen Shiner, the manag- 
er of Jack Conway Realtor’s 
Quincy office, told the ¢om- 
mittee the average selling 
price of a home in Quincy 
has increased six percent 
compared to 2013. Her 
numbers included all homes 
in the city, not just ones in 


flood plains. 
From her experience, 
Shiner said homeowners 


aren’t nervous about having 
to purchase flood insurance 
policies. The real fear is of 
the unknown — how fast will 
premiums continue to rise in 
the future. 

“T think the majority of 
us that own properties in 
the flood zone have became 
accustomed to it.

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Coakley: Expand Early Childhood Education 


Gubernatorial Candidate Visits 
Wahlberg Early Learning Center

Attorney General Martha 
Coakley, the Democratic 
nominee in November’s 
gubernatorial election, vis- 
ited Quincy Monday to 
tout her proposal to expand 
early childhood education 
throughout the state. 

Joined by Gov. Deval 
Patrick, a Milton Demo- 
crat, “and House Major- 
ity Leader Ron Mariano 
of Quincy, Coakley toured 
the Rosemary and Archie 
Wahlberg Head Start Early 
Learning Center in Quincy 
Point. Monday morning. 
Quincy Community Action 
Programs Executive Direc- 
tor Beth Ann Strollo. -led 
the three on the tour of the 
school, visiting two class- 
rooms along the way. 

As part of her platform 
on education, the attorney 
general has said she wants 
to expand access to early 
education for 3- and 4-year 
olds, beginning in gate- 
way cities such as Quincy. 
Coakley said approximately 
17,000 children are current- 
ly on wait lists for early ed- 
ucation programs statewide, 
“ such as the Head Start pro- 


gram at the Wahlberg center. 
Her plan calls for eliminat- 
ing those waiting lists over 
a four-year period by pro- 
viding vouchers to families, 
which she stated would cost 
$150 million annually. 

“All you have to do is 
visit this location to under- 
stand how important this 
work is and how important 
it is that we provide this to 
all of our kids. It’s a prior- 
ity for me and has been for 
a long time,” Coakley said 
after touring the early learn- 
ing center. 

“When we invest in our 
kids, early education, and 
our families, we are going to 
get better outcomes. We are 
going to save money. And 
we are going to do what we 
should do in Massachusetts, 
which is make sure we. turn 
this economy around for ev- 
erybody and we give every- 
body an equal and a fair shot 
at doing well.” 

Mariano, a former teach- 
er and member of the Quin- 
cy School Committee, said 
research has shown children 
from lower income families 
who attend Head Start’ pro- 
grams fare better than’ their 


peers who do not attend 
such programs. 

“Head Start is one of the 
biggest predictors of suc- 
cess,” Mariano said. “As a 
former teacher, educational 
research shows that if you 
get a Head Start program, 
the likelihood of success 
from a lower income kid is 
astronomical compared to 
non-Head Start kids. That’s 
what this program is about 
— getting kids to school, get- 
ting them acclimated to a 
school setting and working 
with others.” 

Patrick noted early edu- 
cation is being emphasized 
because reading proficien- 
cy in third grade has been 
shown to have an impact on 
future success. Investing in 
early education, he added, 
does not mean less invest- 
ment in later grades or_in 
higher education. 

“There is an awful lot of 
emphasis on early educa- 
tion because, among other 
reasons, studies have shown 
reading proficiency by the 
third grade has a huge im- 
pact on future success in 
school,” the governor said. 

“Yes, it means we have 
to emphasize pre-K and 
make those opportunities 
available. Yes, it means we 
have to make sure grades 
K-3 are strong. But if a kid

is proficient in grade three, 
it doesn’t mean we stop in- 
vesting in grade or in pub- 
lic higher education. It’s all 
part of a whole.” 

Coakley did not specify 
how she would finance it, 
but said it would be among 
her top priorities. 

“This has to be the first 


priority — we will find the 


ways to ifivest in this,” she 
said. “We know every dollar

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we invest in early education 
save us seven dollars down 
the road. This is just simple 
math and it’s good business 
to invest in our kids.” 

Promoting — education, 
the attorney general added, 
would lead to a more edu- 
cated workforce, which 
would provide an incentive 
for businesses to stay in or 
move to Massachusetts .’ 

“If we are going to keep 
them here — if we are going 
to get them to come here 
and stay here — we have to 
invest in those kids and that 
workforce that is going to 
be able to do those jobs,” 
Coakley said. 

“The idea that we’re go- 
ing to grow the economy 
and ‘keep businesses here is 
also dependent on the fact 
that we can have early edu- 
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cation, computer science — 
all of the kind of things we 
know will make us strong 
here.” 

Coakley’s visit to Quincy 
came less than a week after 
Mayor Thomas Koch en- 
dorsed her opponent in the 
governor’s race, Republican 
Charlie Baker. Mariano said 
he continues to back Coak- 
ley in the race. 

“Tommy is an indepen- 
dent, free thinker and he had 
his reasons, whatever they 
might be, for supporting 
Charlie and I respect that. I 
support Martha,” Mariano 
said. “We have a difference 
of opinion on who can lead 
the Commonwealth forward 
over the next four years. 
There isn’t much you can do 
about it. We all make choic- 
es — he made his and I made 
mine.”

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phenomenal high school 
pitching prospect and 
signed his first profession- 
al contract a week ‘after 
graduating Quincy High in 
1972. He was in the Car- 
dinals system when he be- 
came ill and Joe has made 
it his trademark tribute to 
wear his brother’s baseball 
jersey at all the big games 
he attends. 

He wore it underneath 
his Red Sox jersey when 
Boston defeated New 
York in the 2004 Ameri- 
can League Championship 
Series. He wore it at Busch 
Stadium when the Sox de- 
feated the Cardinals for 
their first World Series title 
in 86 years in 2004; and he 
had it on when Boston won 
again last fall. 

“My mother says my 
two brothers pushed me 
off the ladder (and helped 
doctors discover and treat 
his kidney cancer.) My 
mother says they pushed 
me back when I had my 
heart attack. 

“They weren’t ready for 
me to be in Heaven with 
them.” 

The story doesn’t end 
here. 

Two weeks ago — on 
Sept. 10, Joe Brill returned 
to Fenway Park to throw 
out the ceremonial first 
pitch before the Red Sox 
— Orioles game. EMTs 
who had helped him after 
he was stricken a year ago 
joined him near the mound. 
Under a brilliant blue sky 
and an American Flag 
draped Green Monster as 
a stunning backdrop, Joe 
grooved a strike into the 
mitt of center fielder Jack- 
ie Bradley, Jr. as Fenway’s 
faithful cheered. 

Underneath his Red Sox 
jersey was Bob’s Cardinals 
jersey. 

“It was Bob’s dream to 
play at Fenway and never 
did — until the other day 
when I threw out the first 
pitch. He was there with 
me,” Joe said. 

Joe kindly asked Brad- 
ley to sign the ball when he 
had a moment and soon the 
young ball player emerged 
from the dugout with his 
autograph. The ball is part 
of Joe’s special collection 
of signed baseballs that in- 
clude autographs from Red 
Sox legends Luis Tiant and 
Rico Petrocelli and Hall of 
Famer Brooks Robinson. 

Interviewed by Bos- 
ton television stations that 
emotional day, a_ teary- 
eyed Brill said the ceremo- 
ny was the greatest day in 
his life. 

ABC News picked up 
the story and anchor -Da- 
vid Muir featured Joe 
the next night on the na- 
tional broadcast. Among 


the viewers .that .evening. . .

was a woman from North 
Andover named Helena 
Wilder. She saw the spot, 
looked up Joe’s number 
and called him. 

“She told me ‘you don’t 
know me, we have never 
met, but I was sitting di- 
rectly in front of you at 
the Red Sox game (last 
September) and I always 
wondered what had hap- 
pened to you. I am sitting 
here watching the news 
and there you are.” 

Helena had _ quickly 
sprung into action when 
she saw Joe slumped over 
in his seat. She started 
screaming and got one of 
the security guards and 
within moments medical 
responders were on the 
scene. 

“She just wanted to 
call and say hello and tell 
me she was glad I am all 
right.” 

Joe also got calls from 
people all over the coun- 
try who he hasn’t seen in 
years but had watched the 
segment on ABC. 

Asked where does the 
first pitch at Fenway rank 
among his other cherished 
baseball memories, Joe 
notes World Series clinch- 
ing-games he’s been fortu- 
nate to see in person. Other 
thrills include attending 
Red Sox fantasy camps, 
sharing time with Babe 
Ruth’s daughter and fam- 
ily and dining with Red 
Sox alumni. 

But at the top of all of 
those is the night his broth- 
er Bob became a profes- 
sional baseball player. He 
signed his first contract at 
1 a.m. in the-family home 
in Houghs Neck after 
Bob’s longtime coach and 
mentor, Dave MacMillan, 
had arrived to witness the 
momentous occasion. 

“You don’t get any 
higher than that. But this is 
right there with it. I’ve am 
very, very blessed in my 
baseball life,” Joe says. 

Life sometimes works 
in mysterious ways. 

Two months _ before 
his heart attack, Joe em- 
ceed a ceremony at Ad- 
ams: Field dedicating the 
first base dugout to Dave 
MacMillan. Dave - a 
youth baseball coach for 
50 years in Quincy — was 
surrounded by many of his 
former players as he threw 
out the first pitch before a 
Morrisette Legion baseball 
game. 

JAfter Joe’s heart attack, 
Dave . MacMillan visited 
Joe’s parents and assured 
them he would recover. 

“J was in the hospital 
and he was at my house 
telling my parents — ‘don’t 
worry. If anyone can get 


through this, Joe will,” Joe © 


recalls. 
A Short time later on

On the day Joe was re- 


leased from the hos- ital, - 


the first thing he did was 
attend Dave’s wake at the 
Sweeney Brothers Home 
for Funerals. He also 
served as an honorary pall- 
bearer at the funeral. 

Joe says the first pitch 
ceremony is still surreal 
and hasn’t really sunken in 
yet. But he’s also had time 
to pause and reflect on all 
the events of the last cou- 
ple of years. 

“In the snap of a finger, 
you never know. Maybe 
not to you but to someone 
else you love. Life can be 
gone in an instant. 

“Enjoy life.”

More To Vehicle Maintenance 
Than What’s Under The Hood 


AAA reminds motor- 
ists there is more to vehicle 
maintenance than what is 
under the hood 

When many motorists 
think of vehicle mainte- 
nance, the first things that 
comes to mind are oil chang- 
es and other engine upkeep. 
However, the steps to main- 
taining a vehicle, and its 
resale value, extend beyond 
what is under the hood. 

“Motorists can extend 
the life of their vehicle’s in- 
terior and exterior the same 
way they take care of its 
mechanical parts—through 
proper maintenance,” said 


- John Paul, AAA’s Car Doc- 


tor Some forms of vehicle 
upkeep that are frequently 
thought of as cosmetic care 
can reduce wear and tear 
and help maintain a higher 
resale value.” 

AAA recommends mo- 
torists perform the follow- 
ing maintenance tasks: 

Vehicle Interior 


eVacuum regularly ‘and * 


lightly shampoo the carpets 
as needed. Dirt remaining 
in the carpet greatly accel- 
erates wear, but be careful 
not to soak carpets with too 
much moisture. 

¢ Use floor mats to protect 
carpet. Carpeted floor mats 
will collect dust and dirt and 
are best for dry climates, 
while protective vinyl floor 
mats are recommended in 
wet and snowy areas. 

¢ Wipe down dusty or 
soiled surfaces with a damp 
cloth. Follow with a UV- 
protective coating on vinyl 
and rubber surfaces. A solu- 
tion with a matte or semi- 
gloss finish is preferred on 
the dashboard to reduce re- 
flections in the windshield. 
Be careful not to apply pe- 
troleum-based products to 
plastic surfaces; especially 
clear ones. If the interior 
has leather, use products de- 
signed for cleaning and 


maintaining this material. 

° Clean stains from seats 
and other interior surfaces 
promptly to prevent them 
from becoming set. Use a 
cleaner recommended by 
your vehicle’s manufacturer 
to prevent fabric, vinyl or 


leather damage. Test any - 


non-approved product in an 
inconspicuous spot before 
use to make sure it is safe. 

° If you are a “snow- 
bird” and head to hot and 
sunny climates, consider 
having the windows tinted 
to cut down on infrared rays 
that cause heat buildup and 
ultraviolet rays that fade and 
damage interior materials. 
Over-darkening windshields 
and front seat windows can 
compromise visibility and is 
frequently illegal, so use ap- 
propriate materials. 

° Use protective flooring 
and seat covers when trans- 
porting pets or items with 
sharp edges that could gouge 
upholstery or carpeting. 

Vehicle Exterior 

¢ Wash the vehicle ap- 
proximately every two 
weeks and wax it twice a 
year. More frequent wash- 
ing and waxing could be 


‘advisable depending on cli- 


mate and driving conditions. 
A good coat of wax looks 
great, protects the finish 
from contaminants it comes 
in contact with, and contains 
filtering chemicals that help 
reduce paint fading from the 
ultraviolet rays in sunlight. 

¢ When washing the ve- 
hicle, be sure to rinse out the 
wheel wells and accessible 
areas of the undercarriage. 
This is especially important 
here in New England where 
salt is used on roads in the 
winter as it will help prevent 
rust, 

¢ Use care when remov- 


“ing bugs and tar to avoid 


damaging the clear coat or 
paint. Auto parts stores carry 
specialty products that can

ing damage. AAA members 
qualify for discounts at all 
NAPA locations by showing 
their membership card. 

° Clean glass inside and 
out to ensure good vision. 
Use a product that does not 
leave streaks or cause glare. 

¢ Have small windshield 
chips repaired to prevent 
them from becoming cracks 
that require complete wind- 
shield replacement. Most 


. Such repairs can be made 


easily by an auto glass 
technician coming to the 
vehicle’s location. These 
small chips and cracks can 
turn into large cracks in cold 
weather when the hot air 
from the car’s heater hits the 
cold windshield. 

° Consider headlight res- 
toration if the headlight lens- 
es have developed a frosted 
yellow surface. This repair 
process restores a clear finish 
to the lens, which improves 
both vehicle appearance 
and nighttime vision. Do- 
it-yourselfers can purchase 
restoration kits at auto parts 
stores for approximately 
$20. Commercial services 
will typically do the job for 
between $50 and $100. 

Another easy way to im- 
prove the resale value of a 
vehicle is by saving all of its 
maintenance records. Mo- 
torists can be as organized 
as keeping them in a file or 
just stuffing them the glove 
box. Either way, being able 
to produce a record of prop- 
er maintenance and repairs 
during ownership of the ve- 
hicle can add hundreds of 
dollars to a vehicle’s sales 
price. Also, most repairs 
come with some form of 
warranty, and documenta- 
tion of the repair will be 
needed to support any war- 
ranty claim that might arise. 
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Question: I have a 
2006 Cadillac SRX with 
140,252 miles on it. Within 
the past two years I have 
replaced the catalytic con- 
verters and since then, the 
car has been burning oil. 
Just this week I had an oil 
change, then hit the road 
and drove 175 miles and 
the check engine light came 
on. I checked it and found 
the engine had no oil. What 
could be the problem? 

Answer: The catalytic 
converter failure is most 
likely a result of your Ca- 
dillac burning oil. The first 
and simplest check would 
be to ensure the positive 
crankcase ventilation (PCV) 
system is operating prop- 
erly. If the PCV system is 
not working properly, this 
can result in increased oil 
use. Also, higher than nor- 
mal engine temperatures, 
worn piston rings and dam- 
aged valve seals can all lead 
to increased oil use. At this 
point, I would have a repair 
shop perform a complete 
diagnostic check of the en- 
gine. This should also in- 
clude cylinder leak down 
and compression tests. 

Q: Iam a 69 year old 
woman trying to locate a 
used sedan, large or mid- 
sized, with AWD and regular 
turn-key ignition. I would 
also prefer to have comfort- 
able adjustable driver seat- 
ing with lumbar support and 
a tilt/telescoping steering 
wheel without overly com- 
plicated electronics. 

A: I would start with a 
later model Ford Taurus; 
these cars are dependable, 
have a great all-wheel-drive 
system and should satisfy 
all of your requirements. As 
with any used car purchase, 
you should have the car ful- 
ly inspected by a reputable 
repair shop. 

Q: My 2004 Hyundai 
XG350L with 78,000 miles 
has the air bag light on. | 
took it to the Hyundai ga- 
rage and was quoted a price 
of $1,600 plus labor to have 
the car fixed. I love the car 
and would like to keep it but 
can’t decide if I should fix

A: The Hyundai XG350 
is a great car but does suf- 
fer from some rust issues. 
Before spending what could 
easily amount to $2000 on 
your car, | would want a 
technician to fully inspect 
the car to look for rust (some 
repairs were under a recall). 
If the car looks good, I don’t 
see any reason not to per- 
form the repair. 

Q: I have an older Chevy 
truck with a 350 engine and 
spark plugs six and eight get 
oil fouled. What problems 
am I looking for? 

A: — Itis not uncommon 
on this engine to see valve 
guide wear; as the valve 
guides wear, oil is sucked by 
the valve seals and ends up 
in the combustion chamber. 
I would perform a compres- 
sion test on the engine; if the 
compression is low in those 
two cylinders, you may be 
faced with an engine over- 
haul. In the short term, you 
could put in a slightly hotter 
spark plug or even a spark 
plug anti-fouler. The anti- 
fouler would solve the oil 
consumption problem and 
will keep the plug clean and 
the engine from skipping. 

Q: I have a 2010 F-150 
and | have a problem keep- 
ing my interior windshield 
clean. Neither I nor my pas- 
sengers smoke in my truck, 
but within a few days after 
washing my _ windshield, 
there is a film back on it 
similar to a smoke film. I’ve 
tried various cleaning solu- 
tions but none keep it clean 
any longer,than a few days. 
This is the only vehicle 
I’ve owned that this hap- 
pens with. Any suggestions

A: This film on the inside 
of the windshield is from the 
outgassing of all the plastics 
and foam in your truck. | have 
found that there isn’t much 
you can do other than clean 
the windshield periodically. 
My favorite glass cleaners 
(approved by my wife) are 
ZEP Glass cleaner, Invisible 
Glass and Sprayway. Once 
the window is clean, follow 
up with a microfiber cloth. 
This should get the windows 
nice and clean. Leaving the 
windows open just a bit will 
help too. 

Q: I have a 2014 Subaru 
Crosstrek that I am_hav- 
ing a problem with. The 
transmission is very slow to 
engage, especially from re- 
verse to drive; it takes three 
to four seconds before the 
car moves. I am afraid that 
when | back out into traf- 
fic, I'll get rear ended be- 
cause I can’t get out of the 
way fast enough. The other 
day on the highway, the car 
in front of me slammed on 
their brakes, and when I 
went to move into the left 
lane, the car behind me al- 
most hit me because my car 
just didn’t move. The sales- 
man said the car needed to 
be re-programmed, but then 
the service manager told 
me that there was nothing 
wrong with the car and did 
nothing. I believe this car is 
dangerous, what do I do? I 
called Subaru and opened 
up a claim. Clearly they 
know about this. I have two 
friends with 2013 Subaru’s 
and their cars don’t have 
this problem. Help! 

A. I have driven several 
2014 Subaru models and 
haven’t experienced _ this 
problem but have heard 
from readers with similar 
concerns. One reader reports 
that it can take up to seven 
seconds for the transmis- 
sion to shift from reverse to 
drive. Since not every 2014 
Subaru has this problem, it 
seems to me that it can be 
fixed. I would continue to 
work with Subaru-Customer 
Service, not the dealership, 
to try to get the matter re- 
solved. 
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On Tuesday, September 16, 2014, at approximately 1:27

She 
said she ignored the suspect and started walking towards Bab- 
cock Street when she noticed that the male was following her, 
so she ran towards the fire station seeking help. 

After gathering all information, the Officer offered to drive 
the female home but her husband was already on his way. A 
review of the past incident involving the suspect showed that 
the suspect was removed from a bus for harassing teenagers. 

When the Police arrived, they determined that the suspect 
was drunk and placed him in protective custody. Now know- 
ing who the suspect was and where he resided from his past 
booking sheet, the Officers went to the residence. 

After knocking to no avail, the Officers checked the perim- 
eter of the house and found the suspect under some blankets 
on the porch. The suspect was wearing the same clothes the

“911”. Remember, the call will go to the State Police, so be 
sure to say, “Quincy Police” and the call will be transferred. 
Be ready to describe where you are and stay on the line with 
the Dispatcher because he/she will have many questions. The 
Dispatcher will forward the information to the responding Of- 
ficers. 

If you don’t have a cell phone or the threat is imminent, 
look for a house with lights still on and bang on the door vio- 
lently while ringing the bell. In most cases, the suspect will 
flee. 

If you happen to be the neighbor that is abruptly involved in 
the situation, opening your door without much information at 
hand to a panicked unknown person puts you in a difficult po- 
sition. This could be a domestic violence incident or it could 
be a ruse to get you to open the door. The first step for you is 
to call “911” to get the Police responding. 

At this point, since there are so many variables in the situ- 
ation, it is up to you as to whether you allow the person in. 
Are you capable of engaging the suspect? Are you risking 
your family? Can you get the victim inside your home safely 
without allowing the suspect access? Why is the suspect still 
there? These are just some of the questions you should be ask- 
ing yourself. Again, calling “911” and staying on the line with 
the Dispatcher is the most important step because he/she will 
be able to advise you as to what you should do as you explain 
what is happening.

estly,’ Council President 
Joseph Finn said.

“For the past 34 years 
this city has been blessed 
with her presence, with her 
wisdom, with her service, 
and you’ll be missed.”

“They’ve been buying 
homes in Quincy with flood 
insurance for many, many 
years. I’m one of those 
people...The fear for my- 
self and the buyers we work 
with is the unknown. Where 
do we go from here? How 
many more houses will be 
added? What are the pro- 
jected costs? And what’s go- 
ing to happen in two years 
when potentially the maps 
will be looked at again?” 

Palmucci, however, not- 
ed his ward contains many 
properties within flood 
plains, none of which are on 
the ocean. 

“IT can tell you in West 
Quincy there isn’t a lot of 
privilege of living near the 
ocean,” he said. “We live 
near the Furnace Brook. We 
have underground culverts 
coming off the Cunningham 
Brook out of Milton. That’s 
the basis for why folks in 
West Quincy are in flood 
zones. We’re not paying for 
any privilege there, I think, 
that perhaps folks in other 
parts of the city are.” 

The oversight commit- 
tee meeting was held as the 
council weighs a resolution 
introduced earlier this year 


by Councillor Doug Gutro, 


which called on the Quin- 
cy’s Board of Assessors to 
consider giving tax abate- 
ments to the property own- 
ers effected by new FEMA 
flood maps that went into ef- 
fect in June. Those maps put 


1,400 properties into flood 


plains; an additional 2,700 
properties already in flood 
plains were mapped into 


higher risk areas. The city 
has filed a letter of map re- 
vision to appeal those maps. 

At the conclusion of the 
Sept. 17 meeting, Gutro said 
the information provided by 
the four realtors show those 
new maps are causing an ef- 
fect on the real estate mar- 


ket. 

“My take is that the maps 
are having an impact and 
the jury is still out in terms 
of quantifying the impact,” 
Gutro said. “But it’s obvi- 
ously creating a lot of hesi- 
tancy on the sales front and 
anxiety and uncertainty.”

cies licensed by the state 
would also be exempted. 

If the ordinance were ap- 
proved by the council, an 
individual looking to prac- 
tice reflexology or Asian 
bodywork in Quincy would 
have to fill out an applica- 
tion and provide a passport 
type photo, a transcript from 
an education institution, 
verification of the success- 
ful completion of an appli- 
cable national. certification 
exam; two letters of profes- 
sional recommendation. Ap- 
plicants must also undergo a 
Criminal Offenders Record 
Information (CORI) check 
and disclose any convic- 
tion for any sexual-related 
offense within the past 10 
years, any revocation or de- 
nial of a license to practice 
bodywork in any state or 
municipality, and any loss 
or restriction of certification. 
All applicants would need to 
be at least 18 years old. 


Applicants would pay 
a $75 application fee. The 
licenses would be valid for 
one year and could be re- 
newed for a $75 fee. 

A separate license pro- 
cess would be put in place 
for those wishing to operate 
a bodyworks establishment. 
The regulations require li- 
censed establishments to 
only use licensed therapists 
for bodyworks; therapists 
would have to adhere to 
cleanliness. standards and 
be prohibited from wearing 
clothes exposing any private 
part. All equipment used 
in the establishment must 
be kept clean; bodyworks 
would only be allowed in 
rooms with adequate light- 
ing and ventilation. No 
sexual activity or alcoholic 
beverages would be allowed 
in a licensed establishment. 

Applicants seeking to 
open anestablishment would 
pay a $100 fee, renewable 
each year for $100. 

Violations of the pro- 
posed new regulations could 
face a $1,000 fine for crimi- 
nal penalties. Non-criminal 
penalties would be capped 
at a $50 civil fine.

issues and the cooperation 
of the maintenance staff,” 
said Marathas. “The en- 
tire maintenance staff has 
come together as a team and 
they’ve rallied to complete 
this work.”

making it a perfect option 
for their new location. 

“We see this as a commu- 
nity effort and so when you 
talk about where our clients 
come from, they come from 
here,” said Senior Vice Pres- 
ident and Regional Director 
for Phoenix House New 
England Patrick B. McE- 
neaney “You used to put 
people away...now we treat 
people in their community, 
and this community, among 
others, is experiencing an 
unprecedented epidemic.” 

“That is really the reason 
for this facility,” said Gaer. 
“It’s really in response to the 
opioid epidemic.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said he fully supports the fa- 
cility proposal. 

“This is an absolutely 
critical need in our commu- 
nity, and we cannot in good 
conscience say we’re doing 
everything possible to stop 
this tragedy and turn our 
backs on our families who 
are in desperate need of this 
kind of facility. 

“T’ ve seen the devastation 
wrought by substance abuse 
on too many of our own sons 
and daughters, and taken too 
many phone calls about the 
lack of availability of treat- 
ment for people who need it 
to feel any other way. 

“I fully support the pro- 
posal, as these are two of the 
most well-run, most reputa- 
ble treatment centers in the 
entire country. When every- 
one hears the full story of the 
Gavin House and Phoenix 
House, they will have their 
concerns addressed, ques- 
tions answered and I hope 
understand that it’s exactly 
this kind of facility that can 
have a positive impact on 
the entire City. This is not 
bringing more problems to 
Quincy - it’s a addressing a 
problem that’s already here 
and one that this community 
has not buried its head the 
sand on. And we’re not go- 
ing to start now. 

“This is the missing link 
in all that we’ve been doing 
year,” Koch said. “We’ve 
made substantial progress in 
both enforcement and edu- 
cation, but treatment is that 
third important piece and it 
has been desperately lack- 
ing. 

“I understand some of 
the concerns shared so far 
- that this is going to cfe- 
ate a criminal element in 
and around the neighbor- 
hood where the facility is 


proposed. This isn’t that 
kind of facility - it’s very 
tightly run, self-contained 
and patients are not allowed 
to come and go as they 
please or hang around out- 
side the building. These are 
people seeking treatment 
for a terrible disease - they 
are college graduates, they 
had good jobs, and most 
importantly they are our 
neighbors, friends and fam- 
ily members. Because you 
need this treatment does not 
automatically make> you a 
criminal or a threat. 

“In fact,” the mayor 
continued, “it’s this kind 
of facility that will help us 
reduce those issues that we 
do have. There’s a differ- 
ence between being treated 
for addiction and hanging 
around all day on the street, 
drinking or getting high, and 
causing problems. 

“We have those issues, 
and the Quincy Police De- 
partment does a tremendous 
job every day limiting those 
problems. That’s not to say 
we can’t do more. 

“We can.” 

McEneaney, McGahan, 
and Gaer will be at a neigh- 
borhood meeting hosted 
by Ward 5 City Councillor 
Kirsten Hughes to answer 
questions and address con- 
cerns from the public on 
Sept. 25 at 6:30 p.m. in the 
Central. Middle School au- 
ditorium. 

McGahan said that nei gh- 
borhood residents concerned 
about those dependent on 
drugs gathering around the 
facility should be aware that 
they are “already walking 
around the community,” and 
that they need help battling 
their disease. 

A security detail will be 
present at the unlocked fa- 
cility to monitor clients and 
those entering and exiting 
the building. 

McEneaney said that if 
he were approached by a 
neighbor concerned about 
safety, he would tell them 
the short and acute nature 
of the treatment means pa- 
tients will be in and out of 
the facility quickly, giving 
them little time to leave the 
grounds in the first place. 

“We want to be good 
neighbors, good community 
partners, and what we want 
to do is help people that are 
sick get well,” said McGa- 
han. “This is about treating 
the disease of addiction in 
the community where peo- 
ple live.” 


Most clients will be at 
the facility by choice, how- 
ever some will be sectioned 
into treatment. 

McEneaney noted that 
over the last ten years, there 
has been an increase in col- 
lege educated and female 
clients seeking treatment. 

This current demograph- 
ic of heroin users undergo 
rehabilitation as many have 
established careers and re- 
quire a shorter-term, acute 
treatment plan which then 
focuses heavily on provid- 
ing long-term support. In the 
past, the majority of those 
addicted to heroin needed 
to be completely habilitated 
and slowly reintroduced to 
the community he said. 

Once discharged, clients 
will be directed to long- 
term, supportive care pro- 
grams to continue on with 
their recovery. 

The cost for most clients 
at the nonprofit treatment 
agency founded in 1967 will 
be covered by either private 
or state-funded insurance 
said McEneaney. 

Adequate parking is al- 
ready available on site for 
staff eliminating any pos- 
sibility of traffic congestion 
and clients enter and leave 
the facility infrequently 
enough to not impact traffic 
flow. . 

“Phoenix House and 
Gavin House did not iden- 
tify the problem. That was 
identified by the state,” said 
McEneaney. “The problem 
was here long before we got 
here.” 

The rate of heroin use in 
those admitted for treatment 
in Quincy has risen from 40 
percent in 2002 to 59 per- 
cent in 2012 said McGahan. 
The statewide average is 43 
percent. 

Currently, those who are 
sectioned into treatment who 
are not able to find an avail- 
able spot in a rehabilitation 
center are incarcerated and 
provided with care while 
in prison. McGahan hopes 
to alleviate some. instances 
of this forced incarceration 
once operations are under- 
way at Phoenix House. 

McEneaney said he wel- 
comed the public to tour 
any Phoenix House. facility 
given a one hour notice. 

“We take [the public’s] 
concerns absolutely... seri- 
ously,” ‘he said. “I don’t see 
this as an issue where the 
community will be lessened 
at all.”

8-Page Color Pamphlet 
New Guide For Quincy 


School-Community Partnership 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

The Quincy School — 
Community Partnership 
(QSCP) will: soon be dis- 
tributing its new partnership 
guide to local businesses in 
the hopes that more compa- 
nies will invest in Quincy 
Public Schools. 

Coordinator of the Quin- 
cy School — Community 
Partnership John Fagerlund 
said that this year he has se- 
cured roughly 100 partners 
— about 10 more than last 
year. 

He hopes the new guide 
will attract even more part- 
ners by highlighting how 
their contributions — will 
positively impact Quincy’s 
schools. 

Fagerlund, along with 
Superintendent Richard De- 
Cristofaro, came up with 
the idea for the guide right 
before the beginning of the 
summer. Following its de- 
sign, Quincy’s The Ink Spot 
produced 200 copies of the 
8 and a half by 11 inch, 
eight-page guide at a cost of 
almost $1,000. 

More will be printed if 
the need arises, said Fager- 
lund. 

Inside the guide is a mes- 
sage from Mayor Thomas 
Koch extending his grati- 
tude to partners who “will 
once again make a remark- 
able commitment to our 
young people through their 
involvement in the Quincy 
School — Community Part- 
nership.” 

The guide details how 
monetary donations can be 
used to benefit-QPS and its 
children such as through 
funding Teacher Mini- 
Grants that allow teachers 
to pursue educational initia- 
tives outside of their usual 
curriculum. 

Over $237,000 in Mini- 
Grant funds have been 
awarded to date. 

Monetary contributions 
can also go toward the pur- 
chase of classroom technol- 
ogy, hands-on materials, and 
the expansion of classroom 
libraries. 


Partners may also choose — 


to further student support by 


mentoring, tutoring, spon- 
soring field trips, sharing 
work experience with stu- 
dents, donating gift certifi- 
cates or food items, volun- 
teering for a school project, 
or by donating furniture. 

A section of the guide 
focuses on “career con- 
nections” which offer high 
school students career fo- 
cused opportunities such as 
internships, job shadowing, 
clinical placements, mock 
interviews, portfolio devel- 
opment, and college presen- 
tations. 

“We’re not just looking 
for that monetary contribu- 
tion. There’s so much more 
that can be done in student 
support, mentoring pro- 
grams, going into the class- 
rooms and reading to the 
kids,” said Fagerlund. 

Companies such as Gen- 
eral Dynamics and Arbella 
Insurance Group are “a 
tremendous asset” to the 
partnership because of their 
donations of office furni- 
ture such as desks, meeting 
tables, and chairs to furnish 
the school department’s new 
office location in Codding- 
ton Hall at 24 Coddington 
St. 

Last year, partner con- 
tributions supported beauti- 
fication projects at the Lin- 
coln - Hancock Community 
School’s Water Street entry- 
way which included interior 
painting and the framing 
and hanging of prints of stu- 
dents’ quotes. 

Upcoming plans include 
student designed mosaics 
on the Granite Street side of 
the school. 

At Montclair Elementary 
School, a classroom will be 
supplied with laptop com- 
puters and other devices 
thanks to partner contribu- 
tions. 

The guide includes a 
handy chart which lists all 
of the companies involved 
in the partnership, their do- 
nation level, and whether 
they provide student or site 
support, or Career Connec- 
tions. 

Fagerlund gave credit 
to the Quincy Chamber of 


Commerce for its printed 
membership directory that 
lists organizations and busi- 
nesses that are Chamber 
members. He said he has 
about a ten percent response 
rate from the companies he 
contacts from the Cham- 
ber’s list and is excited to 
set up all future interviews 
with possible contributors 
with the partnership guide 
in hand. 

Fagerlund, who has been 
coordinator for two years, 
said this year the QSCP has 
raised in excess of $110,000 
to benefit Quincy’s public 
schools. 

“Our growth has really 
taken place in what we call 
the Platinum Level which 
is a $5,000 financial contri- 
bution or above,” he said. 
“We’re very fortunate to 
have a company like Boston 
Scientific down in Squan- 
tum who have just gone 
above and beyond and con- 
tribute towards the purchase 
of technology and design a 
curriculum with the teach- 
ers.” 

Other Platinum Level 
Partners include Bluefin 
Robotics, Boston Univer- 
sity, Harvard Pilgrim Health 
Care, and Quirk Auto Deal- 
ers. 

Gold Level Partners 
donate $2,500 or more in 
money, goods, or services. 
Silver level partners donate 
$1,000 or more and Bronze 
Level Partners donate $500 
or more. 

Contributions can be 
small but are still much ap- 
preciated, he said. Giving 
$250 can provide food for a 
new teacher orientation lun- 
cheon. A donation of pizzas 
can feed those participating 
in an afternoon school beau- 
tification project. 

“We’re not Fortune 500 
focused. We will kindly ac- 
cept a donation of any sort 
from anyone,” said Fager- 
lund. “As I go out and solicit 
new partners, [the guide] is 
something they can utilize 
as a tool...as a visual of 


what the partnership is all 


about.”

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Nearly 60 Years Later, Theodore Lavoot Receives Medal 


Second-Highest Decoration The Navy Awards For Noncombat Heroism

Theodore Lavoot unex- 
pectedly received the Navy 
and Marine Corp Medal in 
late August, nearly 60 years 
after heroically rescuing a 
pilot who crashed his single- 
seat jet liner into the Medi- 
terranean Sea in 1956. 
Lavoot was born in 1936 
and. grew up in Quincy. A 
1954 “graduate of Quincy 
High School, he attended 
his 60th reunion at the Quin- 
cy Neighborhood Club last

In the envelope he found 
a “Transmittal of and/ or 
Entitlement to Awards” 
form that indicated a recent 
review revealed that he had 
been awarded an unspeci- 
fied medal. 

“When I got this package 
I had no idea what it was,” 
he said. 

As the envelope con- 
tained no further informa- 
tion on the medal’s signifi- 
cance, Lavoot had to do a 
bit of online research to 
determine that he had just 
received the second most 
prestigious medal awarded 
by the Navy for noncom- 
bat heroism involving life- 
threatening risk. 

Lavoot, 77, speculates 
he was awarded the medal 
due to an event which oc- 
curred in October of 1956 
for which he was honored 


during a meritorious mast. 

At the time, he thought 
that was as much recogni- 
tion as he’d receive for his 
courageous act. 

Lavoot served in the U.S. 
Navy from 1955 to 1959 
as an officer on the avia- 
tion sea rescue team prior 
to starting his career as an 
electronics engineer for de- 
fense systems in the aero- 
space industry. 

In October 1956 he was 
on tour aboard the aircraft 
carrier the USS Coral Sea 
CVA-43 in the Mediterra- 
nean Sea. 

He was in an HU-2 heli- 
copter with pilot Lt. Francis 
Cronin alongside the aircraft 
carrier as an F2H Banshee 
took off. 

He noticed the single-seat 
jet liner plane wasn’t gain- 
ing altitude a mile or two 
out to sea. It then crashed 
into the water. 

By that point, Lavoot had 
executed several “standard” 
rescues utilizing a sling 
which was lowered from the 
aircraft, however he had not 
been involved in any precar- 
ious or dangerous rescues 
that involved him entering 
the: water himself. 

Nor was he properly out- 
fitted to perform such a res- 
cue. “We didn’t wear all of 
the paraphernalia they have 
today,” he said. 

Several rescue attempts 
failed as Lavoot repeatedly 
lowered the sling from 20 


feet above into the water to 
retrieve the motionless pi- 
lot. 

He later learned that the 
pilot had hurt his back in 
the crash and was unable to 
move due to his injuries. 

- Lavoot dove in to rescue 
the pilot who still had his 
parachute attached which 
could have easily wrapped 
around both their bodies, 
pulling them under the sur- 
face of the water, he said. 

He swam to the pilot and 
after cutting him free of his 
parachute swam the injured 
man over to the sling which 
was then lifted into the HU-2 
helicopter by Cronin. 

“IT never got his name,” 
said Lavoot, who said he 
believes that he received 
the medal after files were 
moved to the Naval Support 
Activity Center and were 
thoroughly sorted through 
for organizational purposes. 

While Lavoot is now. a 
resident of California, he 
still makes time to visit New 
England once every one to 
two years with his wife Terri 
who he met while he was a 
student at Northeastern Uni- 
versity studying to be an en- 
gineer. 

He has since written a 
letter ‘to the U.S: Depart- 
ment of the Navy asking to 
have his friend, Abraham 
Specter, posthumously rec- 
ognized for a similar water 
rescue attempt in which he 
lost his life.

It will take several days 
to determine whether the 
fire was deliberately set, 
according to. Quincy Fire 
Chief Joséph Barron. 

“[(Police] believe it’s sus- 
picious and they are investi- 
gating all leads,” said Police 
Capt. John Dougan. 

“Once the building gets 
secured in the sense that the 
doors ‘go in, the windows go 
in, it changes things drasti- 
cally,” said Koch, who add- 
ed that he would be meeting 
with the building contractor, 
the police department, and 
representatives from the 
Public Buildings Depart- 
ment sometime Tuesday 
afternoon or Wednesday to 
discuss ways to more prop- 
erly secure the building. 

“It’s hard to. secure it but 
obviously we need to do a 
better job at that,” he said. 
“There will be changes, for 
sure.” 

Because the building is 
attached to the new City 
Hall and was built atop dif- 


fering elevations it is more 
difficult to keep completely 
secure he added. 

Nearly 42 of the city’s 
firefighters, eight engines, 
three ladders, and a res- 
cue truck were called to 
the scene to fight back the 
flames which escalated to 
three alarms. 

Boston, Braintree, and 
Weymouth firefighters 
stepped in to provide cov- 
erage for the city’s fire sta- 
tions. 

The fire began in the 
back, left corner of the first 
floor, causing significant 
damage all the way up to 
the second floor, said Gary 
Cunniff of the city’s Public 
Buildings Department who 
added that a welder’s torch 
had been stolen from the 


» $cene. 


The third floor and rafters 
remained largely untouched 
by the flames. 

Koch said the fire was 
knocked down quickly. 

“Thankfully, it was really 
just in a portion of the build- 
ing that did not affect the 
entire building structurally,” 
he said. “I’m pleased it was 
contained.” 

“The first fire crews did 
an outstanding job in pre- 
venting the building from 
being a total loss,” said Bar- 
ron. 

While there was substan- 
tial damage, nothing historic 
was lost, said Koch. 

No injuries to firefighters 
were reported. 

There was no fire sup- 
pression system in place. 
That, along with old wir- 
ing and asbestos, may have 
made the building more sus- 
ceptible to fire, according to 
Koch. 

“It’s been the seed of gov- 
ernment for Quincy since 
1844 and it’s iconic to the 
people of Quincy, the face 
of that building,” he said. 

Dougan could not com- 
ment on whether the fire 
was in any way related to the 
theft of copper pipes from 
the building’s attic discov-

As of Tuesday morning, a 
damage assessment was still 
taking place, said Koch. 

Insurance carried by the 
contractor will cover all 
damages.

After being with me 
since 1980, my wife re- 
cently passed away. As 
a Police Officer, I wanted 
to take this opportunity 
to thank all those Police 
wives who stand by their 
Officer. 

Being married to a 
Police Officer is differ- 
ent. We come home from 
work after seeing things 
that most people will 
never experience — and 
we see it over and over. 

The wives are the ones 
who keep us sane. We 
work strange hours and 
most holidays. The wives 
keep the family together 
and learn to become very 
independent. Being the 
wife of a Police Officer 
is not for the weak, nor 
the self-centered, nor the 
needy, clingy, insecure or 
high-maintenance type of 
woman. 

It is different. You 
will find yourself chang- 
ing plans constantly due 
to the uncertain nature 
of police work. Making 
plans after work or on a 
day off are often disrupt- 
ed by a serious call at the 
end of a shift or a sudden 
appearance in court. 

It is different. Rou- 
tine has no place in law 
enforcement or in Police 
families. Due to shift 
work, wives often sleep 
alone or are asleep when 
you come home. Your 
children often don’t see 
you on a daily basis. 
Holidays, special occa- 
sions, anniversaries and 
birthdays are just days 
you must be prepared 
to work around — to cel-

on another day. On most 
holidays, Officers are 
forced to work and miss 
out on valuable family 
moments. 

It is different. At the 
park with your children, 
when others learn what 
your husband does, you 
may hear people say, 
“How can you do it, 
knowing that he may not 
come home alive or get 
shot?” It is always in the 
back of their minds. Ev- 
eryone knows your hus- 
band is a Police Officer. 
Often times they will act 
differently around your 
family, making remarks 


such as, “Don’t worry, 
I’m not driving” at a so- 
cial gathering. 

It is different. Wives 


often lose their long-time 
friends due to the rotat- 
ing days off of their hus- 


band. With one weekend 
off every six weeks, your 
non-Police friends stop 
calling after awhile. Life 
is based on weekends off. 
Being out in public has its 
challenges. The Officer 
is always on guard, even 
off duty and when he sees 
someone he arrested, he 
wants to get you away 


from any confrontation 


with that person. 

It is different. The sar- 
castic sense of humor that 
the Officer uses as a cop- 
ing skill often permeates 
the family. 
wife needs to vent over 
a personal issue, she may 
have to put her needs on 
hold if the Officer experi- 
enced something horrific. 
There is a wide range of 
mood swings and they 
are often prompted by ei- 
ther the daily shift work 
or years of experiencing

stressful incidents. 

It is different. This job 
defines who your husband 
is and his commitment to 
those he serves. Hearing 
that a Police Officer was 
killed in the line of duty 
is a stark reminder to the 
wife, who knows that at 
any given time, she may 
have to “go it alone.” 

It is not an easy mar- 
riage - it demands flex- 
ibility, understanding 
and selfless commitment. 
The divorce rate is much 
higher for Police Officers. 
There are many health 
statistics that do not bode 
well for Police Officers. 

For Police marriages, 
for those who focus on 
making it work, a very 
special family bond de- 
velops and the Police 
Wife is the strength be- 
hind the uniform.

The Dorothy Quincy 
Homestead, a _ National 
Historic Landmark, will 
be open for its final public 
tours of the season on Sat- 
urday, Oct. 4, between 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m. for Discover 
Quincy Days. 

Tours will start on the 
hour and half hour begin- 
ning at 10 a.m. The last tour 
begins at 3:30 p.m. 

All tours are free of 
charge, but a voluntary con- 
tribution is suggested. The 
Homestead is located on 
Butler Road at the corner of 
Hancock Street in Quincy. 

Dating from 1686, the 
‘house is 328 years old. 
During the 17th and 18th 


centuries, this mansion was 
considered the grandest 
estate in Quincy. During 
the pre-Revolutionary War 
era, it was a meeting place 


_for such patriots as Josiah 


Quincy, John Hancock and 
John Adams. It was the 
childhood home of Dorothy 
Quincy Hancock, the wife 
of John Hancock. 

John Hancock’s revolu- 
tionary war era Chariot has 
recently undergone exten- 
sive restoration and conser- 
vation. Thanks to a $31,400 
grant from the Quincy Com- 
munity Preservation Com- 
mittee, the Chariot has been 
transformed from a dull 
black sleigh or booby hut 


into a vibrant, elegant car- 
riage body.

Stuffed Artichokes

There is one food that I have never found 
in any restaurant that my family enjoys so 
much and that is stuffed artichokes. 

They are usually quite expensive, but 
recently they were on sale, and instead of 
the large ones, there were some that were 
“”smaller and so much easier to prepare. 
(ON STUFFED ARTICHOKES 
4 artichokes 
1/2 cup seasoned bread crumbs 
2-3 tablespoons tomato sauce 
parsley, basil (as much as you like) 

2-3 tablespoons grated Parmesan or Ro- 
mano cheese 

Cut the end of the stems off so they will 
sit in the pan. Trim off the pointed tips on 
the top of each leave. 


Boil for 15 minutes. Drain and cool. 

In a bowl, mix the breadcrumbs, tomato 
sauce, cheese and herbs until well com- 
bined. Use a bit of water if too dry. 

Spread open the leaves slightly and fill 
each space with the stuffing. Sprinkle the 
top with a little bit of olive oil. 

They can be cooked on top of the stove 


covered by putting a little water on the bot-, 


tom of the pan, a little oil, and place the 
artichokes evenly together, cover and cook 
until done. Depending on the size, they take 
about a half hour to cook until tender. Re- 
move and garnish with left over sauce or 
just plain. Each leave should have a bit of 
stuffing when eaten. Enjoy! 

PS. If you prefer to bake them place 
them in a covered roasting pan and cook in 
a 350 degree oven for about half an hour.

¢ % cup nutritional yeast flakes (Or you 
can use grated parmesan instead) 

¢ 1 teaspoon Dijon mustard 

Instructions 

In a large saucepan, combine the cau- 
liflower florets and water over high heat. 
When it reaches boiling, put a lid on the pan 
and drop the heat to medium low. Simmer 
for 5 minutes or until the cauliflower is ten- 
der. 

While the cauliflower is simmering, melt 
the butter in saucepan and stir in the garlic 
and the salt until just fragrant. Do not let 
garlic. brown. Drain cauliflower and add to 
pan with the milk. Use immersion blender 
to blend into a very smooth consistency.

have been allocated because 
commercial development 
has yet to start in Quincy 
Center. Currently, the state 
has set a June 2015 dead- 
line for commercial devel- 
opment — including office 
and retail projects, but not 
residential — to begin for the 
city to receive the money. 

Dennis Harrington, the 
city’s planning director, told 
the City Council’s down- 
town committee Monday 
the city should be able to 
receive an additional exten- 
sion, on that deadline, pro- 
vided Quincy has a good re- 
development plan in place. 
New revenues generated in 
Quincy Center are able to 
pay off a district improve- 
ment financing (DIF) bond 
used to pay for assorted 
costs associated with the 
downtown project, but those 
revenues do not apply to I- 
Cubed financing. 

“We have DIF revenue 
that more than satisfies our 
DIF accounts, but we do 
not have I-Cubed revenue, 
which is based upon com- 
mercial construction proj- 
ects,” Harrington explained. 
“T think that if the city has 
a good plan we would’ get 
another extension. We plan 
to go forward with I-Cubed, 
but until there is a couple 
major foundations in the 
ground we’re not going to 
have I-Cubed funding.” 

Councillor Doug Gutro, 
chairman of the downtown 
committee, asked Har- 


rington what would happen 


once the portion of Hancock 
Street between City Hall 
and the church closes if park 
construction doesn’t start 
as the city awaits a funding 
source. 

“We're going to elimi- 
nate the parking, do the util- 
ities, and let it sit until there 
is I-Cubed funding?” Gutro 
stated. 

Harrington countered that 
parking spots lost would be 
offset by new spaces added 
on Temple Street. The area 
of Hancock Street closed to 
traffic would then serve as 
an “open town common,” as 
Harrington referred to it, in 
the interim. He added that 
the city should focus on get- 
ting a plan in place to tap the 
I-Cubed funds. 

“I expect this adminis- 
tration will go forth and get 
funding to build a park,” 
Harrington said. “There is 
a source: Someone has got 
to turn on the spigot. We 
should all be working to- 
wards that goal.” 

Jim Fatseas, chief of staff 
to Mayor Thomas Koch, 
said the administration has 
been in continual contact 
with state officials on the I- 
Cubed project. He too was 
optimistic about the dead- 
line being extended. 

“The mayor has and is 
continuously in conversa- 
tion with the state govern- 
ment regarding I-Cubed 
and ‘regarding alternative 
sources of funding for the 
park,” Fatseas said. “We are 
assessing the situation as far 
as getting funding on the

park..We’re in discussions 
with the current administra- 
tion and we look forward to 
working with a future ad- 
ministration as well. 

“We are comfortable and 
confident we’re going to be 
able to extend our I-Cubed 
application. Absent fund- 
ing of this nature, this is not 
something we intend to put 
on the general fund. That’s 
not the plan and it’s never 
been the plan. So we’re cur- 
rently trying to get the tim- 
ing down and we’re in con- 
stant contact with the state 
to let them know where we 
are.” 

Fatseas added the city is 
also looking into other fund- 
ing mechanisms to pay for 
the park project, but did not 
divulge which sources. 

“There are other potential 
money sources. There isn’t 
anything to tip my hand. I 
can just tell you we are cur- 
rently in discussions with 
the state and pursuing all 
courses,” he said. “There is 
a dialogue and we’re com- 
fortable with that dialogue.” 

In addition to the I-Cubed 
funding the city has applied 
for a $2.5 million gateway 
park grant from the state to 
pay for underground work 
associated with putting 
fountains in the new park, 
Harrington explained. A $1 
million grant from the same 
state program was used to fi- 
nance the design of the park. 
Harrington said the design is 
at the 90 percent stage and 
should be completed by the 
end of 2014.

had been charged to Street- 
Works but was deemed in- 
eligible under the LDA and 
was paid from district im- 
provement financing (DIF) 
bond money instead, ac- 
cording to O’Connor. 

The Delahunt Group, 
a consulting firm chaired 
by former U.S. Rep. Wil- 
liam Delahunt, received 
$232,500 in fees. The Dela- 
hunt Group was retained by 
the city to help secure state 
and federal grants and state 
permits for the Quincy Cen- 
ter project. Harrington esti- 
mated the Delahunt Group 
brought in between $10 
million and $20 million in 
grants the city received for 
downtown redevelopment. 

More than $200,000 from 
the account went to attor- 
neys. The firm of Cosgrove, 
Eisenberg & Kiley received 
$120,978; attorney Thomas 
Kiley acted as a legal advi- 
sor to Mayor Thomas Koch 
on downtown matters. Nut- 
ter, McLennan & Fish re- 
ceived $82,264; the firm’s 
attorneys wrote the LDA 
with Street-Works. 

Epsilon Associates, a 
company specializing in 
environmental consulting, 
received $65,905. They 
helped secure a Massachu- 
setts Environmental Policy 


Act (MEPA) permit that 
cleared the way for the 
downtown project. Even 
though Street-Works is no 
longer involved, the permit 
remains in effect. 

“It’s good for a long peri- 
od of time,” Harrington said. 
“T’ve seen MEPA certificates 
from the ‘80s deemed to be 
too stale in 2014, but ours is 
good long term. It’s valid for 
any developer who choses to 
[get] into our downtown.” 

Quincy-based Wessling 
Architects received 
$121,949. The firm served 
as a peer reviewer for 
Street-Works’ Merchants 
Row project. 

Some $60,806 in fees 
went to Woodard & Curran. 
The company consulted on a 
variety of matters, including 
traffic, MEPA permitting, 
utility work, and storm wa- 
ter drainage. 

RKG Associates received 
$55,450 in fees. Quincy re- 
tained the company to assist 
with its application for $40 
million in stated Infrastruc- 
ture Investment Incentive 
(I-Cubed) funding to pay 
for the completion of Ad- 
ams Green and a new bridge 
over Burgin Parkway. 

Jacobs Engineering re- 
ceived $46,831 in fees. The 
company advised the city 
relative to Street-Works’ 


plan to put a garage under 
Merchants Row. Addition- 
ally, Tighe & Bond received 
$32,898 to review the ga- 
rage’s planned slurry wall. 
Harrington said the city was 
concerned about the slurry 
wall because of leaks in 
slurry walls used in the Big 
Dig project. 

More than $30,000 went 
to companies that assisted 
the city on the Town Brook 
relocation project. The Hors- 
ley Witten Group received 
$15 360 for their peer review 
of the project. Kleinschmidt 
received $7,866 to serve as 
an expert witness during 
a lawsuit over the brook 
and the Stephenson Design 
Group received $7,350 for 
testimony relative to wet- 
lands claims associated with 
the project. 

W-ZHA, a construction 
financial consultant, re- 
ceived $9,600 in fees. The 
company was to review 
Street-Works’ financial sub- 
mittal for the first phase of 
development. That submit- 
tal was never delivered. 

The contracts with W- 
ZHA and RKG remain 
open. The companies are 
owed a total of $7,950, 
which will be paid out of the 
consultants account. A total 
of $4,350 in the account re- 
mains unencumbered.

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DOVE: Helping Victims Of Domestic Violence 


Quincy-Based Multi-Faceted Organization Has Served Thousands Of Men, Women, Children

What began as a helpline 
operating out of the St. Boni- 
face Church in Germantown 
in 1978 has evolved into a 
multi-faceted organization 
that has served thousands of 
men, women, and children 
from Quincy and through- 
out Norfolk County who are 
— or have been — victims of 
domestic abuse. 

Executive Director of 
DOVE (DOmestic Violence 
Ended) Sue Chandler is plan- 
ning to further expand the 
scope of available services 
by opening a larger emer- 
gency shelter and hopes that 
public dialogue on domestic 
abuse will eliminate some 
of the stigma felt by victims 
and their families. 

History 

DOVE was founded in 
1977 and formally estab- 
lished in 1978 by a group 
of women under the Quincy 
Mayor’s Commission on the 
Status of Women who then 
organized with the St. Boni- 
face Church in Germantown 
to host a hotline for those 
seeking help or refuge from 
domestic abuse. The group 
also worked with what was, 
at the time, the Quincy City 
Hospital to open the first do- 
mestic violence shelter on 

the South Shore in the hos- 
pital’s old nursing school 
building. 

The shelter’s first clients 
arrived Labor Day weekend 
of 1978. 

Legal services were of- 
fered early in DOVE’s his- 
tory after restraining orders 
became a viable legal option 
that same year. 

DOVE was then incorpo- 
rated as a nonprofit in 1979. 

The program expanded 
further in 2008 when the 
Civilian Domestic Violence 
Advocacy Program was es- 


tablished by the Quincy Po- 
lice Department and DOVE 
with the help of Violence 
Against Women Act. fund- 
ing. The program connects 
a DOVE advocate with the 
Quincy, Randolph, and Hol- 
brook Police Departments. 
Working a couple days a 


week, the advocate accesses 


and reviews reports related 
to domestic violence calls 
and then follows-up through 
mail or over the phone to 
check on a complainant’s 
well-being and to inform 
them of DOVE’s services. 

The advocate also re- 
ceives feedback from vic- 
tims on police response so 
that he or she can work with 
the department to improve 
or strengthen their approach 
when dealing with domestic 
disputes. 

Chandler brought her 
passion for women’s health 
advocacy to DOVE in Fe- 
bruary of 2010. Prior to that 
she worked to support do- 
mestic violence shelters in 
Boston. 

DOVE now serves Avon, 
Braintree, Canton, Cohasset, 
Dedham, Hingham, Hol- 
brook, Hull, Milton, Nor- 
wood, , Quincy, Randolph, 
Sharon, Stoughton, Walpole, 
Westwood, and Weymouth, 
and is the only organization 
of its kind based in Norfolk 
County. 

Funding comes from a 
combination of sources in- 
cluding state and federal 
support, foundation and cor- 
porate support, individual 
support, support from fund- 
raising events, and church- 
es. 

What is abuse? 

Domestic abuse can be 
physical, emotional, or sex- 
ual, but it can also manifest 
itself in other, less outward- 
ly observable ways. 
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A partner can exert finan- 
cial control by not allowing 
a victim to work or by re- 
stricting how much money 
they can keep from a pay- 
check. They can inspect re- 
ceipts to see how their part- 
ner is spending their money. 
They can monitor a car’s 
odometer or place a GPS 
device in a vehicle to track a 
victim’s every move. 

Monitoring cell phone 
usage is also a way for an 
abuser to control a victim. 

Abusers can force their 
partner or spouse to be the 
sole money earner for the 
family or can harass their 
victim at work, threatening 
their job security. 

Isolating someone over 
time from friends and fam- 
ily is also a commonly-used 
power tactic. An abuser may 
deliberately be so obnox- 
ious and callous that friends, 
family, and coworkers dis- 
tance themselves, eventu- 
ally cutting all contact. 

Other ways abusers may 
manipulate their partner is 
by threatening to disclose 
their HIV or AIDS status to 
family members or a work 
place. 

Those who don’t speak 
English fluently are vulner- 
able because abusers may 
confiscate their- visas or 
threaten to have them de- 
ported to their country of 
origin said Chandler. 

Domestic violence hap- 
pens to people not just be- 
cause they have low self- 
esteem, she said. Abusers 
look forsomeone they deem 
to be vulnerable or control- 
lable and over time success- 
fully chip away at their self- 
worth. 

The process is slow but 
deliberate. An abuser may 
begin by offering backhand- 
ed compliments such as 
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telling their partner they’re 
attractive but not as attrac- 
tive as other people. This 
slowly evolves into telling 
them they’re ugly and that 
nobody else could ever pos- 
sibly love or be with them. 
The constant stress of 
being in a relationship with 
a batterer can alter the pub- 
lic’s perception of a victim 
who may not be sleeping 


well or has turned to drugs: 


or alcohol to cope with their 
situation. 

“We know that over time 
the experience of stress and 
violence does-eat away and 
chip away at victims,” she 
said. “Wherever are the ar- 
eas where they may be vul- 
nerable is where the abuser 
will go with threats...what 
we often see is that people 
may use alcohol as a cop- 
ing mechanism. They might 
drink or turn to drugs to just 
manage the stress of this 
and the abuser might say 
you know what, I’m going 
to call [the Department of 
Children and Families] and 
tell them you’re a drunk and 
they’re going to take your 
kids away.” 

People may accuse a vic- 
tim of exaggerating his or 
her circumstances or imply 
that they’ ve done something 
to warrant the abuse. 

Victims fear being called 
liars, hypochondriacs, or 
histrionic. 

“The abuser is often 
quite charming. How often 
do you hear ‘I knew them 
forever next door. He’s the 
nicest guy,” said Chandler. 
“Every day, people come 
here for help and they’ll say 
nobody will believe that he 
does this.” 

Over time, sweet texts 
concerning a__partner’s 
whereabouts may turn into 
demands of where they are 
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or orders forcing them to 
come home. “All of us are 
capable of being lured in 
by the charm and what you 
imagine is turning out to be 
a great thing, and in time 
abusers change their tune,” 
she said. “You can imagine 
that nobody goes on a first 
date and gets hit and goes 
back to the person. It’s a 


process in what we call the 


cycle of violence.” 

“None of us wants to 
believe that something like 
this could happen to us... 
we stereotype as a way to be 
self-protective.” 

Statistics 

Government-based statis- 
tics show that 25 to 33 per- 
cent of women in the United 
States will experience abuse 
at the hand of a partner in 
their lifetime. 

The vast majority of 
abuse — 85 percent — is 
male on female abuse, how- 
ever seven percent of men 
will be abused by a male or 
female partner. 

The general dynamics 
of abuse towards men, said 
Chandler, are the same. The 
abuser exerts power over the 
victim or exploits an area of 
weakness. . 

Chandler said few re- 
sources exist on the South 
Shore to assist people seek- 
ing shelter from a batterer. 
“Domestic violence shel- 
ters, ours and everyone else 
in the state, are full every 
night of the year,” she said. 

The demand is so high 
that according to Chandler, 
two thirds of callers have to 
be turned away due to lack 
of room. “It’s a really diffi- 
cult part of our wor k,” she 
said. 

DOVE gets 2,600 calls 
a year on their 24-hour 
hotline; two thirds of those 
callers are looking for emer- 
gency shelter. 

In the last year DOVE 
has provided services to al- 


most 6,000 people, free-of- 
charge. 

“The majority of victims 
that report and come ahead 
for services are between the 
ages of 16 and 24, and then 
the next highest age range 
is 24 to 35,” said Chandler, 
noting that her statistics are 
consistent with what is seen 
nationwide. 

Long-Term Support 

For those they can’t 
house, DOVE associates 
brainstorm ways for victims 
to safely escape. Options in- 
clude staying with friends or 
family or —. in critical situ- 
ations —_ referring people 
to shelters outside of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

“They want to stay close 
to theirjob or if they’re in 
school or if their kids are in 
school; you don’t want to 
disrupt someone’s life be- 
cause that’s going to make it 
worse,” said Chandler. 

DOVE staff may also 
offer long-term counseling 
and direction to help victims 
create a plan on how to safe- 
ly leave their abuser. 

Chandler said DOVE 
never tells a victim what to 
do, rather they offer support- 
ive services to guide them in 
the right direction. 

Their emergency - shel- 
ter, which can house six 
families, is in a confidential 
and undisclosed location in 
Quincy, 

Families can stay for as__ 
long as 12 months. while 
they find a home or apart- 
ment. Finding permanent 
or semi-permanent housing 
has become more difficult 
due to what Chandler called 
“a crisis in this state around 
affordable housing.” 

DOVE’s program was 
originally modeled to offer 
up to three months of emer- 
gency shelter, however long 
waiting times to enter transi- 
tional. housing has stretched

resources thin. 

“That combined with 
how many people need to 
get into shelter is a huge 
problem,” she said. 

Why People Stay 

Chandler said that many 
times, leaving an abuser can 
be as — or even more dan- 
gerous — as staying with 
them. 

Victims often try to break 
ties multiple times, form- 
ing “points of separation.” 
These points often. increase 
a person’s risk of injury or 
death. 

Filing a restraining order, 
filing for divorce, telling a 
friend or confidant about the 
abuse, breaking up and dat- 
ing other people, or even get- 
ting pregnant are all “points 
of separation” that may in- 
crease risk to victims. 

The 18 months after a 
victim leaves their abuser 
are the most dangerous ac- 
cording to Chandler. ° 

“What we like to say is 
that leaving is a process; 
not an event,” she said. “We 
know from when people 
come in and talk to us that 
there is a series of compli- 
cated issues they’re trying to 
figure out.” ~~ 

Victims, especially those 
with young children, may 
stay with an abuser because 
they simply have nowhere 


else to go. 
Victims may also feel 
ashamed to admit that 


they’re being abused which 
preyents them from reach- 
ing Out for help. 

The recent release of a 
video showing NFL Balti- 
more Ravens’ running back 
Ray Rice assaulting his 
then-fiance and now wife, 
Janay Palmer, has opened 
a dialogue on domestic vio- 
lence that never existed be- 
fore said Chandler. Many on 
social media have been ask- 
ing why Palmer stayed with 
Rice, despite the abuse. 


“Tt’s got us all talking ina 
way that is really eye open- 
ing for a lot of people,” she 
said. 

Many had similar ques- 
tions following the murder 
of Jennifer Martel last year 
at the hands of Jared Remy, 
who had known violent ten- 
dencies and a criminal re- 
cord. 

Teen and 

Community Outreach 

The Youthspeak Teen 
Healthy Relationships/Dat- 
ing Violence Prevention 
Program, established by 
DOVE in 2006, trains high 
school juniors and seniors 
in the summer or fall to 
become peer educators by 
going through a three-day 
training program. There they 
learn about healthy relation- 
ships, boundaries, commu- 
nication, respect, gender 
roles, and media analysis of 
domestic abuse. 

Once they finish their 
training, they become peer 
educators and counselors. 

They then teach fellow 
students how to spot the 
warning signs of abuse and 
how to approach a friend or 
family member who they 
suspect may be in an abu- 
sive relationship. 

The Clothesline Project 
is another initiative aimed at 
teensethat allows victims of 
abuse to express their feel- 
ings through art by deco- 
rating shirts that are then 
displayed on a clothesline 
in a school’s library or audi- 
torium. Discussion regard- 
ing violence against women 
is encouraged amongst the 
students and a DOVE repre- 
sentative is made available 
in case a student wants to 
privately disclose their own 
experiences with abuse. 

The Yellow Dress — a 
one-woman play based on 
stories of women who expe- 
rienced domestic violence 
— is performed for students 
by an actress portraying the 
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DOVE (DOmestic Violence Ended) provides emergency shelter and counseling services to women, men, and children who are vic- 
tims of domestic abuse. DOVE’s mission is to promote hope, healing, safety, and social change through their organization which 
was founded in 1978 by members of the Quincy Mayor’s Commission on Women.

beginning stages of a rela- 
tionship which slowly turns 
abusive. A panel made up 
of experts from the local 
district attorney’s office, 
the local police department, 
school social work depart- 
ment, and DOVE then en- 
courage discussion about 
domestic violence following 


the performance. 
The White Ribbon Cam- 
paign encourages high 


school-aged boys to take a 
pledge which states “I pledge 
to never commit, condone, 
or remain silent about vio- 
lence against women.” 

“The way we see it is 
they’re kind of launching 
into the world as young 
adults; they’re about to 
graduate and we’re encour- 
aging them to take what 
they’ve learned over the 
years and be ambassadors in 
the world,” said Chandler. 

Along with educating 
teens, DOVE works with 
health care providers by 
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teaching them nonconfron- 
tational techniques on how 
to approach and speak to pa- 
tients they suspect are vic- 
tims of abuse. 

Chandler is hoping to 
one day team up with local 
hair salons because they are 
one of the few places abus- 
ers allow their partners to go 
unattended she said. There, 
stylists can — in confidence 
— provide clients in dis- 
tress with DOVE’s hotline 
number or can direct them 
to DOVE’s office in Wol- 
laston. 

Those who turn to Inter- 
faith Social Services or Fa- 
ther Bill’s and MainSpring 
for support and shelter are 
also informed of DOVE’s 
services. 

“We really, really do rely 
on community support to 
make sure that we can be 
available for those folks that 
need our help,” said Chan- 
dler. “They’re made aware 
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and they can choose to call 
the anonymous hotline or 
check out the website or 
maybe call us for services 
when they’ re ready.” 

Progress and Hope 

As a result of Martel’s 
murder, a domestic violence 
bill was passed in August 
which closed some loop- 
holes, requiring batterers to 
go through longer and more 
extensive counseling, bat- 
terer intervention programs, 
and longer-term monitoring, 
said Chandler. 

“The catalyst for this was 
Jennifer Martel who was 


‘murdered by Jared Remy. 


She had been in contact with 
the police and the court sys- 
tem multiple times. He had 
been involved and he was 
still able to do this when he 
was a known offender,” she 
said. 

The shelter building, 
which has been occupied by 
DOVE since 1981, is run- 


down and worse for wear, 
said Chandler. Plans on 
relocating to a new build- 
ing with “solid technology 
and security features” will 
hopefully move forward in 
the near future, she said. 

This new location — 
which will house an addi- 
tional six families — will 
also be made public “so 
that people can say ‘Il know 
where to go for help,’” she 
said. 

Disclosing the location 
to the public will remove 
some of the stigma attached 
to seeking help in the first 
place said Chandler. 

“We feel like involving 
the community in various 
actions to prevent domestic 
violence will help,” she said. 
“We want everybody to feel 
like this is our community 
issue. We don’t find this ac- 
ceptable in our community. 
We’re going to work to end 
it;”

Draws Concern, Support

The Central Middle 
School auditorium was al- 
most filled to capacity dur- 
ing last Thursday’s neigh- 
borhood meeting regarding 
the opening of a drug reha- 
bilitation facility at 43 Old 
Colony Ave. 

The Phoenix House will 
begin providing short-term 
detoxification and stabiliza- 
tion services to those with 
drug and alcohol depen- 


_.,dlemey issues sometime in 
December, a fact that has 


some Wollaston residents 
concerned. 

“I feel compassionate 
about these people. They 
need help, and yet again, 
I want to know what’s go- 
ing on. I want to know who 
they’re going to have there 
and why and how they’re 
going to treat them,” said 
40-year Quincy resident 
Phyllis Sullivan. “I know 
it’s a terrible problem and 
they have to have help.” 

The most pressing con- 
cern to many neighbors was 
the location of the building, 
which is close to the Central 
Middle’ School and a liquor 
store. 

“The fact is that this par- 
ticular parcel is located in 
what’s called a business C 
zoning district that’s right 
on the periphery of what 
most of you know to be the 
Wollaston business district,” 
said City Solicitor James 
Timmins. “There’s noth- 
ing that we can do as far as 
regulating this. It’s a private 
transaction that is within the 
zoning ordinance.” 

Over half of those in at- 
tendance quickly left the 
meeting after learning that 
the facility would be open- 
ing regardless of the pub- 
lic’s opinion. 

Vice President and Se- 
nior Program Director for 
Phoenix House New Eng- 
land Neil Gaer said that no 
other buildings were avail- 
able throughout the city for 
their facility. 

Inpatient care for up to 
64 adult clients will be over- 
séett'by doctors, nurse prac- 
tifidhers, social workers, 
and alcohol and drug depen- 
dency counselors at the fa- 
cility which will open up in 
what was the Cerebral Palsy 
of Massachusetts facility. 

Once discharged, clients 
will be directed to long- 
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term, supportive care pro- 
grams to continue on with 
their recovery. 

The cost for most clients 
at the nonprofit treatment 
agency founded in 1967 will 
be covered by either private 
or state-funded insurance. 

Quincy residents will re- 
ceive preference for admis- 
sions. 

Gavin Foundation Presi- 
dent John McGahan said the 
need for treatment beds in 
Quincy is enormous. 

Over the last two years, 
there have been over 4,300 
admissions to department 
of Public Health programs 
from residents of Quincy he 
said. That number does not 
include those who choose to 
enter private, self-pay facili- 
ties. Almost 72 percent of 
those people had to leave 
Quincy to get treatment. 

“We want to work with 
you. We want to work with 
the city leadership, the po- 
lice department, we want to 
help fill that void and save 
lives,” said McGahan. “This 
is a disease that does not 
discriminate.” 

“I know that there’s a 
misnomer that there’s plen- 
ty of services here but the 
data bears out differently,” 
he said. 

The rate of heroin use 
amongst those admitted for 
treatment in Quincy has ris- 
en from 40 percent in 2002 
to 59 percent in 2012 said 
McGahan. The statewide 
average is 43 percent. 

Quincy police and proba- 
tion officer Sean Glennon 
said that while he under- 
stood the need for such a 
facility, he took issue with 
its location. “I’ve buried 
friends, I’ve buried a family 
member, and I am standing 
here in opposition of this 
project for no other reason 
than the location,” he said. 
“My major and vital con- 
cern is this program being 
introduced into a residential 
neighborhood.” 

The building will not 
be locked down said Gaer, 
but a minimum of six staff 
members will be on hand at 
all times to monitor patients. 
All exterior doors will be 
alarmed and_ surveillance 
cameras will be placed in- 
side and outside the build- 
ing. Hallway doors will also 
be alarmed. 

If a client chooses to 
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leave, they will be free to 
do so. If the client is from 
Quincy, transportation will 
be provided to bring them 
to their home. Those from 
outside of Quincy will be 
brought to the Wollaston T 
Station. 

Prior to leaving, patients 
will undergo discharge 
counseling to facilitate their 
departure. 

“We can practically see 
the building from where we 
live,” said Jane McNulty 
who lives on Old Colony 
Avenue. “When you live 
this close to a facility and 
know that it’s not going to 
be locked...it is a concern 
for the people that live so 
close to the facility and I 
think it would be imperative 
to have continued conversa- 
tions with the Quincy police 
to help allay the fears of 
the people in the neighbor- 


hood.” 


Senior Vice President 
and Regional Director for 
Phoenix House New Eng- 
land Patrick B. McEneaney 
said that beds are so difficult 


to get into that few people 


will leave the program un- 
expectedly. 

“These beds are very 
valuable to the families and 
to the people who are in 
those beds,” he said. 

“One of the great things 
about the City of Quincy is 
that we have neighborhood 
schools,” said Senator John 
Keenan. “You can’t find 
many places in this city 
that’s not within walking 
distance to a school and if 
you use that as a measure as 
to where one of these facili- 
ties should go, we wouldn’t 
have one.” 

“The numbers clearly in- 
dicate we need it,” he said. 

A sticking point for 
many was the admission of 
Section 35 clients. McGa- 
han said that Section 35 is 
a civil, not a criminal com- 
mitment and that the Phoe- 
nix House is not a jail but a 
medical facility. 

“These are people that 
have been able to go into the 
court system — a loved one 
had them sectioned in — 
and then they get into treat- 
ment,” he said. “Because 
there’s a lack of beds, they 
walk into the court and want 
to section themselves as a 
way to get into treatment. 
We want to be there for 


those people and we want to 
prevent them from having to 
go through that whole pro- 
cess.” 

Those who are sectioned 
who can’t find an available 
bed are incarcerated and 
provided with care while in 
prison, a fact.that didn’t sit 
right with Keenan. 

“The people who go to 
these [treatment] facilities 
are not criminals,” he said. 
“They’ve been put into jail 
because we have failed to 
make sure there are enonig 
beds.” 

If a patient who is in the 
facility due to a civil com- 
mitment leaves the build- 
ing prior to the completion 
of their treatment, Phoenix 
House staff are required to 
contact the police said Gaer. 

Recovering addicts, 
those with children in re- 
covery, and those who have 
lost loved ones because of 
addiction took to the micro- 
phone to express gratitude 
to Phoenix House represen- 
tatives. 

“We need this facility 
for our children,” said one 
woman. 

City Council President 
Joseph Finn said that open- 
ing the Phoenix House was 
“the fundamentally right 
thing to do” and that “treat- 
ment works.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said that he was in full sup- 
port of the facility because 
he felt it was a necessary 
step in combating Quincy’s 
drug epidemic. 

“T believe in my gut that 
this is the right thing for the 
City of Quincy,” he said. 
“We’re not going to solve 
this overnight, but we owe 
this to our families, we owe 
it to our young people to 
give it our best shot, and I 
believe the addition of this 
facility will help.”

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Keenan: Focus Local Issues Biggest Recanieiinent 
Democratic State Senator Seeks Third Term Representing Quincy And The Norfolk - Plymouth District

Sen. John Keenan is most proud of his work on lo- 
cal issues he has done since being elected to Beacon 
Hill in 2010. 

Keenan, who resides on Hobomack Road in Quin- 
cy, is running for a third term in the state Senate in the 
Noy, 4 election. A 50-year-old Democrat, he previous- 
ly served on the Quincy City Council from 2003 until 
2012. In a recent interview, Keenan said he is most 
proud of the work he has done in the communities he 
represents — Quincy, Abington, Braintree, Holbrook, 
and Rockland — such as holding office hours and at- 
tending many community meetings. 

“T think it has been focusing on local issues,” he re- 
sponded when asked what his biggest accomplish has 
been. 

“I take a lot of pride in making sure we have office 
hours in every town in the district. We do morning of- 
fice hours at senior centers and evening office hours at 
town halls and city halls. I regularly attend meetings in 
the communities, whether they have to do with schools 
or town meetings in the local communities. 

“It’s really, I think, being involved locally and being 
aware of what the local issues are and being respon- 
sive to those local issues. That is relative to an issue, 
but if a constituent may call from one of the communi- 
ties with an issue with state government. I think we’ve 
done a good job responding to that as well.” 

One local issue Keenan said he has focused on is se- 
curing state financing for new schools. During his ten- 
ure on Beacon Hill, Quincy completed the new Central 

Middle School and plans to replace Sterling Middle 
School are in the pipeline. School building projects are 
in the works in Rockland and Abington as well. 

“There has been a lot of action in the communities 
relative to building schools,” Keenan noted. 

Another issuing facing the district is a rise of opiate 
abuse. While the issue has been problematic through- 
out the state and country, Keenan’s district has been 
hit particularly hard. In each of Keenan’s two terms 
on Beacon Hill, new legislation has been approved to 
help deal with the epidemic. 

“I’ve been there for two sessions now and in both 
sessions we have passed major substance abuse legis- 
lation that is now being looked at as a national model,” 
Keenan said. “My first session in the legislature I was 
very active in that. I was one of the main drafters of the 
legislation and we got it passed — at the last minute, but 
we got it passed, which, as freshman legislator, isn’t 
something that normally. would occur: We followed it 
up with legislation this session, a lot of which I au- 
thored, that addresses substance abuse.” 

Keenan spoke to The Sun Sept. 24, the day before a 
public meeting on plans to open a detox center at 143 
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Democratic State Sen. JOHN KEENAN 
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Old Colony Ave. Keenan said there is a lack of such 
centers throughout the state, adding that the proponent, 
residents, and the city should be able to work through 
any concerns relative to the new center. 

“There is no doubt there is a need for these type 
of beds,” he explained. “That being said, is the loca- 
tion being proposed the appropriate location? I think, 
as long as the Phoenix Group and the city and the 
residents that live in the area work together, they can 
address a great many of the concerns people have. 
And I share those concerns, but I think they can be 
addressed.” 

Keenan, the chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Public Health, also helped pass legislation setting new 
rules for compounding pharmacies in the wake of a 
fungal meningitis outbreak linked to the Framingham- 
based New England Compounding Center, which 
killed 64. people across the country and injured more 
than 750 others. 

“We craft what I call bottom up legislation, mean- 
ing we create it,” Keenan said. “It’s not something we 
file on behalf of somebody. We research it. We create 
it. We meet with all the professionals, all the experts. 
And we manage to get it through pretty quickly. Those 
two — substance abuse and the NECC legislation — are 
examples of that. So I think I’ve shown I’m involved, 
I’m active, and I’m able to get things done.” 

Additionally, Keenan introduced language concern- 
ing suicide prevention into a recently approved gun 
control bill. He also co-sponsored Melissa’s Law in 
the Senate during his first term in office when the bill 
was approved. 

Keenan has stayed out of the gubernatorial election, 
focusing on his own campaign. 

“T am focusing on my campaign for re-election. I 
am a Democrat. I am proud to be a Democrat. I am 
running as a Democrat. But at this stage, given every- 
thing, I am focusing on my campaign. I’m out knock- 
ing on doors. We’ve got volunteers holding signs and 
doing all types of things,” Keenan said. “That’s been 
the focus.” 

Voters will decide on four ballot questions in: next 


month’s election. Keenan is against Question 1, which’ 


would repeal a 2013 law indexing the state’s gas tax to 
the consumer price index (CPI) — a measure of infla- 
tion. He supported the original legislation indexing 


the gas tax to inflation because, in part, of the number

of roads and bridges throughout the state in need of 
repair, particularly in his district, which includes I-93 
and other major roads as well as a branch of the Red 
Line. 

“You look at the inventory of our roads and bridges 
across the commonwealth and it’s clear that we have 
not been able to keep up with the demand for safe 


roads, safe bridges, and to ease some of the gridlock - 


we’re finding in different areas of the commonwealth. 


We haven’t been able to keep up with that using the’ ~ 


formula we have,” Keenan said. 

“The issue. of taxation without representation, I look 
at it that the legislation was proposed. It went through 
the legislative process. I voted for it. It went through a 


roll call vote, which means it was a public vote. I rep- 


resented the best interest of my district in that vote. I 
don’t think it was taxation without representation.” 
Keenan supports Question 2, which would expand 
the state’s bottle deposit bill to cover non-carbonated 
soft drinks. He recalled going to his children’s youth 
basketball games and seeing numerous water and 


sports drink bottles left behind. Expanding the bottle 


bill, Keenan explained, would encourage more recy- 


cling. 


“I think if we’re going to encourage making sure 
that they are returned and properly discarded and recy- 
cled — that will work,” he said. “People say, ‘why don’t 
you just put them in your single-stream recycling?’ 
That doesn’t account for the public areas where so 
many of these bottles are. You don’t have a recycling 
bin in your car. You’d like to think everybody would 
bring them home and put them in a recycling bin, wut 
they don’t. They just discard them.” 

On Question 3, which would repeal the state’s ca- 
sino law if it passes, Keenan said he would favor re- 
peal. He was opposed to the casino legislation when it 
passed on Beacon Hill, and would rather start with one 
casino in the state. 

“I would be in favor of the repeal of casinos. I con- 
sistently voted no on casinos in the Senate. My sense 
was three casinos plus a slot parlor plus the possibility 
of an Indian casino were too much for Massachusetts. 
I was in favor, if we were going to have casinos, of do- 
ing one casino and seeing how it worked and taking it 
from there,” Keenan said. 

“If the ballot question succeeds and the legislation 
is repealed, I would look at the possibility of focusing 
on one casino and seeing how that goes before pro- 
ceeding. That would be consistent with my position 
throughout the whole casino debate.” 

Keenan also favors passage of Question 4, which 
would require employers to provide up to 40 hours of 
paid sick time to employees. 

“There is a public health component to this,” Keenan 
explained. “Often times people feel they have to go' to 
work if they don’t have sick time. They don’t wailt to 
miss work because they can’t afford to miss a day’s 
pay. They will go in while sick. 

“Tf they’re in the customer service business, the res- 
taurant business, or even if they’re in an office, they 
will spread that cold. There’s a loss of productivity 
often times associated with that one person going in 
with a cold. 

“Tf that person stays home because they’ve earned 
sick time — and it is earned sick time, not granted — 
then there is a public health benefit to that.”

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Gosule: Bring Common Sense To State Government 
Republican And Champion Of ‘Melissa’s Law’ Running For State Senate In Norfolk-Plymouth District

Les Gosule, who helped champion the passage of a 
three strikes law in Massachusetts, said his experience 
getting the bill passed is one of the reasons why he is 
seeking elective office for the first time. 

Gosule, age 68 of Marina Drive in Quincy, is run- 
ning as a Republican for the Norfolk and Plymouth 
Senate seat, which includes all of Quincy, Holbrook, 
Rockland, and Abington as well as several precincts 
in Braintree. 

In July 1999, one of Gosule’s three daughters, Me- 
lissa, was raped and murdered after her car broke down. 
Her killer, Michael Gentile, had been previously been 
convicted of more than two-dozen felony counts, but 
he served only about two years for those convictions. 

Les Gosule spent the next 13 years fighting to get 
the state to adopt Melissa’s Law, which mandates life 
in prison without parole for any person convicted of 
three violent felonies. Melissa’s Law was signed into 
effect in 2012. Gosule’s experience getting the bill 
passed inspired him to enter politics. In a recent inter- 
view, he noted it took the legislature 13 years to ap- 
prove Melissa’s Bill, but only a few days to pass a new 
upskirting law after the Supreme Judicial Court struck 
down the old one. 

“I decided to run because of my experience with 
Melissa’s Bill,” Gosule said. “I found the legislature 
to be exercising something less than common sense. 
By that, we can look to what happened recently. They 
passed the upskirting bill — which they should have, 
it’s a good bill and I’ve got nothing against it — in two 
days. The bill related to rape, molesting a child, at- 
tempted murder, severe homicides took 13 years to 
pass. 

“Therefore, I submit there is a lack of common 
sense up in the State House.” 

Gosule, who has been a certified public accountant 
for more than 40 years and owns his own firm in Mil- 
ton, is also concerned about state spending and rising 
taxes. 

“This is kind of a little late in life to get involved in 
politics by some standards — by most standards. I’m 
doing it because I feel this passion — we’re not doing 
the best we can for our children and grandchildren. It’s 
about time we do the best we can for them,” Gosule 
explained. 

“All CPAs, pretty much, have fiduciary obligation 
to their clients. CPAs as a group put their clients’ in- 
terests before their own, which is the definition of fi- 
duciary responsibility, to put somebody else’s interest 
before your own. I think I represent that. I think I am 
the one who can do the best in the Senate for the peo- 


ple because I lived it and I reflect it. You work hard for « 


your money. They should work just as hard for their 
money when they spend it and they don’t do that.” 

.QOn the local front, Gosule said he is concerned 
about local aid. He noted the state budget has grown 
by nearly $8 billion over the past several years, while 
the amount of money distributed to communities has 
remained flat. ; 

“What we would have the most control of from 
the Senate point of view is local aid. Local aid is re- 
ally a major issue going back to the local communi- 
ties. Local aid has been flat —it’s certainly been flat if 
you compare it as a percentage of the budget. Property 
taxes are going up. As you retire you’re going to pay 
more for property taxes and expenses. That’s not the 
best way to handle fiduciary responsibilities back to 
your constituents,” Gosule said. 

“Local aid would be a major issue for me. I think 
local aid should be increased. Promises were made and 
broken about that in the past.” 

The interview with Gosule took place Sept. 24, the 
day before a public meeting on a plan to open detox 
center at 143 Old Colony Ave. Gosule said he would 
like more information on the plan, but said he was con-

cerned over the center’s location. 

“To open up a place like that to attract that kind of 
clientele near and between two schools strikes me as a 
total disservice to the community. I certainly wouldn’t 
want my children going to school next to a detox cen- 
ter,” he said. “That’s taking place Thursday night and I 
would like to learn more about it, but just at the outset 
it would really bother me.” 

If he were elected Nov. 4, Gosule would find him- 
self in the minority in the Senate, which currently has 
36 Democrats and four Republicans. He feels working 
across party lines wouldn’t be an issue, citing his ex- 
perience running a business. 

“I don’t think that’s really an issue because at the 
end of the day everybody wants what is best for the 
community,” Gosule said. “I think my experience be- 
ing a CPA and running a businesses — obviously I’ ve 
had a lot of clients that have different opinions than 
I had, or I had different opinions than they had, and 
we’ve been able to talk, nepal, compromise and 
see two sides of an argument.” 

In the race for governor, Gosule supports Repub- 
lican Charlie Baker, and said he would make a better 
governor than Democrat Martha Coakley because of 
his belief in fiscal responsibility. 

“T think he would be a better governor because he 
also believes in fiscal responsibility. I think he would 
stand up against some of the waste and fraud that has 
taken place in state government. I think he would re- 
spond faster to some of the issues that we’ve had,” Go- 
sule said, specifically citing ongoing problems at the 
Department of Children and Families (DCF) and the 
Sex Offender Registry Board. 

“T think Charlie Baker would stand for a govern- 
ment that is transparent and accountable back to the 
people. I don’t think we have a government that is 
transparent or accountable back to the people.” 

In addition to the gubernatorial and other races, vot- 
ers will also decide on four ballot questions in Novem- 
ber. 

Question 1 concerns the state’s gas tax. The ques- 
tions asks voters whether or not to repeal a 2013 law 
that indexes future gas tax increases to inflation. Gos- 
ule said he intends to vote yes in favor of the repeal. 


“The answer to that I think is really self evident for 


a whole bunch of reasons,” he said. “People meet ev- 
ery year to pass ‘a budget, so why should a gas tax be 
automatic? If you need the money for whatever rea- 


sons, you bring it up, you debate on it and you vote on 
it like every other part of the budget. Why should that 
be automatic? It makes no sense to me. If everything is 
on automatic, then don’t elect any officials.” 

On Question 2, which would expand the state’s bot- 
tle deposit law to include non-carbonated soft drinks, 
Gosule said he would vote no. 

“We recycle right now. I think this is going to cost 
more. More money is going to go to the state that gets 
buried somewhere,” he said. “Because pretty much ev- 
erybody recycles today, I don’t think we need it.” 

Gosule said he is against repealing the state’s ca- 
sino law — which Question 3 would do if approved by 
voters. While he supports allowing casinos in the Bay 
State, Gosule would prefer to start with just one rather 
than the three casinos and a slot parlor allowed under 
the current law. 

“If I had the magic button, which I don’t have, [I 
would] limit the number of casinos to one. Atlantic 
City has already closed four casinos. I hear Foxwoods 
and Mohegan Sun in Connecticut are having a tough 
time. I’m concerned — does it really make economic 
sense to have the casinos?” he explained. 

“T would really like to have a better idea of the num- 
bers in Atlantic City and Connecticut because if they 
are having a tough time, then why are we getting into 
it. If we do get into it, then we should limit the number 
of casinos we have because of these other issues.” 

_ Gosule said he intends to vote against Question 4, 
which would require most employers to provide up to 
40 hours of paid sick time annually to certain eligible 
employees. He stated government mandates such as 
that would lead to lost jobs. 

“T’m a CPA. I’ve seen the success of small busi- 
nesses. I think it’s unfair for government to interfere 
with business. You’re a good employee, I’m going to 
do everything I can to retain you. I don’t need the gov- 
ernment to tell me how to do it,” Gosule said. 

“We want to create jobs in the state. if you keep 
putting mandates on employers you’re going to lose 
jobs. We say we’re going to create an environment for 
people to work here; by adding these mandates you’ re 
doing the opposite.” 

Gosule is a 1964 graduate of Boston Technical High 
School. He earned a bachelor’s degree at Bentley Uni- 
versity in 1969 and a master’s degree from Northeast- 
ern University in 2000. In addition to being a CPA, he 
is also a licensed financial advisor. 

Gosule, who is divorced, has two daughters and 
three grandchildren. His daughter Heidi works for the 
district attorney’s office in Middlesex County and his 
daughter Jodi is a teacher.

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Question: I have a Dodge 
truck that from time to time 
I can’t get the shifter from 
park to drive. Sometimes 
it works fine, other times I 
\needto turn the key on and 
‘off and_step on the brake 
several times. What do you 
think could be wrong? 

Answer: The shift in- 
terlock system is engaged 
whenever the ignition switch 
is in the lock or accessory 
position. An additional fea- 
ture will prevent shifting out 
of the park position unless 
the brake pedal is depressed 
approximately one-half an 
inch. The problem could be 
with the brake switch, sole- 
noid or even a wiring issue. 

Q. I am considering pur- 
chasing a work van and was 
thinking about the new Ford 
Transit and wondered what 
you think of this van? 

A. I have not driven the 
Transit van but have talked 


- with other auto writers re- 


cently and everyone comes 
away impressed. The Tran- 
sit is built at one of the same 
plants that build the F-150 
pick-up truck. There are 
several choices or engines 
and seating arrangements 
as well as various body 
lengths. 

Q. I have seen three cyl- 
inder engines being offered. 
Ford has one in the Fiesta 
ahd Mitsubishi has one in 
their Mirage. I remember 
the Geo Metro with its three 
cylinder engine and it was 
terrible, what do you think 
of these new three cylinder 
engines?

A. I have not driven the 
Mirage but recently have 
driven the Fiesta with the 
1.0 liter _Ecoboost engine 
and the five-speed manual 
transmission and found it to 
be a very useable combina- 
tion. The performance as 
long as you took advantage 
of the power supplied by the 
turbocharger was more than 
adequate and made for a fun 
to drive car. Even more im- 
pressive was the fuel econo- 
my, I averaged 43 miles per 
gallon in a 50/50, mix of city 
and highway driving. This is 
mileage approaching that of 
a typical hybrid car. 

Q. What do you think 
of the idea that cars will be 
safer in the future because 
people won’t drive them? 
Are you in favor of self- 
driving cars? 

A. I enjoy driving but 
there are certainly times that 
I would like to be in a car 
that drives without my help. 
I commute nearly 100 miles 
round trip to work and there 
are times that I would rather 
not drive such as being stuck

Then 
there are times that there 
is nothing more rewarding 
than driving a sporty car on 
a twisty two lane road. I had 
the opportunity to talk with 
Volvo’s Anders Eugensson 
on my radio program and 
he predicts that by the year 
2020 that no new Volvos 
will be involved in any fatal 
crashes due to some level of 
self-driving cars.

Q. I recently purchased 
a Mazda Miata with a six- 
speed transmission and a re- 
tractable hardtop. This is my 
only car and I plan to drive 
it year round and I have a 
couple of questions. I have 
heard that you shouldn’t 
use the parking brake in the 
winter and what about snow 
tires,twoorfour? 

A. In general if the 
weather is below freezihg 
and wet try to avoid using 
the parking brake. The park- 
ing brake cables can become 
coated with slush and freeze 
and you will be stuck. In this 
case you would be better 
leaving the car in first or re- 
verse gears. Regarding snow 
tires: using four is the best 
option. You will not just get 
better traction to get moving 
but also to stop. I drove a 
Miata during a winter storm 
and it did remarkably well 
with it biggest limitation be- 
ing the lack of ground clear- 
ance.

Well-maintained vehicles 
deliver stronger and more 
efficient performance. Prop- 
er maintenance also helps 
avoid breakdowns and costly 
repairs, which can save you 
money. And when it comes 
time to replace your vehicle, 
a documented maintenance 
history will contribute to a 
higher resale value. 

How do you know when 
your vehicle needs rou- 
tine service? With older 
vehicles, motorists had to 
study the owner’s manual 
or maintenance booklet 
and decide if they drove in 
“normal” or “severe” condi- 
tions. Then, they consulted 
a time/mileage chart that in- 
dicated when the car should 
be taken to the shop — and 
hopefully they remembered 
to do so. Most cars today are 
equipped with computerized 
maintenance reminder sys- 
tems, that remove much of 
the hassle from car care. 

In a recent AAA survey, 
six out of ten motorists said 
their cars have a built-in 
maintenance reminder sys- 
tem that alerts them when 
it’s time to change the oil or 
perform other services. More 
importantly, the survey also 
found that the reminders are 
actually driving many own- 
ers’ service decisions, with 
51 percent of respondents 
saying they follow the com- 
puter’s recommendations.

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Strong Opposition To Avalon Quincy Proposal

Residents and labor 
groups strongly opposed a 
plan to build 398 residential 
units on Quarry Street dur- 
ing a recent public hearing 
in front of a standing-room- 
only crowd at City Hall. 

The proposed develop- 
ment, known as Avalon 
Quincy, would be located 
on Quarry Street right next 
to the HighPoint apart- 
ment complex. A settlement 
reached in 2000 between 
HighPoint’s developer, Con- 
gress Group Ventures, the 
city, and a group of residents 
living nearby allowed Con- 
gress Group to build 1,040 
units on the site; only half of 
those were ultimately built. 
The settlement set a 2007 
deadline for construction on 
site, including the portion 
AvalonBay is now hoping 
to develop. The developer 
later received a five-year 
extension on that deadline, 
which passed in 2012. 

At the Sept. 23rd public 
hearing, the three residents 
who took part in the original 
settlement and their attor- 
ney urged the City Council, 
acting as Quincy’s special 
permit granting authority 
(SPGA), to reject the new 
proposal by AvalonBay. 
They said the proposal 
amounts to a continuation 
of the HighPoint project; the 
plan incorporates utilities, 
roads, and building pads in- 
stalled as part of the High- 
Point project. 

“T hope the council, sit- 


ting as the SPGA, will re- - 


alize we entered into an 
agreement 14 years ago. 
We're still living up to our 
agreement; I wish you guys 
would live up to yours,” 
Churchill Road resident Joe 
Coyne, one of the three resi- 
dents, said. 

“There are only a few 
things you have to do in this 
world to stay out of trouble: 
aot to pay your taxes, the 
second is to obey the law, 
and the third is to live by the 
agreements and contracts 
you signed. You guys signed 
an agreement, live by it.” 

More than 65 people at- 
tended the public hearing. 
Of the 21 who spoke at the 
meeting, 18 said they op- 
posed the project. 

Among those who spoke 
against the Avalon Quincy 
proposal were five represen- 
tatives from unions and oth- 
er labor groups. They cited 
AvalonBay’s labor practices 
as the reason for their oppo- 
sition. 

“Quincy was a city that 
was built on fair wages and 


good benefits for the peo- 


ple who work here — it’s as 
solid as the granite that was 
mined here,” Barry Keade,a 
business agent for Plumbers 
Local 12, told the council. 

“These developers some- 
times come in with contrac- 
tors that use temp workers 
— they use out of state work- 
ers who take their money 
they earn here and they 
spend it out of town. They 
don’t spend it in Quincy — 
they go back home to New 
Hampshire, to Connecticut, 
to South Carolina and spend 
their money there.” 

Other residents cited traf- 
fic concerns while opposing 
the project. AvalonBay had 
completed a traffic study 
along Quarry Street from 
Furnace Brook Parkway 
to Granite Street. Timo- 
thy Dane, who lives in the 
500 block of Quarry Street, 
said the study should have 
looked at a longer portion of 
the street. 

“I am opposed to this 
project,” Dane said. “I don’t 
understand why the traffic 


study was not done beyond 
Furnace Brook Parkway. I 
have a hard time getting out 
of my driveway everyday. 
It’s backed up from the on 
ramp at East Milton Square 
all the way to the top of 
Common Street. 

“You cannot move on 
that street during rush hour 
in the morning or rush hour 
at night.” 

While most of those who 
spoke at the public hear- 
ing opposed Avalon’s pro- 
posal, three residents said 
they were in favor of the 
development. Among them 
was the Rev. Sheldon Ben- 
nett, a member of Quincy’s 
Affordable Housing Trust 
Fund Committee. Bennett 
cited the project’s potential 
to boost affordable housing 
in the city — either through 
the incorporation of 40 af- 
fordable units in the project 
itself or by a payment into 
the trust fund for future proj- 


“ects elsewhere. In addition, 


Bennett said it would boost 
the city’s housing stock and 


add to the city’s economic” 
future. 

“The Avalon Quincy de- 
velopment proposal is an 
important housing oppor- 
tunity for Quincy,” he ex- 
plained. “The proposed 398 
units will add significantly to 
Quincy’s housing stock and 
to Quincy’s economic future 
and vitality as a city where 
people of different ages, ca- 
reer stages, and incomes can 
prosper and thrive together 
as a community.” 

Also in favor of the 
project was Paul Rogan, a 
trustee of the cohdo board at 
Excelsior in the HighPoint, 
who said Avalon’s proposal 
would help alleviate issues 
HighPoint residents have 
dealt with because of the 
unused space next door. 

“I’ve been in the building 
for almost 10 years,” Ro- 
gan said. “We’ve had a lot 
of problems over the years 
with vandalism to vehicles, 
we’ve had issues with kids 
getting in the building drink- 
ing in stairwells, there have 
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been fires in abandoned lots, 
and we feel a responsible 
corporate partner and neigh- 
bor will add to the commu- 
nity and resolve some of 
those issues.” 

AvalonBay’s _ proposal 
calls for building two five- 
story buildings and three 
six-story ones on a 25-acre 
parcel next to HighPoint. 
The development would in- 
clude 46 studio units, 158 
one-bedroom units, and 194 
units with two bedrooms. 
Rents would be in the range 
of $1,800-2,000 for a stu- 
dio; $2,000-2,200 for one 
bedroom; and a higher, un- 
specified price for the two 
bedroom units. 

The proposal also in- 
cludes a fenced-in outdoor 


pool area, which would be 
located next to a lounge 
area and pool building. The 
lounge area would include 
built-in kitchens, fireplaces, 
and lounge seating. A fitness 
center would be located on 
the ground floor of one of 
the five-story buildings. 

Half of the 25-acre par- 
cel would remain as open 
space, including one acre of 
already paved area that will 
be converted back to open 
space. 

The Planning Board 
recommended the project 
unanimously Sept. 10. The 
council has final say on the 
proposal; it will meet again 
on Oct. 22 at 7 p.m. for fur- 
ther review of the plan.

On Sunday, September 21, 2014, at approximately 11:40 
A.M.., Officer James Goldrick was dispatched to a tanning lo- 
cation near Southern Artery to investigate a suspicious inci- 
dent involving a man beating his dog. 

It was reported that this man fled south on Southern Artery 
in a yellow car with the plate given.

She watched as the male 
suspect struck the dog at least 8 times with the wire hanger. 
She said she quickly walked to the male to intervene but he 
saw her and then jumped into his car and sped away. The wit- 
ness said that she was able to get the license plate of the car 
prior,to the male fleeing the scene. » 

In the witness’s opinion as a veterinary professional, she 
believed that the dog should be checked out for injuries and re- 
moved from the owner’s control. Officer Goldrick then spoke 
with an employee who said that she was working the front 
desk of the business when the suspect entered the premises. 

- The employee stated that the suspect gave his name and 
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address prior to receiving ser- 
vice. Then after 10 minutes 
of using the booth, the suspect 
exited the booth and started to 
yell at her about the 10-minute 
time limit and price of the tan. 
This witness said that the sus- 
pect appeared upset and exited 
the store. 

The employee also saw the 
suspect open his trunk, remove 
a coat hanger and beat the dog 
that was in the car. The em- 
ployee said that she could hear 
the dog crying during this inci- 
dent. She said that the suspect drove away fast and almost 
struck the first witness. The employee called the Police. The 
employee also said that there should be security footage of the 
incident. 

Back at the station, the Officer was able to locate a tele- 
phone number for the suspect. The suspect’s mother said that 
her son was not home at this time. Officer Goldrick informed

the mother of what transpired and she said that she owns the 
dog and currently had possession of the dog. She added that - 
the dog was fine and unharmed. The mother did state that her 
son took the dog earlier to Stop and Shop in Quincy, adding 
that the dog had an accident i in the car and he had to discipline 
the dog. 

At approximately 12:19 PM, the suspect called the Quincy 
Police Station to tell his side of the story. He said, “Leah” an 
Italian Greyhound “‘s@#$§ all over the car”. The suspect then 
said, “You have to show emotion so they don’t do it again.” 
The suspect confirmed that he had a hanger in his car and that 
he swung it at the dog multiple times saying, “I tried to con- 
nect but I hit everything except the dog.” He added that due 
to the small size of his car, every time he swung at the dog he 
hit part of the car. He also said, “Even if I did hit the dog, the 
small hanger would not have hurt it. 

The suspect said that the dog was at his mother’s house and 
declined to tell where he was or turn himself in to the police. 
The Quincy Police Detective Unit obtained security footage 
that captured this incident. Braintree Police were asked to lo- 
cate the dog and check its wellbeing, to no avail. Based on the 
two witness statements and the suspect’s failure to disclose 
where he was, the Officer completed a warrant for the arrest of 
the 66 year old suspect from Braintree for Cruelty to Animals.

he said from ‘his third floor 
office window,” and they’re 
all smoking that’s another 
reason they can pull them 
aside and say ‘put them out 
or move along.” 

‘The idea of the smok- 
- ing ban was suggested by 
a Quincy police officer and 
comes in the wake of last 
week’s fire at the Mcln- 
tyre City Hall - a granite 
structure that has served 
as the seat of city govern- 
ment for 170 years. While 
the fire is believed to have 
been started by sparks cre- 
ated by a thief trying to cut 
and remove copper piping 
in the dwelling’s basement, 
the mayor said the incident 
underscores the importance 
that the building and area 
should be an area that is safe 
and secure at all times. 

“We are very fortunate 
this (city hall fire) was not a 
total loss. Had it been a to- 
tal loss, it would have been 
devastating historically, 
architecturally. The fire- 
men did a great job. It was 
contained. There was dam- 
age but it could have been a 
lot worse. Nobody was hurt 
and nobody was killed thank 
God,” Koch said. 

The three-alarm fire early 
Sept. 30 may have caused as 
much as one million dollars 
in damage, the mayor said. 


The fire itself burned floor 
and ceiling joists as well 
as wallboard, plywood and 
other materials. Water and 
smoke also created other 
damage. Two dumpsters 
outside the building Mon- 
day were filled with building 
materials that were charred 
or soaked by water. 

The building’s contrac- 
tor — Nauset Construction 
— is working with insurance 
adjustors to determine what 
can stay and what must go 
from inside the building. 
Quincy Building Inspector 
Jay Duca will have the final 
say on what materials must 
be replaced and what can 
remain. 

Koch said fire stops and a 
plywood floor that had been 
built between the first and 
second floors likely saved 
the building from being a 
total loss. The fire started in 
the basement and damaged 
part of the first floor. 

“One of the things that 
was pointed out to me by 
the building contractor was 
our building department 
was very strict on the code 
and on the fire stops so there 
aren’t opportunities for the 
fire to make its way into 
other areas. That saved the 
building,” Koch said. 

“If the fire had gotten 
through the plywood floor 
easily and into the second

floor, the building would 
have been gone. If you lost 
the roof structure, it would 
have started to cave in,” he 
added. 

The contractor carries 
full insurance so the damag- 
es will be covered by insur- 
ance — the city is not respon- 
sible for any financial loss. 

“The site is under the 
control of the contractor 
until it is turned back over 
to the city,” Koch said. “As 
part of that they carry insur- 
ance on the whole job.” 

Koch also said the fire 
may set the $9 million 
renovation project back as 
many as three months. He 
is hopeful the project will be 
completed and the building 
opened by next May. Before 
the fire, leaders had eyed an 
opening in February. 

“The damage  dollar- 
wise I’ve heard estimates 
of $500,000 to $1 million. 
That’s not by the insurance 
adjustor. That’s by observa- 
tions by people who know a 
little bit about the building 
trades,” the mayor said. 

“Tt will set back the proj- 
ect as much as three months. 
There’s no urgency to get 
back into the building. We’d 
like to be in before next 
July 1* because that’s the 
beginning of the fiscal year 
and we can move the City

Schools Under Review

An ad hoc committee 
that will address the issue of 
fifth graders in the Sterling 
and Point Webster middle 
schools will gather for their 
first meeting on a date to be 
announced during the regu- 
lar monthly meeting of the 
Quincy School Committee 
on Oct. 8 at 7 p.m. in Cod- 
dington Hall. 

There are currently 700 
grade-five students in Quin- 
cy’s public schools. Of those 
students, 92 attend Sterling 
Middle School and 90 at- 
tend Point Webster Middle 
School. 

Concerns raised by 
school committee member 
Anne Mahoney and local 
parents at previous school 
committee meetings include 
the possibility of those 
grade-five students receiv- 
ing a middle school cur- 
riculum too advanced for 
their grade level rather than 
a more appropriate, elemen- 
tary level curriculum. 

Also of concern was the 
fact that middle schools in 
Quincy do not receive Title 
1 benefits, leaving Sterling’s 


grade five students, as well 
as Point Webster Middle 
School’s grade five students 
at a disadvantage over all 
other grade five students 
who attend Quincy’s el- 
ementary schools. 

Title 1 funds are awarded 
to schools with a high per- 
centage of low-income stu- 
dents and can be put toward 
English proficiency pro- 
grams for English Second 
Language (ESL) students or 
toward programs catering to 
children with special needs. 

Clifford Marshall is the 
elementary feeder school 
for Point Webster while the 
Lincoln-Hancock Commu- 
nity School is the elemen- 
tary feeder school for Ster- 
ling. 

The public meetings will 
hold no open forums, how- 
ever “the chair may invite 
parents to address the com- 
mittee,” said Assistant to the 
Superintendent for Com- 
munications and Operations 
Laura Owens. 

School committee mem- 
ber David McCarthy will 
head the ad hoc committee. 


Sterling, Honeywell 
Finance Topic Oct. 20

The City Council’s fi- 
nance committee will meet 
Oct. 20 to discuss bonds to 
pay for a feasibility study 
for the new Sterling Middle 
School and refinancing the 
city’s Honeywell lease. 

The two bond mea- 
sures were referred to the 
finance committee at Mon- 
day night’s council meeting. 
The committee is scheduled 
to meet Oct. 20 at 6:45 p.m., 
prior to the next full council 
meeting. 

The Sterling bond order 
would allow the city to bor- 
row up to $600,000 to study 
the feasibility of building a 
new school. That total could 
be offset by a grant the city 


could receive from the Mas- 
sachusetts School Building 
Authority (MSBA) as part 
of a feasibility study agree- 
ment. The MSBA previ- 
ously gave preliminary ap- 
proval to build a new school 
with enough room for 430 
students in grades 5-8. 

The second bond order 
would authorize the city to 
borrow up to $24 million to 
pay the remaining costs of 
energy efficiency improve- 
ments subject to the current 
lease purchase agreement 
with Honeywell. The city 
currently pays $2.4 million 
annually toward the lease 
and hopes to save money on 
the interest rate by refinanc- 
ing the agreement.

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Hong Kong Flu 
Threatens Quincy 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A new flu epidemic — the Hong Kong variety — was ex- 
pected to hit Quincy over the winter. It did not appear a 
special vaccine could be developed and distributed in time 
to head it off. 

“It could become quite a problem here around Jan. 1,” 
city health commissioner John T. Foley stated. 

The strain of the flu broke out in Hong Kong in June. It 
soon spread, first to Honolulu and then to the West Coast by 
early September. Foley said a surveillance report pinpointed 
23 cases at a San Diego Marine base, apparently brought 
back from the Hong Kong area. 

Foley added a new vaccine was being developed to ward 
off the Hong Kong strain, but wouldn’t be developed un- 
til after Jan. 1. Thus, he noted, the vaccine would not be 
available until the time the strain was expected to hit the 
East Coast, Quincy included, and the response to a vaccine 
doesn’t set in until about two weeks after the vaccination 
was administered. 

The Hong Kong flu primarily affected younger, active - 
people. Older, less active people were more susceptible to a 
different strain known as the Asian flu. 

The city, Foley explained, had placed an order for 4,000 
doses of the Asian flu vaccine and hoped to receive at least 
some of that order within two or three weeks. The vaccine 
would be administered to those with chronic ailments and 
patients at nursing and rest homes. 

Foley hoped to receive 2,000 doses of Hong Kong flu 
vaccine as soon as it was available. 

USS WHALE COMMISSIONING PLANNED 

The USS Whale (SSN-638), the first nuclear submarine 
built in the Bay State, was set for commissioning at a cer- 
emony planned for Pier Two at the Quincy Division of Gen- 
eral Dynamics. 

U.S. Navy Rear Adm. Roy S. Benson, commandant of 
the first naval district, was to accept the submarine for the 
Department of the Navy and place it into commission. Com- 
mander William M. Wolff, Jr.,a Michigan native, would be- 
come the sub’s first commanding officer. 

The Whale, measuring in at 292 feet long, was powered 
by a nuclear reactor. The Whale, a fast attack submarine de- 
signed to seek out and destroy enemy ships, was made to 
operate quietly and indefinitely at high speeds while com- 
pletely submerged. 

The Whale was named for a submarine of the same name 


_ that served with distinction during World War II. That sub- 


marine was credited with sinking nine ships totaling 57,716 
tons during the war.

Sandra’s Mock Rum Cake

It was a family reunion with more than 
100 relatives all enjoying a huge buffet of 
entrees, side dishes and desserts. 

When I went back for dessert, I selected 
a creamy, luscious looking cake. So I asked 
around to see who brought it and found it 
was my cousin Sandra. She called it a mock 
rum cake. I tried it - and found it quite easy 
to prepare as well as light and delicious. 

MOCK: RUM CAKE 

2 packages of anisette toast (biscottis) 
enough milk for dipping 
1 package of vanilla pudding 
1 package of chocolate pudding 
2 tablespoons rum extract 
chopped pecans or chocolate shavings for 


topping (optional) - 
Cool whip or whipped cream for top- 
ping. 

Dip the anisette toasts in the milk. Place 
side by side in a single layer in a slightly 
buttered baking dish. Do not use instant 
pudding, but cook the vanilla pudding ac- 
cording to directions, adding a tablespoon 
of the rum. 

Place on top of the anisette toasts, and 
refrigerate to cool. Cook the chocolate 
pudding and add one tablespoon of the 
rum. Place on top of the vanilla pudding 
and chill. For the topping, either 
cool whip or freshly whipped cream can be 
used. Sprinkle the top with nuts or choco- 
late shavings.

Arlene Goldstein Joins Health Alliance

Arlene Goldstein, the 
longtime program coordina- 
tor for Impact Quincy, has 
joined an organization that 
aims to improve health in 
Quincy and 12 other com- 
munities. 

Goldstein, who served as 
the program coordinator for 
Impact Quincy for six years, 
left the organization after 
the Drug Free Community 
Grant that funded her posi- 
tion expired on Sept. 30. The 
next day, she went to work at 
her new position as the pro- 
gram manager for Blue Hills 
Community Health Alliance 
(CHNA 20). CHNA 20 pro- 
vides services to Quincy and 
a dozen nearby communities 
— Braintree, Canton, Cohas- 
set, Hingham, Hull, Milton, 
Norwell, Norwood, Ran- 
dolph, Scituate, Sharon, and 
Weymouth. Goldstein has 
been a member of CHNA 
20’s steering committee for 
five years — including time 
as both secretary and then 
vice chair — before becom- 
ing its program manager. 

“In the public health 
world you’re dependent on 
your funding,’ Goldstein 
said soon after starting her 
new job. 

“I was lucky to be in- 
volved in another organiza- 
tion and fortunate to apply 
for and get an new job.” 

The Blue Hills Commu- 
nity Health Alliance is one 
of 27 community network 
health areas across Mas- 
sachusetts; each one fo- 
cuses on identifying needs 


in participating cities and

towns and figuring out how 
to address those needs and 
improve health in the com- 
munity. Goldstein said there 
would be a large amount of 
overlap between her posi- 
tion at Impact Quincy and 
her new one at CHNA 20. 

“My position has a tre- 
mendous amount of overlap 
with Impact Quincy,” Gold- 
stein said, noting she would 
be primarily concerned with 
substance abuse, mental 
health, chronic disease and 
wellness, and access to care 
and services. 

As CHNA 20’s program 
manager, Goldstein will be 
working closely with Kym 
Williams, the organization’s 
community health specialist. 
Williams called the group 
lucky to get Goldstein, cit- 
ing her experience at Impact 
Quincy.’ 

“We are extremely lucky 
to get this asset known as 
Arlene Goldstein,” Williams 
said. “She comes with so 
much experience in the com- 
munity and in the areas we 
work in — substance abuse, 
mental health, chronic ill- 
ness, and access to care.”

As part of its mission, 
the Blue Hills Community 
Health Alliance distributes 
grants to community groups 
operating within the 13 
communities falling under 
its purview. So far this year 
the organization has award- 
ed seven grants totaling 
$33,500 including $5,000 
for Point Webster Middle 
School’s positive and safe 
school climate program; 
$5,000 to Quincy College 
for its empowering veter- 
ans enabling success pro- 
gram; and $5,000 to Health 
Imperative’s school-based 
sexual assault project in 
collaboration with Quincy 


Public Schools and Quincy - 


College. 

“We have a history of 
supporting many, many 
great programs in the com- 
munity,’ Goldstein — said. 
“We’re planning on much 
bigger community grants 
with much more zeroes in 
it.” 

The Blue Hills Com- 
munity Health Alliance 
receives funding from the 
state Department of Public 
Health (DPH), South Shore 
Hospital, Quincy Medi- 
cal Center/Steward Health 
Care, and Dana Farber. 

DPH funds that are dis- 
tributed to the Blue Hills 
Community . Health Allli- 
ance and its counterparts 
throughout the Bay State 
come from determination of 
needs (DoN) funds. When 
health services providers 
undertake large capital proj- 
ects, they pay into the DoN 


~ fund, which is then allocated 


by DPH. 
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“The reality is the.Tasney 
family is the first family I 
personally met in this office. 
Jim Timmins met with them 
in the office. They were the 
first to receive an appraisal 
and they’ve been kept in 
the loop,” Koch said, noting 
they met as recently as last 
week. 

“I resent the fact that 
there’s an implication that 
we have not been communi- 
cating with the family. That 
is absolutely false.” 

The city, Koch added, has 
offered fair market value for 
the property as well as mov- 
ing costs. Negotiations will 
continue for the time being. 

“My solicitor has been 
instructed to continue ne- 
gotiating with them but if 
it’s true that they are really 
attached to the home, we 
will build the project around 
them. They can stay in their 
home. We’ll build a fence 
around their home, we’ll 
landscape around it, and | 
am not going to use eminent 
domain to take their home,” 
Koch said. 

“T am not taking people’s 
homes without their con- 
sent.” 

Under the mayor’s plans, 
the Tasney’s property and 
the others on Hunt Street 
would have been demol- 
ished to make way for a 
157-vehicle parking lot. If 


the family stays, Koch said 
the number of parking spac- 
es would be reduced. 

Renovations to Teel Field 
itself would not be affected. 

William Phelan, an attor- 
ney and Koch’s predecessor 
as mayor, has been repre- 
senting the Tasneys during 
negotiations with the city. 
Phelan said the family has 
never intended to sell the 
home and are happy living 
there. 

“The Tasneys were never 
interested in selling their 
house. They’re concerned 
with the way it’s been por- 
trayed. They feel it was un- 
fair for the city to file to do 
work at the Conservation 
Commission without asking 
their permission as required 
by the law,” Phelan said 
Monday. 

“They just want to stay 
in their home. They’ve been 
there many, many years and 
they’re happy there.” 

Koch said eminent do- 
main might be needed for 
the city to acquire the other 
Hunt Street property whose 
owners have not yet reached 
an agreement to sell. That 
property, he noted, is part of 
an estate and using eminent 
domain could help smooth 
out the legal process. 

“There is another home — 
it’s not a hold out — it’s an 
estate. There are a number

of siblings involved,” Koch 
explained. 

“They all want the home 
to be sold but the legal pro- 
cess is more complicated. 
It may be easier — and they 
will agree to it — that we doa 
taking for that to clear some 
of the legal process. I might 
use eminent domain in 
that case because legally it 
makes sense and both sides 
would agree.” 

In addition to approval 
from the City Council, the 
Quincy Conservation Com- 
mission has already signed 
off on the project. The 
state’s environmental agen- 
cy, however, is appealing 
the latter’s approval of the 
project because the city did 
not submit the signatures of 
the nine homeowners. Koch 
downplayed the significance 
of the state agency’s appeal. 

“That’s a very minor 
issue that we will work 
through. It’s not so much 
an environmental issue; it’s 
more an administrative is- 
sue on the land ownership,” 
Koch said. 

“This is an improvement 
for the area environmental- 
ly and I don’t see that as a 
problem.” 

Timmins said Tuesday 
the city has been working 
with the engineers on the re- 
vised paperwork to submit

ams Inn gazebo last Tuesday 
at noon. 

Following 12 — years 
of work, the 2-mile long 
stretch of walkway along 
the Neponset River shore 
was opened to pedestrians, 
bicyclists, and fishermen. 

“It felt to me like a child 
being born,’ said Steve 
Pearlman, Advocacy Direc- 
tor of the Neponset River 
Watershed Association, a 
conservation group working 
to clean and protect the Nep- 
onset River, its surrounding 
tributaries, and watersheds. 

The entire walkway con- 
nects the Adams Inn gazebo 
to Squantum Point Park 
while the half-mile portion 
just completed connects the 
Boston Scientific building at 
500 Commander Shea Blvd.

to Squantum Point Park. 

Features of the River- 
Walk include a gazebo over 
water next to the Adams Inn, 
access to Neponset Landing 
Park, a natural beach behind 
the Boston Scientific build- 
ing with a canoe and kayak 
launching area with free 
parking available just a few 
hundred feet away on Com- 
mander Shea Blvd., bench- 
es, fishing spots, and views 
of Boston from Squantum 
Point Park. 

Bicyclists are free to tra- 
verse the entire walkway 
except for a portion that 
narrows besides the Adams 
Inn. 

“In a sense, it began in 
1994 with the successful 
nomination by the Neponset 
River Watershed Association 
to have the state designate 
the entire Neponset River 


Estuary as an Area of Criti- 
cal Environmental Concern 
(ACEC),” said Pearlman. 

An ACEC is a place con- 
sidered to have significant 
natural and cultural resourc- 
es. 

Conceptual plans for the 
walkway were then pub- 
lished in 2002 by local en- 
vironmentalists and the as- 
sociation. 

At the ribbon cutting 
ceremony was the author of 
those plans, Wendy Ingram. 

The project, which was 
approved by the state in 
2011, was made possible 
through the acquisition of 
$98,000 in Community 
Preservation Act funds last 
year. An additional $32,000 
was provided by the asso- 
ciation. In total the recent- 
ly completed portion cost 
$130,000.

He 
does not expect any major 
‘issues arising from the agen- 
cy’s appeal of the permit. 

“The reason for the state 
appeal was primarily over 
the issue of who owns the 
land,” Timmins said, noting 
the Conservation Commis- 
sion approval came as the 
city was in the middle of 
purchasing the homes. 

“Because there was con- 
fusion on that issue, DEP 
wants us to get that straight- 
ened out. Once we do, I 
expect there will be no real 
problems.” 

The mayor anticipates 
work on site beginning this 
winter. Teel Field will be 
surcharged, meaning it will 
be covered in up to eight 
feet of fill to compress the 
earth. 

“The surcharging has to 
happen first before the con- 
struction of the field,” Koch 
said. “I haven’t spoken to 
the engineers if the parking 
area has to be surcharged. 
Most of those [properties] 
are higher up so I’m not sure 
where the line is for that.” 

The surcharging at Teel 
Field, the mayor added, 
could begin regardless of 
whether or not the city has 
purchased all nine homes. 
Koch said he hopes the af- 


fected homeowners would 
be moved out before the 
spring. 

As part of the city’s plan, 
Teel Field will be given a 
new artificial playing sur- 
face, grandstands with room 
for 600 people, a scoreboard, 
concessions, and _ lighting 
and sound systems. In addi- 
tion to the field renovations 


and parking lot, retaining 
ponds will be added to al- 
leviate flooding concerns 
in the neighborhood. Koch 
aims to have the project 
completed by next fall. 

“The goal was to be open 
in the fall of 2015 for the 
use of that facility,” he said. 
“It’s going to be a tough task 
to meet that but it is still the 
goal.”

“The RiverWalk is open 
to everyone and will hope- 
fully be an attraction that 
will draw visitors to the 
city,” he said. 
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The Neponset River Watershed Association created an extension trail connecting Squantum 
Point Park to 500 Commander Shea Blvd. with a $98,000 granted in 2013 from the Community 


Preservation Act fund. The trail is now officially open to the public.

Before Monday’s match 
against Hingham, Quincy 
volleyball coach Jacqui 
Niosi talked abut her 12-1 
team. 

“What I like best is that 
every time out we play good 
volleyball. A team can win 
and not play well. That’s not 
us. It’s not just one or two 
players. A lot of different 
player have stepped up, and 
I have confidence in all of 
them,” she said.

Ask John Paul: AAA’s Car Doctor 


Question: I have 
a 2003 Toyota highlander 
and recently had new front 
brakes installed. This includ- 
ed pads, rotors and calipers. 
My question is concerning 
the calipers; is it normal to 
replace calipers when re- 
placing pads and rotors and 
what causes and under what 
circumstances are calipers 
replaced? 

Answer: Calipers, 
the part of the braking sys- 
tem that provides the clamp- 
ing force when stopping can 
fail due to rust. This rust 
is generally caused from 
moisture contamination of 
the brake fluid. Consider- 
ing your Highlander is 11 
years old replacing the cali- 
pers was most likely money 
well spent. If a brake caliper 
replacement is needed they 
should be replaced in pairs 
to provide equal braking 
performance. 

Q. I’m trying to help 
of a friend of mine with a 
2000 Buick LeSabre. None 


of the power windows on _ 


the car will go up or down. 
Can you tell me what I need 
to check or what it might 
be? 

A. This diagnostic and 
repair is not as simple as it 
once was. Even this 14 year 
old car uses a computer to 
run the windows. Start with 
the basics such as checking 
for a faulty fuse or broken 
wire. The driver’s door has 
a large cluster of wires that 
run to it and over the years 
of opening and closing the 
wires can break. The win-: 
dows motor/controls are 
powered by discreet power 
and ground circuits. Just to 
give you an idea on how the 
windows work the driver’s 
door module receives a 
request from the window 
switch over a “data” line, if 
the status information is cor- 
rect only then does the win- 
dow open. This system can 
even generate a computer 
fault code to help with diag- 
nosis.

tioning my car starts stag- 
gering/chugging pretty bad- 
ly. Any thoughts as to what 
this might be? It’s an old but 
well cared-for 2000 Neon 
with 140,000 miles, without 
any others problems. 

A. The air condition- 
er puts additional load on 
the engine. If the engine is 
starting to miss-fire this ad- 
ditional load may be exac- 
erbating the condition. To 
find the problem a techni- 
cian will test both the igni- 
tion system and fuel system. 
A worn spark plug or faulty 
fuel injector could be the 
problem. 

Q. I own a 14-year- 
old Nissan Maxima and my 
catalytic convertor is glow- 
ing red hot after about 10 
minutes of driving. My SES 
light is on, after a lot of re- 
search on line it seems that 
the oxygen sensor may, be an 
underlying cause. Do I need 
to replace all three catalytic 
converters? How do I find 
out which oxygen sensor is 
bad? I’m trying to keep costs 
down and don’t want to buy 
any unnecessary parts. I was 
told by a mechanic I only 
needed to replace the front 
catalytic convertor. This car 
only has 98,000 miles and 
I don’t drive much. What 
should I do? 

A. I would start with 


finding a new repair shop. 
Replacing the catalytic con- 
verter without finding out 
why it is getting hot and 
turning red is just a waste of 
money. 4 good technician 
will check the car’s comput- 
er, read the fault codes and 


use a diagnostic flow chart 


to verify the problem, find 
the cause, and finally repair 
the car. Go to www.aaa.com 
for a list of AAA Approved 
Auto Repair facilities. These 
AAA shops will warranty 
their work for 12 months 
or 12,000 miles and in the 
event of a problem.a AAA 


representative will look into — 


the matter and mediate any 
issues.

Tips From AAA 


AAA offers tips on how 
to speak ‘auto tech’ to im- 
prove auto repair experi- 
ence 

A trip to the auto repair 
shop can feel like visiting 
a foreign country for some 
motorists—they do not un- 
derstand the language and 
are worried about being 
taken .advantage of by the 
locals. However, AAA says 
a trip to the repair shop can 
be much easier—and less 
stressful—by selecting a 
quality facility and learning 
to speak ‘auto tech.’ 

When communicating 
with an automotive tech- 
nician, AAA recommends 
motorists do the following: 

* Before taking the vehi- 
cle to a repair facility, write 
down notes on the vehicle’s 
symptoms and performance 
so important information is 


not overlooked.or forgotten, , 


Include any observations, 
even if they seem silly or ir- 
relevant. 

¢ Describe the symptoms 
to the technician rather than 
solutions. Explain what has 
been seen, smelled, heard 
and felt while driving the 
vehicle. For example, does 
it vibrate or pull to the left? 
Explain under. what type of 
driving conditions the prob- 
lems takes place and how 
long ago it started. 

° Try to be precise. Such 
as explaining a rattle under 
the hood starts at 40 mph or 
an issue occurs only on cold 
days after the engine has 
been running for 10 min- 
utes. 

* When describing symp- 
toms, refer to the driver side 
and passenger side instead 
of the right or left side of the 
vehicle. 


¢ Resist the temptation 


to use technical jargon un- 
less absolutely sure what it 
means. Explain what is be-

that do. not direct the tech- 
nician to a single solution. 
This will help eliminate 
unnecessary or ineffective 
work being performed due 
to misinterpretation or mis- 
diagnosis. 

¢ If the vehicle has been 
serviced recently, bring cop- 
ies of the previous repair of- 
ders rather than trying to ex- 
plain what work was done. 

There also are some 
things motorists can do to 
help protect _ themselves 
from unexpected charges or 
unneeded repairs. AAA rec- 
ommends motorists: 

¢ Ask. questions if the 
technician uses jargon 
that is not understood or if 
something is not clearly ex- 
plained. A quality auto tech- 
nician should be willing to 
take time to clearly explain 

problem in advance of 

e repair and the proposed 
solution. If the technician 
does not explain the prob- 
lem and the remedy in a 
clear and convincing man- 
ner, or suggests the repair is 
too complicated to explain, 
consider seeking a second 
opinion from another shop. 

¢ Always read the repair 
order before signing it and 
authorizing any work. Look 
for specific instructions de- 
tailing the maintenance to 
be done, or the condition to 
be corrected and work to be 


performed. If the language _ 


is vague or unclear, such as 
‘fix engine noise,’ ask that it 
be rewritten. In some cases 
it makes sense to ask that a 
diagnosis be performed and 
an estimate provided before 
a final repair is authorized. 

¢ Read over the bill, and 
question any charges that 
are not clear. Insist on de- 
scriptions of parts, not just 
the serial numbers; be listed 
on the final invoice. In some 
cases, motorists might want 
to specify in advance that 
the shop will show them the 
parts that are to be removed 
and replaced on the vehicle. 

¢ In Massachusetts the 
final bill cannot exceed the 
estimate by more than 10 
percent without the custom- 
er’s prior consent. 

¢ . Before authorizing 
a repair, be sure to obtain 
a written description of the 
warranty the shop provides, 
including the warranty on 
parts as well as labor. Most 
repairs should carry a war- 
ranty of at least 12 months 
and 12,000 miles. -

Earlier this year, the 
state legislature approved 
a bill that will increase the 
minimum wage for the first 
time since 2008 and provide 
much needed reforms to the 
state unemployment insur- 
ance system. Under this new 
law, the minimum wage will 
rise incrementally every 
year until it reaches $11.00/ 
hour by 2017. The law also 
extends the statute of limita- 
tions for minimum wage and 
record keeping violations 
to ensure that all low-wage 
workers will be protected by 
the Massachusetts wage and 


hour law. 


On the employer ‘side, 
the same legislation updates 
the rate table and institutes 
a three-year rate freeze for 
unemployment insurance. 
These reforms are projected 
to provide Massachusetts 
employers with additional 
savings of up to 29% each 
year. 

The state legislature also 
passed the Domestic Work- 
ers’ Bill of Rights, legisla- 
tion that establishes basic 
workplace protections for 
housekeepers, nannies, 
caretakers, and domestic 
workers whose workplace 


‘rights have historically been 


ignored. Under new laws, 
domestic workers will be le- 
gally entitled to meal breaks, 
rest periods, and overtime 
protections

$94,700 Grant To Purchase 
FF Protective Equipment 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment recently received a 
$94,700 grant, which will 
be used to purchase new 
protective equipment for the 
city’s firefighters. 

The department received 
the grant from the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) as part of 
the agency’s Assistance To 
Firefighters Grant program. 
FEMA will provide 90 per- 
cent of the grant, equal to 
$85,230, and the city will 
provide a 10 percent match 
worth $9,470. The City 
Council approved. the 10 
percent match Monday in 
an 8-0 vote, transferring the 
money from the Fire Depart- 
ment’s equipment line item. 

The funds will be used 


to buy approximately 35 
sets of new protective gear 
worn by firefighters, allow- 
ing the Fire Department to 
complete a program of re- 
placing outdated gear, ac- 
cording to Fire Chief Joseph 
Barron. The grant will also 
provide enough funds to 
purchase new boots for each 
firefighter. 

The Fire Department also 
promoted three members 
Oct. 3. 

Capt. John Cadegan was 
promoted to deputy chief; he 
will serve as the shift com- 
mander when he is on duty. 
Cadegan joined the depart- 
ment in November 1985, 
was promoted to lieutenant 
in September 2007 and then 
to captain in July 2011. 

Lt. George Wirtz was 


promoted to captain and has 
been temporarily assigned 
to the department’s train- 
ing facility inside the Fore 
River Shipyard. Wirtz was 
appointed to the Fire De- 
partment in June 2003 and 
promoted to lieutenant in 
November 2008. 

Firefighter Christopher 
Lewis was promoted to lieu- 
tenant and was temporarily 
assigned to Engine 8 in Ger- 
mantown. Lewis was hired 
as a firefighter in March 
2006. 

“They’ve worked very 
hard,” Barron said of the 
newly promoted officers. 

“I’ve sat down with each. 
They understand the full 
weight of the job they’re 
taking on and they’re pre- 
pared to do that.”

If public funding is used 
to build a new bridge, he 
added, the public should be 
able to access the island. 
Long Island, which houses 
a homeless shelter and other 
social service facilities, has 


beer tlosed'to the public for 
years. 
“A feasibility study 


should be completed on al- 
ternative means of transpor- 
tation to the island before 
any decisions are made or 
money spent; $90 million 
could prove to be better 
spent on the relocation and 


improvement of the services 
that were run on Long Is- 
land,” Ayers said in a state- 


ment Tuesday. 
“The idea that last 
Wednesday afternoon’s 


closing of the bridge was not 
inevitable makes no sense. 
This validates what Quincy 
officials and Squantum resi- 
dents have known for years. 
There was no backup or 
evacuation plan for some of 
the most vulnerable people 
in the city. If any public 
money is used for repairs or 
transportation to the island, 
it should be opened up to the 
public.

Each unit will be allotted 
two spaces. 

The entire building will 
be handicap accessible and 
bicycle storage will be made 
available to residents.

Incident Linked To Two Boston Gangs 
Increased Police Presence 


Following Shooting 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The Quincy Police De- 
partment has increased its 
presence in a Wollaston 
neighborhood following a 
shooting earlier this month 
linked to two Boston gangs. 

Police Chief Paul Keenan 
addressed a crowd of more 
than 50 residents during an 
Oct. 9 public meeting on the 
shooting, which took place 
Oct. 1 at 62 Willow Ave. 
The chief told residents the 
victim in that attack is the 
girlfriend of a Boston gang 
member; a rival gang is be- 
lieved to be behind the at- 
tack. 

The Police Department 
is working with the owner 
of 62 Willow Ave., a for- 
mer police officer, to have 
the woman removed from 
the apartment she had been 
living in, Keenan explained. 
Marked and unmarked po- 


lice cars — from both Quincy 
and Boston — have been sur- 
veilling the house since the 
shooting and will continue 
to do so after the woman 
moves out. 

“We will keep a pres- 
ence in the neighborhood 
until they’re gone and after 
probably. We will keep an 
intense presence,” Keenan 
said. “We will keep a pres- 
ence. We have so far since it 
happened and we will con- 
tinue to do that.” 

The Quincy Police De- 
partment’s drug unit, com- 
munity police officers, and 
anti-crime unit have been 
patrolling the neighborhood 
since the shooting, accord- 
ing to Lt. Dan Minton.

Quincy Climate Action 
Network _ enthusiastically 
supports Question 2, the 
updated bottle bill, on this 
November’s ballot. If ap- 
proved, the measure would 
require deposits for bottled 
drinks like water, juice, and 
iced tea. 

Among other benefits, 
Question 2 would help us 
reduce our energy use and 
thus the greenhouse gases 
that are warming the climate 
and raising sea levels. Mak- 
ing a new bottle or a new 
fleece jacket using recycled 
plastic uses far less energy 
than making those products 
using virgin materials. Each 


time you recycle a plastic 
bottle, you save enough 
energy to run a computer 
for 25 minutes, while ev- 
ery ton of recycled plastic 
bottles saves 98 million Btu, 
enough to heat a small house 
for a month in midwinter. 
Advertising funded by 
the beverage industry claims 
that curbside recycling is al- 
ready diverting the vast bulk 
of bottles from the waste 
stream, but the facts on the 
ground show something 
quite different. Quincy has 
a robust and longstanding 
curbside recycling program,

Speak Out

The preservation of open space and attracting new busi- 
ness to Quincy highlighted a forum between the two candi- 
dates in November’s mayoral election — Joseph E. Brett and 
Walter J. Hannon. 

The two candidates answered questions posed by stu- 
dents from Quincy High School and the Vocational Techni- 
cal School. Brett said he favored new industries but stressed 
concern over preserving open space. Hannon emphasized 
the need for new industries and the revenue they would 
bring to the city. 

‘Brett, who spoke first at the forum, cited his concern for 
preserving open space. 

“I am conservationist,” he said. “I am opposed to the 
reckless destruction of our open spaces. By this ] mean our 
woodlands, our golf courses, and our playground facilities. 
I want to see these areas kept clear.” 

“IT am not against the idea of industries coming to Quin- 
cy,” Brett added. “We are going to have a demand for more 
building as Quincy becomes a larger metropolis. But it 
comes down to a question of losing our open spaces. I be- 
lieve that all our open areas should be preserved.” 

Hannon opened by supporting incoming industries. 

“Over the past few years, fiscal power on a citywide ba- 
sis has been limited due to collective bargaining and other 
programs,” he stated. “Because of this, cities have had to 
look for other sources of revenue. 

“Such sources are incoming industries. The Jordan Marsh 
Warehouse, which I was most instrumental in bringing to 
Quincy, brings tax money into the city and also makes new 
jobs available. The new State Street Bank complex will also 
bring tax money and create 5,000 new jobs. 

““We need new school and new facilities. We could ask 
you (the students’) parents, as taxpayers, to pay for these 
things. I think a better plan would be to have someone else 
pay. 

The forum was organized by Quincy High School’s So- 
cial Studies Department, headed by John Harrington. The 
idea began in an attempt to interest, involve, and educate 
students in city affairs. Rep. Clifford Marshall moderated 
the event.

John W. McGowan and John J. McNally were on the 
Republican ballot.The two winning candidates would face 
each other in the final election Nov. 16.

“He re- 
ferred to his book as a “call 
to arms” as he predicted this 
horrific disease will take out 
the baby boomer generation 
unless something is done to 
stop it. 

Mixing humor with sto- 
ries of experiences on this 
journey, O’Brien spoke of 
not recognizing his wife 
Mary Catherine at a local 
coffee shop in town as well 
as getting lost while driving 
and not realizing where he 
was until he reached Provi- 
dence, R.I. He tells his story 
in hopes of offering others a 
blueprint on how to fight the 
disease.

Sticky Apple Pin Wheels 


By MARIE 

There is something about caramel or but- 
terscotch that is almost everyone’s favor- 
ite. 

I decided one day instead of making an 
apple pie, to make something a little differ- 
ent that turned out to be a wonderful des- 
sert, especially since it had caramel as its 
main ingredient. It had the same flavor of 
a sticky bun. 

This time I shredded the apple on a 
cheese grater. 

1 large apple (I used Granny Smith) 

1/4 cup light brown sugar 

3 tablespoons butter 

1 teaspoon flour 

1-2 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon or so of fresh lemon juice 

1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 

1/4 teaspoon nutmeg 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

1 pie crust 


First shred the apple and set aside. I kept 
the skin on the apple, but if you want to peel 
it that’s fine. 

In a skillet, saute the butter and add the 
brown sugar and cook for a few minutes un- 
til the mixture is caramelized. Set aside. 

_ Place the shredded apple in a bowl and 
squeeze the lemon juice. 

In a small bowl, place the flour, sugar, 
salt, cinnamon and nutmeg, and mix until 
blended. Add this to the apples. 

Lay out the pie crust and add the apple 
mixture all over the crust. 

Now form it into a roll and then cut two 
inch pieces making a pin wheel. 

In a pie plate, place the butter and sugar 
mixture on the bottom, then the pin wheels 
side by side on top, and bake in a 400 degree 
oven until done (about 25-30 minutes). 

The flavor of sugar and butter are won- 
derful, and it’s a recipe that I will always 
use for something different.

bridge, Ayers believes ferry 
service would be a safer and 
more economical way to 
provide access to and from 
the island. There is currently 
a pier on Long Island, which 
could be used as a berth for 
a ferry. 

“T have always advocated 
that ferry service is the best 
means of transportation to 
and from the island,” Ayers 
said in a phone interview. 

The city of Boston closed 
the 3,400-foot bridge cit- 
ing longstanding concerns 
regarding its structural 
integrity. The bridge con- 
nects Moon Island, which is 


owned by Boston but within 
Quincy’s jurisdiction, to 
Long Island, where a home- 
less shelter and other facili- 
ties operated by the Boston 
Public Health Commission 
(BPHC) are located. Kate 
Norton, Walsh’s press sec- 
retary, said the bridge would 
likely be closed for an ex- 
tended period. 

“There was not one inci- 
dent, injury, or any bridge 
collapse that led to this de- 
cision,” Norton said in a 
statement Oct. 8. “The de- 
cision to close. the bridge 
was made in an abundance 
of caution, following long- 
running concerns about the 
structural integrity of the 
bridge. The bridge is likely 
to remain closed for an ex- 
tended period of time.” 

The BPHC, ina statement 
released Oct. 9, said Boston 
had already begun planning 
for a new bridge, which 
would cost upwards of $80 


million to construct and take 
five years to design, permit, 
and build. The state’s trans- 
portation agency, MassDOT, 
is expected to pay half of the 
$9 million cost to design a 
new bridge. 

Approximately 440 
homeless individuals were 
sheltered on the island dur- 
ing a typical night, accord- 
ing to Norton, as well as 
250-300 individuals who 
received services from the 
BPHC and other non-profits. 
Some 150 people worked on 
the island. 

The MBTA helped trans- 
port between 220-250 indi- 
viduals from the island Oct. 
8 to a temporary shelter in 
Boston’s South End. Anoth- 
er temportary shelter with 
300 beds was established on 
Channel Street in Boston. 
Boston officials, Norton 
said, have been in contact 
with area homeless shelters 
to identify additional beds.

her car window shattered;

New Playground At Faxon Park

A new, $450,000 play- 
ground inside Faxon Park 
was opened to the public 
this past weekend, featuring 
slides, swings, and a climb- 
ing boulder. 

The playground includes 
two new play sets — one for 
children ages 2-5 and the 
other for children in the 
5-12 year old age range, ac- 
cording to Chris Cassani, 
the executive director of the 
Park Department. 

The play set for the 
younger age group features 
slides and equipment the 
children can touch, such as 
bells and drums. The play 
set for the older children has 
a larger sliding complex and 
two climbing apparatuses, 
which can accommodate 
multiple children at a time. 

In addition to the play 
sets, the new playground 
includes swings — both a 


smaller swing for infants 
and a larger one for older 
children — and a fiberglass 
climbing boulder for chil- 
dren to play on. 

The new playground sits 
atop a poured rubber sur- 
face. It also includes several 
benches anchored to boul- 
ders found within Faxon 
Park, some of which have 
tables so families can have 
a quick bite without leaving 
the playground. The parking 
area and entrance to the new 
playground were repaved as 
part of the project as well. 

The playground was paid 
for by two funding sources 
— $250,000 from the city’s 
Community Preservation 
Committee and $200,000 
from Massachusetts’ Our 
Common Backyard grant 
program. Planning for the 
new playground began last 
December, Cassani  ex- 
plained, and it took three 


months to construct it over 
this summer. 

“We are the first city in 
the Commonwealth to fin- 
ish a project that received 
funding from the state grant 
program,” Cassani said, not- 
ing all projects that received 
grants had to be finished by 
the end of the year. 

“We're delighted we 
were well within that dead- 
line.” 

With the playground com- 
pleted, the Park Department 
will now turn its attention to 
a loop running trail project 
inside the 57-acre Faxon 
Park. The Quincy Park Con- 
servancy, along with Ward 
2 Councillor Brad Croall, 
helped raise funds for that 
trail. Work will begin on the 
trail this winter. 

“There are a lot of things 
Id like to do up there,” Cas- 
sani said, “but that’s the big 
one in the pipeline.” 
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the virus, though Ebola has 
been detected in semen up 
to three months after recov- 
ery.

munities, including Quincy, 
Milton, and Weymouth, 
have also been invited. 

During the session, staff 
will be instructed on how 


to put on and remove per- 
sonal protective equipment. 
There will also be a simu- 
lation where a patient is 
moved into an ambulance, 
and training on decontami- 
nating an ambulance. Fallon 
Senior Vice President Peter 
Racicot said the procedures 
put in place are ones used to 
stop the spread of other in- 
fectious diseases in the past. 

“It’s standard operating 
procedure for us, but there 
is a heightened awareness,” 
he explained. “Infectious 
diseases are sadly part of the 
routine for us.” 

“Safe and effective de- 
livery of patient care is the 
hallmark of our training,” 
said Kevin Mont, Fallon’s 
head of training. 

“Over the past decade 
we have come in contact 
with patients who have had 
serious illnesses, includ- 
ing SARS, HINI1_ influ- 
enza, HSN1 avian flu, and 
seasonal influenza, and our 
protocols and training are 
always aimed at being ready

for whatever medical condi- 
tions we encounter.” 

The company has con- 
ducted an inventory of its 
personal protective equip- 
ment and purchased new 
suits for every ambulance, 
including masks that have 
been fit-tested to employ- 
ees. For the past month, 
there has been extensive 
supervisor training. Fallon 
has also planned protective 
equipment training for every 
member of its field staff this 
week, designed to provide 
competence in the donning 
and doffing of this protec- 
tive equipment. And, this 
past week, all field staff has 
undergone refresher training 
to be certain that they recog- 
nize the signs and symptoms 
of Ebola. 

Additionally, Fallon has 
put in place a mechanism 
that will encapsulate an am- 
bulance should they need 
to transport a patient with 
Ebola or other infectious 
disease.

Medical Marijuana Dispensary 


ZBA Approves Permit For Ermont, Inc.; 
Seen Serving 2,050 Patients In First Year

Ermont Inc., the com- 
pany looking to operate a 
medical marijuana dispen- 
sary at 216 Ricciuti Drive 
in West Quincy, was granted 
a permit to open their facil- 
ity by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals last Tuesday night 
following a presentation of 
security measures and build- 
ing plans and input from the 
public. 

“I believe we have a 
team assembled to open up 
a world class medical mari- 
juana dispensary here in 
Quincy,” said John “Jack” 
Hudson, president and CEO 
of Ermont, Inc. 

In late January, the state 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH) awarded a provision- 
al license to the non-profit 
company out of Provinc- 
etown allowing them to cul- 
tivate and sell medical mari- 
juana in Quincy. 

“I’ve developed a solid 
belief that marijuana is a 
completely untapped source 
of treatment for patients 
suffering from debilitating 
conditions,” said Hudson 
after he recalled his expe- 
rience with post-traumatic 
stress disorder following 
the attacks of 9/11. “Medi- 
cal marijuana is what helped 
me process my 9/11 experi- 
ence.” 

“Quincy is a city will- 
ing to open its doors to this 
new industry while making 
sure that this industry is well 
regulated,” he said. 

Theroughly 35 ,000-squa- 
re-foot warehouse which 
is zoned Industrial B, was 


home to Clifford’s Flowers 
and Smith and Nephew Or- 
thopedics and is next to the 
Granite Links Golf Club, 
Quincy Auto Auction, and 
is across the street from 
the Archstone Quarry Hills 
Apartment complex and the 
*Quarry Hills athletic fields. 

Last year, a zoning or- 
dinance banning marijuana 
dispensaries from opening 
within 1,500 feet of a resi- 
dential district, school, li- 
quor store, child care center, 
or other marijuana dispensa- 
ry was approved by the City 
Council and Mayor Thomas 
Koch. 

This restriction left few 
places for the dispensary to 
open. 

Patients or their caregiv- 
ers must provide doctor- 
written certification and 
may purchase 10 ounces of 
marijuana once every 60 
days. 

A “Compassion  Pro- 
gram” will allow low-in- 
come patients to get one 
gram of marijuana per week 
at no cost and offer addi- 
tional marijuana purchases 
at 10 to 50 percent off. 

Also for sale will be in- 
fused beverages, edibles, 
and oral sprays. 

Marijuana will be grown 
on-site. 

Health insurance will not 
cover the cost of medical 
marijuana ¢r any marijuana- 
infused products. 

The dispensary is plan- 
ning to open next spring 
with a staff who will need 
to register with the DPH, be 
over 21-years-old, and have 
no felony drug convictions. 

“It’s going to be good for 
the people that need this,” 
said Chairman of the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals Mar- 
tin Aikens. 

In the November 2012 
election, over 60 percent of 
Quincy residents voted in 
support of legalizing medi- 
cal marijuana for debilitat- 
ing medical conditions such 


as cancer, glaucoma, hepa- 
titis C, Parkinson’s disease, 
Multiple Sclerosis, amyo- 
trophic lateral sclerosis 
(ALS), Crohn’s disease, and 
HIV and AIDS. 

Hudson said symptoms 
of the conditions could 
be significantly improved 
through the use of medical 
marijuana. 

The law took effect Jan. 
1, 2013. 

Up to 35 dispensaries can 
now open statewide, how- 
ever no. more than five can 
open per county. 

Fraudulent use of a DPH 
registration can result in 
several’ penalties including 
up to six months in a house 
of correction or a fine of up 
to $500. Fraudulent use of 
a DPH registration for the 
sale or distribution of mari- 
juana for non-medical use 
can result in up to five years 
in state prison or two and a 
half years in a house of cor- 
rection. 

Ermont officials have 
predicted the facility will 
serve roughly 2,050 patients 
in its first year of operation. 

In year one, 36 employ- 
ees will be hired to run the 
facility. That number will 
increase to 55 employees 
in year two and 65 in year 
three. 

Preference will be given 
to hiring Quincy residents, 
said Hudson, who will be 
working full-time at the dis- 
pensary as executive direc- 
tor. 

Provisional — registration 
does not mean Ermont can 
open their doors for busi- 
ness just yet. They must first 
submit architectural plans to 
the state for approval. 

Patients will be able to 
access the facility through 
the northeast corner of the 
building. The entire site will 
be surrounded by an 8-foot- 
high chain-link fence and 
vehicles will enter through 
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Quincy Real Estate Transactions Oct. 6 - Oct. 10

Be Aware Of CO Dangers 


National Grid reminds 
customers to be aware of 
carbon monoxide and to take 
precautions before firing up 
the furnace for the winter. 

Carbon monoxide (CO) 
is an invisible, odorless gas 
that can be deadly if left 
undetected. It is the byprod- 
uct of the incomplete burn- 
ing of fuels such as natural 
gas, butane, propane, wood, 
coal, heating oil, kerosene 
and gasoline. Common 
sources of carbon monox- 
ide include malfunctioning 
forced-air furnaces, kero- 
sene space heaters, natural 
gas ranges, wood stoves, 
fireplaces and motor vehicle 
engines. During the heating 
season when windows and 
doors are tightly shut, fresh 
air is sealed out, creating the 
potential for carbon mon- 
oxide to build up over time. 
National Grid reminds its 
customers of the following 
safety information to help 
identify and prevent carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

The symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning are 
similar to those of the flu. 
Depending on the amount 
of carbon monoxide in the 
air and length of exposure,

symptoms may _ include 
headaches, weakness, con- 
fusion, chest tightness, skin 
redness, dizziness, nausea, 
sleepiness, fluttering of the 
heart or loss of muscle con- 
trol. 

If you suspect carbon 
monoxide is present in your 
home, go outside imme- 
diately and call 911 first. 
After calling 911, call the 
appropriate National Grid 
emergency contact number. 
In Massachusetts, the num- 
ber is 1-800-233-5325.: 

Do not return to your 
home until the carbon mon- 
oxide source is found. 

Carbon Monoxide Pre- 
vention Tips: 

e Arrange for an annual 
check of your heating sys- 
tem by a licensed profes- 
sional heating contractor. If 
you haven’t had your heat- 
ing system inspected yet, 
call now. 

e Check chimneys or 
flues for debris, bird nests or 
other blockages, and have 
them cleaned periodically. 

¢ Be sure space heaters 
and wood stoves are in good 
condition, have adequate 
ventilation and are used in 
strict compliance with the 
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manufacturer’s instructions. 

¢ NEVER use a gas range 
for heating or burn coal 
or charcoal in an enclosed 
space. 

¢ Install a government- 
approved home _ carbon 
monoxide detector on every 
floor. 

¢ If you use a back-up 
generator to supply power 
during outage, be sure to 
operate it outdoors. 

¢ Early snowfalls could 
block vents for furnaces or 
hot water heaters causing 
CO to back up into a build- 
ing and result in carbon 
monoxide poisoning for 
those inside 

¢ Open windows do not 
provide sufficient ventila- 
tion to safely operate a gen- 
erator indoors. 

National Grid will re- 
spond immediately to all 
carbon-monoxide __ related 
calls for all natural gas cus- 
tomers within its service 
area — even if you purchase 
natural gas from an alter- 
native gas supplier or mar- 
keter. However, always call 
911 first.

Dollar Volume, Average Sale Prices Up 


After Third Quarter, O’ Donnell 
Sees Some Hopeful Signs 


Citing both solid third 
quarter growth in the dollar 
volume. of real estate sales 
and double digit increases 
in the average sale price of a 
transaction, Norfolk Coun- 
ty Register of Deeds Bill 
O’Donnell said he is hope- 
ful that the worst of eco- 
nomic downturn is behind 
and that the result will lead 
to improvements in both 
the real estate and mortgage 
markets. 

“At the end of three quar- 
ters, the dollar volume of to- 
tal sales increased from $1.9 
billion from $2.1 billion, 
an 11 % increase from the 
same time last year. Another 
promising indicator during 
the same period of time was 
that the average sales trans- 
action (including both resi- 
dential and commercial real 
estate sales) was $636,736, 
an increase of 16 percent. 

“This solid increase is 
further evidence that Nor- 
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folk County is a very de- 
sirable place to live, to 
work and to raise a family,” 
O’Donnell said. 

However, the Register 
noted that there are some 
concerning indicators which 
reveal a decrease in real es- 
tate activity both for sales 
and refinancing. 

“Even with an increase in 
volume dollar sales, we are 
down 6 percent in the third 
quarter in the total number 
of deeds recorded in com- 
parison to last year’s third 
quarter. Mortgage recording 
activity continues to struggle 
with a 21 percent decrease 
(9,147 to 7,257) during the 
same period,” he said. 

Another benchmark be- 
ing carefully watched by 
the Register is mortgage 
foreclosures, which fell by 
a modest 2 percent in the 
third quarter. O’Donnell 


noted that Homesteads fil- 
ings were down by 9 percent 
compared to last year’s third 
quarter. 

“One reason for the re- 
duced filings stems from 
legislation passed into law 
by the Legislature in 2011 
which clarifies that there is 
no need to refile a Home- 
stead after refinancing a 
mortgage,” O’Donnell said.
